CHAP. I. 
The miſery of Jeruſalem, Gc. 


HE words of Nehemiah the ſon 
of Hachaliah. And it came to pals 
in the month Chiſleu, in the twentieth 

year, as I was in Shuſhan the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my bre- 
thren, came, he and certain men of 
udah; and I aſked them concerning 
the Jews that had eſcaped, which were 
left of the captivity, and concerning 


eruſalem. 
3 And they ſaid unto me, 


= that are left of the captivity 


in the province are in great àffliction y 
though there were of you caſt out unto 


and reproach: the wall of Jeruſalem 
alſo is broken down, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire. 
4 And it came to pals when I heard 
| theſe words, that I ſat down and wept, 
and mourned certain days, and faſted, 
and prayed before the God of heaven. 
5 1 And faid, I beſeech thee, O 
Lord God of heaven, the great and 
terrible God, that keepeth covenant 
and mercy for them that love him and 
obſerve his commandments : 
6 Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes open, that thou mayeſt 
hear the prayer of thy ſervant, which I 


pray before thee now day and night 
for the children of Iſrael thy ſervants, 
and confeſs the ſins of the children of 
Iſrael, which we have ſinned againſt 
thee: both I and my father's houſe have 
ſinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly 
1 thee, and have not kept the 
commandments, nor the ſtatutes, nor 
the judgements, which thou command- 
edit thy ſervant Moſes. 

8 Remember, I beſeech thee, the 
word that thou commandedſt thy ſer- 


vant Moſes, ſaying, If ye tranſgreſs, I 


will ſcatter you abroad among the na- 


| tions: 
aer o But if ye turn unto me, and keep 


commandments, and p them; 


the uttermoſt part of the heaven, yet 
will I gather them from thence; and will 
bring them unto the place that I have 
choſen to ſet my name there. tp 
10 Now theſe are thy ſervants and 
thy people, whom thou haſt redeemed 


by thy great power, and by thyJtrong ' 


hand. 


11 O Lord, I beſeech thee, let now 


thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 


thy ſervant, and to the prayer of thy - 
ſervants, who deſire to fear thy name: 
and proſper, I pray thee, thy ſervant 


this day, and grant him mercy in the

EMAP. II. 


Artaxerxes ſendeth Nehemiah to Feruſalem. 


AND it came to paſs in the month 
Niſan, in the twentieth year of Arta- 
xerxes the king, that wine was before 
him: and I took up the wine, and gave 
it unto the king. Now I had not been 
beforetime ſad in his preſence. 

2 Wherefore the king ſaid unto me, 
Why is thy countenance ſad, ſeeing 
thou art not fick? this is nothing elſe 
but ſorrow of heart. Then I was very 
| fore afraid, | | 
3 And faid unto the king, Let the 
king live for ever: why ſhould not my 
countenance be ſad, when the city, the 
place of my fathers ſepulchres, lieth 
waſte, and the gates thereof are con- 
famed with fire? 

4 Then the king ſaid unto me, For 
what doſt thou make requeſt? So I 
prayed to the God of heaven. 
5 And I ſaid unto the king, If it 
* the king, and if thy ſervant 
have found favour in thy ſight, that 
thou wouldeſt ſend me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers ſepulchres, 
that I may build it. 

6 And the king ſaid unto me, the 

alſo fitting by him, For how 
long ſhall thy journey be? and when 
wilt thou return? So it pleaſed the 
king to ſend me, and I ſet him a time. 

7 Moreover, I ſaid unto the king, If 


me to the governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till 1 
come into Judah; 

8 Anda letter unto Aſaph the keeper 


of the king's foreſt, that he may give 


me timber to make beams for the gates 
of the palace which appertained to 
the houſe, and for the wall of the city, 
and for the -houſe that I ſhall enter 
into. And the king granted me, ac- 
cording to the good hand of my God 
upon me. 

9 Then I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them the 
king's letters. Now the king had ſent 
captains of the army, and horſemen 
W 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the ſervant the Ammonite, 
heard of it, it grieved them exceedingly 
that there was come a man to ſeek the 
welfare of the children of Iſrael. 

11 So I came to Jeruſalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 And I aroſe in the night, I and 
ſome few men with me; neither told I 
any man what my God had put in my 
heart to do at Jeruſalem: neither was 
there any beaſt with me, ſave the beaſt 
that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even before the dra- 
gon-well, and to the dung-port, and 
viewed the walls of Jeruſalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates there- 
of were conſumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king's pool: 
but there was no place for the beaſt 


it pleaſe the king, let letters be given 


that was under me to pals. 


* My fathers' ſepulchres, ver. 3.] Which by all nations are eſteemed ſacred, inviolable, and honorable. 
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15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and ſo returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
prieſts, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the reſt that did the work. 

17 4 Then ſaid I unto them, Ye ſee 
the diſtreſs that we are in, how Jeruſa- 
lem lieth waſte, and the gates thereof 
are burned with fire: come, and let us 
build up the wall of Jeruſalem, that 

we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand 
of my God which was good upon me; 
as alſo the king's words that he had 
ſpoken unto me. And they ſaid, Let 
us riſe up and build. So they ſtrength- 
ened their hands for this — work. 
19 But when Sanballat the Horon- 


ite, and Tobiah the ſervant the Am- 


monite, and Geſhem the Arabian, heard 
it, they laughed us to ſcorn, and de- 
ſp iſed us, and ſaid, What is this thing 
thatye do? will ye rebel againſt the king? 


20 Then anſwered I them, and ſaid 


unto them, The God of heaven, he 
will proſper us; therefore we his ſer- 
vants will ariſe and build: but ye have 
no portion, nor right, nor memorial in 


| Jeruſalem. 


CHAP. IIL 


The 1 names and order of them that builded| 


the wall, Ec. 


THEN Ehlaſhib the high prieſt p 


roſe up with his brethren the. prieſts, 


laid the beams thereof, and ſet up 


and they builded the ſheep-pate; — 
ſanctified it, and ſet up the doors of it; 
even unto the tower of Meah they ſanc- 
tified it, unto the tower of Hananeel. 

2 And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to them 
builded Zaccur the ſon of Imri. 

3 But the fiſh-gate did the ſons of 
Haſſenaah build, who alſo laid the 
beams thereof, and ſet up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired Me- 
remoth the ſon of Urijah, the ſon of 
Koz. And next unto them repaired 
Meſhullam the ſon of Berechiah, the 
ſon of Meſhezabeel. And next unto 
them repaired Zadok the ſon of Baana. 

5 And next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired; but their nobles put not their 
necks to the work of their Lord. 

6 Moreover, the old gate repaired 
ehoiada the ſon of Paſeah, and Me- 
ſhullam the ſon of Beſodeiah; they 
the 
doors thereof, and the locks thereof, 
and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Me- 
latiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and 
of Mizpah, unto the throne of the 
governor on this {ide the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
ſon of Harhaiah, of the goldſmiths. Next 


unto him alſo repaired Hananiah 


ſon of one of the apothecaries, and the 
fortified Jeruſalem unto the broad wall. 

And next unto them repaired Re- 
haiah the ſon of Hur, the ruler of the 
half- part of Jeruſalem. 


They ſanctified it, ver. 1. ] Dedicated it to God's ſervice by prayer, and ſuch other rites as were appointed, as the firſt 


fruits & the refit of _ building.

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10 And next unto them repaired Je- 
daiah the fon of Harumaph, even over- 
againſt his houſe. And next unto him 
repaired Hattuſh the ſon of Haſhabniah. 

11 Malchijah the ſon of Harim, and 


Haſhub the ſon of Pahath-moab re- 


paired the other piece, and the tower 
of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him aired 
Shallum the ſon of Haloheſh, the ruler 
of the half-part of Jeruſalem, he and 
his _—_— 

3 The valley-gate repaired Hanun, 

Fa 2 inhabitants of Zanoah; they 
built it, and ſet up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and a thouſand cubits on the wall unto 
the dung-gate. | 

14 But the dung-gate repaired Mal- 
chiah the ſon of Rechab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haccerem ; he built it, 
and ſet up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of the fountain re- 
paired Shallum the ſon of Col-hozeh, 
the ruler of part of Mizpah; he built 
it, and covered it, and ſet up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
en, and unto 
the ſtairs that go down from the city 

of David. - 
16 After him r 
fon of Azbuk, the ruler of the half- 
part of Beth-zur, unto the place over- 

againſt the ſepulchres of David, and| 
to the pool that was made, and unto 
the houſe of the mighty. 


17 And after him repaired the Le-| 


vites, Rehum the ſon of Bani. Next 


epaired Nehemiah the| 


unto him repaired Haſhabiah the ruler

of the half- part of Keilah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Bavai the ſon of Henadad, the ruler of 
the half-part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer 
the ſon of Jeſhua, the ruler of Mizpah, 
another piece over- againſt the going- up 
to the armoury at the turning of the 
wall. 

20 After him Baruch the ſon of 
Zabbai earneſtly repaired the other 
piece, from the turning of the wall unto 
the door of the houſe of Eliaſhib the 
high prieſt. 

21 After him repaired Meremoth the 
ſon of Urijah, the ſon of Koz, another 
piece, from the door of the houſe of 
Eliaſhib even to the end of the houſe 
of Eliaſnhib. 

22 And after him repaired the prieſts, 
the men of the plain. 

22 After him repaired Benjamin, 
and Haſhub, over-againſt their houſe. 
After him repaired Azariah the ſon of 
Maaſeiah, the ſon of Ananiah, by his 


houſe. 


24 After him repaired Binnui the 
ſon of Henadad, another piece, from 
the houſe of Azariah unto the turn- 
ing of the wall, even unto the cor- 
ner. 

25 Palal the ſon of Vent over-againſt 
the turning of the wall, and the tower 
which lieth out from the king's high 
houſe, that was by the court of the 
priſon. After him Pedaiah the ſon of 
Paroſh. 

26 Moreover, the Nethinims dwelt 
in Ophel, unto the place over-againft 
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the water-gate toward the eaſt, and the 

tower that lieth out. 

207 Aſter them the Tekoites W 
another piece, over-againſt the great 

tower that lieth out, even unto the wall 

of Ophel. | 

28 From above the hor re- 

paired the prieſts, every one over. againſt 


his houſe. 
29 After them repaired Zadok the 


ſon of Immer over-againſt his houſe. 
After him repaired alſo Shemaiah the 
ſon of Shechaniah, the keeper of the 
ealt-gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah 
the ſon of Shelemiah, and Hanun the 
ſixth ſon of Zaluph another piece. 
After him repaired Meſhullam the ſon 
of Berechiah, over-againſt his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchiah 
the goldſmith's ſon, unto the place of 
the Nethinims, and of the merchants, 
over-againſt the gate Miphkad, and to 
the going-up of the corner. 


32 And between the going-up of 


the corner unto the ſheep-gate repaired 
the goldſmiths and the merchants. 


GAAP. IV. 


While the enemies ſeoff, Nehemiah prayeth - 


ne ſetteth a watch. 


BUT it came to pals, that when San- 
ballat heard that we builded the wall, 
he was wroth, and took great indig- 
nation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he ſpake before his brethren 
and the army of Samaria, and faid, 
What do theſe feeble Jews? wall they 
fortify themſelves? will they ſacrifice ? 


will they make an end in a day? will 
they revive the ſtones out of the heaps 
of the rubbiſh which are burned? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was 
by him, and he ſaid, Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he ſhall 
even break down their ſtone-wall. 

4 Hear, O our God, for we are de- 
ſpiſed: and turn their reproach upon 
their own head, and give them for a 
prey in the W of captivity: : | 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their ſin be blotted out from 
before thee: for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the half 
thereof: for the people had a mind to 


| work. 


7 © But it came to paſs that when 
Sang, and Tobiah, and the Ara- 
bians, ui" the Amme and the 
Aſhdodites, heard that the walls of Je- 
ruſalem were made up, and that the 
breaches began to be ſtopped, then they 
were very wroth, 

8 And conſpired all of them toge= 
ther to come, and to fight againſt Je- 
ruſalem, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheleſs, we made our prayer 
unto our God, and ſet a watch againft 
them day and night, becauſe of them. 

10 And Judah ſaid, The ſtrength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
there is much rubbiſh; fo that we are 
not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adverſaries ſaid, They 
ſhall not know, neither ſee, till we come 
in the midſt among them, and ſlay them, 


and cauſe the work to ceaſe. 


Will they ſacrifice, ver. 2.] Do they intend to begin, and finiſh, and keep the feaſt of dedication, alli in one day ? 
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12 And it came to 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they faid unto us ten times, From all 
places whence ye ſhall return unto us 
they will be upon you. 

13 Therefore ſet I in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 


higher places, I even ſet the people after} 


their families with their ſwords, their 
ſpears, and their bows. 
14 And I looked, and roſe up, and 


faid unto the nobles, and to the rulers, | 


and to the reſt of the people, Be not 
ye afraid of them: remember the Lord 
which 1s great and terrible, and fight 
for your brethren, your ſons, and your 


daughters, your wives, and your houſes. | 


15 And it came to paſs, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us, and God had brought their counſel 
to nought, that we returned all of us 
to the wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pals, from that 
time forth, that the half of my ſervants 
wrought in the work, and the other 
half of them held both the ſpears, the 
ſhields, and the bows, and the haber- 
geons; and the rulers were behind all 
the houſe of Judah. 5 

17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with thoſe 
that laded, every one with one of his 
hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had 
his ſword girded by his fide, and ſo 
builded. And he that ſounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 And I ſaid unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the reſt of the

paſs, that when 


people, The work is great and large, 
and we are ſeparated upon the wall, 
one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the ſound of the trumpet reſort ye thi- 
ther unto us. Our God ſhall fight 
for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the ſpears, from the 
riſing of the morning till the ſtars ap- 
peared. 

22 Likewiſe at the ſame time faid I 
unto the people, Let every one with 
his ſervant lodge within Jeruſalem, that 
in the night they may be a guard to 
us, and labour on the day. | 
23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my ſervants, nor the men of the 
guard which followed me, none of us 
put off our clothes, ſaving that every 
one put them off for waſhing. 


CHAP. V. 


The Jews complain + Fax debt, mort- 
gage, and bondage. | 


AND there was a great cry of the 
people, and of their waves, * 
their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that ſaid, We, our 
ſons, and our daughters, are many : 
therefore we take up corn for them, 
that we may eat, and live. | 

3 Some alſo there were that ſaid, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine- 
yards, and houſes, that we might buy 
corn, becauſe of the dearth. 

4 There were alſo that ſaid, We 
have borrowed money for the king's 


go to any of the out- places, they will beſct the city, and 
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tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our ileſh is as the fleſh of 

Je brethren, our children as their 
children: and lo, we bring into bond- 
age our ſons, and our daughters, to be 
ſervants, and ſome of our daughters 
are brought into bondage already: nei- 
ther is it in our power to redeem them; 
for other men have our lands and vine- 
yards. 

6 1 And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry, and theſe words. 

7 Then I conſulted with myſelf, and 
I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, 
and ſaid unto them, Ye exact uſury, 
every one of his brother. And I ſet 
a great allembly againſt them. 

8 And I ſaid unto them, We, after 
our ability, have redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were fold unto 

the heathen; and will ye even ſell your 
brethren? or ſhall they be ſold unto 
us? Then held they their peace, and 
found nothing to anſwer. 

9 Alſo J ſaid, It is not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God, becauſe of the reproach 
of the heathen, our enemies? 

10 I likewiſe, and my brethren, and 
my ſervants, might exact of them money 
and corn: I pray you, let 1 us leave off 
this uſury. 

11 Reſtore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their vine- 
yards, their olive-yards, and their 
houſes, alſo the hundredth part of 
the money, and of the corn, the 
wine, and the oil, that 2 exact of 
them. 


1-|So God ſhake out every 
; | houſe, and from his labour, that per- 


12 Then faid they, We will reſtore 
them, and will require nothing of 
them; ſo will we do as thou ſayeſt. 
Then I called the prieſts, and took an 
oath of them that they ſhould do ac- 
cording to this promiſe. 

13 Alſo I ſhook my lap, and ſaid, 
man from his 


formeth not this promiſe; even thus be 
he ſhaken out, and emptied. And all 
the congregation ſaid, Amen, and 
praiſed the Lord. And the people did 
according to this promiſe. 

14 1 Moreover, from the time that 


in the land of judah, from the twen- 
tieth year even unto the two and thir- 
tieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that 
is, twelve years, I and my brethren 
have not eaten the bread of thy go- 
vernor. 

15 But the former governors, that 
had been before me, were chargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of them 
bread and wine, beſide forty ſhekels 
of ſilver; yea, even their ſervants bare 
rule over the people: but ſo did not 
I, becauſe of the fear of God. 

16 Yea, alſo I continued in the work 
of this wall, neither bought we any 
land: and all my ſervants were ga- 
thered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover, there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
rulers, beſide thoſe that came. unto 
us from among the heathen that are 


about us. | 
18 Now that which was prepared 


for me daily, was one ox, and ſix choice 


A great aſſembly againſt them, ver. 7.] Both of thoſe; that were oppreſſed, and of others free from this ſin; that before fo 


many which condemned it they might be the more humbled. 


I was appointed to be their governor _ 
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ſheep; alſo fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days ſtore of all 
ſorts of wine: yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be- 
cauſe the bondage was heavy upon this 


people. 


19 Think upon me, my God, for 
according to all that I have done 


for this people. 
CHAP. VI. 


Sanballat prafliſeth to terrify Nehemiah. 


NOW it came to paſs when Sanbal- 


lat, and Tobiah, and Geſhem the Ara- 


bian, and the reſt of our enemies heard 
that I had builded the wall, and that 
there was no breach left therein; 
(though at that time I had not ſet up 


the doors upon the gates;) 


2 That Sanballat and Geſhem ſent 
unto me, ſaying, Come, let us meet 
together in ſome one of the villages in 
the plain of Ono. But they thought 


to do me miſchief: 


3 And I ſent meſſengers unto them, 


Sing I am doing a great work, ſo that 


I cannot come down: why ſhould the 
work ceaſe, whilſt I leave it, and come 
down to you. 

4 Yet they ſent unto me four times 
after this ſort; and I anſwered them af- 
ter the ſame manner. 

5 Then ſent Sanballat his ſervant 


unto me in like manner the fifth time, 


with an open letter in his hand: 

6 Wherein was written, It is re- 
ported among the heathen, and Gaſh- 
mu ſaith it, that thou and the Jews 


think to rebel: for which cauſe thou 
buildeſt the wall, that thou mayeſt be 
their king, according to theſe words. 

7 And thou haſt alſo appointed pro- 
phets to preach of thee at Jeruſalem, 
ſaying, There is a king in Judah: and 
now ſhall it be_reported to the king 
according to theſe words. Come now, 
therefore, and let us take counſel toge- 
ther. 

8 Then I ſent unto him, ſaying, 
There are no ſuch things done as thou 
ſayeſt, but thou — them out of 
thine own heart. 

g For they all made us afraid, ſay- 
ing, Their hands ſhall be weakened | 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, O God, ſtrengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the houſe 
of Shemaiah the ſon of Delaiah, the 
ſon of Mehetabeel, who was ſhut up; 
and he ſaid, let us meet together in the 
houſe of Cod, within the temple, and 
let us ſhut the doors of the temple: for 
they will come to ſlay thee; yea, in the 
night will they come to ſlay thee. 

11 And I ſaid, Should ſuch a man 
as I flee? and who 1s there that, being as 
I am, would go into the temple to fave 
his life? I will not go in. 

12 And lo, I perceived that God 
had not ſent him; but that he pro- 


{nounced this prophecy againſt me: for 


Tobiah and Sanballat had hired him. 
13 Therefore was he hired, that I 
ſhould be afraid, and do fo, and fin, 
and that they might have matter for an 
evil 2 that they might reproach 
me. , | 


Who was ſhut up, ver. 10.] e, I Rn. | 
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14 My God, think thou upon To- 
biah and Sanballat according to theſe 
their works, and on the propheteſs No- 
adiah, and the reſt of the prophets 


that would have put me in fear. 

13 1 So the wall was finiſhed in 
the twenty and fifth day of the month 

Elul, in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to paſs that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us ſaw 
theſe things, they were much caſt down 
in their own eyes: for they perceived 
that this work was wrought of our 
God. | 

17 1 Moreover, in thoſe days the 
nobles of Judah ſent many letters unto 
Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah 
came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah 
{ſworn unto him, becauſe he was the 
ſon-in-law of Shechaniah the ſon of 
Arah; and his ſon Johanan had taken 
the daughter of Meſhullam the ſon of 
Berechiah. 

19 Alſo they reported his good 
deeds before me, and uttered my words 
to him. And Tobiah ſent letters to 


put me in fear. 
"CHAP. VII. 


Nehemiah committeth the charge of Jeru- 
alem to Hanan and Hanamah. 


NOW it came to paſs when the 
wall was built, and I had ſet up the 
doors, and the porters and the | ſingers

2 And Ezra the prieſt brought the 
law before the congregation, both of 


men and women, and all that could 
hear with underſtanding, upon the firſt 
day of the ſeventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
hee that was before the water-gate, 
from the morning until mid-day, before 
the men, and the women, and thoſe 
that could underſtand; and the ears of 
all the people were attentive unto the 
book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the ſcribe ſtood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpoſe: and beſide him ſtood 
Mattithiah, and Shema,' and Anaiah, 
and Uryah, and Hilkiah, and Maaſeiah, 
on his right hand: and on his left hand, 
Pedaiah, and Miſhael, and Malchiah, 
and Haſhum, and Haſhbadana, Zecha- 
riah, and Meſhullam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
ſight of all the people; for he was 
above all the people; and when he 
opened it, all the people ſtood up. 

6 And Ezra bleſſed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
ſwered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands: and they bowed their 
heads, and worſhipped the Lord with 
their faces to the ground. 

7 Alſo Jeſhua, and Bani, 3 She- 
rebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Ho- 
dyah, KIfaaloiah, Kelita, Amariah, 
zabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites 
cauſed the people to underſtand the 
law: and the people ſtood in their 
place. 

8 So they read in the book, in the 
law of God diſtinctly, and gave the 
ſenſe, and cauſed them to underſtand 


the reading. 


Cauſed them to underſtand, ver. 8.] By interpreting it into their own vulgar language; becauſe they had FIX. IPG 
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9 And Nehemiah which4 is the Tir- 
ſhatha, and Ezra the prieſt the ſcribe, 
and the Levites that taught the people, 
ſaid unto all the people, This day is 
holy unto the Lord your God: mourn 
not, nor weep, For all the people 
wept when they heard the words of 
the law. 

10 Then he iid unto them, Go 
your way, eat the fat, and dini the 
ſweet, and ſend portions unto them for 
whom nothing 1s prepared: for this 
day is holy unto our Lord: neither be 
ye ſorry; for the joy of the Lord 1s 
your ſtrength. | 

11 So the Levites tilled all the peo- 
ple, ſaying, Hold your peace; for the 
day is holy; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their 
way to eat and to drink, and to ſend 
portions, and to make great mirth, be- 
cauſe they had underſtood the words 
that were declared unto them. 

13 And on the ſecond day were 
gathered together the chief of the fa- 
thers of all the people, the prieſts 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the ſcribe, 
even to underſtand the words of the 
law: 

14 And they found written in the law, 
which the Lord had commanded by 
Moſes, that the children of Iſrael ſhould 
dwell in booths in the feaſt of the ſe- 
"_ month; 

5 And that they ſhould publiſh and 
rocks in all their cities, and in 
Jeruſalem, ſaying, Go forth unto 
the mount, and fetch olwwe-branches, 
and pi branches. and myrtle-branches, 
and palm-branches, and branches of 


thick trees, to make booths, as it is 
written. 

16 J So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themſelves 
booths, every one upon the roof of 
his houſe, and in their courts, and in 
the courts of the houſe of God, and 
in the ſtreet of the water-gate, and in 
the ſtreet of the gate of Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of them 


that were come again out of the ca- 


tivity made booths, and ſat under the 
booths: for ſince the days of Joſhua, 
the ſon of Nun, unto that day, had 
not the children of Iſrael done o. 
And there was very great gladneſs. 

18 Allo day by day, from the firſt 
day unto the laſt day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feaſt ſeven days, and on the 
eighth day was a ſolemn aſſembly, ac- 
cording unto the manner.

29 And teſtifiedſt againſt them, that 
thou mighteſt bring them again unto 
thy law: yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy command- 
ments, but ſinned againſt thy judge- 
ments, which if a man do, he {hall hve 
in en and withdrew the ſhoulder, 
and hardened their neck, and would 
not hear. 
| go Yet many years didſt thou for- 
hw them, and teſtifiedſt againſt them 


by thy ſpirit in thy prophets: - yet

and let their things for purification be 
given them: 

4 And let the maiden which pleaſeth 
the king be queen inſtead of Vaſhti. 
And the thing pleaſed the king; and 
he did ſo. 

5 Now in Shuſhan the palace there 
was a certain Jew whoſe name was 
Mordecai, the fon of Jair, the ſon of 
Shimei, the ſon of Kiſh, a Benjamite; 

6 Who had been carried away from 
eruſalem with the captivity which had 
carried away with jeconiah king 
of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon had carried away. 

7 And he brought up Hadaſſah, that 
is, Eſther, his uncle's daughter: for 
ſhe had neither father nor mother, and 
the maid was fair and beautiful: whom 
Mordecai, when her father and mother 
were dead, took for his own daughter. 

8 So it came to paſs, when the king's 
commandment and his ' decree was 
heard, and when ry maidens were 
gathered together unto Shuſhan the 

palace, to the cuſtody of Hegai, that 
Efther-was brought allo unto the king's 
houſe, to the cuſtody of Hegai Keeper 
of the women, 

9 And the maiden pleaſed him, and 
ſhe obtained kindneſs of him: and he 
ſpeedily gave her things for purifica- 
tion, with ſuch things as belonged: to 


her, and ſeven maidens which were 
meet to be given her out of the king's 
houſe; and he preferred her and her 
maids unto the beſt place of the houſe 
of the women. 
10 Efther had not ſhewed her peo- 

ple, nor her kindred: for — 
had charged her that ſhe ſhould not 


| ſhew it. 


11 And Mordecai alin every day 
before the court of the women's houſe, 
to know how Eſther did, and what 
ſhould become of her. 

12 Now when every maid's turn 
was come to go in to king Ahaſuerus, 
after that ſhe had been twelve months, 
according to the manner of the wo- 
men, (for ſo were the days of their pu- 
rifications accomphihed, to wit, fix ' 
months with oil of myrrh, and fix 
months with ſweet odours, and with 


{other things for the purifying of the 


women ;) 

13 Then thus came every maiden 
unto the king, whatſoever ſhe deſired 
was given her, to go with her out of 
the houſe of the women unto the _ 8 
houſe. 

14 In the evening ſhe went, and on 
the morrow ſhe returned into the ſe- 
cond houſe of the women, to the cuſto- 
dy of Shaaſhgaz the king's chamberlain, 
which kept the concubines: ſhe came 
in unto the king no more, except the 
king delighted in her, and that ſhe 
were called by name. 

13 4 Now when the turn of Eſther 
the daughter of Abihail, the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 


— 


daughter, was come to go in unto. the 


That is, Eſther, ver, J. Her name being changed by the king, after he had married her, as was uſual. 
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king, ſhe zoquired nothing but what 
Hegai the king's chamberlain the keep- 
er of the women, appointed. And Eſt- 
her obtained favour in the ſight of all 
them that looked upon her. 

16 So Eſther was taken unto king 
Ahaſuerus, into his houſe royal, in the 
tenth month, which is the month Te- 
| bee in the ſeventh year of his reign. 

7 And the king loved Eſther above 
all . women, and ſhe obtained grace 
and favour in his ſight more than all 


the virgins; ſo that he ſet the royal“ 


crown upon her head, and made her 
queen inſtead of Vaſhti. 
18 Then the king made a great 

feaſt unto all his princes and his ſer- 
vants, even Eſther's feaſt; and he made 
'a releaſe to the provinces, and gave 
gifts, according to the ſtate of the king. 
19 And when the virgins were ga- 
thered together the ſecond time, then 
 Mordecai fat in the king's gate 

20 Eſther had not yet ſhewed her 
kindred, nor her people; as Mordecai 
had charged her: for Eſther did the 
commandment of Mordecai, like as 
when ſhe was brought up with him. 

21 In thoſe days, while Mordecai 
fat in the king's gate, two of the king's 
chamberlains, Bigthan and Tereſh, of 
thoſe which kept the door, were wroth, 
and ſought to lay hand on the king 
Ahaſuerus. 
22 And the thing was known to 
Mordecai, who told it unto Eſther the 
queen; and Eſther certified the king 
thereof in Mordecai's name. 

29 And when inquiſition was made 
of the matter it was found out: there-

fore they were both hanged on a tree.

CHAP. III. 
Haman advanced by the king, &c. 
AFTER theſe things did king Aha- 


ſuerus promote Haman the fon of 
Hammedatha the Agagi 


ite, and advanc- 
ed him, and ſet his ſeat above all the 
princes that were with him. 

2 And all the king's ſervants that 
were in the king's gate, bowed, and re- 
verenced Haman: for the king had 
lo commanded concerning him. But 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did him re- 


verence. 


3 Then the king's ſervants which 


were in the king's gate ſaid unto Mor- 


decal, Why tranſgreſſeſt thou the king's 


commandment? 
4 Now 1t came to paſs, when they 


ſpake daily unto him, and he hearken- 


ed not unto them, that they told Ha- 


man, to ſee whether Mordecai's matters 


would ſtand: for he had told them that 


he was a Jew. 5 
5 And when Haman faw that Mor- 


decai bowed not, nor did him reve- 


rence, then was Haman full of wrath. 
6 And he thought ſcorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone; for they 
had ſhewed him the people of Morde- 
cai: wherefore Haman ſought to de- 
ſtroy all the Jews that were throughout 
the whole kingdom of Ahaſuerus, even

8 And Haman ſaid unto king Aha- 
ſuerus, There is a certain people ſcat- 
tered abroad and diſperſed among the 
people, in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom; and their laws are diverſe 
from all people; neither keep they the 
"king's laws; therefore it is not for the 
king's profit to ſuffer them. 


9 If it pleaſe the king, let it be writ-| 


ten that they may be deſtroyed: and I 
will pay ten thouſand talents of filver 
to the hands of thoſe that have the 
charge of the buſineſs, to bring it into 
the king's treafuries. | 
10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand; and gave it unto Haman the 
ſon of Hammedatha the Agagite, the 
Jews enemy. | | 
11 And the king ſaid unto Haman, 
The filver is-given to thee, the people 
alſo, to do with them as it ſeemeth 
good to thee. 5 
12 Then were the king's ſcribes 
called on the thirteenth day of the 
firſt month, and there was written ac- 
cording to all that Haman had com- 


manded unto the king's lieutenants, 
and to the governors that were over 


every province, and to the rulers of 


every people of every province ac- 


cording to the writing thereof, and to 
every people after their lan 
the name of king Ahaſuerus was it 


written, and ſealed with the king's 
ring. .

13 And: the letters were ſent by 
poſts into all the king's provinces, to 
deſtroy, to kill, and to cauſe to periſh 
all Jews, both young and old, little 
children and women, in' one day, even 
upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth, 
month, which is the month Adar, and 
to take the ſpoil of them for a prey. 

14 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in eve 
province was publiſhed unto all peo- 
ple, that they ſhould be ready againſt 
that day. ++ 4 
15 The poſts went out, being haſt- 
ened by the king's commandment, and 
the decree was given in Shuſhan the 
palace. And the: king and Haman fat 
down to drink, but the city Shuſhan 
was perplexed. 


CHAP. IV. 
Mordecai and the Jews mourn, &c. 


WHEN Mordecai perceived all 
that was done, Mordecai rent his 
clothes, and put on ſackcloth with 
aſhes, and went out into the midſt of 
the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry; 

2 And came even before the king's 
gate: for none might enter into the 
king's gate clothed with ſackcloth. 

3 And in every province whitherſo- 
ever the king's commandment and his 


decree came, there was great mourning 


among the Jews, and faſting, and weep- 
ing and wailing; and many lay in ſack- 


4 So Eſther's maids and her cham- 


berlains came and told it her. Then 


it was. 


was the queen exceedingly —— 
and ſhe ſent raiment to clothe Morde- 
cai, and to take away his ſackcloth 
from him: but he received it not. 

5 Then called Eſther for Hatach, 
one of the king's chamberlains whom 
he had appointed to attend upon her, 
and gave him a commandment to Mor- 
decai, to know what it was, and why 


6 So Hatach went forth to Morde- 
cal, unto the ſtreet of the city, which 
was before the king's gate. 
7 And Mordecai told him of all 
that had happened unto him, and of 
the ſum of the money that Haman had 
promiſed to pay to the king's treaſuries 
for the Jews, to deſtroy them. 

8 Alſo he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given at 
Shuſhan to deſtroy them, to ſhew it 
unto Eſther, and to declare it unto her, 
and to charge her that ſhe ſhould go in 
unto the king to make ſupplication 
unto him, and to make requeſt before 
him for her people. 

9 And Hatach came and told Eſther 
the words of Mordecai. 

10 Again Eſther ſpake unto Hatach, 
and gave him commandment unto Mor- 
decal; 

11 All the king's ſervants, and the 
people of the king's provinces do know, 
that whoſoever, whether man or wo- 
man, ſhall come unto the king into the 
inner court, who 1s not called, there 1s 
one law of his to put him to death, 
except ſuch to whom the king ſhall 
hold out the golden ſceptre, that he 


] 


may live: but I have not been called 


to come in unto the king theſe thirty 
days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Eſt- 
her's words. 

13 Then Mordecai commanded to 


that thou ſhalt eſcape in the king's 
houſe, more than all the Jews: 

14 For if thou altogether holdeſt 
thy peace at this time, then ſhall there 
enlargement and deliverance ariſe to 
the Jews from another place, but thou 
and thy father's houſe ſhall be de- 
ſtroyed: and who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for n 
a time as this?

anſwer Eſther, Think not with thyſelff 


15 1 Then Eſther bade them return 


Mordecai this anſwer: 

16 Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are preſent in Shuſhan, and faſt ye 
for me, and neither eat nor drink three 
days, night or day: I alſo and my 
maidens will faſt likewiſe; and ſo will 
I go in unto the king, which 1s not ac- 
cording to the law: and if I periſh, I 
periſh. 

17 So Mordecai went his way, and 


did according to all that Eſther had 


commanded him. 
CHAP. V. 


Eſther, obtaining the king's favour, muteth 
the king and Haman to a banquet. 


NOW it came to paſs on the third 
day, that Eſther put on her royal ap- 
parel, and ſtood in the inner court of 
the king's houſe, over- againſt the king's 


houſe: and the _—_ ſat upon his royal

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gate of the houſe. 
2 And it was ſo, when the king 


court, that ſhe obtained favour in his 
fight: and the king held out to Eſther 
golden ſceptre that was in his 
hand. So Eſther drew near, and 
touched the top of the ſceptre.

4 And Efther anſwered, If it ſeem 
good unto the king, let the king and 
Haman come this day unto the ban- 
quet that I have Mg for him. 

5 Then the king ſaid, Cauſe Haman 
to make haſte, that he may do as Eſther 
bath ſaid. So the king and Haman 
came to the banquet that Eſther had 
prepared. fk 
6 And the king

11 And Haman told how of the 
glory of his riches, and the multitude 
of his children, and all the things 
wherein the king had promoted him, 
and how he had advanced him above 
the princes and ſervants of the king. 

12 Haman ſaid moreover, Yea, Eſt- 
her the queen did let no man come in 
with the king unto the banquet, that 
ſhe had prepared, but myſelf: and to- 
morrow am I invited unto her alſo 
__ the king. . 

3 Vet all this availeth me nothing, 
ſo — as I ſee Mordecai the Jew ſit- 
ting at the king's gate. 

14 Then ſaid Zereſh his wife and 
all his friends unto him, Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and to- 
morrow ſpeak thou unto the king that 
Mordecai may be hanged thereon; then 
go thou in mernly with the king unto 
the banquet. And the thing pleaſed 
Haman, and he cauſed the gallows to 


be made. 


CHAP. VI. 
Ahaſuerus rewardeth Mordecai, &c. 


ON that night could not the king 
ſleep, and he commanded to bring, the 
book of records of the chronicles; and 
they were read before the king. 
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2 And it was found writ, that 
Mordecai had told of Bigthana and 
Tereſh, two of the king's chamberlains, 
the keepers of the door, who ſought 
to lay hand on the king Ahaſuerus. 

3 And the king ſaid, What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Morde- 
cai for this? Then faid the king's ſer- 
vants that miniſtered unto him, There 


is nothing done for him. 
4 And the king ſaid, Who is in the 


court? Now Haman was come into the 


outward court of the king's houſe to 
ſpeak unto the king to hang Mordecai 
on the gallows that he had prepared 


for him. 
5 And the king's ſervants ſaid unto 


kink Behold, Haman ſtandeth in the 


court. And the king ſaid, Let him 
come in. 

6 So Haman came in: and the king 
ſaid unto him, What ſhall be done 


unto the man whom the king delight- | 


eth to honour? Now' Haman thought 


in his heart, To whom would the king| 


delight to do honour more than to 


myſelf? 
7 And Haman anſwered the king, 


to honour, 

8 Let the royal apparel be brought 
which the king uſeth to wear, and the 
horſe that the king rideth upon, and 


head: 


delivered to the hand of one of the 


king's moſt noble princes, that they 


may array the man withal whom the 


9 And let this apparel and horſe be 


him on horſeback through the ſtreet of 
the city, and proclaim before him, 
Thus ſhall it be done to the man 
whom the king delighteth to honour. 

10 Then the king ſaid to Haman, 
Make hafte, and take the apparel and 
horſe as thou haſt ſaid, and do even fo 
to Mordecai the Jew that ſitteth at the 
king's gate: let nothing fail of all that 


thou haſt ſpoken. 


11 1 Then took Haman the apparel \ 
and the horſe and arrayed Mordecai, 
and brought him on horſeback through 
the ſtreet of the city, and proclaimed 


before him, Thus ſhall it be done unto 
the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour. 


12 And Mordecai came again to the 
king's gate. But Haman haſted to his 


houſe mourning, and having his head

3 And Haman told Zereſh his wife

SO the king and Haman came to

But if we had been ſold for

held my tongue, although the enemy 
could not countervail the king's. da- 


mage. 


5 Then king Ahaſuerus anſwered| 


1 and ſaid unto Eſther the queen, Who 
| is he? and where is he that durſt pre- 
3 fume in his heart to do ſo? 

| 6 And Either ſaid, The adverſary 
| and enemy 1s this wicked Haman. Then 
Haman was afraid before the king and 
the queen. 

7 4 And the king ariſing from the 
banquet of wine in his wrath, went 
into the palace-garden; and Haman 
ſtood up to make requeſt for his life 
to Eſther the queen: for he ſaw that 
there was evil determined againſt him 
by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of the 
palace-garden into the place of the 
banquet of wine. And Haman was fall- 
en upon the bed whereon Eſther was. 
Then ſaid the king, Will he force the 

| queen alſo before me in the houſe? As 


the word went out of the king 8 mouth, 
they covered Haman's face. 

9 And Harbonah, one of the _ 
berlains, ſaid before the king, Behold 
alſo the gallows fifty cubits high, which 


Haman had made for Mordecai, who 
had ſpoken good for the king, ſtandeth ' 


in the houſe of Haman. Then the 
king ſaid, Hang him thereon. 


10 So they hanged Haman on the 
allows that he had prepared for Mor- 


decai. Then was the king's wrath pa- 
cified. 


S 
Mordecai is advanced, &c. 


ON that day did the king Ahaſuerus 
give the houſe of Haman, the Jews' 
enemy, unto Eſther the queen. And 
Mordecai came before the king; for 
Eſther had told what he was unto her. 
2 And the king took off his ring 
which he had taken from Haman, and 
gave it unto Mordecai. And Eſther 
{et Mordecai over the houſe of Haman. 


3 And Eſther ſpake yet again before 


the king, and fell down at his feet, and 


beſought him with tears, to put away 
the miſchief of Haman the Agagite, 
and his device that he had deviſed 


againſt the Jews. 
4 Then the king held out the golden 


ſceptre toward Eſther. So Eſther aroſe, 


and ſtood before the king, 
5 And ſaid, If it pleaſe. the king, 


and if I have found favour in his ſight, 


and the thing ſeem right before the 
king, and I be pleaſing in his eyes; let 


Covered Haman's face, ver. 8. Becauſe they looked upon him as a condemned perſon, whoſe K

Eſther the queen, and to Mordecai the 
Jew, Behold, I have given Eſther the 
houſe of Haman, and him they have 
hanged upon the gallows, becauſe he 
laid his hand upon the Jews. 

8 Write ye allo for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king's name, an 
ſeal it with the King's ring: for the 
writing which is written in the king's 
name, and ſealed with the king's ring, 
may no man reverſe. 

9 Then were the king's ſcribes called 
at 3 time in the third month, that is, 
the month Sivan, on the tine And 
twentieth day thereof; and it was writ- 
ten, according to all that Mordecai 
commanded unto the Jews, and to the 
lieutenants, and the deputies, and rulers 
of the provinces, which are from India 
unto Ethiopia, an hundred twenty and 
ſeven provinces, unto every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
unto every people after their language, 
and to the Jews according to their writ- 
ing, and according to their language. 
10 And he wrote in the king Aha- 
ſuerus' name, and ſealed it with the 
king's ring, and ſent letters by. poſts on 
horſeback, and riders on mules, camels, 


11 Wherein the king granted the 
ews which were in every city to ga- 
ther themſelves together, and to ſtand 
for their life, to deſtroy, to flay, and 
to cauſe to periſh, all the power of 
the people and province that would 
aſſault them, both little ones and wo- 
men, and to take the ſpoil of them ba 
a prey; 

12 Upon one day, in all the pro- 
vinces of king Ahaſuerus, namely, upon 
the thirteenth day of the twelfth nm 
which is the month Adar. 

13 The copy of the writing, for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province, was publiſhed unto all peo- 


d|ple, and that the Jews ſhould be ready 


againſt that day to avenge themſelves 
on their enemies. 
14 So the poſts that rode upon mules 


land camels went out, being haſtened, 


and preſſed on by the king's command- 
ment. And the decree was glven at 
Shuſhan the palace. 

15 T And Mordecai went out from 
the preſence of the king in royal ap- 


great crown of gold, and with a gar- 
ment of fine linen, and. purple: and 
the city of Shuſhan An and was 
lad. 

1 16 The Jews had light, and eladnefs 
and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in 
every City, whitherſoever the king's 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladneſs, a feaſt, 
and a good day. And many of the 
people of the land became jews; for 
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SHA. IX. 
The Jews ſlay their enemies, Ec. 


> NOW in the twelfth month, that 


is, the month Adar, on the thirteenth 


day of the ſame, when the king's com- 


mandment and his decree drew near 
to be put in execution, in the day that 
the enemies of the Jews hoped to have 
power over them, (though it was turn- 
ed to the contrary, that the Jews had 
rule over them that hated them; 

2 The Jews gathered themſelves to- 
gether in their cities, throughout all 
the provinces of the king Ahaſuerus, to 
lay hand on ſuch as ſought their hurt: 


and no man could withſtand them; for 
the fear of them fell upon all people. 


3 And all the rulers of the provinces, 
hd the lieutenants, and the deputies, 
and officers of the king helped the 
Jews: becauſe the fear of Mordecai fell 
_ them. 

4 For Mordecai was great in the 
king's houſe, and his fame went out 


—_—_— throughout all the provinces; for this 
= man Mordecai waxed 


greaterand greater. 
5 Thus the Jews ſmote all their ene- 
mies with the ſtroke of the ſword, and 
laughter and deſtruction, and did what 
they would unto thoſe that hated them. 
6 And in Shuſhan the palace the Jews 
flew and deſtroyed five hundred men. 
7 And Parſhandatha, and Dalphon, 
and Aſpatha, 
8 And Poratha, and Adalia, and 


EM Aridatha, 


9 And Parmaſhta, and Ariſai, and 


Alridai, and Vajezatha, 


10 The ten ſons of Haman the ſon 
of Hammedatha, the enemy of the 


Jews, flew they; but on the ſpoil laid 


they not their hand. 

11 On that day the number of thoſe 
that were ſlain in Shuſhan the palace 
was brought before the king. 

12 And the king ſaid unto Eſther 
the queen, the Jews have ſlain and de- 


ſtroyed five hundred men in Shuſhan 


the palace, and the ten ſons of Haman; 
what have they done in the reſt of the 
king's provinces? now what is thy pe- 
tition; and it ſhall be granted thee: 
or what is thy requeſt further? and it 
{ſhall be done. | 

13 Then ſaid Eſther, If it pleaſe the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shuſhan to do to-morrow 
alſo according unto this day's decree, 
and let Haman's ten ſons be hanged 
upon the gallows. 


14 And the king commanded it ſo 


to be done: and the decree was given 
at Shuſhan; and they hanged Haman's 
— ſons.

19 Therefore the Jews of the vil- 
lages, that dwelt in the unwalled towns, 
made the fourteenth day of the month 
Adar, a day of gladneſs and feaſting, 
and a good day, and of end por- 
tions one to another. 

20 J And Mordecai wrote theſe 
things, and ſent letters unto all the 

ews that were in all the provinces of 
the king Ahaſuerus, both nigh and 
far, 

21 To ſtabliſh this among them, 
that they ſhould keep the fourteenth 
day of the month Adar, and the fif- 
teenth day of the ſame, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
reſted from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from ſorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day: that they ſhould 
make them days of feaſting and joy, 


and of ſending portions one to another, 


and pifts to the poor 

23 And the Jews undertook to do 
as they had begun, and as Mordecai 
had written unto them. 

24 Becauſe Haman the ſon of Ham- 
medatha the Agagite, the enemy of all 


the Jews, had — againſt the Jews 
to deſtroy them, and had caſt Pur, that 
is, the lot to conſume them and to de- 
ſtroy them;

25 But when Eſther came before 
the king, he commanded by letters 
that his wicked device which he de- 
viſed againſt the Jews ſhould return 
upon his own head, and that he and

lows:

Purim, after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, 
and of that which they had ſeen con- 
cerning this matter, and which had 
come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained and took 
upon them, and upon their ſeed, and 
upon all ſuch as joined themſelves un- 
to them, ſo as it ſhould not fail, that 
they would keep theſe two days, ac- 
cording to their writing, and according 
to their appointed time, every year; 

28 And that theſe days ſhould be 
remembered and kept throughout every 


generation, every family, every pro- 


vince, and every city; and that theſe 
days of Purim ſhould not fail from a- 
mong the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them periſh from their ſeed. 

23 Then Eſther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordecai the 
ew, wrote with all authority to con- 
firm this ſecond letter of Purim. 

30 And he ſent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
ſeven provinces of the kingdom of Aha- 
ſuerus, with words of peace and truth; 

31 To confirm theſe days of Purim 
in their times appointed, according as 
Mordecai the Jew and Eſther the 
queen had enjoined. them, and as they 


had decreed for ee and for their

ſeed, the matters of their faſtings and 
of his might, and the declaration of 


their cry. 
32 And the dverec of Eſther con- 


krmed theſe matters of Purim; and it 
was written in the book.

14 The wiſe man's eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
neſs: and I myſelf perceived alſo that 
one event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then ſaid I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, ſo it happeneth 
even to me; and why was I then more 
wiſe? Then J ſaid in my heart, that 
this alſo is vanit 

16 For there is no remembrance of 
the wiſe more than of the fool for ever; 
ſeeing that which now is, in the days 
to come ſhall all be forgotten. And 
| how dieth the wiſe man? as the fool. 
17 Therefore I hated life; becauſe 
the work that is wrought under the ſun 
18 grievous unto me: for all is n 
and vexation of ſpirit. 

18 1 Yea, I hated all my labour 
which I had taken under the ſun: be- 


cauſe I ſhould leave it unto the man 


that ſhall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
ſhall be a wiſe man or a fool? yet ſhall 
he have rule over all my labour where- 


in I have laboured, and wherein I have 


ſhewed myſelf wiſe under the fun, 
This i 1s alſo vanity, ' 


20 Therefore I went about to cauſe 
my heart to deſpair of all the labour 
which I took n the ſun. 

21 For there is a man whoſe labour 
is in wiſdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein ſhall he leave it for 
his portion. This alſo 1s vanity, and 


a great evil. 


22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured under 
_ ſun? 

g For all his days are ſorrows, and 
his 1 grief: yea, his heart taketh - 
not reſt in the night. This is alſo va- 
nity. 

24 There is nothing better for a man 
than that he ſhould eat and drink, and 
that he ſhould make his ſoul enjoy 
good in his labour. This alſo I ſaw, 
that it was from the hand of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who elſe can 
haſten hereunto more than 1? 

26 For God giveth to a man that 1s 
good in his fight, wiſdom, and know- 
ledge, and joy: but to the ſinner he 
giveth travel, to gather andjito heap up, 
that he may give to him that is good 
before God. This alſo is vanity and 
vexation of ſpirit.

11 4 He hath made every thing 
beautiful in his time: alſo he hath ſet 
the world in their heart, ſo that no man 
can find out the work that God maketh 
from the beginning to the end. 

12 I know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and to 
do good in his life. 

13 And alſo that every man ſhould 
eat and drink, and-enjoy the good of 
all his labour: it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that whatſoever God do- 
eth, it ſhall be for ever: nothing can be 


ut to 1t, nor any thing taken from it: 
and God doeth it that men ſhould fear 
oO him. 

5 That which hath been 1s now;

q 16 J And moreover, I ſaw under 
the ſun the place of judgement, that 
wickedneſs was there; and the place 
of 1 that ä was

17 I ſaid in mine heart, God ſhall 
judge the righteous and the wicked; 
for there 1s a time there for every pur- 
poſe, and for every work.

might manifeſt them, and that they 
might ſee that they themſelves are 
beaſts. 

19 For that which befalleth the ſons 
of men befalleth beaſts; even one thing 


dieth the other; yea, they have all one

Vanity is increaſed by oppreſſion, Ec. 


SO I returned, and conſidered all 
the oppreſſions that are done under the 
ſun: and behold, the tears of ſuch as 
were oppreſled, and they had no com- 
forter; and on the ſide of their oppreſ- 
ſors there was power, but they had no 
comforter, 

2 Wherefore I praiſed the dead 
which are already dead, more than the 
living which are yet alive. 

3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath not 
ſeen the evil work that is done under 
the ſun. 

41 Again, I conſidered all travel, and 
every right work, that for this a man is 
envied of his neighbour. This is alſo 
vanity and vexation of ſpirit. 

5 T The fool foldeth his hands toge- 
ther, and eateth his own fleſh. 
6 Better is an handful with quiet- 


neſs, than both the hands full with tra- 


vel and vexation of ſpirit. 

7 J Then I returned, and I ſaw Va- 
pity under the ſun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a ſecond; yea, he hath neither child 
nor brother: yet 1s there no end of all 
his labour; neither is his eye ſatisfied 
with riches; neither ſaith he, For whom 
do I lk and bereave my ſoul of 
good? This is alſo vanity, yea, it 1s a 
ſore travel. 

9 Two are better than one; becauſe 
they have a good reward for their la- 


bour, 


— 


10 For if they fall, the one will lift 


up his fellow: but woe to him that is 
alone when he falleth: for he hath 
not another to help him up. 


11 Again, if two lie together, then 


they have heat: but how can one be 
warm alone? 

12 And if one prevail againſt him, 
two ſhall withſtand him: and a three- 
fold cord is not quickly broken. 

13 J Better is a poor and a wiſe 
child, than an old and fooliſh king 
who will no more be admoniſhed. 


14 For out of priſon he cometh to- 
reign; whereas alſo he that is born in 


his kingdom becometh poor. 


15 I conſidered all the living which 
walk under the fun, with the ſecond 


child that ſhall ſtand up in his ſtead. 
16 There 1s no end of all the peo- 


ple, even of all that have been before - 


them: they.alſo that come after ſhall 
not rejoice in him. Surely 
is vanity and vexation of ſpirit. 


CHAP. V. 


Vanities in divine ſervice, in murmuring 


againſt oppreſſion, Sc. 


KEEP thy foot when thou goeſt to 
the houſe of God, and be more ready 
to hear than to 
fools: for they conſider. not- that. they. 


do evil. 
2 Be not raſh with thy mouth; and 


let not thine heart be haſty to utter 
any thing before God: for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth; daerrten 
let thy words be few. 


Better is an handful, ver. 6. It is not good to be cher re, or over-laborious; but to uſe ſuch a moderate diligence, without 


ſolicitouſneſs, as may procure a DW 
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3 For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of buſineſs, and a fool's voice 
is known by multitude of words. 

4 When thou voweſt a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it: for he hath 
no pleaſure in fools: pay that which 
thou haſt vowed. 

5 Better is it that thou ſhouldeſt not 
vow, than that thou ſhouldeſt vow and 
not pay. | 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cauſe thy 
fleſh to fin; neither ſay thou before the 
angel, that it was an error: wherefore 
ſhould God be angry at thy voice, and 
_ deſtroy the work of thine hands? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words there are alſo divers 
vanities: but fear thou God. 

8 If thou ſeeſt the oppreſſion of 
the 
judgement and juſtice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he that 1s 
higher than the higheſt regardeth, and 
there be higher than they. 

4 Moreover the profit of the 
earth is for all: the king himſelf is 
ſerved by the field. 

10 He that loveth filver ſhall not 
be ſatisfied with filver: nor he that lov- 
eth abundance, with increaſe. 
is alſo vanity. 

11 When goods increaſe, they are 
increaſed that eat them: and what good 
is there to the owners thereof, ſaving 
the beholding of them with their 
eyes? | | 
12 The ſleep of a labouring man is 
ſweet, whether he eat little or much: 
but the abundance of the rich will not 

ſuffer him to ſleep.

13 There 1s a ſore evil which 1 
have ſeen under the ſun, namely, 


riches kept for the owners thereof to 


their hurt. 

14 But thoſe riches periſh by evil 
travel: and he begetteth a ſon, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother's 


womb, naked ſhall he return to go as 
he came, and ſhall take nothing of his 


labour, which he may carry away in 
his hand. 

16 And this alſo is a ſore evil, that 
in all points as he came, ſo ſhall he 
go: and what profit hath he that hath 
laboured for the wind? 

17 All his days alſo he eateth in 
darkneſs, and he hath much ſorrow 
and wrath with his ſickneſs. 

18 1 Behold, that which I have ſeen: 
it is good and comely for one to cat 
and to drink, and to enjoy the good of 
all his labour that he taketh under the 


ſun, all the days of his life which God 


giveth him: for it is his portion. 

19 Every man alſo to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and hath 
given him power to eat thereof, and to 
take his portion, and to rejoice in his 
labour; this is the gift of God. 

20 For he ſhall not much remember 
the days of his life; becauſe God an- 
ſwereth him in the joy of his heart. 


Hr. VL 
The vanity of riches without uſe, &c. 


THERE is an evil which I have 
ſeen under the ſun, and it is common 


among men: 
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2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, ſo that he 
wanteth nothing for his ſoul of all that 
he deſireth, yet God giveth him not 


ower to eat thereof, but a ſtranger 


eateth it: this is vanity; and it is an 


evil diſeaſe, 

3 Ulf a man beget an hundred chil- 
dren, and live many years, ſo that the 
days of his years be many, and his ſoul 
be not filled with good, and alſo that 


he have no burial; I ſay, that an un- 


timely birth 1s better than he: 
4 For he cometh in with vanity, and 
departeth in darkneſs, and his name 
ſhall be covered with darkneſs. - 

5 Moreover, he hath not ſeen the 
ſun, nor known any thing: this hath 
more reſt than the other. 

6 1 Yea, though he live a thouſand 
years twice told, yet hath he ſeen no 
good: do not all go to one place? 

7 All the labour of man is for his 
mouth, and yet the appetite 15 not 


filled. 
8 For what hath the wiſe more than 


the fool? what hath the poor, that 
knoweth to walk before the living? 

9 1 Better is the fight of the eyes, 
than the wandering of the deſire. This 
is alſo vanity and vexation of ſpirit. 

10 That which hath been is named 
already, and 1t 1s known that 1t 1s man: 
neither may he contend with him that 
is mightier than he. 

11 J Seeing there be many things 
that increaſe vanity, what is man the 
better? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, all the days of his 


vain life which he ſpendeth as a ſha- 
dow? for who can tell a man what ſhall 
be after him under the ſun? 


CHAP, VII. 


Remedies ggainſt vamty are, a good name, 
mortification, n and WI N 


” GOOD name is better than pre- 


cious ointment; and the day of death, 


than the day of one's birth. 
2 T lt is better to go to the houſe of 
mourning, than to go to the houſe of 


teaſting: for that is the end of all men; 


and the living will lay it to his heart. 


Sorrow is better than laughter 


for by the ſadneſs of the countenance 
the heart 1s made better. 

4 The heart of the wiſe 1s in the 
houſe of mourning : but the heart of 
fools is in the houſe of mirth. 

5 It is better to hear the rebuke of 
the wiſe, than for a man to hear the 
ſong of fools: 

6 For as the crackling of thorns 
under a pot, ſo is the laughter of the 
fool. This alſo is vanity. 

7 4 Surely oppreſſion maketh a wiſe 
man mad, and a gift deſtroyeth the 
ert. 

8 Better is the end of a thing than 
the beginning thereof: and the patient 
in ſpirit is better than the proud in 
ſpirit. 

9 Be not haſty in thy pirit to be 
angry; for anger reſteth in the boſom 
of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cauſe 
that the former days were better than 


Sight of the eyes, than, &c. ver. 9.] A comfortable enjoyment of what we have at preſent, though leſs, than an endleſs pur- 


ſuit after what we have not. 
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theſe? for thou doſt not enquire wiſely 


concerning this. 

11 1 Wiſdom is good with an inhe- 
ritance: and by it there is profit to 
them that ſee the ſun. 


12 For wiſdom is a defence, and 


money is a defence: but the excellency 
of knowledge is, that wiſdom giveth 
life to them that have it. 

13 Conſider the work of God: for 


who can make that ſtraight which he 


hath made crooked? 
14 In the day of proſperity be joy- 
ful; but in the day of adverſity con- 


a. ſider: God alſo hath ſet the one over- 
gagainſt the other, to the end that man 
* ſhould find nothing after him. 


15 All things have I ſeen in the 
days of my vanity : there 1s a juſt man 
that periſheth in his righteouſneſs, and 
there is a wicked man that prolongeth 
his life in his wickedneſs. 

16 Be not righteous over-much; nei- 
ther make thyſelf over-wiſe: why 
1 thou deſtroy thyſelf? 4 

: Be not over-much wicked; nei- 
| er be thou fooliſh: why ſhouldeſt 
thou die before thy time? 
> 18" It is good that thou ſhouldeſt 
take hold of this; yea, alſo from this 
withdraw not thine hand: for he that 
feareth God ſhall come forth of them all. 

19 Wiſdom ſtrengt 
more than ten mighty men which are 
in the city. 

20 For there is not a juſt man upon 
earth, that doeth good and ſinneth not. 

21 Alſo take no heed unto all words 
that are ſpoken; leſt thou hear oY ſer- 
vant curle thee? 


heneth the wiſe 


22 For oftentimes alſo thine own 
heart knoweth that thou thyſelf like- 
wiſe haſt curled others. 

23 1 All this have I proved by wil- 
dom: I ſaid, I will be wiſe; but it was 
far from me. 

24 That which is far off, md exceed- 
ing deep, who can find it out? 

25 J applied mine heart to know, 
and to ſearch, and to ſeek out wiſdom, 
and the reaſon of things, and to know 
the wickedneſs of folly, even of fool- 
iſhneſs and madneſs: 

26 And I find more bitter than death 
the woman whoſe heart is ſnares and 
nets, and her hands as bands: whoſo 
pleaſeth God ſhall eſcape from her; 
but the {inner ſhall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, ſaith 
the Preacher, counting one by one to 
find out the account; 

28 Which yet my ſoul ſeeketh, but 
I find not: one man among a thouſand 
have I found: but a woman among all 
thoſe have I not found. 


29 Lo, this only have I found, that 


God hath made man upright; but they 


have ſought out many inventions. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Kings are greatly to be reſpected, Ec. 


WHO is as the wiſe man? and who 


knoweth the interpretation of a thing? 
a man's wiſdom maketh his face to 
ſhine, and the boldneſs of his face ſhall 
be changed. 

2 I counſel thee to keep the king's 
commandment, and that in regard of 


the oath of God. 


Be not righteous over- much, ver. 16. ] Needily gan or  raſbly zealous, ſo as to drive what to an extremity, above 


the rule of the Word. 
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5 Be not haſty to go out of his ſight: 
ſtand not in an evil thing: for he doeth 
whatſoever pleaſeth him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, there 
is power: and who may ſay unto him, 
What doeſt thou? 

3 Wholo keepeth the commandment 
| ſhall feel no evil thing: and a wiſe 

man's heart diſcerneth both time and 
judgement. 

6 1 Becaule to every purpoſe there 
is time and judgement, therefore 
the miſery of man 1s great Upon 
him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which 

mall be: for who can tell him when it 
ſhall be? 
8 There is no man that hath power 
over the ſpirit to retain the ſpirit; nei- 
ther hath he power in the day of death: 
and there is no diſcharge in that war: 
neither ſhall wickedneſs deliver thoſe 
that are given to it. 

9 All this have I ſeen, and applied 
my heart unto every work that 1s done 
under the ſun : there is a time wherein 
over another to his 


10 And I ſaw the wicked buried, 
who had come and gone from the place 
of the holy, and they were forgotten 
in the city where they had ſo done. 
This is alſo vanity. 

11 Becauſe ſentence againſt an evil 
work 1s not executed ſpeedily, there- 
fore the heart of the ſons of men is * 
ſet in them to do evil. 

12 1 Though a ſinner do evil an 
hundred times, and his days be pro- 


longed, yet ſurely I know n it hall 
662] | 


be well with them that fear God, which 


fear before him: 


13 But it ſhall not be well with the | 


wicked, neither ſhall he prolong his 
days which are as a ſhadow ; becauſe 
he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth, that there be juſt men 


unto whom it happeneth according to 


the work of the wicked; again, there 
be wicked men to whom it happeneth 
according to the work of the righte- 
ous. I ſaid, that this alſo is vanity. 


16 Then I commended mirth, be- 


cauſe a man hath no better thing under 


the ſun, than to eat, and to drink, and 


to be merry: for that ſhall abide with 


him of his labour the days of his 


life which God giveth him under the 
ſun. 0 

16 1 When I applied mine heart to 
know wiſdom, and to ſee the buſineſs 
that is done upon the earth: for alſo 
there 1s that neither day nor night ſeeth 
ſleep with his eyes: 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 
God, that a man cannot find out the 
work that is done under the ſun: be- 
cauſe though a man labour to ſeek it 
out, yet he ſhall not find it; yea, far- 
ther, though a wiſe man think to know 
it, yet ſhall he not be able to find it. 


CHAP. IX. 


Like things happen to good and bad: there 


is a neceſſity of death unto men. 


FOR all this I conſidered in my 
heart, even to declare all this, that the 
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righteous, and the wiſe, and their works, 
are in the hand of God: no man 
knoweth either love or hatred by all 
that is before them. 


2 All things come alike to all: there 


is one event to the righteous and to the 
wicked; to the good, and to the clean, 
and to the unclean; to him that ſacri- 
ficeth, and to him that ſacrificeth not: 
as is the good, ſo is the ſinner; and he 
that ſweareth, as he that feareth an 
3 This is an evil among all thin 

that are done under the ſun, that there 
is one event unto all: yea, alſo the 


heart of the ſons of men is full of evil, 
i adneß is in their heart while 


they live, and after that they go to the 
dead. 

4 1 For to him that is joined to all 
the living there is hope: for a living 

is better than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they ſhall 
die: but the dead know not any thing, 
neither have they any more a reward; 
for the memory of them is forgotten. 

6 Alſo their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now periſhed; nei- 


ther have they any more a portion for 


ever in any thing that is under the 


ſun. 
7 1 Go thy way, eat thy bread with 


— and drink thy wine with a merry 


heart: for God now accepteth thy 
works. 


8 Let thy garments be always white; 


and let thy head lack no ointment. 


9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou loveſt all the days of the life 
of thy vanity which he hath given

thee wer the ſun, all the days of 


thy vanity: for that is thy portion in 
this hfe, and in thy labour which thou 
takeſt under the ſun. 

10 Whatſoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might: for there is 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wiſdom in the grave, whither thou 
goeſt. 

11 JI returned, and ſaw under the 
ſun, that the race 1s not to the ſwift, 
nor the battle to the ſtrong, neither yet 
bread to the wiſe, nor yet riches to men 
of underſtanding, nor yet favour to men 
of {kill : but time and chance happen- 
eth to them all. 

12 For man alſo knoweth not. his 
time: as the fiſhes that are taken in 
an evil net, and as the birds that are 
caught in the ſnare; ſo are the ſons 
of men ſnared in an evil time, when it 
falleth ſuddenly upon them. 

13 J This wiſdom have I ſeen alſo 


under the ſun, and it ſeemed great 


unto me : 

14 There was a little city, and few 

men within it; and there came a great 
king againſt it, and beſieged it, and 
built great bulwarks againſt it: 
15 Now there was found in it a poor 
wiſe man, and he by his wiſdom deli- 
vered the city: yet no man remem- 
bered that ſame poor man. 

16 Then ſaid I, Wiſdom is . 
than ſtrength: nevertheleſs, the poor 
man's wiſdom is deſpiſed, and his words 
are not heard. 

17 The words of wiſe men are heard 
in quiet, more than the cry of him that 
ruleth among fools. 
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18 Wiſdom is better than weapons 
of war: but one ſinner deſtroyeth much 


| good, 
CHAP. X. 


Obſervations of wiſdom and folly. 


DEAD flies cauſe the ointment of| 
the apothecary to ſend forth a ſtinking 
favour; ſo doth: a little folly him that 
is in reputation for wiſdom and ho- 
nour. 
2 A wiſe man's heart is at his right 
hand ; but a fool's heart at his left. 
Yea alſo, when he that 1s a fool

8 The highways lie waſte, the way- 
faring man ceaſeth: he hath broken the 
covenant, he hath deſpiſed the cities, 
he regardeth no man, 

9 The earth mourneth and lan- 
guiſheth: Lebanon is aſhamed and 
hewn down: Sharon is like a wilder- 
neſs, and Baſhan and Carmel ſhake off 
their fruits. 

10 Now will I riſe, ſaith the Lord: 
now will I be exalted; now will I lift 
up myſelf. 

11 Ye ſhall conceive chaff, ye ſhall 
bring forth ſtubble: your breath as fire 
ſhall devour you. 

12 And the people ſhall be as the 
burnings of lime: as thorns cut up 
ſhall they be burned in the fire. 

13 1 Hear, ye that are far off, what 

I have done; and ye that are near, ac- 
knowledge my might. 
14 The ſinners in Zion are afraid, 
fearfulneſs hath ſurpriſed the hypo- 
critess Who among us ſhall dwell 
with the devouring fire? who among 
us ſhall dwell with ann burn- 
ings? 

15 He that walketh , and 
ſpeaketh uprightly; he that deſpiſeth 
the gain of oppreſſions, that ſhaketh his 
hands from holding of bribes, that ſtop- 
peth his ears from hearing of blood, and 
ſhutteth his eyes from ſeeing evil; 
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16 He ſhall dwell on high: his place 
of defence ſhall be the munitions of 
rocks; bread ſhall be given him, his 
waters ſhall be ſure. 

17 Thine eyes ſhall ſee the king in 


his beauty: they ſhall behold the land| 


that 1s very far off. 

18 Thine heart ſhall meditate terror: 
where is the ſcribe? where is the re- 
ceiver? where is he that counteth the 
towers? w 

19 Thou ſhalt not ſee a fierce peo- 
ple, a people of deeper ſpeech than 
thou canſt perceive; of a ſtammer- 
ing tongue, that thou canſt not under- 
ſtand. | 

20 Look upon Zion the city of our 
ſolemnities: thine eyes ſhall fee Jeru- 
lalem a quiet habitation, a tabernacle 
that ſhall not be taken down; not one 
of the ſtakes thereof ſhall ever be re- 
moved, neither ſhall any of the cords 
thereof be broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lord will 
be unto us a place of broad rivers and 
ſtreams; wherein ſhall go no galley with 
dars, neither ſhall gallant ſhip paſs 
thereby. | 

22 For the Lord 1s our judge, the 
Lord is our lawgiver, the Lord is our 
king: he will ſave us. 

23 Thy tacklings are looſed: they 
could not well ſtrengthen their maſt ; 
they could not ſpread the ſail: then is 
the prey of a great ſpoil divided; the 
lame take the prey. | 

24 And the inhabitant ſhall not 
tay, I am fick; the people that dwell 
therein ſhall be forgiven their ini- 


quity. 


CHAP. XXXIV. 


The judgements wherewith God revengeth 
his church. | 


COME near, ye nations, to hear; 
and hearken, ye people: let the earth 
hear, and all that is therein; the world, 
and all things that come forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord 
is upon all nations, and his fury upon 
all their armies: he hath utterly de-

6 The ſword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fatneſs, 
and with the blood of lambs and goats, 
with the fat of the kidneys of rams: for 
the Lord hath a ſacrifice in Bozrah, and 


a great ſlaughter in the land of Idumea. 


7 And the unicorns ſhall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls; and their land ſhall be ſoaked 
with blood, and their duſt made fat 


with fatneſs.

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8 For it is the day of the Lord's ven- 
geance, and the year of recompences 
for the controverſy of Zion.

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8 And an high- way ſhall be me 
and a way, and it ſhall be called, The 
way of holineſs: the unclean ſhall not 
paſs over it; but 1t ſhall be tor thoſe: 
the way-faring men, though tools, ſhall 
not err therein. 

9 No lion ſhall be there, nor any 
ravenous beaſt ſhall go up thereon, it 
ſhall not be found there; but the re- 
deemed ſhall walk there:

man lean, it will go into his hand and 


pierce it: ſo is Pharaoh king of Egypt 
to all that truſt in him. 

7 But if thou ſay to me, We truſt in 
the Lord our God: is it not he whoſe 


high places and whoſe altars Hezekiah 


hath taken away, and ſaid to Judah and 
to Jeruſalem, Ye ſhall worſhip before 
this altar? 

8 Now therefore give pledges, I 
pray thee, to my maſter the king of 
Aſſyria, and I will give thee two thou- 
ſand horſes, if thou be able on thy part 
to ſet riders upon them. | 

How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captian of the leaſt 
of my maſter's ſervants, and put thy 
truſt on Egypt for chariots. and for 
horſemen? 

10 And am I now come up without 
the Lord againſt this land to deſtroy 
it? the Lord faid unto me, Go up a- 
gainſt this land, and deſtroy it. | 

11 Then ſaid Eliakim and Shebna 
and Joah unto Rabſhakeh, Speak, I 
pray thee, unto thy ſorvents4 in the Sy- 
rian language; for we underſtand it: 
and ſpeak not to us in the Jews' lan- 


guage, in the ears of the people that are 


on the wall. 

12 But Rabſhakeh ſaid, Hath * 
maſter ſent me to thy maſter and to thee 
to ſpeak theſe words? hath he not ſent 
me to the men that {it upon the wall, 
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that they may eat their own dung, and 
drink their own piſs with you? 

13: Then Rabſhakeh ſtood, and 
cried with a loud voice in the 


Jews' language, and ſaid, Hear ye the 


words of the great king, the king of 
Aſſyria: a | 

14 Thus faith the king, Let not He- 
zekiah deceive you: for he ſhall not be 
able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
truſt in the Lord, ſaying, The Lord 
will ſurely deliver us: this city ſhall not 
be delivered into the hand of the king 
of Aſlyria. 

16 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for 
thus ſaith the king of Aſſyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a preſent, and 
come out to me: and eat ye every one 
of his vine, and every one of his fig- 
tree, and drink ye every one the wa- 
ters of his own ciſtern; 

17 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land of 
corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards. | 

18 Beware, leſt Hezekiah perſuade 
you, ſaying, The Lord will deliver us. 
Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered his land out of the hand of 
the king of Aſſyria? 

19 Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arphad? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim? and have they delivered 
Samaria out of my hand? 

20 Who are they among all the gods 
of theſe lands that have delivered their 
land out of my hand, that the Lord 
ſhould deliver Jeruſalem out of my 
hand? 


* 


21 But they held their peace, and 


ſanſwered him not a word: for the kings 


commandment was, ſaying, Anſwer 
him not. . 

22 Then came Eliakim, the ſon of 
Hilkiah, that was over the houſhold, 
and Shebna the ſcribe, and Joah the 
ſon of Aſaph the recorder, to Hezekiah 
with their clothes rent, and told him 
the words of Rabſhakeh. 


CHAP. XXXVII. 


Hezekiah, mourning, ſendeth to Iſaiah to 
pray for them, &c. 


AND it came to paſs when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent his 
clothes, and covered himſelf with ſack- 
cloth, and went into the houſe of the 
Lord. 

2 And he ſent Eliakim, who was

4 It may be the Lord thy God will 
hear the words of Rabſhakeh, whom 
the king of Aſſyria his maſter hath ſent 
to reproach the living God, and will 
reprove the words which the Lord thy 
God hath heard: wherefore lift up thy 
prayer for the remnant that is left. 

5 So the ſervants of king Hezekiah 


came to Iſaiah. 
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6 J And Ifaiah ſaid unto them; 
Thus ſhall ye ſay unto your maſter, 
Thus faith the Lord, Be not afraid of 
the words that thou haſt heard, where- 


with the ſervants of the king of Aſſyria 


have blaſphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will ſend a blaſt upon 
hw and he ſhall hear a rumour, and 
return to his own land; and I will 
cauſe him to fall by the ſword in his 
own land. 

8 So Rabſhakeh returned, and found 
the king of Aſſyria warring againſt 
Libnah: for he had heard that he was 
departed from Lachiſh. 

9 And he heard ſay concerning Tir- 
baia king of Ethiopia, He is come 
forth to make war with thee. And 
when he heard it, he ſent meſſengers to 
Hezekiah, ſaying, 

10 Thus ſhall ye ſpeak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, ſaying, Let not thy God 
in whom thou truſteſt deceive thee, 
laying, Jeruſalem ſhall not be given 
into the hand of the king of Aſſyria. 

11 Behold, thou haſt hd what 
the kings of Afſyria have done to all 
lands, by deſtroying them utterly; and 
ſhalt thou be delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
deſtroyed, as Gozan, and Haran, and 
| Rezeph, and the children of Eden 

which were in Telaſſar? th 
13 Where is the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arphad, and the king 


of the city of Sepharvaim, Hena, and 


_ tvah? 
14 And Hezekiah received the let- 
ter from the hand of the meſſengers, 


and read it: and Hezekiah went up 
unto the houſe of the Lord, and press 
it before the Lord. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lord, ſaying, 

16 O Lord of hoſts, God of Iſrael], 
that dwelleſt between the cherubims, 
thou art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth: thou 
haſt made heaven and earth. 

17 Incline thine ear, O Lord, and 
hear; open thine eyes, O Lord, and 
ſee: and hear all the words of Senna- 
cherib, which hath ſent to reproach the 
living God. : 

18 Of a truth, Lord, the kings of 
Aſlyria have laid waſte all the nations, 
and their countries, 

19 And have caſt their 9 the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men's hands, wood and ſtone: 
therefore they have deſtroyed them. 

20 Nov therefore, O Lord our God, 
ſave us from his hand, that all the king- 
doms of the earth may know that thou 
art the Lord, even thou only. 

21 Then Iſaiah the ſon of Amoz 
ſent unto Hezekiah, ſaying, Thus ſaith 
the Lord God of Iſrael, Whereas thou 
haſt prayed to me againſt Sennacherib 
king of Aſſyria: 

22 This is the word which the Lord 
hath ſpoken concerning him, The vir- 
gin, the daughter of Zion, hath de- 
ſpiſed thee, and laughed thee to ſcorn; 
the daughter of Jeruſalem hath ſhaken 
her head at thee. 

23 Whom haſt thou reproached and 
blaſphemed? and againſt whom haſt 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
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thine eyes on high? even againſt the 
Holy One of Iſrael. 

24 By thy ſervants haſt thou re- 
proached the Lord, and haſt ſaid, By 
the multitude of my chariots am I come 

to the height of the mountains, to 
the ſides of Lebanon: and I will cut 
down the tall cedars thereof, and the' 
choice fir- trees thereof: and I will 
enter into the height of his border, and 
the foreſt of his Carmel. 

22836 I have digged, and drunk water; 
and with the ſole of my feet have I

your lips have ſpoken lies; your tongue 
hath muttered perverſeneſs. 

4 None calleth for juſtice, nor any 
pleadeth for truth: they truſt in vanity, 
and ſpeak lies; they conceive miſchief, 
and bring forth iniquity. 

5 They hatch cockatrice eggs, and 
weave the ſpider's web: he that eateth 
of their eggs dieth; and that which is 
cruſhed breaketh out into a viper. 

6 Their webs ſhall not become gar- 
ments, neither ſhall they cover them- 
ſelves with their works: their works 
are works of iniquity, and the act of 
violence 1s in their hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haſte to ſhed innocent blood: 
their thoughts are thoughts of iniquity; 
waſting and deſtruction are in their 
paths. | 

8 The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgement in their go- 
ings: they have made them crooked 
paths: whoſoever goeth therein ſhall 
not know peace. 

9 1 Therefore is judgement far from 
us, neither doth juſtice overtake us: we 


| wait for light, but behold obſcurity; 


for brightneſs, but we walk in darkneſs. 
10 We grope for the wall like the 
blind, and we grope as if we had no 
eyes: we ſtumble at noon-day as in the 
night; we are in deſolate places as dead 
men. _ fs: 

11 We roar all like bears, and 
mourn ſore like doves; we look for 
judgement, but there is none; for ſal- 
vation, but it is far off from us. 

12 For our tranſgreſſions are multi- 


plied before thee, and our ſins teſtify a- 
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gainſt us: for-our tranſgreſſions are with 
us; and as for our iniquities, we know 
them: | . 
1g In tranſgreſſing and lying againſt 
the Lord, and departing away from our 
God, ſpeaking oppreſſion and revolt, 
conceiving and uttering from the heart 
words of falſhood. 

14 And judgement is turned away 
backward, and juſtice ſtandeth afar off: 
for truth is fallen in the ſtreet, and equi- 
ty cannot enter. 

15 Yea, truth faileth: and he that 
departeth from evil maketh himſelf a 
prey: and the Lord ſaw it, and it diſ- 
pleaſed him that there was no judge- 
ment. | 

16 1 And he ſaw that there was no 
man, and wondered that there was no 
interceſſor: therefore his arm brought 
ſalvation unto him, and his righteouſ- 
neſs it ſuſtained him. 

17 For he put on righteouſneſs as a 
breaſt- plate, and an helmet of ſalvation 
upon his head: and he put on the gar- 
ments of vengeance for clothing, and 
was clad with zeal as a cloak. 

18 According to their deeds, ac- 
cordingly he will repay; fury to his ad- 


verſaries, recompenſe to his enemies, g 


to the iſlands he will repay recom- 
penſe.

6 The multitude of camels ſhall co- 
ver thee, the dromedaries of Midian

1 5 abundance of joy at ſuch a ſight. 
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all they from Sheba ſhall 
come: they ſhall bring gold and in- 
cenſe; and they ſhall ſhew forth the 
praiſes of the Lord. 

7 All the flocks of Kedar ſhall be 
gathered together unto thee, the rams 
of Nebaioth ſhall miniſter unto thee: 
they ſhall come up with acceptance on 
mine altar, and I will glorify the houſe 
of my glory. 

8 Who are theſe that fly as a cloud, 
and as the doves to their windows? 

9 Surely the iſles ſhall wait for me, 
and the ſhips of Tarſhiſh firſt, to bring 
thy ſons from far, their ſilver and their 

old with them, unto the name of the 
Lord thy God, and to the Holy One of 
Iſrael, becauſe he hath glorihed thee. 

10 And the ſons of ſtrangers ſhall 
build up thy walls, and their kings ſhall| 
miniſter unto thee; for in my wrath I 
ſmote thee, but in my favour have 1 
had mercy on thee.

_ thoſe nations ſhall be utterly waſted. 

13 The glory of Lebanon ſhall 
come unto thee, the fir-tree, the pine- 
tree, and the box together, to beautify 
the place of my ſanctuary: and I will 
make the place of my feet glorious. 
14 The ſons alſo of them that afflict- 
ed thee ſhall come bending unto thee: 
and all they that deſpiſed thee ſhall

bow themſelves down at the ſoles of 


thy. feet; and they ſhall call thee, The 
city of the Lord, The Zion of the 
Holy One of Iſrael. 

15 1 Whereas thou haſt been for- 
ſaken and hated, ſo that no man went 
through thee, I will make thee an eternal 
excellency, a joy of many generations. 

16 Thou ſhalt alſo ſuck the milk of 
the Gentiles, and ſhalt fuck the breaſt 
of kings: and thou ſhalt know that J 
the Lord am thy Saviour, and thy Re- 
deemer, the Mighty One of Jacob. 

17 For braſs I will bring gold, and 
for iron I will bring filver, and for 
wood braſs, and for ſtones iron: I will 
alſo make thy officers peace, and thine 
exactors righteouſnels. 

18 Violence ſhall no more be beard 
in thy land, waſting nor deſtruction 
within thy borders; but thou ſhalt call 
thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praiſe, 

19 The ſun ſhall be no more thy 
light by day; neither for brightnels 
{hall the moon give light unto thee: 
but the Lord ſhall be unto thee an 
everlaſting. light, and thy God thy 


glory. 


20 Thy ſun ſhall no more go down; 
neither ſhall thy moon withdraw itſelf, 


for the Lord ſhall be thine everlaſting | 


light, and the days of thy mourning 
ſhall be ended. 

21 Thy people 45 ſhall be all 
righteous: they ſhall inherit the land 
for ever, the branch of my planting, 
the work of my hands, that I may be 
glonhed. - 

22 A little one ſhall become a thou- 
ſand, and a ſmall one a ſtrong nation, 
[ the Lord will haſten it in his time.

9 And their ſeed ſhall be known a- 
mong the Gentiles, and their offspring 
among the people: all that ſee them 
ſhall acknowledge them that they are 
the ſeed which the Lord hath bleſſed. 

10 I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 


he hath clothed me with the garments 
of ſalvation, he hath covered me with

19 And I will rejoice in Jeruſalem, 
and joy in my people: and the voice 
of weeping ſhall be no more heard in 
her, nor the voice of crying.

5 Before I formed thee in the belly, 
I knew thee: and before thou cameſt 
forth out of the womb, I ſanctified 
thee, and I ordained thee a prophet 
unto the nations. 


6 Then ſaid I, Ah, Lord God: be- 


hold, I cannot ſpeak: for I am a 


child. 

7 But the Lord ſaid unto me, Say 
not, I am a child: for thou ſhalt go to 
all that I ſhall ſend thee, and whatſoever 
I command thee thou ſhalt ſpeak. 

8 Be not afraid of their faces: for 
I am with thee, to deliver thee, ſaith 
the Lord.

16 And I will utter my judgements 
againſt them touching all their wicked- 
neſs, who have forſaken me, and have 
burned incenſe unto other gods, and 
worſhipped the works of their own 
hands.

3 Iſrael was holineſs unto the Lord, 
and the firſt-fruits of his increaſe: all 
that devour him ſhall offend ; evil ſhall 
come upon them, ſaith the Lord.

RUN ye to and fro through the 
ſtreets of jeruſalem, and ſee now, and 
know, and ſeek in the broad places 
thereof, if ye can find a man, if there 
be any that executeth judgement, that 


ſeeketh the truth, and I will pardon it. 


2 And though they ſay, The Lord 
liveth; ſurely, they ſwear falſely. 

3 O Lord, are not thine eyes upon 
the truth? thou haſt ſtricken them, but 
they have not grieved; thou haſt con- 
ſumed them, but they have refuſed to 
receive correction: they have made 
their faces harder than a rock: they 
have refuſed to return.

away her battlements; for they are not 
the Lord's. 

11 For the houſe of Iſrael and the 
houſe of Judah have dealt very trea- 
cherouſly againſt me, ſaith the Lord. 


12 They have belied the Lord, and 


ſaid, It is not he: neither ſhall evil 
come upon us; neither ſhall we ſee 
ford nor famine: 

13 And the prophets ſhall become 
wind, and the word is not in them: 
thus ſhall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus ſaith the Lord 
God of hoſts, Becauſe ye ſpeak this 
word, behold, I will make my words 
in thy mouth fire, and this people wood, 


and thy daughters ſhould eat: 


and it ſhall To them.

15 Lo, I will bring a nation upon 
you from far, O houſe of Iſrael, ſaith 
the Lord: it is a mighty nation, it is an 
ancient nation, a nation whoſe lan- 
uage thou knoweſt not, neither under- 
ſtandeſt What they ſay.

6 If ye oppreſs not the ſtranger, the 
fatherleſs, and the widow, and ſhed not 
innocent blood in this place, neither 
walk after other gods to your hurt:

7 Then will J cauſe you to dwell in 
this place, in the land that I gave to 
your fathers, for ever and ever. 

84 Behold, ye truſt in lying words, 
that cannot profit. 

9 Will ye ſteal, murder, and com- 
mit adultery, and {wear falſely, and 
burn incenſe unto Baal, and walk after 
other gods whom ye know not; 

10 And come. and ſtand before me 
in this houſe, which is called by my 
name, and ſay, We are delivered to do 
all theſe abominations? 

11 Is this houſe, which is called by 
my name, become a den of robbers in 
your eyes? behold, even I have ſeen 
it, ſaith the Lord. 

12 But go ye now unto my place 
which was in Shiloh, where J ſet my 
name at the-firſt, and ſee what I did to 
it for the wickedneſs of my people 
Iſrael. 

13 And now, becauſe ye have done 
all theſe works, ſaith the Lord, and 
I ſpake unto you, riſing up early, and 
ſpeaking, but ye heard not; and 1 
called you, but ye anſwered not: 

14 Therefore will I do unto this 
houſe which 1s called by my name, 
wherein ye truſt, and unto the place 
which I gave to you and to your fa- 
thers, as I have done to Shiloh. 

15 And I will caſt you out of my 
fight, - as I have caſt out all your 
brethren, even the whole ſeed of E- 
phraim.

18 The children gather wood, and 
the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knead their dough, to make 
cakes to the queen of heaven, and to 
our out drink-offerings unto other 
gods, that ward may n me to 
anger. 
19 Do they provoke me to anger? 


ſaith the Lord: do they not provoke 
themſelves to the confuſion of their 


own faces? 
20 Therefore thus faith hs Lord 


God: Behold, mine anger and my fury 
ſhall be poured out upon this place, 


upon man and upon beaſt, and upon 


the trees of the field, and upon the 
fruit of the ground; and it ſhall burn, 
and ſhall not be quenched. | 
21 Thus faith the Lord of hoſts, the 
God of Iſrael ; Put your burnt-offerings 
unto your ſacrifices; and eat fleſh. 

22 For I ſpake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that 
I brought them out of the land of 
Egypt, concerning burnt-offerings or 
ſacrifices: 

23 But this thing commanded I them, 
ſaying, Obey my voice, and I will be 
your God, and ye ſhall be my people: 
and walk ye in all the ways that I have 
commanded you, that it n be well 
unto vou. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but walked in the 
counſels and in the imagination of their 


evil heart; and went backward and not 


forward. 


25 Since the day that your fathers 
came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day, I have even ſent unto 
you all my ſervants the prophets, daily 
riſing up early, and ſending them:

and 1s cut off from their mouth. 

29 Cut off thine hair, O Jeruſalem, 


and caſt it away; and take up a la- 


mentation on high places: for the Lord 
hath rejected and forſaken the genera 
tion of his wrath. . 

30 For the e of Judah have 
done evil in my ſight, ſaith the Lord: 
they have ſet their abominations in the 
houſe which is called by. my name, to 
pollute it: 

31 And they have built the high 
places of Tophet, which is in the val- 
ley of the ſon of Hinnom, to burn 
their ſons and their daughters in the 
fire; which I commanded them not, 
neither came it into my heart. 

32 Therefore behold, the days come, 
ſaith the Lord, that it ſhall no more 
be called Tophet, nor the valley of the 
ſon of Hinnom, but, The valley of 
ſlaughter: for they ſhall bury in To- 
phet, till there be no place. 
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33 And the carcaſles of this people 
ſhall be meat for the fowls of the hea- 
ven, and for the beaſts of the earth: 
and none ſhall fray them away. 

34 Then will I cauſe to ceaſe from 
the cities of Judah, and from the ſtreets 
of Jeruſalem, the voice of mirth, and 
the voice of gladneſs, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the bride: 
for the land ſhall be deſolate. 


CHAP. VIII

Why then 1s 
not the health of the daughter of my 


people recovered? 


CHAP: I; 
The Jews lamented for ther manifold fins,

OH that my head were waters, and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears, that 1 
might weep day and night for the ſlain 
of the daughter of my people! 

2 Oh that I had in the wilderneſs 
a lodging-place of way-faring men; that 
I might leave my people, and go from 
them: for they be all adulterers, an 


allembly of treacherous men! 


3 And they bend their tongues like 
their bow for lies: but they are not 
valiant for the truth upon the earth; 
for they proceed from evil to evil, and 
they know not me, ſaith the Lord.

10 For the mountains will I take up 
a weeping and wailing, and for the 
habitations of the wilderneſs a lamen- 
tation, becauſe they are burned up, ſo 
that none can paſs through them; nei- 
ther can men hear the voice of the cat- 
tle: both the fowl of the heavens and 
the beaſt are fled; they are gone. 

11 And I will make Jeruſalem heaps,

23 Thus faith the Lord; Let not the 
wiſe man glory in his wiſdom, neither 
let the mighty man glory in his might, 
let not the rich man glory in his 
riches: 
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24 But let him that glorieth glory 
in this, that he underſtandeth and 
knoweth me, that I am the Lord, which 
exerciſe loving-kindneſs, judgement, 
and righteouſneſs in the earth : for 
in theſe things 1 delight, ſaith the 
Loi; --* 

25 Behold, the days come, faith the 
Lord, that I will puniſh all them which 
are circumciſed with the uncircum- 
ciſed. | | 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, 
and the children of Ammon, and Mo- 
ab, and all that are in the utmoſt cor- 
ners, that dwell in the wilderneſs: for 
all theſe nations are uncircumciſed, and 
all the houſe of Iſrael are uncircum- 
ciſed in the heart.

5 They are upright as the palm-tree, 
but ſpeak not: they muſt needs be

not afraid of them, for they cannot do 
evil; neither alſo is it in them to do 
good. | 

6 Foraſmuch as there is none like 
unto thee, O Lord: thou art great: 
and thy name is great in might. 

7 Who would not fear thee, O King 
of nations? for to thee doth 1t apper- 
tain: foraſmuch as among all the wiſe 
men of the nations, and in all their 
kingdoms, there 1s none like unto thee. 

8 But they are altogether brutifh 
and fooliſh: the ſtock is a doctrine of 
vanities. 

9 Silver ſpread into plates is brought 
from Tarſhiſh, and gold from Uphaz, 
the work of the workman, and of the 
hands of the founder: blue and pur- 
ple 1s their clothing, they are all the 
work of cunning men. | | 

10 But the Lord is the true God; he 
is the living God, and an everlaiting 
king: at his wrath the earth ſhall trem- 
ble, and the nations ſhall- not be able 
to abide his indignation. F 

11 Thus ſhall ye ſay unto them, 
The gods that have not made the hea- 
vens and the earth, even they ſhall 
eriſh from the earth, and from under 
theſe heavens. x | 

12 He hath made the earth by his 

ower, he hath eſtabliſhed the world 
by his wiſdom, and hath ſtretched out 
the heavens by his diſcretion. _ 

13 When he uttereth his voice, 
there is a multitude of waters in the 
heavens, and he cauſeth the vapours to 
aſcend from the ends of the earth: he 
maketh lightnings with rain, and bring- 
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eth forth the wind out of his trea- 
ſures. 

14 Every man is brutiſh in his know- 
ledge: every founder is confounded by 
the graven image: for his molten image 
is falſhood, and there is no breath in 
them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work 

of errors: in the time of their viſitation 
they ſhall periſh. 
16 The portion of Jacob is not 
like them: for he is the former of all 
things, and Iſrael is the rod of his in- 
heritance; the Lord of hoſts is his 
name. 5 

17 Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O inhabitant of the fortreſs. 

18 For thus ſaith the Lord, Behold, 


I will fling out the inhabitants of the 


land at this once, and will diſtreſs them, 


that they may find it ſo.

in mine anger, which ſhall burn for 
ever. | 

5 1 Thus faith the Lord; Curſed be 
the man that truſteth in man, and mak- 
eth fleſh his arm, and whoſe heart de- 
parteth from the Lord. 

6 For he ſhall be like the .heath in 
the deſert, and ſhall not ſee when good 


cometh; but ſhall inhabit the parched 


places in the wilderneſs, in a ſalt land, 
and not inhabited. 


7 1 Blefſed is the man that truſteth 
in the Lord, and whoſe hope the 


Lord 1s: 

8 For he ſhall be as a tree planted 
by the waters, and that ſpreadeth out 
her roots by the river; and ſhall not 
ſee when heat cometh; but her leaf 


ſhall be gr 
in the year of drought, neither ſhall 
ceaſe from yielding fruit. 

9 T The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and deſperately wicked: who 


can know it? 


10 IJ, the Lord, ſearch the heart, 


I try the reins, even to give every 
man according to his ways, and accord- 
ing to the fruit of his doings. 

11 As the partridge ſitteth on eggs, 
and hatcheth them not; ſo he that getteth 
riches, and not by right, ſhall leave 
them in the midſt of his days, and at 
his end ſhall be a fool. 

12 1 A glorious high throne from 
the beginning 1s the place of our ſanc- 
tuary. 
13 O Lord, the hope of Iſrael, all 
that forſake thee ſhall be aſhamed, and 
they that depart from me ſhall be writ- 
ten in the earth, becauſe they have for- 


ſaken the Lord, the fountain of living 


waters. 5 
14 Heal me, O Lord, and I ſhall 
be healed; ſave me, and I ſhall be 
ſaved: for thou art my praiſe. 

15 Behold, they ſay unto me, Where 
is the word of the Lord? let it come 
now.

20 And ſay unto them, Hear ye the 
word of the Lord, ye kings of Judah, 
and all Judah, and all the inhabitants 
of Jeruſalem, that enter in by theſe 
gates: 

21 Thus ſaith the Lord; Take heed 
to yourſelves, and bear no burden on 
the ſabbath-day, nor bring it in by the 
gates of Jeruſalem: 

22 Neither carry forth a burden out 
of your houſes on the ſabbath-day, nei- 
ther do ye any work, but hallow ye the 
| abbath-day, as I commanded your fa- 

thers. 

23 But they obeyed not, neither in- 
clined their ear, but mad their neck 
ſtiff, that they might not hear, nor re- 
ceive inſtruction. 

24 And it ſhall come to paſs, if ye 
diligently hearken unto me, faith the 
Lord, to bring in no burden through

the gates of this city on the ſabbath- 
day, but hallow the ſabbath-day, to do 
no work therein; 

25 Then ſhall there enter into the 
gates of this city kings and princes ſit- 
ting upon the throne of David, riding 
in chariots and on horſes, they, and 
their princes, the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem: and this 
city ſhall remain for ever. 

26 And they ſhall come from the 
cities of Judah, and from the places 
about Jeruſalem, and from the land of 
Benjamin, and from the plain, and 
from the mountains, and from the 
ſouth, bringing burnt- offerings, and ſa- 
crifices, and meat-offerings, and in- 
cenſe, and bringing ſacrifices of praiſe | 
unto the houſe of the Lord. 

27 But if ye will not hearken unto 
me to hallow the ſabbath-day, and not 
to bear a burden, even entering in at 
the gates of Jeruſalem on the ſabbath- 


day; then will I kindle a fire in the 


gates thereof, and it ſhall devour the 
palaces of Jeruſalem, and 1 it ſhall not 
be quenched.

10 If it do evil in my ſight, that it 
obey. not my voice, then I will repent 
of the good. wherewith I ſaid I would 
benefit them. 

11 J Now therefore go to, ſpeak to 
the men of Judah, and to the inhabit- 
ants of Jeruſalem, ſaying, Thus faith 
the Lord; Behold, I frame evil againſt 
you, and deviſe a device againſt you:

Behold, I will turn back the wea- 
ons of war that are in your hands, 
wherewith ye fight againſt the king of 
Babylon, and againſt the Chaldeans 
which beſiege you without the walls, 
and I will aſſemble them 1 into the midſt 
of this city. 

5 And I myſelf will fight againſt 
ou with an out-ſtretched hand, and 
with a ſtrong arm, even in anger, and 
in fury, and in great wrath. 

6 And I will ſmite the inhabitants 
of this city, both man and beaſt: the7 
ſhall die of a great peſtilence. 

7 And afterwards, faith the Lord, I 
will deliver Zedekiah king of Judab, 
and his ſervants, and the people, and 
ſuch as are left in this city, from the peſ- 
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tilence, from the ſword, and 8 the 
famine, into the hand of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, and into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of thoſe that ſeek their life: and 
he ſhall ſmite them with the edge of 
the ſword; he ſhall not ſpare them, 
neither have pity, nor have mercy. 

8 And unto this people thou ſhalt 
ſay, Thus faith the Lord, Behold, I 
ſet before you the way of life, and the 
way of death.

29 O earth, earth, earth, hear the 
word of the Lord. : 

30 Thus faith the Lord, Write ye 
this man childleſs, a man that ſhall not 
proſper in his days: for no mah of his 
ſeed ſhall proſper, fitting upon the 
throne of David, and ruling any more 
in Judah. 


CHAP. XXIII. 


He prophecieth a reſtoration of the ſcat- 
tered flock, 


WOE be unto the paſtors that de- 
ſtroy and ſcatter the ſheep of my paſ- 
ture, ſaith the Lord. | 

2 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord God 
of Iſrael againſt the paſtors that feed 
my people, Ye have ſcattered my flock, 
and driven them away, and have not

3 And I will gather the remnant of 


I have driven them, and will bring 
them again to their folds; and they 
ſhall be fruitful, and increaſe. 

4 And I will ſet up ſhepherds over 
them, which ſhall feed them: and they 
ſhall fear no more, nor be diſmayed, 


neither ſhall they be lacking, ſaith the 


| Lord. 


5 Behold, the days come, ſaith the 
Lord, that I will raiſe unto David a 
righteous branch, and a king ſhall reign 
and proſper, and ſhall execute judge- 
ment and juſtice in the earth, 1 

6 In his days Judah ſhall be ſaved, 
and Iſrael ſhall dwell ſafely: and this 
is his name whereby he ſhall be called, 
THE LORD OUR RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS. 4 

7 Therefore behold, the days come 
ſaith the Lord, that they ſhall no more 
ſay, The Lord liveth which brought 
up the children of Iſrael out of the 
land of Egypt; 8 | 

8 But, The Lord liveth which 
brought up, and which led, the ſeed of 
the houſe of Iſrael out of the north 
country, and from all countries whi- 


[ther I had driven them ; and they ſhall 


dwell in their own land. 
9 4 Mine heart within me is broken, 


becauſe of the prophets; all my bones 


ſhake: I am like a drunken man, and 
like a man whom wine hath overcome, 
becauſe of the Lord; and becauſe of 
the words of his holinels. 

10 For the land 1s full of adulterers: 
for becauſe of ſwearing the land mourn- 


eth: the pleaſant places of the wilder- 


neſs are dried up, and their courſe is 


my flock out of all countries whither 


evil, and their force 1s not right, 
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11 For both prophet and prieſt are 
profane; yea, in my houſe have I 
found their wickedneſs, ſaith the Lord. 


12 Wherefore their way ſhall be 


unto them as ſlippery ways in the dark- |. 


neſs; they ſhall be driven on, and fall 
therein: for I will bring evil upon 
them, even the year of their viſitation, 
ſaith the Lord. 


13 And I have ſeen folly in the 


prophets of Samaria: they prophecied 
in Baal, and cauſed my people Tirael 
to err. 

14 I have ſeen alſo in the allen 
of Jeruſalem an horrible thing: they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies: 
they ſtrengthen alſo the hand of evil 
doers, that none doth return from his 
wickedneſs: they are all of them unto 


me as Sodom, and the inhabitants there 


of as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord 
of hoſts concerning the prophets; Be- 
hold, I will feed them with worm- 
wood, and make them drink the water 
of gall: for from the prophets of Je- 
ruſalem is profaneneſs gone forth into 
all the land. 


16 Thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts;| 


Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophecy unto you: they 


make you vain: they ſpeak a viſion of 


their own heart, and not out of the 
mouth of the Peat 
17 They ſay ftill unto them that de- 


ſpiſe me, The Lord hath ſaid, Ye ſhall 


have e: and they ſay unto every 
one that walketh after the imagination 
of his own heart, No evil ſhall come 


upon you. 


18 For who hath ſtood in the coun- 

ſel of the Lord, and hath perceived 
and heard his word? who hath marked 
his word, and heard it? 
19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lord 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind : it ſhall fall grievouſly upon 
the head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the Lord ſhall not 


return, until he have executed, and 


till he have performed the thoughts of 
his heart: in the latter days ye ſhall 
conſider it perfectly. 

21 I have not lent theſe prophets, 
yet they ran: I have not ſpoken to 
them, yet they prophecied. 

22 But if they had ſtood in my 
counſel, and had cauſed my people to 
hear my words, then they ſhould have 
turned them from their evil way, and 
from the evil of their doings. 

23 Am I a God at hand, ſaith the 
Lord, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himſelf in ſecret 
places that I ſhall not ſee him? faith 
the Lord. Do not I fill heaven and 
earth? ſaith the Lord. 

25 I have heard what the prophets 
ſaid, that prophecy lies in my name, 
ſaying, I have dreamed, 1 have dream- 
ed. 

26 How long ſhall hs be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophecy 
lies? yea, they are prophets of the de- 
ceit of their own heart; 

27 Which think to cauſe my peo- 
ple to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his neigh- 
bour, as their fathers have * 


my name for Baal. 
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28 The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream; and he that hath 
my word, let him ſpeak my word faith- 
fully: What 1s the chaff to the wheat? 
* the Lord. 

Is not my word like as a fire? 
Nich the Lord; and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces? 
30 Therefore behold, I am againſt 
the prophets, ſaith the Lord, that ſteal 
my words every one from his neigh- 
bour. 

31 Behold, I am againſt the pro- 
pn ſaith the Lord, that uſe their 
tongues, and ſay, He ſaith, 

32 Behold, I am againſt them that 
prophecy falſe dreams, ſaith the Lord, 
and do tell them, and cauſe my people 
to err by their lies, and by their light- 
neſs, yet I ſent them not, nor command- 
ed them: therefore they ſhall not profit 
this people at all, faith the Lord. 

33 And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a prieſt, ſhall aſk thee, 
ſaying, What is the burden of the 
Lord? thou ſhalt then ſay unto them, 
What burden? I will even forſake you, 
faith the Lord. 

34 And as for the prophet, and the 
prieſt, and the people, that ſhall ſay, 
The burden of the Lord, I will even 
puniſh that man and his houſe. 

35 Thus ſhall ye ſay every one to his 
neighbour, and every one to his bro- 
ther, What hath the Lord anſwered? 
and, What hath the Lord ſpoken? 
236 And the burden of the Lord 

ſhall ye mention no more: for every 
man's word ſhall be his burden: for 


ye have perverted the words of the 


land ſmiths, from 


living God, of the Lord of hoſts our 


God. 

37 Thus ſhalt theu ſay 
phet, What hath the Lord anſwered 
|thee? and, What hath the Lord ſpoken? 

38 But ſince ye ſay, The burden of 
the Lord; therefore thus ſaith the 
Lord; Becauſe ye ſay this word, The 
burden of the Lord, and I have ſent 
unto you, ſaying, Ye ſhall not ſay, The 
burden of the Lord; 

39 Therefore behold, I, even I, will 
utterly forget you, and I will forſake 
you, and the city that I gave you and 
your fathers, and caſt you out of my 
preſence : 


40 And I will bring an everlaſting 


reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
ſhame, which ſhall not be forgotten. 


CHAP. XXIV. 


By good and bad figs he foreſheweth the 
reſtoration from captivity, Ec. 


THE Lord ſhewed me, and be- 


hold, two baſkets of figs were ſet be- 
fore the temple of the Lord, after that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiah the ſon 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah, and the 
princes of Judah, with the carpenters 
Jeruſalem, and had 
brought them to Babylon.

Ifrael, Like theſe good figs, ſo will I 
acknowledge them that are carried away 
captive of Judah, whom I have ſent 
out of this place into the land of the 
Chaldeans for their good. | 

6 For I will ſet mine eyes upon 
them for good, and I will bring them 
again to this land: and I will build 
them, and not pull them down; and 
I will plant them, and not pluck 
them up. 

7 And I will give them an heart to 
know me, that I am the Lord: and they 
ſhall be my people, and I will be their 
God: for they ſhall return unto me 
with their whole heart. 

8 T And as the evil figs which can- 
not be eaten, they are ſo evil; ſurely 
thus faith the Lord, So will I give Ze- 
dekiah the king of Judah, and his 
princes, and the reſidue of Jeruſalem, 
that remain in this land, and them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt: 

9 And I will deliver them to be re- 
moved into all the kingdoms of the 
earth for their hurt, to be a reproach 
and a proverb, a taunt and a curſe, 
in all places whither I ſhall drive

10 AndI will ſend the ſword, the 
famine, and the peſtilence among them, 


till they be conſumed from off the land

The Fews' diſobedience reproved, &c. 


THE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the people of Judah, in 
the fourth year of Jehoiakim the ſon 
of Joſiah king of Judah, that was the 
firſt year of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; . 

2 The which Jeremiah the prophet 
ſpake unto all the people of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, 
ſaying, 

3 From the thirteenth year of Joſiah 
the ſon of Amon king of Judah, even 
unto this day; that is, the three and 
twentieth year; the word of the Lord 
hath come unto me, and I have ſpoken 
unto you, riſing early and ſpeaking; 
but ye have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lord hath ſent unto you 
all his ſervants the prophets, riſing early 
and ſending them; but ye have not 
hearkened, nor inclined your ear to 
hear. 

5 They ſaid, Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and from 
the evil of your doings, and dwell in 
the land that the Lord hath given unto 
you and to your fathers for ever and 
ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to 
ſerve them and to worſhip them, and 
provoke me not to anger with the 
works of your hands, and I will do 
you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto

me, ſaith the Lord; that ye might pro- 
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voke me to anger with the works of 
your hands to your own hurt. 

8 J Therefore thus ſaith the Lord 
of hoſts, Becauſe ye have not heard 
my words, | 

9 Behold, I will ſend and take all 
the families of the north, ſaith the Lord, 
and Nebuchadrezzar the king of Ba- 
bylon, my ſervant, and will bring them 
againſt this land, and againſt the inha- 
bitants thereof, and againſt all theſe 
nations round about, and will utterly 
deſtroy them, and make them an aſto- 
niſhment, and an hiſſing, and perpe- 
tual deſolations. 

10 Moreover, I will take from them 
the voice of mirth, and the voice of 
gladneſs, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the ſound 
of the milſtones, and the light of the 
candle. | 8 

11 And this whole land ſhall be a 
deſolation, and an aſtoniſhment: and 
theſe nations ſhall ſerve the king of 
Babylon ſeventy years. 
12 J And it ſhall come to paſs, when 
ſeventy years are accompliſhed, that I 
will puniſh the king of Babylon, and 
that nation, ſaith the Lord, for their 
iniquity, and the land of the Chal- 
deans; and will make it perpetual. de- 
lolations. | 


139 And I will bring upon that land |. 
| all my words which I have pronounced 


againſt it, even all that is written in 
this book, which 
phecied againſt all the nations. 

14 For many nations, and great kings, 
ſhall ſerve themſelves of them alſo: and 
I will recompenſe them according to

eremiah hath pro- 


their deeds, and according to the works 
of their own hands. 

15 For thus faith the Lord God of 
Iſrael unto me, Take the wine cup of 
this fury at my hand, and cauſe all 
the nations to whom I ſend thee to

16 And they ſhall drink, and be 
moved, and be mad, becauſe of the 
ſword that I will ſend among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the Lord's 
hand, and made all the nations to 
drink unto whom the Lord hath ſent

18 To wit, Jeruſalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make them a 
deſolation, an aſtoniſhment, an hiſſing, 
and a curſe; as it is this day: | 

19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
ſervants, and his princes, and all his 
people, | | 

20 And all the mingled people, and 
all the kings of the land of Uz, and 
all the kings of the land of the Phi- 
liſtines, and Aſhkelon, and Azzah, and 
Ekron, and the remnant of Aſhdod, 

21 Edom, and Moab, and the chil- 
dren of Ammon, == 

22 And all the kings of Tyrus, and 
all the kings of Zidon, and the kings 
of the iſles which are beyond the ſea, 
23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and 
all that are in the utmolt corners, 

24 And all the kings of Arabia, and 
all the kings of the mingled people that 
dwell in the deſert, 2 | 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and 
all the kings of Elam, and all the kings 


of the Medes, 
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26 And all the kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, and all 
the kingdoms of the world, which are 
upon the face of the earth: and the 
king of Sheſhach ſhall drink after them. 

27 Therefore thou ſhalt ſay unto 
them, Thus faith the Lord of hoſts, 
the God of Iſrael; Drink ye, and be 
drunken, and ſpue, and fall, and riſe 
no more, becauſe of the ſword, which 
I will fend among you. 0 

28 And it ſhall be, if they refuſe 
to take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
then ſhalt thou ſay unto them, Thus 
faith the Lord of hoſts: Ye ſhall cer- 
tainly drink. | 


29 For lo, I begin to bring evil on 


the city which 1s called by my name, 
and ſhould ye be utterly unpuniſhed? 
Ye ſhall not be unpuniſhed: for I will 
call for a ſword upon all the inhabit- 
ants of the earth, ſaith the Lord of 
hoſts. | | 

30 Therefore prophecy thou againſt 
them all theſe words, and ſay unto 
them, The Lord ſhall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his holy 
habitation; he ſhall mightily roar upon 
his habitation, he ſhall give a ſhout, as 
they that tread the grapes, againſt all 

the inhabitants of the earth. 
31 A noiſe ſhall come even to the 
ends of the earth: for the Lord hath a 
controverſy with the nations; he will 
plead with all fleſh; he will give them 
that are wicked to the ſword, ſaith the 
Lord. 

32 Thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts; Be- 
hold evil ſhall go forth, from nation to 


nation, and a great whirlwind ſhall 


be raiſed up from the coaſts of the 
earth. _ | | 
33 And the ſlain of the Lord ſhall 
be at that day from one end of the 
earth even unto the other end of the 
earth: they ſhall not be lamented, nei. 
ther gathered, nor buried; they ſhall 


be dung upon the ground. 


- 


34 Howl, ye ſhepherds, and cry; 


and wallow yourſelves in the aſhes, ye 


principal of the flock: for the days of 
your {laughter and of your diſperſions 
are accompliſhed; and ye ſhall fall 
like a pleaſant veſſel. 

35 And the ſhepherds ſhall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to eſcape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the ſhep- 
herds, and an howling of the principal 
of the flock ſhall be heard: for the 
Lord hath ſpoiled their paſture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down, becauſe of the fierce an- 
ger of the Lord. 5 

38 He hath forſaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is deſolate, be- 
cauſe of the fierceneſs of the oppreſſor, 
and becauſe of his fierce anger. 


CHAP. XXVI. 
Jeremiaſi exhorteth to repentance, &c. 


IN the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim, the ſon of Joſiah, king of Ju- 
dah, came this word from the Lord, 
laying, 

2 Thus faith the Lord; Stand in the 
court of the Lord's houſe, and ſpeak 
unto all the cities of Judah, which 
come to worſhip in the Lord's houle, 
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all the words that I command thee to 
ſpeak unto them; diminiſh not. a 
word, 
3 If ſo be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way, that 
I may repent me of the evil which I 
purpoſe to do unto them becauſe of the 
evil of their doings. — 

4 And thou ſhalt ſay unto them, 
Thus faith the Lord: if ye will not 
hearken tome, to walk in my law which 
I have ſet before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of 
my ſervants the prophets, whom I ſent 
unto you, both riſing up early, and 
ſending them, (but ye have not heark- 
ened,) 

6 Then will I make this houſe like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a curſe 
to all the nations of the earth. 

7 So the prieſts, and the prophets, 
and all the people, heard Jeremiah; 
ſpeaking theſe words in the houſe of 
the Lord. | 

8 4 Now it came to paſs, when je- 
remiah had made an end of ſpeaking 
all that the Lord had commanded him 
to ſpeak unto all the people, that the 
prieſts, and the prophets, and all the 
people, took him, ſaying, Thou ſhalt 
ſurely die. N 

9 Why haſt thou prophecied in 
the name of the Lord, ſaying, This 
houſe ſhall be like Shiloh, and this 
city ſhall be deſolate without an in- 
habitant? And all the people were ga- 
_ thered againſt Jeremiah in the houſe 
of the Lord. 

10 1 When the princes of Judah 
heard theſe things, then they came up 
T6 2 2] | 
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bring innocent blood upon yourſelves, 
and upon this city, and upon the in- 
habitants thereof: for of a truth the 


all theſe words in your ears. 


from the king's houſe unto the houſe of 
the Lord, and ſat down in the entry of 
the new gate of the Lord's houſe. 

11 Then ſpake the prieſts and the 
prophets unto the princes, and to all the 
people, ſaying, This man is worthy to 
die; for he hath prophecied againſt 
this city, as ye have heard with your 
ears. | : 

12 T Then ſpake Jeremiah unto 
all the princes, and to all the peo- 
ple, faying, The Lord ſent me to 
prophecy againſt this houſe, and a- 
gainſt this city, all the words that ye 
have heard. | | 

13 Therefore now amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice of 
the Lord your God; and the Lord 
w1ll repent him of the evil that he hath 
pronounced againſt you. 

14 As for me, behold, I am in 
your hand: do with me as ſeemeth 


good and meet unto you.

15 But know ye, for certain, that if 
ut me to death, ye ſhall ſurely 


Lord hath ſent me unto you to ſpeak

16 1 Then ſaid the princes and all 


the people unto the prieſts and to the 
prophets; This man is not worthy to 
die: for he hath ſpoken to us in the 
name of the Lord our God. 


17 Then roſe up certain of the 


elders of the land, and ſpake to all the 
aſſembly of the people, ſaying, 


18 Micah the Moraſthite prophecied 


in the days of Hezekiah king of ju- 


* 
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dah, and ſpake to all the people of Ju- 
dah, ſaying, Thus ſaith the Lord of 
hoſts; Zion ſhall be ploughed like a 
field, and Jeruſalem ſhall become heaps, 
and the mountain of the houſe as the 
high places of a foreſt. 

19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah and 
all Judah put him at all to death? did 
he not fear the Lord, and beſought the 
Lord, and the Lord repented him of 
the evil which he had pronounced a- 
gainſt them? Thus might we procure 
great evil againſt our ſouls. 

20 And there was alſo a man that 
prophecied in the name of the Lord, 
Urjah, the ſon of Shemaiah, of Kirjath- 
Jearim, who prophecied againſt this city, 
and againſt this land according to all 

the words of Jeremiah. 
21 And when Jeholakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king ſought 
to put him to death: but when Urijah 
heard it, he was afraid, and fled, and 
went into Egypt. 

22 And Jehoiakim the king ſent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan the 
fon of Achbor, and certain men with 
rr. 

23 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him unto 

ehoiakim the king; who flew him 
with the ſword, and caſt his dead body 
into the graves of the common peo- 
ple. | 
24 Nevertheleſs, the hand of Ahi- 

kam the ſon of Shaphan was with Je- 
remiah, that they ſhould not give him 
into the hand of the people to put 
him to death.

C HAP. XII. 


Under the type of bonds and yokes he 
prophecieth the ſubduing of Kings, &c. 


IN the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim, the ſon of Joſiah, king of 
Judah, came this word unto Jeremiah 
from the Lord, ſaying, 

2 Thus ſaith the Lord to me; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and put them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And ſend them to the king of 
Edom, and to the king of Moab, and 
to the king of the Ammonites, and to 
the king of Tyrus, and to the king of 
Zidon, by the hand of the meſſengers 
which come to Jeruſalem unto Zede- 
kiah, king of Judah; 

4 And command them to ſay unto 
their maſters, Thus ſaith the Lord of 
hoſts, the God of Iſrael; Thus ſhall ye 
ſay unto your maſters; | | 

5 I have made the earth, the man 
and the beaſt that are upon the ground, 
by my great power, and by my out- 
ſtretched arm, and have given it unto 
whom 1t ſeemed meet unto me. 

6 And now have I given all theſe 
lands into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, my ſervant; and 
the beaſts of the field have I given him 
alſo to ſerve him. 

7 And all nations ſhall ſerve him, 
and his ſon, and his ſon's ſon, until 
the very time of his land come: and 
then many nations and great kings ſhall 
ſerve themſelves of him. | 

8 And it ſhall come to paſs, that 


the nation and kingdom which will not 


And there was, &c. ver. 20.] This ſtory is related by ſome of Jeremy's adverſaries (not elſewhere mentioned in ſcripture) 
wherein they produce a preſident of one put to death upon ſuch an occaſion, 
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ſerve the ſame Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon, and that will not put 
their neck under the yoke of the king 
of Babylon, that nation will I puniſh, 
ſaith the Lord, with the ſword, and with 
the famine, and with the peſtilence, until 
I have conſumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to 
your prophets, nor to your diviners, 
nor to your dreamers, nor to your en- 
chanters, nor to your ſorcerers, which 
ſpeak unto you, ſaying, Ye ſhall not 
ſerve the king of Babylon. 

10 For they prophecy a lie unto 

ou, to remove you far from your 
land; and that I ſhould drive you out, 
and ye ſhould periſh. 
11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and ſerve him, thoſe will 1 
let remain ſtill in their own land, faith 
the Lord: and they ſhall till it, and 
dwell therein. 

12 I ſpake alſo to Zedekiah king of 
Judah according to all theſe words, 
ſaying, Bring your necks under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, and ſerve 
him and his people, and live. 

13 Why will ye die, thou, and thy 
people, by the ſword, by the famine, 
and by the peſtilence, as the Lord hath 
ſpoken againſt the nation that will not 
lerve the king of Babylon?

4 Thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts, the 
God of Iſrael, unto all that are carried 
away captives, whom I have cauled to

be carried away from Jeruſalem unto 
Babylon: 

5 Build ye hed, and d in 
them; and plant gardens, and eat the 
fruit of them. 

6 Take ye vives, and beget ſons 
and daughters; and take wives for your 
ſons, and give your daughters to huſ- 
bands, that they may bear ſons and 
daughter; that ye may be increaſed 
there, and not diminiſhed.

of inheritance is thine, and the re- 
demption is thine: buy it for thyſelf.

19 Great in counſel, and mighty in 
work: for thine eyes are open upon all 
the ways of the ſons of men, to give 
every one according to his ways, and 
according to the fruit of his doings: 

20 Which have ſet ſigns and won- 
ders in the land of Egypt even unto 
this day, and in Iſrael, and among other 
men; and haſt made thee a name, as at 
this day; 

21 And haſt brought forth thy peo- 
ple Iſrael out of the land of Egypt 
with ſigns, and with wonders, and with 
a ſtrong hand, and with a ſtretched-out 
arm, and with great terror. 

22 And halt given them this land, 
which thou didſt ſware to their fathers 
to give them a land flowing with milk 
and honey; 

23 And they came in, and poſſeſſed 
it; but they obeyed not thy voice, nei- 
ther walked in thy law: they have 
done nothing of all that thou command- 
edſt them to do: therefore thou halt 
cauſed all this evil to come upon them. 

24 Behold, the mounts, they are 
come unto the city to take it: and the 
city 1s given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans that fight againſt it, becauſe 
of the ſword, and of the nine, and of 
the peſtilence: and what thou haſt ſpo- 
ken is come to paſs: and behold, thou 
8 it.

22 As the hoſt of heaven cannot be

meaſured; ſo will I multiply the ſeed 


of David my ſervant, and the Levites 
that miniſter unto me. 

23 Moreover, the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, ſaying, 


24 Conſidereſt thou not what this :

25 Thus faith the Lord; If my co- 
venant be not with day and night, and 
if I have not appointed the ordinances 
of heaven and earth :

THE word which came unto Jere- 
miah from the Lord, when Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, and all his 
army, and all the kingdoms of the 
earth of his dominion, and all the

againſt all the cities thereof, ſaying, 
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2 Thus ſaith the Lord, the God of 
Iſrael; Go, and ſpeak to Zedekiah 
king of Judah, and tell him, Thus faith 
the Lord; Behold, I will give this city 
into the hand of the king of Babylon; 
and he ſhall burn it with fire: 

3 And thou ſhalt not eſcape out of 
his hand, but ſhalt ſurely be taken, and 
delivered into his hand; and thine 
eyes ſhall behold the eyes of the king of 
Babylon, and he ſhall ſpeak with thee 
mouth to mouth, and thou ſhalt go to 
Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the Lord, O 
Zedekiah, king of Judah; Thus faith 
the Lord of thee; Thou ſhalt not die by 
the ſword: 

5 But thou ſhalt die in peace: and 
with the burnings of thy fathers, the 
former kings which were before thee, ſo 
ſhall they burn odours for thee; and 
they will lament thee, ſaying, Ah, Lord! 
for I have pronounced the word, faith 
the Lord. 


6 Then Jeremiah the prophet ſpake|- 


all theſe words unto Zedekiah, king of 
Judah, in Jeruſalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon's army 
fought againſt Jeruſalem, and againſt 
all the cities of Judah that were left, 
againſt Lachiſh, and againſt Azekah: for 
theſe defenced cities rema 
cities of Judah. 

8 This is the word that came unto 

eremiah from the Lord, after that the 
ing Zedekiah had made a covenant 
with all the people which were at je- 
ruſalem to proclaim liberty unto them; 
9 That every man ſhould let his

name, and cauſed every man his ſervant,

ſervant, being an Hebrew or an Hebrew. 
els, go free; that none ſhould ſerve 
himſelf of them, to wit, of a Jew his

10 Now when all the princes, and 
all the people which had entered into 
the covenant, heard that every one 
ſhould let his man-ſervant, and every 
one his maid-ſervant, go free, that none 
ſhould ſerve themſelves of them any 
more, then they obeyed, and let them go. 

11 But afterwards they turned, and 

cauſed the ſervants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return: 
and brought them into ſubjection for 
ſervants and for handmaids. 
12 Therefore the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah from the Lord, ſay- 
ing, 
19 Thus faith the Lord, the God of 
Iſrael; I made a covenant with your fa- 
thers in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the houſe of bondmen, ſaying; 
14 At the end of ſeven years let ye 
go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been ſold unto thee; and 
when he hath ſerved thee fix years, thou 
ſhalt let him go free from thee: but 
your fathers hearkened not unto me, 
neither inclined their ear. 
15 And ye were now turned, and 
had done right in my fight, in proclaim- 
ing liberty every man to his neighbour; 
and ye had made a covenant before me 
in the houſe which is called by my 
name: 
16 But ye turned and polluted my 


man-ſervant, and every man his maid- 


and every man his handmaid, whom he 
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had ſet at liberty at their pleaſure, to 
return, and brought them into ſubjec- 
tion, to be unto you for ſervants, and 
for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, in| 
proclaiming liberty every one to his 
brother, and every man to his neigh- 
bour: behold, I proclaim a liberty for 
you, ſaith the Lord, to the ſword, to 
the peſtilence, and to the famine; nul 
I will make you to be removed into all 
the kingdoms of the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that 
have tranſgreſſed my covenant, which 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they had made before 
me, when they cut the calf in twain, 

and paſſed between the parts thereof, 


19 The princes of Judah, and the] 


princes of Jeruſalem, the eunuchs, and 
the prieſts, and all the people of the 
land which paſſed between the parts of 
the calf ; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that ſeek their life: and 
their dead bodies ſhall be for meat un- 
to the fowls of the heaven, and to the 
beaſts of the earth. | 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah 
and his princes will I give into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that ſeek their life, and 
into the hand of the king of Ba- 
bylon's army, which are gone up from 
you. 

22 Behold, I will command, faith 
the Lord, and cauſe them to return to 
this city; and they ſhall fight againſt it,

11 But it came to paſs, when Nebu- 
chadrezzar, king of Babylon, came up 
into the land, that we ſaid, Come, and 
let us go to Jeruſalem, for fear of the 
army of the Chaldeans, and for fear of 
the army of the Syrians: ſo we dwell at 
Jeruſalem. 

12 1 Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah, ſaying, 1 

13 Thus faith the Lord of hoſts, the 
God of Iſrael; Go, and tell the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
ſalem, Will ye not receive inſtruction 
to hearken to my words? ſaith the 
Lord. 

14 The words of Jonadab, the ſon 
of Rechab, that he commanded his ſons 
not to drink wine, are performed: for 
unto this day they 
obey their father's commandment: not- 
withſtanding, I have ſpoken unto you, 
riſing early and ſpeaking; but ye heark- 
ened not unto me. p71 
135 TI have ſent alſo unto you all my 

ſervants the prophets, riſing up early, 


drink none, but] 


now every man from his evil way, and 
amend your doings, and go not after 
other gods to ſerve them, and ye ſhall 
dwell in the land which I have given to 
you, and to your fathers; but ye have 
not inclined your ear, nor hearkened 
unto me. 

16 Becauſe the ſons of Jonadab, the 
ſon of Rechab, have performed the 
commandment of their father, which 
he commanded them; but this people 
hath not hearkened unto me: 

17 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord 
God of hoſts, the God of Iſrael; Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Judah, and 
upon all the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, 
all the evil that I have pronounced 
againſt them: becauſe I have ſpoken 


unto them, but they have not heard: 
and I have called unto them, but they 


have not anſwered. 
18 And Jeremiah ſaid unto the houſe 


lof the Rechabites, Thus ſaith the Lord 


of hoſts, the God of Iſrael; becauſe 
ye have obeyed the commandment of 
Jonadab your father, and kept all his 
precepts, and done according unto all 
that he hath commanded you: 

19 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord of 
hoſts, the God of Iſrael; Jonadab, the 
ſon of Rechab, ſhall not want a man to 
ſtand before me for ever.

5 And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch, ſaying, I am ſhut up; I cannot 
go into the houſe of the Lord; 

6 Therefore go thou and read in the 
roll, which thou haſt written from my 
mouth, the words of the Lord in the 
ears of the people in the Lord's houſe 
upon the faſting-day: and alſo thou 
ſhalt read them in the ears of all Ju- 
dah, that come out of their cities. 

7 It may be they will preſent their 
ſupplication before the Lord, and will 
return every one from his evil way: for 
great is the anger and the fury that the 


__ hath pronounced againſt this peo- 
ple. 

8 And Baruch the ſon of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, reading in 
the book the words of the Lord in the 
Lord's houſe, 1 | 


9 And it came to paſs in the fifth 


year of Jehotakim, the fon of Joſiah 


king of Fudah, in the ninth month, 
that they proclaimed a faſt before 
the Lord to all the people of Jeru- 
ſalem, and to all the people that came 
from the cities of Judah unto jeruſa- 
lem. | 
10 Then read Baruch in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the houſe of 
the Lord, in the chamber of Gema- 


riah, the ſon of Shaphan the ſcribe, in 
the higher court, at the entry of the new 
gate of the Lord's houſe, in the ears of 


all the people. 


11 When Michaiah, the ſon of Ge- 
mariah the ſon of Shaphan, had heard 
out of the book all the words of the 


Lords: - 
12 Then he went down into the 


king's houſe into the ſcribe's chamber: 
and lo, all the 


ſon of Shemaiah, and Elnathan the 


ſon of Achbor, and Gemariah the ſon 


of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the ſon of 


Hananiah, and all the princes. 


13 Then Michaiah declared unto 


them all the words that he had heard 
when Baruch read the book in the ears 
of the people. 


14 Therefore all the princes fent 


Jehudli, the ſon of Nethaniah, the ſon

17 Then ſaid Jeremiah unto Zede- 
kiah, Thus ſaith the Lord, the God of

20 But Jeremiah ſaid, They ſhall 
not deliver thee. Obey, I beſeech 
thee, the voice of the Lord, which I 
ſpeak unto thee: ſo it ſhall be well 
unto thee, and thy foul ſhall live.

and committed him unto Gedaliah the 
lon of Ahikam the ſon of Shaphan, 
that he ſhould carry him home.

8 Then they came to Gedaliah to 
Mizpah, even Iſhmael the ſon of Ne- 
thamiah, and Johanan and Jonathan 
the ſons of Kareah, and Seraiah the 
fon of Tanhumeth, and the ſons of 
Ephai the Netophathite, and Jezaniah 
the ſon of a Maachathite, they and 


9 And Gedaliah the fon of Ahikam 
the ſon of Shaphan ſware unto them, 
and to their men, ſaying, Fear not to 
ſerve the Chaldeans: dwell in the land, 
and ſerve the king of Babylon, and it 
ſhall be well with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I yy dwell 
at Mizpah, to ſerve the Chaldeans, 
which will come unto us: but ye, ga- 
ther ye wine, and ſummer-fruits, and 
oil, and put them in your veſſels, and 
dwell in your cities that ye have taken, 

11 Likewiſe, when all the Jews that 
were in Moab, and among the Am- 
monites, and in Edom, and that were 
in all the countries, heard that the 
king of Babylon had left a remnant 


of Judah, and that he had ſet over 


them Gedaliah the ſon of Ahikam the 
ſon of Shaphan: N 

12 Even all the Jews returned out 
of all places whither they were dri- 
ven, and came to the land of Judah, 
to Gedaliah unto Mizpah, and gathered 
wine and ſummer-fruits very much. 

13 1 Moreover, Johanan the ſon of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were in the fields, came to 
Gedaliah to Mizpah, 

14 And ſaid unto him, Doſt hw 
certainly know that Baalis, the king of 
the Ammonites, hath ſent — the 
ſon of Nethaniah, to ſlay thee? But 
Gedaliah the ſon of 3 believed 
_ not. 

5 Then Johanan the ſon of Kareah 
oaks to Gedaliah in Mizpah ſecretly, 
ſaying, Let me go, I pray thee, and I 
will ſlay Iſhmael the ſon of Nethaniah,

CHAP. XLI. 


Jmael treacherouſiy killeth Gedaliah and 
others, Sc. 


NOW it came to paſs in the ſeventh 
month, that Iſhmael the ſon of Netha- 
niah the ſon of Eliſhama, of the ſeed 
royal, and the princes of the king, 
even ten men with him, came unto 
Gedaliah the ſon of Ahikam to M1z- 
pah, and there they did eat bread to- 
gether in Mizpah. 

2 Then aroſe Iſhmael the ſon of 
Nethaniah, and the ten men that were 
with him, and ſmote Gedaliah the ſon 
of Ahikam the ſon of Shaphan with 
the ſword, and flew him whom the 


king of Babylon had made governor| 


over the land. 

3 Iſhmael alſo ſlew all the Jews that 
were with him, even with Gedaliah at 
Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were 
found there, and the men of war. 

4 And it came to paſs the ſecond 
day after he had ſlain Gedaliah, and 
no man knew it, 

5 That there came certain from She- 
chem, from Shiloh, and from Samaria, 
even fourſcore men having their beards' 
haven, and their clothes rent, and 


having cut themſelves, with offerings 
and incenſe in their hand, to bring 
them to the houſe of the Lord. 

6 And Iſhmael the ſon of Nethaniah 
went forth from Mizpah to meet them, 
weeping all along as he went: and it 
came to paſs as he met them, he ſaid 
unto them, Come to Gedalialk the ſon 
of Ahikam. 

7 And it was ſo, when they came 
into the midſt of the city, that Iſh- 
mael the ſon of Nethaniah ſlew them 
and caſt them into the midſt of the pit, 
he and the men that were with him. 

8 But ten men were found among 
them that ſaid unto Iſhmael, Slay us 
not: for we have treaſures in the field, 
of wheat, and of barley, and of oil, 
and of honey. So he forbare, and flew 
them not among their brethren. 

9 Now the pit wherein Iſhmael had 

caſt all the dead bodies of the men 
whom he had ſlain, becauſe of Geda- 
liah, was it which Aſa the king had 
made for fear of Baaſha king of Iſrael; 
and Iſhmael the ſon of Nethaniah fill 
ed it with them that were ſlain. 
10 Then Iſhmael carried away cap- 
tive all the reſidue of the people that 
were in Mizpah, even the king's daugh- 
ters, and all the people that remained 
in Mizpah, whom Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard had committed to 
Gedaliah the ſon of Ahikam, and Ifh- 
mael the ſon of Nethaniah carried 
them away captive, and departed to. 
go over to the Ammonites. 

11 1 But when Johanan the ſon of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 


forces that were with him, heard of 


Beards ſhaven, ver. 5.] As mourners were wont to do, for the deſolations of the land, city, and temple. 
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all the evil that Iſhmael the ſon of 


Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, _ 
went to fight with Iſhmael the ſon of 
Nethaniah, and found him by the great 
waters that are in Gibeon. 

3 Now it came to paſs, that when 
all * people which were with Iſh- 
mael ſaw Johanan the ſon of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces that 
were with him, then 
glad. 

14 So all the people that Iſhmael 
had carried away captive from M1z-

let us go every one into his own coun-

10 The Lord hath brought forth our 
righteouſneſs: come, and let us declare 
in Zion the work of the Lord our God. 

11 Make bright the arrows; gather 
the ſhields: the Lord hath raiſed up 
the ſpirit of the kings of the Medes: 
for his device 1s againſt Babylon, to 
deſtroy it; becauſe it is the vengeance 
of the Lord, the vengeance of his 
temple. 

12 Set up the ſtandard upon the 
walls of Babylon, make the watch 
ſtrong, ſet up the watchmen, prepare 
the ambuſhes: for the Lord hath both 
deviſed and done that which he ſpake 
againſt the inhabitants of Babylon. 

13 O thou that dwelleſt upon many 
waters, abundant in treaſures, thine end 
is come, and the meaſure of thy co- 
vetouſneſs. 

14 The Lord of hoſts hath ſworn 
by himſelf, ſaying, Surely I will fill 
thee with men as with caterpillars; and 
they ſhall lift up a ſhout againſt thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath eſtabliſhed the world 
by his wiſdom, and hath ſtretched out 
the heaven by his underſtanding. - 

16 When he uttereth his voice, there 
is a multitude of waters in the hea- 


vens; and he cauſeth the vapours to 
aſcend from the ends of the earth: he 
maketh lightnings with rain, and bring- 


her pain, if ſo be ſhe may be healed. 


eth forth the wind out of his treaſures 
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17 Every man is brutiſh by his know- 
| ledge: every founder 1s confounded 


by the graven 1mage: for his molten 


image is falſehood, and there is no 
breath in them. 

18 They are vanity, the work of 
errors: in the time of their viſitation 
they ſhall periſh. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them: for he is the former of all 
things: and Iſrael is the rod of his in- 
heritance; The Lord of hoſts is his 
name. be > | 
20 Thou art my battle-ax and wea- 
pons of war: for with thee will I break 
in pieces the nations, and with thee 
will I deſtroy kingdoms; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horſe and his rider; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider. 

22 With thee alſo will I break in 
pleces man and woman; and with thee 
will I break in pieces old and young; 
and with thee will I break in pieces the 
young man and the maid; 

23 I will alſo break in pieces with 


thee the ſhepherd and his flock; and 


with thee will I break in pieces the 
huſbandman and his yoke of oxen; 
and with thee will I break in pieces 
captains and rulers. 

24 And I will render unto Babylon, 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea, 
all their evil that they have done in 
Lion, in your ſight, ſaith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am againſt thee, O de- 
ſtroying mountain, ſaith. the Lord, 
which deſtroyeſt all the earth: and 1 
will ſtretch out mine hand upon thee, 


and roll thee down from the rocks, 
and will make thee a burnt moun- 
tain. | 
26 And they ſhall not take of thee 
a ſtone for a corner, nor a ſtone for 
foundations; but thou ſhalt be deſolate 
for ever, ſaith the Lord. 

27 Set ye up a ſtandard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the nations, 
prepare the nations againſt her, call 
together againſt her the kingdoms of 
Ararat, Minni, and Aſhchenaz; ap- 
point a captain againſt her, cauſe the 
horſes to come up as the rough cater- 
pillars. | | 

28 Prepare againſt her the nations 
with the kings of the Medes, the cap- 
tains thereof, and all the rulers thereof, 
and all the land of his dominion. 

29 And the land ſhall tremble and 
ſorrow: for every purpoſe of the Lord 
ſhall be performed againſt Babylon, to 
make the land of Babylon a deſolation 
without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon have 
forborn to fight, they have remained 
in their holds; their might hath failed, 
they became as women: they have 
burned her dwelling- places; her bars 


are broken. 


31 One poſt ſhall run to meet an- 
other, and one meſſenger to meet an- 
other, to ſhew the king of Babylon 
that his city is taken at one end, 

32 And that the paſſages are ſtopp- 
ed, and the reeds they have burned 
with fire, and the men of war are af- 


frighted. 
3 For thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts, 


3 
the God of Iſrael, The daughter of 


Thou art my battle-ax, ver. 20.] Thou Babylonian art my inſtrument to puniſh the nations. 
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Babylon is like a threſhing- floor; it is 
time to threſh her: yet a little while, 


and the time of her harveſt ſhall come. 


34 Nebuchadrezzer the king of Ba- 
bylon hath devoured me, he hath cruſh- 
ed me, he hath made me an empty vel- 
ſel, he hath ſwallowed me up like a dra- 
gon, he hath filled his belly with my 
delicates, he hath caſt me out. 

35 The violence done to me and to 
my fleſh be upon Babylon, ſhall the 
inhabitant of Zion ſay; and, My blood 
upon the inhabitants of Chaldea, ſhall 
Jeruſalem ſay. 12 1 
36 Therefore thus faith the Lord, 


_ Behold, I will plead thy cauſe, and 


take vengeance for thee; and I will 
dry up her ſea, and make her ſprings 
dry. $3 

37 And Babylonſhall become heaps, 
a dwelling-place for dragons, an aſto- 


niſhment, and an hiſſing, without an 


inhabitant. ; 

38 They ſhall roar together like li- 
ons: they ſhall yell as lions“ whelps. 

In their heat I will make their 

feaſts, and I will make them drunken, 
that they may 3 and ſleep a per- 
petual fleep, and not wake, ſaith the 
Lord. | 

40 I will bring them down like 
lambs to the ſlaughter, like rams with 
he-goats. 

41 How is Sheſhach taken! and how 
is the praiſe of the whole earth ſur- 
priſed! how is Babylon become an a- 


ſtoniſhment among the nations! 


42 The ſea is come up upon Baby- 


lon; ſhe is covered with the multitude 


of the waves thereof. 


— 


43 Her cities are a deſolation, a dry 
land and a wilderneſs, a land wherein 
no man dwelleth, neither doth any 
ſon of man paſs thereby. * 

44 And I will puniſh Bel in Baby-. 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath ſwallowed 
up, and the nations ſhall not flow to- 
gether any more unto him; yea, the 
wall of Babylon ſhall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the 
midſt of her, and deliver ye every man 
his ſoul from the fierce anger of the 
Lord. e FA. | 

46 And leſt your heart faint, and 
ye fear for the rumour that ſhall be 
heard in the land; a rumour ſhall both 
come one year, and after that in ano- 
ther year ſhall come a rumour, and 
violence in the land, ruler againſt ruler. 
47 Therefore behold, the days come 
that I will do judgement upon the 
graven images: of Babylon, and her 
whole land ſhall be confounded, and 
all her flain ſhall fall in the midſt of 
her. . | 
48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that 1s therein, ſhall ſing for 
Babylon : for the ſpoilers ſhall come 
unto her from the north, ſaith the 
Lord. - F 
49 As Babylon hath cauſed the ſlain 
of Iſrael to fall, ſo at Babylon ſhall 
fall the ſlain of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have eſcaped the ſword, 
go away, ſtand not till: remember the 
Lord affar off, and let Jeruſalem come 
into your mind, 

51 We are confounded, becauſe we 


have heard reproach, ſhame hath co- 
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vered our faces; for ſtrangers are come 
into the ſanctuary of the Lord's houſe. 

52 Wherefore behold, the days 
come, ſaith the Lord, that I will do 
judgement upon her graven images, 
and through all her land the wounded 
ſhall groan. 

5:3 Though Babylon ſhould mount 
up to heaven, and though ſhe ſhould 
fortify the height of her ſtrength, yet 
from me ſhall ſpoilers come unto her, 
faith the Lord. 

354 A ſound of a cry cometh from 
Palo, and great deſtruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans, 

55 Becauſe the Lord hath ſpoiled 
Babylon, and deſtroyed out of her the 
great voice, when her waves do roar 
like great waters, a noiſe of their voice 
is uttered. 

56 Becauſe the ſpoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her migh- 
ty men are taken, every one of their 
bows is broken; for the Lord God of 
recompenſes ſhall ſurely requite. 

57 And I will make drunk her 
princes, and her wiſe men, her cap- 
tains, and her rulers, and her —_—_— 
men: and they ſhall fleep a perpetual 
lleep, and not wake, faith the King, 
whoſe name is The Lord of hoſts. 

58 Thus ſaith the Lord of hoſts, 
The broad walls of Babylon ſhall be 
utterly broken, and her high gates ſhall 
| be burned with fire, and the people ſhall 
labour in vain, and the folk in the fire, 
and they ſhall be weary. 

59 1 The word which jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the ſon 
of Neriah, the ſon of Maaſeiah, when 


he went with Zedekiah the king of ju 
dah into Babylon, in the funk year 
of his reign: and this Seraiah was a 
quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that ſhould come upon Ba- 
| bylon, even all theſe words that are 
written againſt Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah faid to Seraiah, 
When thou comeſt to Babylon, and 
| ſhalt ſee, and ſhalt read all theſe words, 

62 Then ſhalt thou ſay, O Lord, 
thou haſt ſpoken againſt this place, to 
cut 1t off, . that none ſhall remain in 
it, neither man nor beaſt, but that it 
ſhall be deſolate for ever. 

63 And it ſhall be, when thou haſt 
he an end of reading this book, 
that thou ſhalt bind a ſtone to it, and 
caſt it into the midſt of Euphrates: 

64 And thou ſhalt ſay, Thus ſhall 
Babylon ſink, and ſhall not riſe from 
the evil that I will bring upon her: 
and they ſhall be weary. Thus far are 
the words of Jeremiah. 


CHAP. LII. 
Zedehiah rebelleth. 


ZEDEKIAH was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reig eleven years in Jeruſalem; 
and his mother's name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the eyes of the Lord, according to all 
that Jehotakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lord

feet high, ſixty miles in compaſs; ſome ſay far more; this 
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till he had caſt them out from his 


preſence, that Zedekiah rebelled againſt 
the king of Babylon. 

4 4 And it came to pals in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came, 
he and all his army, againſt Jeruſalem, 
and pitched againſt it, and built forts 


againſt it round about. 


5 So the city was beſieged unto the 
nh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
of the month, the famine 
was fore in the city, ſo that there was 
no bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, 
8 all the men of war fled, and went 
forth out of the city by night, by the 
te between the two walls, 
which was by the king's garden, (now 
the Chaldeans were by the city round 
about, ) and they wie by the way of 
the plain. 

8 1 But the army of the Chal- 
deans purſued after the king, and over- 
took Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho, 
and all his army was ſcattered from 
him. 

9 Then they ok the king, and 
carried him up unto the king of Baby- 
lon, to Riblah in the land of Hamath; 


where he gave judgement upon him. 
10 And the king of Babylon flew 


the ſons of Zedekiah before his eyes: 


he flew alſo all the princes of Judah 
in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Ze- 
dekiah, and the king of Babylon bound 


him in chains, and carried him to Ba- 


bylon, and put him in priſon till the 
day of his death. 

12 1 Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, (which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon,) came Nebuzar-adan cap- 
tain of the guard, which ſerved the 
king of Babylon, into Jeruſalem, 

13 And burned the houſe of the Lord, 
and the king's houſe; and all the houſes 
of Jeruſalem, and all the houſes of the 
great men burned he with fire. 

14 And all the army of the Chal- 
deans, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down all the walls 
of Jeruſalem round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan, the captain 
of the guard, carried away captive cer- 
tain of the poor of the people, and the 
reſidue of the people that remained in 
the city, and thoſe that fell away, that 
fell to the king of Babylon, and the 
reſt of the multitude, 

16 But Nebuzar-adan, the captain 
of the guard, left certain of the poor 


of the land for vine-dreflers, and for 


huſbandmen. 3 

17 Alſo the pillars of braſs that 
were in the houſe of the Lord, and 
the baſes, and the braſen ſea that was 
in the houſe of the Lord, the Chal- 
deans brake, and carried all the braſs 
of them to Babylon. 

18. The caldrons alſo, and the ſho- 
vels, and the ſnuffers, and the bowls, 
and the ſpoons, and all the veſſels of 
braſs wherewith they miniſtered, took 
they away. 

19 And the baſons, and the fire-pans, 
and the bowls, and the an. and 
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the candleſticks, and the ſpoons, and the 
cups; that which was of gold in gold, 
and that which was of filver in ſilver, 
took the captain of the guard away. 
20 The two pillars, one ſea, and 
twelve brazen bulls that were under the 
baſes, which king Solomon had made in 
the houſe of the Lord: the braſs of all 
theſe veſſels was without weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cu- 
bits, and a fillet of twelve cubits did 
compaſs it; and the thickneſs thereof 
was four fingers: it was hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of braſs was upon 
it; and the height of one chapiter was 
five cubits, with net- work and pomegra- 
nates upon the chapiters round about, all 
of braſs: the ſecond pillar alſo and the 
pomegranates were like unto theſe. 

23 And there were ninty and ſix 
pomegranates on a fide; and all the t 
pomegranates upon the net-work were 
an hundred round about. 

24 And the captain of the guard 

took Seraiah the chief prieſt, and Ze- 
phaniah the ſecond prieſt, and the 
three keepers of the door. 
25 He took alſo out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of the 
men of war, and ſeven men of them 
that were near the king' s perſon, which 
were found in the city, and the prin- 
cipal ſcribe of the hoſt, who muſtered 
the people of the land, and threeſcore 
men of the people of the land that were 
found in the midſt of the city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought them 
to the King of Baby lon to . 
1721 


27 And the king of Babylon ſmote 
them, and put them to death in Rib- 
lah, in the land of Hamath. Thus 

udah was carried away captive out 
of his own land. 

28 This is the people whom Ne- 
buchadrezzar carried away captive in 
the ſeventh year, three thouſand Jews 
and three and twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar he carried away captive from 
Jeruſalem eight hundred thirty and two 
perſons: 

o In the three and twentieth year 
of Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard carried away cap- 
tive of the Jews ſeven hundred forty 
and five perſons: all the perſons were 
four thouſand and ſix hundred. 

31 And it came to paſs in the ſe. 
ven and thirtieth year of the captivi-

CHAP. II. 
Feremah lamenteth Teruſalem's miſery. 


HOW hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zion with a cloud in his 
anger, and caſt down from heaven 
unto the earth the beauty of Iſrael, and 
remembered not his footſtool in the 
day of his anger! 

2 The Lord hath ſwallowed up all 
the habitations of Jacob, and hath not 
pitied: he hath thrown down in his 
wrath the ſtrong holds of the daughter 
of Judah; he hath brought them down 
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to the ground: he hath polluted the 
kingdom and the princes thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in his fierce an- 
ger all the horn of Iſrael: he hath 
drawn back his right hand from before 
the enemy, and he burned againſt Ja- 
cob like a flaming fire which 2 


eth round about. 
4 He hath bent his bow like an ene- 


my: he ſtood with his right hand as an 


adverſary, and flew all that were plea- 
ſant to the eye in the tabernacle of the 
daughter of Zion: he poured out his 
fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy: he 
hath ſwallowed up Iſrael, he hath ſwal- 
lowed up all her palaces: he hath de- 
ſtroyed his ſtrong holds, and hath in- 
creaſed in the daughter of * 
mourning and lamentation. 


6 And he hath violently taken away 


his tabernacle, as if it were of a gar- 
den: he hath deſtroyed his places of 
the aſſembly: the Lord hath cauſed the 


ſolemn feaſts and ſabbaths to be for- 
gotten in Zion, and hath deſpiſed in 


the indignation of his i the king 
and the prieſt. 

7 The Lord hath caſt off his altar, 
he hath abhorred his ſanctuary, he hath 
given up into the hand of the enemy 
the walls of her .palaces; they have 
made a noiſe in the houſe of the Lord 
as in the day of a ſolemn feaſt. 

8 The 3 hath purpoſed to de- 
ſtroy the wall of the daughter of Zion; 
he — ſtretched out a line, he hath 
not withdrawn his hand from deſtroying: 


therefore he made the rampart and the 


wall to lament; they languiſhed together. 


9 Her gates are ſunk into the ground: 
* hath deſtroyed and broken her 
bars: her king and her princes are 
among the Gentiles: the law is no 
more; her prophets alſo find no viſion 
from the Lord. 

10 The elders of the daughter of 
Zion fit upon the ground, and keep 
lence: they have caſt up duſt upon 
their heads! they have girded them- 
ſelves with ſackcloth : the virgins of 
Jeruſalem hang down their heads to 


the ground. 
11 Mine eyes do fail with tears, my 


|bowels are troubled, my liver is poured 


upon the earth, for the deſtruction of 
the daughter of my people; becauſe 
the children and the ſucklings ſwoon 
in the ſtreets of the city. 

12 They ſay to their mothers, 
Where 1s corn and wine? when they 
{wooned as the wounded in the ſtreets 
of the city, when their ſoul was poured | 
out into their mother's boſom. 

13 What thing ſhall I take to wit- 
neſs for thee? what thing ſhall I liken 
to thee, O daughter of Jeruſalem? what 
{hall I equal to thee, that I may com- 
fort thee, O virgin danghter of Zion? 
for thy breach 1s great like the ſea: who 
can heal thee? 

14 Thy prophets have ſeen vain and 
fooliſh things for thee; and they have 
not diſcovered thine iniquity, to turn 
away thy captivity; but have ſeen for 
thee falſe burdens, and cauſes of ba- 
niſhment. | 

- 15 All that paſs by clap their hands 
at thee; they hiſs and wag their head 


at the daughter of Jeruſalem, ſaying, 
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Is this the city that men call the Per- 
fection of beauty, the Joy of the whole 
earth? . 5 

16 All thine enemies have opened 
their mouth againſt thee: they hiſs and 
gnaſh the teeth: they ſay, We have 
ſwallowed her up: certainly this 1s the 


day that we looked for; we have found, |

9 And mine eye ſhall not ſpare, nei- 
ther will I have pity: I will recom- 
penſe thee according to thy ways, and 
thine abominations that are in the midſt 
of thee; and ye ſhall know that I am 
the Lord that ſmiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is 
come: the morning 1s gone forth; the 
rod hath bloſſomed, pride hath budded. 

11 Violence 1s riſen up into a rod 
of wickedneſs: none of them ſhall re- 
main, nor of their multitude, nor of 
any of their's: neither ſhall there be 
wailing for them. 

12 The time is come, the day draw- 
eth near: let not the buyer rejoice, nor

13 For the ſeller ſhall not return to 
that which 1s fold, although they were 
yet alive: for the viſion is touching the 


whole multitude thereof, which ſhall _ 


not return: neither ſhall any ſtrengthen 
himſelf in the iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready: but none goeth 
to the battle: for my wrath 1s upon all 
the multitude thereof. | 

15 The ſword is without, and the 
peſtilence and the famine within: he 
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that is in the field ſhall die with the 
word; and he that is in the city, fa- 
mine and peſtilence ſhall devour him. 
16 1 But they that eſcape of them 
ſhall eſcape, and ſhall be on the moun- 
tains ike doves of the valleys, all of 
them mourning, every one for his ini- 
r.

18 They ſhall alſo gird themſelves

AND it came to paſs in the ſixth 


ear, in the ſixth month, in the fifth 
day of the month, as I ſat in mine 


houſe, and the elders of Judah ſat be- 


fore me, that the hand of the Lord 


God fell there upon me. 
2 Then I beheld, and lo, a likeneſs

So I lifted up mine eyes 
the way toward the north, and behold, 
northward at the gate of the altar this 
image of jealouſy in the entry. 

6 He ſaid furthermore unto me, Son 
of man, ſeeſt thou what they do? even 
the great abominations that the houſe 
of Ifrael committeth here, that I ſhould 

go far off from my ſanRuary ? but 
turn thee yet again, and thou ſhalt ſee 
greater abominations. 

71 And he brought me to the door 
of * court: and when I looked, be- 
hold, a hole in the wall. 

8 Then ſaid he unto me, Son of man, 
dig now in the wall. And when I had 
digged in the wall, behold, a door. 

9 And he faid unto me, Go in, and 
behold the wicked abominations that 
they do here. 


10 S0 I went in, and ſaw, and be- 


hold, every form of creeping things 
and abominable beaſts, and all the idols 
of the houſe of Iſrael, pourtrayed upon 
the wall round about. 

11 And there flood before them 
ſeventy men of the ancients of the 
houſe of Iſrael, and in the midſt of 


them ſtood 


hand; and a thick cloud of incenſe 
went up. 

12 Then ſaid he unto me, Son of 
man, haſt thou ſeen what the ancients 


of the houſe of Iſrael do in the dark, 


every man in the chambers of his 
imagery? for they ſay, The Lord ſeeth 
us not; The Lord hath forſaken the 
earth. | 

13 He ſaid alſo unto me, Turn thee 


yet again, and thou ſhalt ſee greater 


abominations that they do. | 

14 Then he brought me to the door 
of the gate of the Lord's houſe which 
was toward the north, and behold, 
there ſat women weeping for Tam- 
muz. | 
5 Then ſaid he unto me, Haſt thou 
1. this, O ſon of man? turn thee yet 


again, and thou ſhalt ſee greater abo- 


minations than theſe. 


16 And he brought me into the 


inner court of the Lord's houſe, and 
behold, at the door of the temple of 


the Lord, between the porch and the 


altar, were about five and twenty men, 


with their backs toward the temple of 


the Lord, and their faces toward the 


eaſt: and they worſhipped the ſun to- 


ward the eaſt.

2 And behold, ſix men came from 
the way of the higher gate, which lieth 
toward the north, and every man a 
laughter weapon in his hand; and one 
man among them was clothed with 
Iinen, with a writer's ink-horn by his 
fide: and they went in, and ſtood be- 
ſide the brazen altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of Iſ- 
rael was gone up from the cherub where- 
upon he was, to the threſhold of the 
houſe. And he called to the man 
clothed with linen, which had the 
writer's ink-horn by his fide; 

4 And the Lord ſaid unto him, Go 
through the midſt of the city, through 
the midſt of Jeruſalem, and ſet a thark 
upon the foreheads of the men that 
ſigh, and that cry for all the abo- 
minations that be done in the midſt 
thereof. 

5 1 And to the others he faid in 
mine hearing, Go ye after him through 
the city, and ſmite: let not your eye 
ſpare, neither have ye pity.

6 Slay — old and young, — 
maids, and little children, and women: 
but come not near any man upon 


whom is the mark: and begin at my 


ſanctuary. Then they began at the 


ancient men which were before the 
houſe. 


7 And he ſaid unto them, Defile the 
wa and fill the courts with the ſlain: 
go ye forth. And they went forth, 
and flew in the city. 

8 TAndit came to pals, while they 
were ſlaying them, and I was left, that 
I fell upon my face, and cried, and ſaid, 
Ah, Lord God! wilt thou deſtroy all 
the reſidue of Iſrael, in thy pouring- 
out of thy fury upon Jeruſalem? 

9 Then ſaid he unto me, The ini- 
quity of the houfe of Iſrael and Judah 
is exceeding great, and the land is full 
of blood, and the city full of perverſe- 
neſs; for they ſay, The Lord hath for- 
ſaken the earth, and, The Lord ſeeth 
not.

CHAP. X.

THEN I looked, and behold, in

2 And he ſpake unto the man cloth- 
ed with linen, and ſaid, Go in between 
the wheels, even unto the cherub, 
and fill thine hand with coals of fire 
from between the cherubims, and ſcat- 
ter them over the city. And he went 
in, in my fight. 

Now the cherubims ſtood on the 
right ſide of the houſe, when the man 
went in, and the cloud filled the inner

4 Then the glory of the Lord went 
up from the cherub, and ſtood over the 
threſhold of the houſe; and the houſe 
was filled with the cloud, and the 
court was full of the brightneſs of the 
Lord's glory. 

5 And the ſound of the cherubims' 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of the Almighty 
God, when he ſpeaketh. 

6 And it came to paſs, that when 
he had commanded the man clothed 
with linen, ſaying, Take fire from be- 
tween the wheels, from between the 
cherubims; then he went in, and ſtood 
beſide the wheels. 

7 And one cherub ſtretched forth 
his hand from between the cherubims, 
unto the fire that was between the che- 
rubims, and took thereof, and put it 
into the hands of him that was clothed 
with linen; who took it, and went 
Out, 

8 | And there appeared in the che- 
rubims the form of a man's hand un- 
der their wings.

9 And when I looked, behold, the 
four wheels by the cherubims, one 
wheel by one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub: and the ap- 
pearance of the wheels was as the co- 
lour of a beryl-ſtone. | 

10 And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeneſs, as if a wheel had 
been in the midit of a wheel. 


11, When they went, they went up- | 


on their four ſides; they turned not as 
they went, but to the place whither they 


had looked, they followed it; they 
turned not as they went. 
12 And their whole body, and their 


backs, and their hands, and their wings, 


and the wheels were full of eyes round _ 
about, even the wheels that they four 


had. 


13 As for the wheels, it was cried 


unto them in my hearing, O wheel. 

14 And every 
the firſt face was the face of a cherub, 
and the ſecond face was the face of a 


man, and the third the face of a lion, 


and the fourth the face of an eagle. 


15 And the cherubims were lifted 


up: this is the living creature that I ſaw 
by the river of Chebar. 

16 And: when the cherubims went, 
the wheels went by them; and when 
the cherubims lifted up their wings, to 
mount up from the earth, the ſame 
wheels alſo turned not from beſide 
them. 

17 When they ey theſe ſtood: 
and when they were lifted up, theſe 
lifted up themſelves alſo: for the 
ſpirit of the living creature was in 
them. 


O wheel, ver. 13. ] I plainly perceive that every one of them was under the direction and conduct of a ſuperior Being, and 


had not power to move himſelf. 


one had four . 
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18 Then the glory of the Lord de- 
parted from off the threſhold of the 
houſe, and ſtood over the cherubims. 

19 And the cherubims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
in my fight: when they went out, the 
wheels alſo were beſide them: and 
every one ſtood at the door of the eaſt- 
gate of the Lord's houſe; and the glory 
of the God of Ifrael was over them 
above. 

20 This is the living creature that 
I ſaw under the God of Iſrael by the 
river of Chebar; and I knew that mw 
were the cherubims. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings: and the 
likeneſs of the hands of a man was 
under their wings. 

22 And the likeneſs of their faces 
was the ſame faces which I ſaw by the 
river of Chebar, their appearances, and 
themſelves: they went every one ſtraight 
forward. 


CHAP. XI.

12 She doted upon the Aſſyrians her 
neighbours, captains and rulers, clothed 
moſt gorgeouſly, horſemen riding upon 
horſes, all of them deſirable young 
men. „ 

13 Then I ſaw that ſhe was defiled, 
that they took both one way; 

14 And that ſhe increaſed her 
whoredoms: for when ſhe ſaw men 
pourtrayed upon the wall, the images 
of the Chaldeans pourtrayed with ver- 
milion, b | 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to look 
to, after the manner of the Babylonians 
of Chaldea, the land of their nativity. 

16 And, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw them with 
her eyes, ſhe doted upon them, and 
ſent meſſengers unto them into Chal- 
dea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to 
her into the bed of love, and they de- 
filed her with their whoredom, and ſhe 
was polluted with them, and her mind 
was alienated from them. 

18 So ſhe diſcovered her whoredoms,

22 J Therefore, O Aholibah, thus 
ſaith the Lord God, Behold, I will 
raiſe up thy lovers againſt thee, from 
whom thy mind 1s alienated, and I will 
bring them againſt thee on every fide; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, 
and all the Aſſyrians with them: all of 
them deſirable young men, captains, 
and rulers, great lords and renowned, 
all of them riding upon horſes. 

24 And they ſhall come againſt thee 


| with chariots, waggons, and wheels, 


and with an aſſembly of people, which 
ſhall ſet againſt thee buckler, and ſhield, 
and helmet, round about: and I will 
et judgement before them, and they 
ſhall judge thee according to their 
judgements. 

25 And I will ſet my jealouſy againfl

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, 
conſume the fleſh, and ſpice it well, 
and let the bones be burned. 

11 Then ſet it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the braſs of it may be hot,

all the face of the earth, and none did 


ſearch or ſeek after them. |

19 And ye ſhall cat fat till ye be full, 
and drink blood till ye be drunken, of 
my ſacrifice which I have facrificed

face of the earth, to cleanſe it: after 
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20 Thus ye ſhall be filled at my 

table with horſes and chariots, with 
mighty men, and with all men of war, 
ſaith the Lord God. 
21 And I will ſet my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen ſhall 
ſee my judgement that I have exe- 
cuted, and my hand that I have laid 
upon them. 

22 So the houſe of Iſrael ſhall know 
that I am the Lord their God from 
that day and forward. 

23 And the heathen ſhall know that 
the houſe of Iſrael went into captivity 
for their iniquity: becauſe they treſ- 
paſſed againſt me, therefore hid I my 
face from them, and gave them into 

the hand of their enemies: ſo fell they 
all by the ſword. 

24 According to their uncleannels, 
and according to their tranſgreſſions 
have I done unto them, and hid my 
face from them. 

25 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord 
God, Now will I bring again the cap- 
tivity of Jacob, and have mercy upon 
the whole houſe of Iſrael, and will be 
jealous for my holy name; 

26 After that they have borne their 
ſhame, and all their treſpaſſes whereby 
they have treſpaſſed againſt me, when 
they dwelt ſafely in their land, and 
none made them afraid. 

27 When I have brought them a- 
gain from the people, and gathered 
them out of their enemies lands, and 
am ſanctified in them in the ſight of 
many nations; 

28 Then ſhall they know that I am 
the Lord their God, which cauſed 


them to be led into captivity among 
the heathen: but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have left 
none of them any more there. 

29 Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them: for I have poured 
out my ſpirit upon the houſe of I. 
racl, ſaith the Lord God. 


CHAP; X86 
The time and end of the viſion, Sc. 
IN the five and twentieth year of 


our captivity, in the beginning of the 


year, in the tenth day of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that the 


city was ſmitten, in the ſelf-ſange- day 


the hand of the Lord was upon me, 
and brought me thither. 

2 In the viſions of God brought he 
me into the land of Iſrael, and let 
me upon a very high mountain, by 
which was as the frame of a city on. 
the ſouth. 5 

3 And he brought me chicks, and 
behold, there was a man whole ap- 
pearance was like the appearance of 


braſs, with a line of flax in his hand, 


and a meaſuring- reed; and he ſtood 
in the gate. 

4 And the man id unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and 
hear with thine ears, and ſet thine 
heart upon all that I ſhall ſhew thee; 
for to the intent that I might ſhew 
them unto thee, art thou brought hi- 
ther: declare all that thou ſeeſt to 
the houſe of Iſrael. 

5 And behold a wall on the out- ſide 


of the houſe round about, and in the 


F 9 will I hide my face any more, &c. ver. 29.] Beſtowed a plentiful meaſure thereof in their converſion, ſanctifiea- 
jon, &c 
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man's hand a meaſuring reed of ſix 
cubits long, by the cubit, and an hand- 
breadth: ſo he meaſured the breadth 
of the building, one reed; and the 
height one reed. 

6 1 Then came he unto the gate 
which looketh toward the eaſt, and 
went up the ſtairs thereof, and mea- 
ſured the threſhold of the gate, which 
was one reed broad; and the other 
threſhold of the gate, which was one 
reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was one 
reed long, and one reed broad; and 
between the little chambers were five 
cubits: and the threſhold of the gate, 
by the porch of the gate within, was 
one reed. 


8 He meaſured alſo the porch of the 


e within, one reed. 

9 Then meaſured he the porch of 
the gate, eight cubits; and the poſts 
thereof two cubits; and the porch of 
the gate was inward. 

10 And the little chambers of the 
gate eaſt-ward were three on this ſide, 
and three on that fide ; they three were 
of one meaſure: and the poſts had one 
meaſure on this fide, and on that fide. 

11 And he meaſured the breadth of 
the entry of the 
the length of the gate thirteen cubits. 
12 The ſpace alſo before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this ſide, 
and the ſpace was one cubit on that 
| tide: and the little chambers were ſix 
*cubits on this fide, and ſix cubits on 
that fide. | 

13 He meaſured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber to 


te ten cubits; and. 


—— 


the roof of another: the breadth was 
five and twenty cubits, door againſt 
door. 

14 He made alſo poſts of threeſcore 
cubits, even unto the poſt of the court 
round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate 
of the entrance, unto the face of the 
porch of the inner gate, were fifty 
cubits. | 

16 And there were narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
poſts within the gate round about, and 
likewiſe to the arches: and windows 
were round about inward: and upon 
each poſt were palm- trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and lo, there were 
chambers, and a pavement made for 


the court round about: thirty cham- 


bers were upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the fide 
of the gates, over-againſt the length of 
the gates, was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he meaſured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eaſt-ward 
and north-ward. s 

20 1 And the gate of the outward 
court, that looked toward the north, 
he meaſured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this ſide, and three on 
that fide: and the poſts thereof, and 
the arches thereof, were after the mea- 
ſure of the firſt gate; the length there- 
of was fifty cubits, and the breadth 
five and twenty cubits. 
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22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm- trees, were after 
the meaſure of the gate that looketh 
towards the eaſt; and they went up un- 
to it by ſeven ſteps; and the arches 
thereof were before them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was over againſt the gate toward the 
north, and toward the eaſt; and he 
meaſured from gate to gate an hundred 
cubits. 

24 T Aner that he brought me to- 

ward the ſouth, and behold, a gate 
toward the ſouth - and he mea the 
poſts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
according to theſe meaſures. 

25 And there were windows in it, 
and in the arches thereof round about, 


like thoſe windows; the length was 


fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
trees were upon the poſts thereof on 


twenty cubits. 


26 And there were ſeven ſteps to go 


up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them: and it had palm: trees, 
one on this ſide, and another on that 
ſide, upon the poſts thereof. 


27 And there was a gate in the 


inner court toward the ſouth: and he 
meaſured from gate to gate toward the 


ſouth an hundred cubits. | 
28 And he brought me to the inner 


court by the ſouth-gate according to| 
ward the utter court; and 


theſe meaſures; 
29 And the little chambers thereof, 


and the poſts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to theſe meaſures: 
and there were windows 1n it, and 1n 
the arches thereof round bon it was 
fifty cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 


30 And the arches round abont 


were five and twenty cubits long, and 
five cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward the utter court; and palm-trees 


were upon the poſts thereof: and the 


going-up to it had eight ſteps. 

32 And he brought me into the in- 
ner court toward the eaſt; and he mea- 
ſured the gate according to theſe mea- 
ſures. 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the poſts thereof, and the arches 
thereof were according to theſe mea- 
ſures: and there were windows therein, 


and in the arches thereof round about; 


it was fifty cubits long, and five and 


twenty cubits broad. 
34 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward the outward court: and palm- 


this ſide, and on that ſide: and the go- 
ing- up to it had eight ſteps. 


35 And he brought me to the north- 


gate, and meaſured it according to theſe 


meaſures; 

36 The little chambers thereof, the 
oſts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: the 


length was fifty cubits, and the breadth 


five and twenty cubits. 
37 And the poſts thereof were to- 


were upon the poſts thereof on this fide, 


and on that fide, and the going up to 
it had eight ſteps. 
38 And the chambers and the en- 


tries thereof were by the poſts of the 
gates, whereby they waſhed the burnt- 


offering. 
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39 And in the rn of the gat e 
were two tables on this ſide, and two 
tables on that fide, to ſlay thereon the 
burnt-offering, and the ſin- offering, and 
the treſpaſs- offering. 

40 And at the ſide without, as one 


goeth up to the entry of the north- 


gate, were two tables; and on the other 
ide, which was at the porch of the 
gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this fide, 
four tables on that fide, by the fide of 
the gate; eight tables, whereupon they 
flew their ſacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
ſtone for the burnt-offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and one cubit high: where- 
upon alſo they laid their inſtruments 
wherewith they ſlew the burnt-offering 
and the ſacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks, an 
hand broad, faſtened round about: and 
upon the tables was the fleſh of the 
offering. 

44 And without the inner- gate were 
the chambers of the ſingers in the in- 
ner court, which was at the ſide of 
the north-gate; and their proſpect was 
toward the ſouth: one at the fide of 
the eaſt-gate, having the proſpect to- 
4 the north. 

5 And he ſaid unto me, This 
ee, whoſe proſpect is toward the 
ſouth, is for the prieſts the keepers of 
the charge of the houſe. 

46 And the chamber whoſe proſpect 
is toward the north, is for the prieſts 
the keepers of the charge of the altar. 
Theſe are the ſons of Zadok among 


— — 


the ſons of Levi, which come near to 
the Lord to miniſter unto him. 
47 So he meaſured the court, an 


hundred cubits long, and an hundred 


cubits broad, four- ſquare; and the altar 
that was before the houſe. 

48 And he brought me to the porch 
of the houſe, and meaſured each poſt 
of the porch, five cubits on this ſide, 
and five cubits on that ſide; and the 
breadth of the gate was three cubits 


on this ſide, and three cubits on that 


de. --- 

49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits: and he brought me by the ſteps 


-whereby they went up to it: and there 


were Pillars by the poſts, one on this 
ſide, and another on that fide. 


CHAP. XLI. 


The bene parts, RUN + and orna- 
ments of the temple. 


AFTERWARD he brought me to 
the temple, and meaſured the poſts, ſix 
cubits broad on the one ſide, and fix 
cubits broad on the other fide, which 
was the breadth of the tabernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits; and the ſides of the door 
were five cubits on the one ſide, and 


five cubits on the other ſide: and he 


meaſured the length thereof, forty cu- 
bits; and the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea- 
ſured the poſt of the door, two cubits; 
and the door, ſix cubits; and the 


breadth of the door, ſeven cubits. 
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4 So he meaſured the length there- 
of, twenty cubits; and the breadth 
twenty cubits before the temple. And 
he ſaid unto me, This is the moſt holy 
place. 

5 After he meaſured the wall of the 
bon ſix cubits; and the breadth of 
every ſide- chamber, four cubits, round 
about the houſe on every fide. 

6 And the ſide-chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order: 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the houſe for the ſide-chambers 
round about, that they might have 
hold, but they had not hold in the wall 
of the houſe. 

7 And there was an enlarging and a 
winding about ſtill upward to the ſide- 
chambers: for the winding about of the 
houſe went {ſtill upward round about 
the houſe: therefore the breadth of the 
houſe was ſtill upward, and ſo increaſed 
from the loweſt chamber to the higheſt 
by the midſt, 

8 I ſaw allo the height of the houſe 
round about: the foundations of the 
ſide-chambers were a full reed of fix 
great cubits. 

9 The thickneſs of the wall which 
was for the fide-chamber without, was 
five cubits; and that which was left, was 
the place of the ſide-chambers that 
were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideneſs of twenty cubits round 
about the houſe on every ſide. 

11 And the doors of the ſide-cham- 
bers were toward the place that was 
left, one door toward the north, and 
another door toward the ſouth: and the

breadth of the place that was left, was 
five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was be- 
fore the ſeparate place, at the end to- 
ward the weſt was ſeventy cubits broad: 
and the wall of the building was five 
cubits thick round about, and the length 
thereof ninety cubits. 

13 So he meaſured the houſe, an 
hundred cubits long; and the ſeparate 
place, and the building, with the walls 
thereof, an hundred cubits long. 

14 Alſo the breadth of the face of 
the houſe, and of the ſeparate place to- 
ward the eaſt, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he meaſured the length of 
the building over-againſt the ſeparate 
place which was behind it, and the 
galleries thereof on the one ſide, and on 
the other ſide, an hundred cubits, with 
the inner temple, and the porches of 
the court. : 

16 The door-poſts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round about 
on their three ſtories, over- againſt the 
door cieled with wood round about, 
and from the ground up to the win- 
dows, and the windows were covered; 

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner houſe and without, and 
by all the wall round about within and 
without, by mealure. | 

18 And it was made with cherubims 
and palm-trees, ſo that a palm-tree was 
between a cherub and a cherub; and 
every cherub had two faces; | 

19 So that the face of a man was to- 
ward the palm-tree on the one fide, and 
the face of a young lion wad the 
palm-tree on the other fide: it was 
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made through all the houſe round a- 
bout. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm-trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The poſts of the temple were 

{quared, and the face of the ſanctuary; 
the appearance of the one as the ap- 
pearance of the other. 
22 The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and the length 
cubits: and the corners thereof, and the 
length thereof, and the walls thereof 
were of wood. And he ſaid unto me, 
This 1s the table that is before the 
Lord. 

23 And the temple and the ſanctu- 

had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves; two leaves 
for the one door, and two leaves for the 
other door. 

25 And there were made on them, 
on the doors of the temple, cherubims 
and palm-trees, like as were made upon 
the walls: and there were thick planks 
upon the face of the porch without. 

26 And there were narrow windows 
and palm-trees on the one {ide and on 
the other ſide, on the ſides of the porch, 
and upon the ſide-chambers of the 
houſe, and thick planks.

THEN he brought me forth into 
the utter court, the way toward the

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north-door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over-againſt the twenty cubits 
which were for the inner court, and 
over-againſt the pavement which was 
for the utter court, was gallery againſt 


gallery in three ſtories. 


4 And before the chamber was a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, a 
way of one cubit; and their doors to- 


ward the north. 


Now the upper-chambers were 
ſhorter; for the galleries were higher 
than theſe, than the lower, and than 
the middlemoſt of the building. 

6 For they were in three ſtories, but 
had not pillars as the pillars of the 
courts: therefore the building was ſtrait- | 
ened more than the loweſt, and the 
middlemoſt from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without 
over-againſt the chambers, toward the 
utter court on the forepart of the cham- 
bers, the length thereof was fifty cu- 
bits. 

8 For the length of the chambers 
that were in the utter court was fifty 
cubits : and lo, before the temple were 
an hundred cubits. 

9 And from under theſe er 
was the entry on the eaſt-ſide, as 
one goeth into them from the utter 
court. 

10 The chambers were in the thick- 
neſs of the wall, of the court toward 
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the eaſt, over-againſt the ſeparate place, 
and over-againft the building. 

11 And the way before them was 
like the appearance of the chambers 
which were toward the north, as long 
as they, and as broad as they: and all 
their goings-out were both according 
to their faſhions, and according to their 
doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the chambers that were toward the 
ſouth, was a door in the head of the 
way, even the way directly before the 
wall toward the eaſt, as one entereth 
into them. 

13 4 Then ſaid he unto me, The 
north-chambers, and the ſouth-chant- 
bers, which are before the ſeparate 
place, they be holy chambers, where 
the prieſts that approach unto the Lord 


Thall eat the moſt holy things: there 


ſhall they lay-the moſt holy things, and 
the meat-offering, and the ſin- offering, 
and the treſpais-offering: for the place 
is holy. 

14 When the prieſts enter therein, 
then ſhall they not go out of the holy 
place into the utter court, but there 
they ſhall lay their garments wherein 
they miniſter; for they are holy; and 
ſhall put on other garments, and ſhall 
approach to thoſe things which are for 
the people. 

15 Now when he had wide an 
end of meafuring the inner houſe, he 
brought me forth toward the gate whoſe 
proſpect is toward the eaſt, and mea- 

lured it round about. 
16 He meaſured the alba with 


with the meaſuring- reed round a- 
bout. 


hundred reeds, with the meaſuring 
reed round about. 

18 He meaſured the ſouth-ſide five 
hundred reeds, with the meaſuring-reed. 

19 J He turned about to the weſt- 
ſide, and meaſured five hundred reeds, 
with the meaſuring-reed. 

20 He meaſured it by the four ſides: 
it had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to

up for a burnt-offering unto the Lord. | 


25 Seven days ſhalt thou prepare 
every day a goat, for a ſin- offering: 
they ſhall alſo prepare a young bul- 
lock; and a ram out of the flock with- 
out blemiſh. 

26 Seven days ſhall they purge the 
altar, and purify it: and they ſhall con- 
ſecrate themſelves. 

27 And when theſe days are expired, 

it ſhall be that upon the eighth day, 
and ſo forward, the prieſts ſhall make 
your burnt-offerings upon the altar, 
and your peace-offerings: and I will 
accept you, ſaith the Lord God. 


CHAP. XLIV. 


Ordinances of the altar, &c. 


THEN he brought me back the way 


of the gate of the outward ſanctuary, 
which looketh toward the eaſt; and it 
was ſhut.

5 And the Lord ſaid unto me, Son 
of man, mark well, and behold with 
thine eyes, and hear with thine ears 
all that I ſay unto thee concerning all 
the ordinances of the houſe of the 
Lord, and all the laws thereof: 'and 
mark well the entering- in of the houſe, 
with every going-forth of the ſanctuary.

10 And the Levites that are gone 
away far from me when Iſrael went 
altray, which went aſtray away from me 
after their idols; they ſhall even bear 
their iniquity. 

11 Yet they ſhall be miniſters in my 
fſanctuary, having charge at the gates 
of the houſe, and miniſtering to the| 
houſe: they ſhall ſlay the burnt-offer- 
ing, and the facrifice for the people, 
and they ſhall ſtand before them to 
miniſter unto them. 
12 Becauſe they miniſtered unto 
them before their idols, and cauſed the

CHAP. XLV. 
The diviſion of the land, &c. 


MOREOVER, when ye {hall divide 
by lot the land for inheritance, ye ſhall 
offer an oblation unto the Lord, an 
holy portion of the land: the length 
{hall be the length of five and twenty 
thouſand reeds, and the breadth ſhall 
be ten thouſand. This ſhall be holy 
in all the borders thereof round a- 
bout. 
2 Of this there ſhall be for the ſanc- 
tuary five hundred in length, with five 
hundred in breadth, ſquare round a- 
bout; and fifty cubits round about for 
the fuburbs thereof. 

3 And of this meaſure ſhalt thou 


meaſure the length of five and twenty 


thouſand, and the breadth of ten thou- 
ſand: and in it ſhall be the ſanctuary 
and the moſt holy place. 
4 The holy portion of the land 
ſhall be for the prieſts the miniſters 
of the ſanctuary, which ſhall come 
near to miniſter unto the Lord: and 
it ſhall be a place for their houſes, and 
an holy place for the ſanctuary. © 
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5 And the five and twenty thouſand 
of length, and the ten thouſand of 
breadth ſhall alſo the Levites the miniſ- 
ters of the houſe have for themſelves, 
for a poſſeſſion for twenty chambers. 
6 4 And ve ſhall appoint the pol- 
ſeſſion of the city five thouſand broad 
and five and twenty thouſand long over- 
againſt the oblation of the holy portion: 
it ſhall be for the whole houſe of Iſrael. 

7 And a portion ſhall be for the 
prince on the one ſide and on the other 
ſide of the oblation of the holy por- 
tion, and of the poſſeſſion of the city, 
before the oblation of the holy portion, 
and before the poſſeſſion of the city, 
from the weſt-ſide weſt-ward and 
from the. eaſt-{1de eaſt-ward: and the 
length ſhall be over-againſt one of the 
portions, from the weſt- border unto the 
eaſt-border. 

8 In the land ſhall be his poſſeſſion 
in lfrael: and my princes ſhall no more 
oppreſs my people; and the reſt of the 
land ſhall they give to the houſe of Iſ- 
rael according to their tribes. 


9 Thus faith the Lord God; Let it 


ſuffice you, O princes of Iſrael: re- 
move violence and ſpoil, and execute 
judgement and juſtice, take away your 
exactions from my people, ſaith the 
Lord God. | 

10 Ye ſhall have juſt balances, and 
a juſt ephah, and a juſt bath. 
11 The ephah and the bath ſhall be 
of one meaſure, that the bath may con- 
tain the tenth part of an homer: and the 


ephah the tenth part of an homer: the 
meaſure thereof ſhall be after the ho- 


mer, 


12 And the ſhekel ſhall be twenty 
gerahs: twenty ſhekels, five and twenty 
ſhekels, fifteen ſhekels ſhall be your 
maneh. 

13 This is the oblation that ye ſhall 
offer, the ſixth part of an ephah of an 
homer of wheat, and ye ſhall give the 
ſixth part of an ephah of an homer of 
barley. 1 

14 Concerning the ordinance of 
oil, the bath of oil, ye ſhall offer the 
tenth part of a bath out of the cor, 
which is an homer of ten baths; for 
ten baths are an homer: 

15 And one lamb out of the flock 
out of two hundred, out of the fat paſ- 
tures of Iſrael ; for a meat-offering, and 
for a burnt-offering, and for peace- 
offerings, to make reconciliation for 
them, ſaith the Lord God. 

16 All the people of the land ſhall 
give this oblation for the prince in II- 
rael. 

17 And it ſhall be the prince's part 
to give burnt-offerings and meat-offer- 
ings and drink-offerings in the feats 
and in the new-moons and in the ſab- 
baths, in all ſolemnities of the houſe of 
Iſrael: he ſhall prepare the ſin- offering 


and the meat-offering and the burnt-ot- 


fering and the peace-offerings, to make 
reconciliation for the houſe of Iſrael. 

18 Thus ſaith the Lord God; In the 
firſt month, in the firſt day of the 
month, thou ſhalt take a young bul- 
lock without blemiſh, and cleanſe th 
ſanctuary. 1 
19 And the prieſt ſhall take of the 
blood of the ſin-offering, and put it 
upon the poſts of the houſe, and upon 
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the four corners of the ſettle of the 
altar, and upon the poſts of the gate of 
the inner court. 

20 And ſo thou ſhalt do the ſeventh 
day of the month, for every one that 
erreth, and for him that is ſimple: ſo 
ſhall ye reconcile the houſe. 

21 In the firſt month, in the four- 
teenth day of the month, ye ſhall have 
the paſſover, a feaſt of ſeven days; un- 
leavened bread ſhall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day ſhall the 
prince prepare for himſelf and for all 

| the people of the land a bullock for a 
_ +» ſin-offering. i 

23 And ſeven days of the feaſt he 
ſhall prepare a burnt-offtering to the 
Lord, ſeven bullocks, and {even rams, 
without blemiſh, daily the ſeven days; 
and a kid of the goats daily for a ſin- 
offering. : 

224 And he ſhall prepare a meat-of- 
fering of an ephah for a bullock, and 
an ephah for a ram, and an hin of oil 
tor an ephah. b 

25 In the ſeventh month, in the 
ifteenth day of the month, ſhall he 
do the like in the feaſt of the ſeven 
days, according to the fin-offering, 
according to the burnt-offering, and 
according to the meat-offering, and ac- 
cording to the oil. 435

Ordinances for the prince in hs worſhip, 
and for the people. 
THUS faith the Lord God; The 
gate of the inner court that looketh to-

2 And the prince ſhall enter. by the 
way of the porch of that gate without, 
and ſhall ſtand by the polt of the gate, 
and the prieſts ſhall prepare his burnt- 
offering, and his peace-oifterings, and 
he ſhall worſhip at the threſhold of the 
gate: then he ſhall go forth; but the 
gate ſhall not be ſhut until the even- 
ing. 
5 Likewiſe the people of the land 
ſhall worſhip at the door of this gate, 
before the Lord, in the ſabbaths, and 
in the new moons. | 

4 And the: burnt-offering that the 
prince ſhall offer unto the Lord in the 
ſabbath-day, ſhall be ſix lambs without 
blemiſh, and a ram without blemiſh. 

5 And the meat-offering ſhall be an 
ephah for a ram, and the meat-offer- 
ing for the lambs as he ſhall be able 
to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

6 And in the day of the new-moon 
it ſhall be a young bullock without 
blemiſh, and fix lambs, and a ram: they 
ſhall be without blemiſh. | 

7 And he. ſhall prepare a meat-of- 


an ephah for a ram; and for the lambs 
according as his hand ſhall attain unto, 
and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

8 And when the prince ſhall enter, 
he {hall go in by the way of the porch 
of that gate, and he Thall go forth by 


9 1 But when the people of the 
land ſhall come before the Lord, in 


ward the eaſt, ſhall be ſhut the ſix work- 


the ſolemn feaſts, he that entereth in 
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tering, an ephah for a bullock, and 
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by the way of the north- gate to worſhip

10 And the prince in the midſt of 
them when they go in, ſhall go in; and 
when they go forth, ſhall go forth. 

11 And in the feaſts, and in the 
ſolemnities, the meat-offering {hall be 


an ephah to a bullock, and an ephah| 


to a ram, and to the lambs as he 1s 
able to give, and an hin of oil to an 
ephah. 

12 Now when the prince ſhall pre- 
pare a voluntary burnt-offering, or 
peace-offerings voluntanly unto the 
Lord, one ſhall then open him the gate 
that looketh toward the eaſt, and he 
ſhall prepare his burnt-offering, and 
his peace-offerings, as he did on the 
ſabbath-day: then he ſhall go forth; 
and after his going forth, one ſhall ſhut 
the gate. 

13 And thou ſhalt daily prepare a 
burnt-offering unto the Lord, of a lamb 
of the firſt year, without blemiſh: thou 
ſhalt prepare it every morning. 

14 And thou ſhalt prepare a meat- 
offering for it every morning, the ſixth 
part of an ephah, and the third part 
of an hin of oil, to temper with the 
fine flour; a meat-offering continually, 
by a perpetual ordinance, unto the 
Lord. 

15 Thus ſhall they prepare the lam 
and the meat-offering, and the oil, 


, 
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every morning, for a continual burnt. 
offering. | | 
16 Thus ſaith the Lord God: If the 
prince give a gift unto any of his ſons, 
the inheritance thereof ſhall be his 
ſons, it ſhall be their poſſeſſion by in- 
heritance. 5 „ 
17 But if he give a gift of his in- 
heritance to one of his ſervants, then 
it ſhall be his to the year of liberty; 
after, 1t ſhall return to the prince: but 
his inheritance ſhall be 'his ſons for 
them. Fo 5 
18 Moreover, the prince ſhall not 
take of the people's inheritance by op- 
preſſion, to thruſt them out of their 
poſſeſſion; but he ſhall 
inheritance out of his own poſſeſſion: 
that my people be not ſcattered every 
man from his poſſeſſion. 
19 1 After, he brought me through 
the entry, which was at the ſide of the 
gate, into the holy chambers of the 
prieſts, which looked toward the north: 
and behold, there was a place on the 
two ſides weſt- ward. 
20 Then ſaid he unto me, This is 
the place where the prieſts ſhall boil 
the treſpaſs-offering and the ſin-offer- 
ing, where they ſhall bake the meat- 
offering that they bear them not out 
into the utter court, to ſanctify the 
people. | 
21 Then he brought me forth into 
the utter court, and cauſed me to pals 
by the four corners of the court; and 
behold in every corner of the court 
there was a court. 
22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of fortycu- 
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bits long, and thirty broad: theſe four 
corners were of one meaſure. 

23 And there was a row of buildings 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it was made with boil- 
ing-places under the rows round a- 
bout. 

24 Then ſaid he unto me, Theſe 
are the places of them that boil, where 
the miniſters of the houſe ſhall boil 
the ſacrifice of the people. 


CHAP. XLVII. 
The viſion of the holy waters, c. 
AFTERWARD he brought me a- 


ain unto the door of the houſe; and 

behold, waters iſſued out from under 
the threſhold of the houſe eaſt-ward; 
for the fore-front of the houſe ſtood 
toward the eaſt, and the waters came 
down from under from the right ſide 
of the houſe, at the ſouth-ſide of the 
altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the 
way of the gate north-ward, and led 
me about the way without unto the ut- 
ter gate by the way that looketh eaſt- 
ward; and behold, there ran out wa- 
ters on the right fide. 


3 And when the man that had the 


Ine in his hand went forth eaſt-ward, 
he meaſured a thouſand cubits; and he 
brought me through the waters: the 
waters were to the ancles. 

4 Again he meaſured a thouſand, 
and brought me through the waters: 
the waters were to the knees. Again 
he meaſured a thouſand, and brought 


me through: the waters were to the 


loins. 
5 Afterward he meaſured a tan 


ſand; and it was a river that I could 
not paſs over: for the waters were 


riſen, waters to ſwim in, a river that 


could not be paſſed over. 


6 41 And he ſaid unto me, Son of 


man, haſt thou ſeen this? then; he 
brought me, and cauſed me to return 
to the brink of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, be- 
hold, at the bank of the river were 


very many trees on the one fide and 
on the other. 


8 Then ſaid he unto me, Theſe wa- 
ters iſſue out toward the caſt-country, 
and go down into the deſert, and go 
into the ſea: which being brought forth 
into the ſea, the waters ſhall be healed. 

9 And it mall come to paſs, that every 
thing that liveth, which moveth whi- 


therſoever the river ſhall come, ſhall 


live: and there ſhall be a very great 
multitude of fiſh, becauſe theſe waters 
ſhall come thither: for they ſhall be 
healed; and every thing all live whi- 


ther the river cometh. 


10 And it ſhall come to . that 


the fiſhers ſhall ſtand upon it, from 
En-gedi even unto En-eglaim; they 
ſhall be a place to ſpread forth nets, 
their fiſh ſhall be according to their 
kinds as the fiſh of the great ſea, ex- 
ceeding many. 


11 But the miry places thereof, and 


the mariſhes thereof, ſhall not be heal- 
ed; they ſhall be given to ſalt. 

12 And by the river, upon the bank 
thereof, on this ſide and on that fide

leaf ſhall not fade, neither ſhall the 


row alt trees for meat, whoſe

_ leaf thereof for medicine. 

3 4 Thus faith the Lord God,

14 And ye ſhall inherit it, one as 
well as another; concerning the which 
I lifted up mine hand to give 1t unto 
your fathers: and this land ſhall fall 
unto you for inheritance. 

15 And this ſhall be the border of 
the land toward the north-fide, from 
the great ſea, the way of Hethlon, as 


men go to Zedad: 


16 Hamath, Berothah, Sibraim, 


which is between the border of Da- 


maſcus and the border of Hamath; 


Hazar-hatticon, which is by the coaſt| 


of Hauran. 
17 And the border from the ſea 


ſhall be Hazar-enan, the border of 


Damaſcus, and the north north-ward, 


and the border of Hamath: and this 1 1s 
the north-fide. 


18 And the eaſt-ſide ye ſhall mea- 


ſure from Hauran, and from Damaſcus, 


and from Gilead, and from the land 
of Iſrael by Jordan, from the border 
unto the eaſt-ſea: and this 1 is the eaſt-

from Tamar, even to the waters of

5 And by the border of Manaſſeh, 
from the eaſt-ſide unto the welſt- fide; 
a portion for Ephraim. 

6 And by the border of Ephraim, 
from the eaſt-ſide even unto the weſt- 
ſide, a portion for Reuben. 

7 And by the border of Reuben, 
from the eaſt- ſide even unto the welt- 
ſide, a portion for Judah. | 

8 1 And by the border of Judah, 
from the eaſt- ſide unto the weſt-ſide, 
ſhall be the offering which ye ſhall of 
fer of five and twenty thouſand reeds 
in breadth, and in length as one of the 
other parts, from the eaſt-ſide unto the 
weſt-fide: and the ſanctuary ſhall be in 
the midſt of it. 

9 The oblation that ye mall offer 
unto the Lord ſhall be of five and 
twenty thouſand in length, and of ten 
thouſand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
prieſts, ſhall be this holy oblation; to- 
ward the north five and twenty thou- 
ſand in length, and toward the weſt ten 
thouſand in breadth, and toward the 
eaſt ten thouſand in breadth, and to- 
ward the ſouth five and twenty thou- 
ſand in length: and the ſanctuary of the 
Lord ſhall Be in the midſt thereof. 

11 It ſhall be for the prieſts that are 
ſanctified, of the ſons of Zadok; which 
have kept my charge, which went not 
aſtray when the children of Iſrael went 
aſtray, as the Levites went aſtray. 


12 And this oblation of the land 


that is offered ſhall be unto them a 


thing molt holy by the border of the 
Levites. 

13 And over-againſt the border of 
the prieſts the Levites ſhall have five 
and twenty thouſand in length, and ten 
thouſand in breadth: all the length. 
{hall be five and twenty thouſand, and 
the breadth ten thouſand. 

14 And they ſhall not ſell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the firſt- 
fruits of the land: for it is holy unto 
the Lord. | 

15 And the five thouſand that are 
left in the breadth over-againſt the five 
and twenty thouſand, ſhall be a profane 
place for the city, for dwelling and for 


ſuburbs; and the city mall be in the 


miqdſt thereof. 


16 And theſe ſhall be the _ 
thereof; the north- ſide four thouſand 
and five hundred, and the ſouth-ſide 
four thouſand and five hundred, and 
on the eaſt- ſide four thouſand and five 
hundred, and the weſt-fide four thou- 
ſand and five hundred. 

17 And the ſuburbs of the city ſhall 
be toward the north two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the ſouth two hundred 
and fifty, and toward the eaſt two hun- 
dred and fifty, and toward the weſt two 
hundred and fifty. | 

18 And the reſidue in length over- 
againſt the oblation of the holy portion 
ſhall be ten thouſand eaſt-ward, and ten 
thouſand weſt-ward: and it ſhall be over 
againſt the oblation of the holy por- 
tion: and the increaſe thereof ſhall be 


for food unto them that ſerve the city. 
19 And they that ſerve the city ſhall 


ſerve it out of all the tribes of Iſael,

21 And the reſidue ſhall be for the 
prince on the one ſide and on the other 
of the holy oblation, and of the pol- 
ſeſſion of the city over- againſt the five 
and twenty thouſand of the oblation 
toward the eaſt-border, and weſt-ward 
over-againſt the five and twenty thou- 
ſand toward the weſt- border, over- againſt 
the portions for the prince: and it ſhall 
be the holy oblation, and the ſanctu- 
ary of the houſe ſhall be in the midſt 
thereof. 

22 Moreover, from the poſſeſſion of 
the Levites, and from the poſſeſſion 
of the city, being in the midſt of that 
which is the prince's, between the border 
of Judah and the border of Benjamin, 
ſhall be for the prince. 

23 As for the reſt of the tribes from 
the eaſt- ſide unto the weſt- ſide, Benja- 
min ſhall have a portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjamin, 
from the eaſt-fide unto the weſt-ſide, 
Simeon ſhall have a portion. 

25 And by the border of Simeon, 
from the eaſt-ſide unto the weſt-ſide, 
Iſſachar a portion. | 

26 And by the border of Iſſachar, 
from the eaſt-fide unto the weſt-ſide, 


Zebulun a portion. 


27 And by the border of Zebulun, 
from the eaſt-ſide unto the weſt- ſide, 
Gad a portion. 


28 And by the border of Gad, at 


the ſouth-ſide ſouth-ward, the border | 


ſhall be even from Tamur unto the 
waters of ſtrife in Kadeſh, and to the 
river toward the great ſea. 

29 This is the land which ye ſhall 
divide by lot unto the tribes of Iſrael 
for inheritance, and theſe are their por- 
tions, ſaith the Lord God. 

30 And theſe are the goings-out of 
the city on the north-fide, four thou- 
ſand and five hundred meaſures. 

31 And the gates of the city ſhall be af- 
ter the names of the tribes of Iſrael, three 
gates north-ward; one gate of Reuben, 
one gate of Judah, one gate of Levi. 

32 And at the eaſt-ſide four thou- 
ſand and five hundred: and three gates; 


and one gate of Joſeph, one gate of 


Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 
33 And at the ſouth-ſide four thou- 


ſand and five hundred meaſures: and 


three gates: one gate of Simeon, one 
gate of Iſſachar, one gate of Zebulun. 

34 At the weſt-ſide four thouſand 
and five hundred, with their three 


gates; one gate of Gad, one gate of 


Aſher, one gate of Naphtali. | 
35 It was round about eighteen 


thouſand meaſures; and the name of 


the city from that day ſhall be, The 
Lord 1s there.

CHAP. 1. 


Fehorakmm's captivity, &c. 


N the third year of the reign of 

Jehoiakim king of Judah came Ne- 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 

eruſalem, and beſieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave ſehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with part 
of the veſſels of the houſe of God: 
which he carried into the land of Shi- 
nar to the houſe of his god; and he 
brought the veſſels into the treaſure- 
houſe of his god. 

3 And the king ſpake unto Aſhpe- 
naz the maſter of his eunuchs, that he 
ſhould bring certain of the children of 
Iſrael, and of the king's ſeed, and of the 

princes; | 

4 Children in whom was no blemiſh, 
but well-favoured, and ſkilful in all 
wiſdom, and cunning in knowledge, 
and underſtanding ſcience, and ſuch 
as had ability in them to ſtand in the 
| king's palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning and the tongue of 
the Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed them a 
daily proviſion of the king's meat, and 
of the wine which he drank: ſo nou- 
riſhing them three years, that at the 


| king.

end thereof they might ſtand before the 


6 Now among theſe were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hanamiah, 
Miſhael, and Azariah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eu- 
nuchs gave names: for he gave unto 
Daniel the name of Belteſhazzar; and 
to Hananiah, of Shadrach; and to Mi- 
ſhael, of Meſhach; and to Azariah, of 
Abed-nego. 

8 1 But Daniel purpoſed in his 
heart that he would not defile himſelf 
with the portion of the king's meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank: there- 
fore he requeſted of the prince of the 
eunuchs that he might not defile him- 
ſelf. 8 

9 Now God had brought Daniel 
into favour and tender love with the 
prince of the eunuchs. 855 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs 
ſaid unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink: for why ſhould he ſee 
your faces worſe liking than the chil- 
dren which are of your ſort? then ſhall 
ye make me endanger my head to the 
king. 5 
11 Then ſaid Daniel to Melzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs had 
ſet over Daniel, Hananiah, Miſhael, 


and Azariah, 
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12 Prove thy ſervants, I beſeech thee! 
ten days; and let them give us pulſe to 
eat, and water to drink. | 
Then let our countenances be 

looked upon before thee, and the coun- 
tenance of the children that eat of the 

ortion of the king's meat: and as thou 
ſeeſt, deal with thy ſervants. 

14 So he conſented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter 
in fleſh than all the children which 
did eat the portion of the king's meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they ſhould drink; and gave them 
pulſe. 

17 As for theſe four children, God 
gave them knowledge and ſkill in 
all learning and wiſdom: and Daniel 
had ss in all viſions and 


dreams. 
18 Now at the end of the days that 


the king had ſaid he ſhould bring them 


in, then the prince of the eunuchs 
brought them in before Nebuchad- 
nezzar. 

19 And the king communed with 
them: and among them all was found 
none like Daniel, Hananiah, Miſhael, 
and Azariah: therefore ſtood they be- 
fore the king. 

20 And in all matters of wiſdom 
and underſtanding that the king enquir- 
ed of them, he found them ten times 


better than all the magicians and aſtro- 


logers that were an all his realm. 
21 And Daniel continued even unto 


the firſt year of king Cyrus. 


”- 


CHAP. II. 
Nebuchadnezzar forgetteth his dream, and 
Daniel findeth it. 


AND in the ſecond year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebuchad- 
nezzar dreamed dreams, wherewith his 
ſpirit was troubled, and his ſleep brake 
from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the aſtrologers, and 
the ſorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to 
ſhew the king his dreams. So. they 
came and ſtood before the king. 

3 And the king ſaid unto them, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my ſpirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 

4 Then ſpake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriac, O king, live for ever: 
tell thy ſervants the dream, and we 
will ſhew the interpretation. 


5 The king anſwered and ſaid to the 


Chaldeans, The thing 1s gone from me: 
if ye will not make known unto me 
the dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye ſhall be cut in pieces, 
and your houſes ſhall be made a dung- 
hill. 

6 But if ye ſhew the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof," ye ſhall re- 
ceive of me gifts and rewards and great 
honour: therefore ſhew me the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

7 They anſwered again and ſaid, 
4 the king tell his ſervants the dream, 
and we will ſhew the interpretation 


of it. 
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8 The king anſwered and faid, I 
know of certainty that ye would gain 
the time, becauſe ye ſee the thing is 
gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but one de- 
cree for you: for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to ſpeak be- 
fore me, till the time be changed: 
therefore tell me the dream, and I ſhall 
know that ye can ſhew me the inter- 
pretation thereof. 

10 The Chaldeans anſwered before 
the king, and ſaid, There is not a man 
upon the earth that can ſhew the king's 
matter: therefore there 1s no king, lord, 
nor ruler, that aſked ſuch things at any 
magician, or aſtrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none other 
that can ſhew it before the king, except 
the gods, whoſe dwelling is not with 
fleſh. 

12 For this cauſe the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
deſtroy all the wiſe-men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that 
the wiſe-men ſhould be ſlain; and they 
ſought Daniel and his fellows to be 
ſlain. 

14 1 Then Daniel antes with 
counſel and wiſdom to Arioch the 
captain of the king's guard, which 
was gone forth to ſly the wiſe- men 
of Babylon: 

15 He anſwered and ſaid unto Ari- 
och the king's captain, Why is the 
decree ſo haſty from the king? Then 
Arioch made the thing known to Da- 


niel. | 


16 Then Damiel went in and de- 
fired of the king that he would give 
him time, and that he would ſhew the 
. the interpretation. 

7 Then Daniel went to his houſe, 
* Me the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Miſhael, and Azariah, BY com- 


panions; 


18 That they would deſire mercies 


of the God of heaven concerning this 
ſecret, that Daniel and his fellows 
ſhould not periſh with the reſt of the 
wiſe-men of Babylon. 

19 Then was the ſecret revealed un- 
to Daniel in a night-viſion. Then Da- 
niel bleſſed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel anſwered and ſaid, Bleſſ- 


ed be the name of God for ever and 


ever: for wiſdom and might are his: 


21 And he changeth the times and 


the ſeaſons, he removeth kings, and 
ſetteth up kings: he giveth wiſdom un- 
to the wiſe, and knowledge to them 
that know underſtanding. 


22 He revealeth the deep and ſecret 
things: he knoweth what is in the dark 


neſs, and the light dwelleth with him. 


23 I thank thee, and praiſe thee, O 


thou God of my fathers, who haſt given 


me wiſdom and might, and haſt made 
known unto me now what we deſired of 
thee: for thou haſt now made known 


unto us the king's. matter. 


24 Therefore Daniel went in unto. 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained. 


to deſtroy the wiſe-men of Babylon: 


he went and ſaid thus unto him, De- 
ſtroy not the wiſe- men of Babylon: 
bring me in before the king, and I will 


{hew unto the king the interpretation. 
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25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel 


before the king in haſte, and ſaid thus g 


unto him, I have found a man of the 
captives of Judah that will make known 
unto the king the interpretation. 

26 The king anſwered and ſaid to 
Daniel, whoſe name was Belteſhazzar, 
Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have ſeen, and the 

interpretation thereof ? 

27 Daniel anſwered in the preſence 
of the king, and ſaid, The ſecret which 
the king hath demanded cannot the 
wiſe-men, the aſtrologers, the magici- 
ans, the ſoothſayers ſhew unto the 
king; 

28 But there i is a God in heaven 
that revealeth ſecrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar 
what ſhall be in the latter days. Thy 
dream and the viſions of thy head upon 
thy bed, are theſe: 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed 
what ſhould come to paſs hereafter: 
and he that revealeth ſecrets maketh 
known to thee what ſhall come to 


pals. 


revealed to me for any wiſdom that I 


have more than any living, but for 


their fakes that ſhall make known the 
interpretation to the king, and that 


thou mightelt know the thoughts of 


thy heart. 
31 41 Thou, 0 king, ſaweſt, and be- 


hold, a great image. This great image 
whoſe brightneſs was excellent, ſtood 
before thee; and the form thereof was 


terrible. 


30 But as for me, this ſecret is not] g 


32 This image's head was of fine 
old, his breaſt and his arms of ſilver, 
his belly and his thighs of braſs. 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part 
of iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou ſaweſt till that a ſtone was 
cut out without hands, which ſmote 
the image upon his feet that were of 
iron and clay, and brake them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, 
the braſs, the ſilver and the gold bro- 
ken to pieces together, and became 
like the chaff of the ſummer threſhing- 
floors; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for 
them: and the ſtone that ſmote the 
image became a great mountain, and 
filled the whole earth. 

36 1 This is the dream: and we 
will tell the interpretation thereof be- 
fore the king. 

37 Thou, O king, art a king of 
kings: for the God of heaven hath 
given thee a kingdom, power, and 
ſtrength and glory. 

38 And whereſoever the children 


of men dwell, the beaſts of the field 


and the fowls 'of the heaven hath he 
iven into thine hand, and hath made 
thee ruler over them all. Thou art 
this head of gold. 

39 And after thee ſhall ariſe another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of braſs, which ſhall 
bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom ſhall be 
ſtrong as iron: foraſmuch as iron break- 
eth in pieces and ſubdueth all 3 


and as iron that breaketh all theſe, ſha!! 


it break in pieces, and bruiſe. 
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41 And whereas thou ſaweſt the 
feet and toes, part of potters clay and 
part of iron, the kingdom ſhall be 
divided: but there ſhall be in it of 
the ſtrength of the iron, foraſmuch 
as thou ſaweſt the iron mixed with 
miry clay. | 

42 And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron and part of clay, ſo the 
kingdom ſhall be partly ſtrong and 
partly broken. 

43 And whereas thou ſaweſt iron 
mixed with miry clay, they ſhall min- 
ole themſelves with the ſeed of men: 
but they ſhall not cleave one to another 
even as 1ron 1s not mixed with clay. 

44 And in the days of theſe kings 
ſhall the God of heaven ſet up a 
kingdom which ſhall never be deſtroy- 
ed: and the kingdom ſhall not be left 
to other people, but 1t ſhall break in 
pleces, and conſume all theſe king- 
doms, and it ſhall ſtand for ever: 

45 Foraſmuch as thou ſaweſt that 
the ſtone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the braſs, the clay, the 
lilver, and the gold; the great God 


hall come to paſs hereafter: and the 
dream 1s certain, and the interpreta- 
tion thereof ſure. | _ 

46 Then the king Nebuchadnezzar 
tell upon his face, and worſhipp 
niel, and commanded that they ſhould 
offer an oblation and ſweet odours 
unto him. 

47 The king anſwered unto Da- 
mel and ſaid, Of a truth it is that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of 


ed Da-| 


kings, and a revealer of ſecrets, ſeeing 


thou couldelt reveal this ſecret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
great man, and gave him many great 
gifts, and made him ruler over the 
whole province of Babylon, and chief 
of the governors over all the wiſe- men 
of Babylon. . 

49 Then Daniel requeſted of the 
king, and he ſet Shadrach, Meſhach, 
and Abed-nego over the affairs of the 


province of Babylon: but Daniel ſat 


in the gate of the king. 
CHAP. III. 


Nebuchadnezzar dedicateth'a golden image 
in Dura, &c. 


NEBUCHADNEZ ZAR the king 


made an image of gold, whole height 


was threeſcore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fix cubits: he ſet it up in the 
plain of Dura, in the province of 
Babylon. 

2 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 


ſent to gather together the princes, 
the governors, and the captains, the 


the ſheriffs, and all the rulers of the 
provinces, to come to the dedication of 
the image which Nebuchadnezzar the 
king had ſet up. | 

3 Then the princes, the governors, 
and captains, the judges, the treaſurers, 
the counſellors, the ſheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, were ga- 
thered together unto the dedication of 
the image that Nebuchadnezzar the 


king had fe up. And they ſtood be- 


And in the days of theſe kings, &c. ver, 44.] In the time, and during the continuance of the Roman Empire.

hath made known to the king what judges, the treaſurers, the counſellors, 
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fore the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
had ſet up. 

4 Then an herald cried aloud, To 
you it is commanded, O people, na- 
tions and languages, 

5 That at what time ye hear the 
found of the cornet, flute, harp, ſackbur, 
pſaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds of 
muſick, ye fall down and worſhip the 
golden image that. Nebuchadnezzar the 
king hath ſet up: 

6 And whoſo falleth not down and 
worſhippeth, ſhall the ſame hour be 
caſt into the midſt of a burning fiery 
furnace. | 

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the ſound of the cor- 
net, flute, harp, ſackbut, pſaltery, and 
all kinds of muſick, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages fell down 
and worſhipped the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had ſet up. 

8 «4 Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans came near, and accuſed the 
Jews. 

9 They ſpake and ſaid to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, O king, live for ever. 

10 Thou, O king, haſt made a de- 
cree, that every man that ſhall hear 
the ſound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
fackbut, pſaltery, and dulcimer, and 
all kinds of muſick, ſhall fall down 
and worſhip the golden image: 

11 And vhoſo falleth not down and 
worſhippeth, that he ſhould be caſt 
into the midſt of a burning fiery fur- 
NACE. 

12 There are certain Jews, whom 
thou haſt ſet over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 


| ſhach, 


ſhach, and Abed-nego: theſe men, 0 


king, have not regarded thee, they 


ſerve not thy gods, nor worſhip the 
golden image which thou haſt ſet up. 
13 1 Then Nebuchadnezzar in his 


commanded to bring | 


rage and fury 
Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abed-nego: 
then they brought theſe men before 
the king. 

14 3 e and ſaid 
unto them, Is it true, O Shadrach, Me. 
and Abed-nego: do not ye 
ſerve my gods, nor worſhip the golden 
image which I have ſet up? 

15 Now if ye be ready, that at what 
time ye hear the ſound of the cornet, 
flute, ,harp, ſackbut, pſaltery, and a. 
cimer, and all kinds of muſick, 
fall down and worſhip the image which 
I have made, well: but if ye worſhip 
not, ye ſhall be caſt the ſame hour 
into the midſt of a burning fiery fur- 
nace: and who is that God that ſhall 
deliver you out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abed- 
nego, anſwered and ſaid to the king, O 
Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to 
anſwer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be ſo, our God whom we 
ſerve, 1s able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will de- 
liver us out of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not ſerve 
thy gods, nor worſhip the golden image 
which thou haſt ſet up. 

19 4 Then was Nebuchadnezzar 


full of fury, and the form of his 


viſage was changed againſt Shadrach, 
Meſhach, and Abed-nego: therefore 


DANIEL. 


he ſpake, and commanded that they 
ſhould heat the furnace one ſeven 
times more than it was wont to be 
heated. 

20 And he commanded the moſt 
mighty men that were in his army, to 
bind Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abed- 
nego, and to caſt them into the burn- 
ing fiery furnace. 

21 Then theſe men were bound in 

their coats, their hoſen, and their hats, 
and their other garments, and were caſt 
into the midit of the burning __ fur- 
nace. 
22 Therefore becauſe the king's com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire 
flew thoſe men that took up Shadrach, 
Meſhach, and Abed-nego. 

23 And theſe three men Shadrach, 
Meſhach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midſt of the burning 
hery furnace. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was aſtonied, and roſe up in haſte, and 
ſpake, and faid unto his counſellors, 
Did not we caſt three men bound into 
the midſt of the fire? They anſwered 
. ſaid unto the king, True, O king. 

5 He anſwered and ſaid, Lo, I ſee 
. men looſe walking in ths midſt 
of the fire, and they have no hurt; and 
the form of the fourth is like the ſon 
of God. 

26 Then E came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery fur- 
nace, and ſpake, and ſaid, Shadrach, 
Meſhach, and Abed-nego, ye ſervants 
of the moſi high God, come forth, 
and come hither. Then Shadrach, 


Therefore becauſe the king's commandment was urgent, &. 


Meſhach, and Abed-nego, came forth 
of the midſt of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, . and the 'king's counſellors, 
being gathered together, ſaw theſe men, 
upon whoſe bodies the fire had no 


power, nor was an hair of their head 


ſinged, neither were their coats chang- 
ed, nor the ſmell of fire had paſſed 
on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar ſpake, and 
ſaid, : Bleſſed be the God of Sha- 
drach, Meſhach, and Abed-nego, who 
hath ſont his angel, and delivered his 
ſervants that truſted i in him, and have 
changed the king's word, and yielded 
their bodies that they might not ſerve 
nor worſhip any god, except their own 


God. 


29 Therefore I make a decree, That 


every people, nation and language, 
which ſpeak any thing amiſs againft 
the God of Shadrach, Meſhach, and 
Abed-nego ſhall be cut in pieces, and 
their houſes ſhall be made a dunghill: 
becauſe there is no other God that can 
deliver after this ſort. 

30 Then the king promoted Sha- 


drach, Meſhach, and Abed-nego, in 


the province of Babylon. 


CHAP.- IV. 


Nebuchadnezzar's dream. Daniel inter-

NEBUCHADNEZ ZAR the king, 


unto all people, nations, and languages 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. 


ver. 22.] Thus God deals many times with thoſe that are the

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2 I thought it good to ſhew the ſigns 
and wonders that the high God hath 
wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his ligns! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom 
is an everlaſting kingdom, and his do- 
minion is from generation to genera- 


tion. 


41 Nebuchadnezzar was at reſt in 
mine houſe, and inn in my 


palace: 
5 I ſaw a dream which made me 


afraid, and the thoughts upon my bed, | 
and the viſions of my head troubled 


me. 

6 Therefore made I a | "IR to 
bring in all the wiſe-men of Baby- 
lon before me, that they might make 
known unto me the Fon of 
the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
altrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 


ſooth-ſayers: and I told the dream be- 


fore them; but they did not make 
known unto me the interpretation 
thereof. 

8 But at the laſt Daniel came in be- 
fore me, whoſe name was Belteſhazzar, 
according to the name of my God, and 
in whom 1s the ſpirit of the holy gods: 
and before him I told the dream, ſay- 
ing, 

90 Belteſhazzar, maſter of the ma- 

icians, becauſe I know that the ſpirit 
of the holy gods 1s in thee, and no 
ſecret troubleth thee, tell me the viſions 


of my dream, that I have ſeen, and 


the interpretation thereof. 
10 Thus were the viſions of mine 


head in my bed; I ſaw, and behold, a 


tree in the midſt of the earth, and the 
height thereof was great. 


11 The tree grew, and was ſtrong, 


and the height thereof reached unto 


heaven, and the ſight thereof to the 


end of all the earth. 
12 The leaves thereof were fair, 1 
the fruit thereof much, and in it was 


meat for all: the beaſts of the field had 


ſhadow under it, and the fowls of the 
heaven dwelt in the boughs thereof, 
and all fleſh was fed of it. 

13 I ſaw in the viſions of my head 
upon my bed, and behold, a watcher, 
and an holy one came down from hea- 
ven; 

14 He cried aloud, and ſaid thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, ſhake off his leaves, and 
ſcatter his fruit: let the beaſts get away 
from under 1t, and the fowls from his 
branches. 

15 Nevertheleſs, leave the ſtump of 
his roots in the earth, even with a band 
of iron and braſs in the tender graſs of 
the field; and let it be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and let his portion be 
with the beaſts in the graſs of the earth. 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man's and let a beaſt's heart be given 
unto him; and let ſeven times paſs over 
him. 

17 This matter is by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones: to the intent 
that the living may know, that the molt 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men,

19 J Then Daniel, whoſe name was 
Belteſhazzar, was aftonied for one hour, 
and his thoughts troubled him. The 
king ſpake, and ſaid, Belteſhazzar let 
not the dream or the interpretation 
thereof trouble thee. Belteſhazzar an- 
ſwered and ſaid, My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee, and the in- 
terpretation thereof to thine enemies; 

20 The tree that thou ſaweſt, which 
grew, and was ſtrong, whoſe height 
reached unto the heaven, and the fight 
thereof to all the earth; | 

21 Whoſe leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all; under which the beaſts of the 
held dwelt, and upon whoſe branches 
the fowls of the heaven had their ha- 
bitation: 

22 It is thou, O king, that art grown 
and become ſtrong: for thy greatneſs 


| 
is grown, and reacheth unto heaven, 


and thy dominion to the end of the 
earth. 

23 And whereas the king ſaw a 
watcher and an holy one coming down 
from heaven, and ſaying, Hew the tree 
down, and deſtroy it; yet leave the 


ſtump of the roots thereof in the earth, 
even with a band of iron and Wan 
in the tender graſs of the field, and 
let it be wet with the dew of heaven, 


| 


men, and thy dwelling ſhall be with 


and let his portion be. with the beaſts 
of the field, till ſeven times paſs over 
him: | 

24 This: 1s the interpretation, O 
king, and this 1s the decree of the moſt 
High, which 1s come * my lord 
the king: 

25 That they ſhall drive thee from 
the beaſts of the held, and they ſhalt _ 
make thee to eat oraſs as oxen, and 
they ſhall wet thee with the dew of 
heaven, and ſeven times ſhall paſs over 
thee, till thou know, that the moſt 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and giveth it to whomſoever he will. 

26 And whereas they commanded 
to leave the ſtump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom ſhall be ſure unto thee, 
after that thou ſhalt have known that - 
the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my coun- 
ſel be acceptable unto thee, and break 
off thy ſins by righteouſneſs, and thine 
iniquities by ſhewing mercy to the 
poor; if it may be a lengthening of 
thy tranquility. 

28 1 All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom 
of Babylon. 

30 The king ſpake, and ſaid, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the houſe of the kingdom, by the 
might of my power, and for the ho- 
nour of my majeſty. 

31 While the word was in the king's 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, 


faying, O king Nebuchadnezzar, to 
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_ thee it is ſpoken : The kingdom is de- 
parted from thee. 

32 And they ſhall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling ſhall be with 
the beaſts of the field: they ſhall make 
' thee to eat graſs as oxen, and ſeven 
times ſhall paſs over thee, until thou 
know that the moſt High ruleth in 


the kingdom of men, and giveth it to 


whomſoever he will. 
3 The ſame hour was the. thing 


fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he|g 


was driven from men, and did eat graſs 
as oxen, and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven, till his hairs were grown 
like eagles feathers, and his nails like 
birds' claws. 

34 And at the end of the days, I Ne- 
buchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine underſtanding re- 


turned unto me, and I bleſſed the moſt | 


High, and I praiſed and honoured him 
that liveth for ever, whoſe dominion is 
an everlaſting dommion, and his king- 
dom 1s from generation to generation. 

35 And all the inhabitants of the 
earth are reputed as nothing: and he 
doeth according to his will in the army 
of heaven, and among the inhabitants 
of the earth: and none can ſtay his 

hand, or ſay unto him, What doeſt 
thou? 

36 At the fame time my reaſon re- 
turned unto me; and for the glory of 
my kingdom, mine honour and bright- 
neſs returned unto me: and my coun- 
ſellors and my lords ſought unto me; 
and I was eſtabliſhed in my kingdom, 
and excellent majeſty was added un- 


to me.

37 er I Nebuchadnezzar praiſe 
and extol and honour the king of hea- 
ven, all whoſe works are truth, and his 


ways judgement: and thoſe that walk 


in n pride he 1s able to abaſe. 
CHAP. V. 
Belſhazzar's impious feaſt, E3c. 
BELSHAZZAR the king made a 


reat feaſt to a thouſand of his lords, 
and drank wine before the thouſand. 


2 Belſhazzar, whilſt he taſted the 


wine, commanded to bring the golden 
and filver veſſels which his father Ne- 
buchadnezzar had taken out of the tem- 
ple which was in Jeruſalem ; that the 
king and his princes, his wives and his 
concubines might drink therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden 
veſſels that were taken out of the tem- 
ple of the houſe of God which was at 
Jeruſalem; and theking and his princes, 
his wives and his concubines drank in 
them. 

4 They drank wine, and praiſed the 
gods of gold, and of ſilver, of brals, of 
iron, of wood, and of ſtone. 

5 4 In the ſame hour came forth 
fingers of a man's hand, and wrote over 
againſt the candleſtick upon the plaſter 
of the wall of the king's palace; and 


the king ſaw the part of the hand that 
wrote. 

6 Then the king's countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, 
ſo that the joints of his loins were looſ- 
ed, and his knees ſmote one againſt an- 
| other. 
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7 The king cried aloud to bring in 
the aſtrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
ſooth-ſayers. And the king ſpake and 
{aid to the wiſe-men of Babylon, Who- 
ſoever ſhall read this writing, and ſhew 
me the interpretation thereof, ſhall be 
clothed with ſcarlet, and have a chain 
of gold about his neck, and ſhall be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 
8 Then came in all the king's wiſe- 
men: but they could not read the writ- 
ing, nor make known to the king the 
interpretation thereof. "es 

9 Then was king Belſhazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
altoniſhed. 

10 Now the queen, by reaſon of the 
words of the king and his lords, came 
into the banquet-houſe: and the queen 
ſpake, and ſaid, O king, live for ever! 
let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor 
let thy countenance be changed: 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom 


in whom 1s the ſpirit of the holy gods; 


and in the days of thy father light and 
underſtanding and wiſdom like the wiſ- 


dom of the gods was found in him; ly 
king, and make known to him the in- 


whom the king Nebuchadnezzar, thy 
father, the king I ſay, thy father, made 
maſter of the magicians, aſtrologers, 
Chaldeans, and ſooth-ſayers; 

12 Foraſmuch as an excellent ſpirit, 
and knowledge, and underſtanding, in- 
terpreting of dreams, and ſhewing of 
hard ſentences, and diſſolving of doubts 
were found in the ſame Daniel, whom 
the king named Belteſhazzar. Now let 
Daniel be called, and he will ſhew the 
interpretation. 8 


13 Then was Daniel brought in be- 
fore the king. And the king ſpake and 
ſaid unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel 
which art of the children of the cap- 
tivity of Judah, whom the king my 
tather brought out of Jewry? 

14 I have even heard of thee that 
the ſpirit of the gods 1s 1n thee, and 
that light and underſtanding and excel- 
lent wiſdom is found in thee. 

15 And now the wiſe-men, the aſtro- 
logers, have been. brought in before me, 
that they ſhould read this writing, and 
make known unto me the interpretation 
thereof: but they could not ſhew the 
interpretation of the thing: - 

16 And I have heard of thee that 
thou canſt make interpretations, and 
diſſolve doubts: now if thou canſt read 


the writing, and make known unto me 
the interpretation thereof, thou ſhalt be 


clothed with ſcarlet, and have a chain 
of gold about thy neck, and ſhalt be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 4 Then Daniel anſwered and ſaid 
before the king, Let thy gifts be to thy- 


ſelf, and give thy rewards to another: 


et I will read the writing unto the 


terpretation. | 


18 O thbuking, the moſt high God 


gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a king- 
dom, and majeſty, and glory, and ho- 
hour: 

19 And for the majeſty that he gave 
him, all people, nations and languages, 
trembled and feared before him: whom 
he would he flew, and whom he would 
he kept alive, and whom he would he ſet 


up, and whom he would he put down. 
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20 But when his heart was lifted up, 


and his mind hardened in pride, he was 


depoſed from his kingly throne, and 
they took his glory from him: 

21 And he was driven from the ſons 
of men, and his heart was made like 
the beaſts, and his dwelling was with 
the wild-aſſes: they fed him with graſs 
like oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven, till he knew that 


the moſt high God ruled in the king- 


dom of men, and that he appointeth 
over it whomſoever he will. 


22 And thou, his ſon, O Belſhazzar, 
haſt not humbled thine heart, though 


thou kneweſt all this; 


23 But haſt lifted up thyſelf againſt | 


the Lord of heaven, and they have 
brought the veſſels of his houſe before 
thee, and thou and thy lords, thy wives 
and thy concubines have drunk wine 
in them, and thou haſt praiſed the gods 
of ſilver and gold, of braſs, iron, wood, 
and ſtone, which ſee not, nor hear, nor 
know; and the God in whoſe hand 
thy breath is, and whoſe are all thy 
ways, haſt thou not glorified. 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
ſent from him, and this writing was 
written. 

25 4 And this is th e writing that 
was written; MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. 

26 This is the interpretation of the 
thing: MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finiſhed it. 

27 TEKEL; thou art weighed in the 


balances, and art found wanting. 


28 PERES; thy kingdom 1s divided, 
and given to the Medes and Perſians. 


— . 
2 


29 Then commanded Belſhazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with ſcarlet 
and put a chain of gold about his neck, 
and made a proclamation concernin 
him, that he ſhould be the third ruler 
in the kingdom. 

30 In that night was Belſhazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans {lain. 


31 And Darius the Median took 


the kingdom, being about threeſcore 
and two years old.

Daniel's preferment, Ec. 


IT pleaſed Darius to ſet over the king 
dom an hundred and twenty princes, 


which ſhould be over the whole king- 


dom. 


2 And over theſe, in preſidents ; | 


of whom Daniel was firſt: that the 

princes might give accounts unto them, 

and the king ſhould have no damage. 
3 Then this Daniel was preferred 


above the preſidents and princes: be- 
cauſe an excellent ſpirit was in him: 


and the king thought to ſet him over 
the whole realm. 


ſought to find occaſion againſt Da- 


could find none occaſion nor fault; 
foraſmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in 
ioo. 
5 Then ſaid theſe men, We ſhall 
rs find any occaſion againſt this Da- 
niel, except we find it againſt him com- 


cerning the law of his God. 


4 Then the preſidents and princes 


niel concerning the kingdom; but they 


il 
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6 Then theſe preſidents and princes 
aſſembled together to the king, and 
ſaid thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever. 

7 All the preſidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the 
counſellors, and the captains have con- 
ſulted together to eſtabliſh a royal ſta- 
tute, and to make a firm decree, that 
whoſoever ſhall aſk a petition of any 
God or man for thirty days, ſave of 
thee, O king, he ſhall be caſt into the 
den of lions. 

8 Now, O king eſtabliſh the de- 
cree, and ſign the writing, that it be 
not changed, according to the law of 
the Medes and Perſians, which altereth 
not. 

9 Wherefore king Darius ſigned the 
writing and the decree. 

10 1 Now when Daniel knew that 
the writing was ſigned, he went into 
his houſe; and his windows being open 
in his chamber toward Jeruſalem, he 


kneeled upon his knees three times a 


day, and prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God, as he did aforetime. 

11 Then theſe men aſſembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making ſup- 
plication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and ſpake 
before the king concerning the king's 
decree; Haſt. thou not ſigned a decree, 
that every man that ſhall aſk a peti- 
tion of any God or man within thirty 
days, ſave of thee, O king, ſhall be 
caſt into the den of lions? The king 
anſwered, and ſaid, The thing is true 
according to the "I of the Medes and 
Perſians, which altereth not. 


13 Then anſwered they and ſaid be- 
fore the king, That Daniel which is 
of the children of the captivity of 


| Judah regardeth not thee, O king, nor 


the decree that thou haſt ſigned, but 
maketh his petition three times a day. 

14 Then the king when he heard 
theſe words, was ſore diſpleaſed with 
himſelf, and ſet his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him: and he laboured till the 
going down of the ſun to deliver him. 

15 Then theſe men aſſembled unto 
the king, and ſaid unto the king, Know, 
O king, that the law of the Medes 
and Perſians is, that no decree nor ſta- 
tute which the king eſtabliſheth may 
be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and caſt him into 
the den of lions. Now the king ſpake 
and ſaid unto Daniel, Thy God whom 
thou ſerveſt continually, he will deli- 
ver thee. | 
17 And a ſtone was brought and 
laid upon the mouth of the den, and 
the king ſealed it with his own ſignet 
and with the ſignet of his lords; that 
the purpoſe might not be changed | 
concerning Daniel. 

18 J Then the king went to his 
palace, and paſſed the night faſting: 
neither were inſtruments of muſick 
brought before him, and his ſleep went 
from him. 


19 Then the king aroſe very early 


in the morning, and went in haſte unto _. 


the den of lions. ; 
20 And when he came to the dene 


he cried with a lamentable voice unto 


Daniel; and the king ſpake and ſaid to 


* diſpleaſed with himſelf, ver. 14.] For his mia and eafineſs in yield ing to them without further conſideration. 
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Daniel, O Daniel, ſervant of the liv- 
ing God, is thy God whom thou ſerveſt 
continually able to deliver thee from 
the lions? 

21 Then ſaid Daniel unto the king, 
O king, live for ever. 

22 My God hath ſent his angel, 
and hath ſhut the lions' mouths, that 
they have not hurt me: foraſmuch as 
before him innocency was found in 


me; and alſo before thee, O king, have 


I done no hurt. | 

23 Then was the king exceeding 

lad for him, and commanded that 
they ſhould take Daniel up out of the 
den. So Daniel was taken up out of 
the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, becauſe he believed 
in his God. | 

24 And the king commanded, and 
they brought thoſe men which had 
accuſed Daniel, and they caſt them 
into the den of lions, them, their chil- 
dren, and their wives: and the lions 
had the maſtery of them, and brake 
all their bones in pieces or ever they 
came at the bottom of the den. 
25 Then king Darius wrote unto all 
people, nations, and languages that 
_ dwell in all the earth; Peace be mul- 
tiplied unto you. | 

26 I make a decree, that in every 
dominion of my kingdom men tremble 
and fear before the God of Daniel: for 
he is the living God, and ſtedfaſt for 
ever, and his kingdom that which 
{ſhall not be deſtroyed, and his domi- 
nion ſhall be even unto the end. 
27 He delivereth and reſcueth, and

heaven and in earth, who hath deli. 
vered Daniel from the power of the 
lions. | > 
228 So this Daniel proſpered in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Perſian. 


C HAP. VII. 
Daniel's viſion of the four beaſts, Oc. 


IN the firſt year of Belſhazzar king 
of Babylon, Daniel had a dream, and 
viſions of his head upon his bed, 
Then he wrote the dream, and told 
the ſum of the matters. 

2 Daniel ſpake, and faid, I ſaw in 
my viſion by night, and behold, the 
four winds of the heaven ſtrove upon 
the great ſea. 


| 


3 And four great beaſts came up 
from the ſea, diverſe one from another. 
4 The firſt was like a lion, and had 


eagles' wings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made ftand 
upon the feet as a man, and a man's 
heart was given to it. 

5 And behold, another beaſt, a ſe- 

cond like to a bear, and it raiſed up it- 
ſelf on one ſide, and it had three ribs 
in the mouth of it between the teeth 
of it: and they ſaid thus unto it, Ariſe, 
devour much fleſh. 
6 After this I beheld, and lo, ano- 
ther like a leopard, which had upon 
the back of it four wings of a fowl: 
the beaſt had alſo four heads; and do- 
minion was given to it. 

7 After this I ſaw in the night: viſions 


he worketh ſigns and wonders in 


and behold, a fourth beaſt, dreadful 
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and terrible, and ſtrong exceedingly : 
and it had great iron teeth: it devoured 
and brake in pieces, and ſtamped the 
reſidue with the feet of it: and it was 
diverſe from all the beaſts that were be- 
fore it, and it had ten horns. 

8 I conſidered the horns, and be- 
hold there came up among them ano- 
ther little horn, before whom there 
were three of the firſt horns plucked 
up by the roots: and behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of a man, 
and a mouth ſpeaking great things. 

9 1 I beheld till the thrones were 
caſt down, and the Ancient of days 
did fit; whoſe garment was white as 
ſow, and the hair of his head like the 
pure wool: his throne was like the 
fiery flame, and his wheels as burning 
fur. | 

10 A fiery ſtream iſſued and came 
forth from before him: thouſand thou- 
ſands miniſtered unto him, and ten thou- 
ſand times ten thouſand ſtood before 
him: the judgement was ſet, and the 
books were opened. | 

11 I beheld then, becauſe of the 
voice of the great words which the 
horn ſpake: I beheld even till the beaſt 
was ſlain, and his body deſtroyed and 
given to the burning flame. _ 

12 As concerning the reſt of the 
beaſts, they had their dominion taken 
away: yet their lives were prolonged 
tor a ſeaſon and time. : 

13 I ſaw in the night-viſions, and 
behold, one like the ſon of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came 
to the Ancient of days, and they brought 


him near before him. | 


14 And there was given him domi- 
nion and glory and a kingdom, that 
all people, nations, and languages 
ſhould ſerve him: his dominion is an 
everlaſting dominion, which ſhall not 
paſs away, and his kingdom that which 
ſhall not be deſtroyed. | 

15 1 I Daniel was grieved in my 
ſpirit in the midſt of my body, and 
the viſions of my head troubled me. 


16 I came near unto one of them 


that ſtood by, and aſked him the truth 
of all this. So he told me, and made 


me know the interpretation of the 


things: | 

17 Theſe great beaſts, which are 
four, are four kings, which ſhall ariſe 
out of the earth. | 

18 But the ſaints of the moſt High 
ſhall take the kingdom, and poſſeſs the 


kingdom for ever, even for ever and 


ever. | | 
19 Then I would know the truth 


of the fourth beaſt, which was diverle - 


from all the others, exceeding dread- 


ful, whoſe teeth were of iron, and his 


nails of braſs; which devoured,- brake 
in pieces, and ſtamped the reſidue with 
his feet; | 5 LS 

20 And of the ten horns that were 


* 


in his head, and of the other which came 


up, and before whom three fell; even of 
that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that ſpake very great things, whoſe 
look was more ſtout than his fellows. 


21 I beheld, and the ſame horn 


made war with the ſaints, and prevail- 
ed againſt them; i 
22 Until the Ancient of days came, 


and judgement was given to the ſaints 


J conſidered the horns, ver. 8.) Viewed and obſerved exactly, (or elſe he could not have diſcovered the little horn, whoſe 


riſe was ſcarce diſcernible at firſt. 
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of the moſt High; and the time came 
that the ſaints poſſeſſed the kingdom. 

23 Thus he ſaid, The fourth beaſt 
ſhall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which ſhall be diverſe from all 
kingdoms, and ſhall devour the whole 
earth, and ſhall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that ſhall ariſe: 
and another ſhall riſe after them, and 
ſhall be diverſe from the firſt, and he 
ſhall ſubdue three kings. 

25 And he ſhall ſpeak great words a- 
gainſt the moſt High, and ſhall wear out 
the ſaints of the moſt High, and think to 
change times, and laws: and they ſhall 
be given into his hand, until a time 
and times, and the dividing of time, 

26 But the judgement ſhall fit, and 
they ſhall take away his dominion, to 
conſume, and to deſtroy it unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatneſs of the kingdom un- 
der the whole heaven, ſhall be given 
to the people of the ſaints of the moſt 
High; whoſe kingdom 1s an everlaſting 
kingdom, and all dominions ſhall ferve 
and obey him. 

28 Hitherto 1s the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations much 
troubled me, and my countenance 
changed in me: but I kept the matter 

in my heart. 


ar. VIII. 


IN the third year of the reign of 
king Belſhazzar, a viſion appeared unto 


„ 


me, even unto me Daniel, after that 
which appeared unto me at the firſt. 


2 And I faw in a viſion; and it 


came to paſs when I ſaw that I was at 
Shuſhan in the palace, which is in the 
province of Elam; and I ſaw in a 
viſion, and I was by the river of Ulai. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 


ſaw, and behold, there ſtood before the 
river a ram which had two horns: 
and the two horns were high, but one 
was higher than the other, and the 


higher came up laſt. 

4 I ſaw the ram puſhing weſt-ward, 
and north-ward, and ſouth-ward; ſo 
that no beaſts might ſtand before him 
neither was there any that could deli- 
ver out of his hand, but he did ac- 
cording to his will, and became great. 

5 And as I was conſidering, behold, 
an he-goat came from the weſt on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched 
not the ground: and the goat had a not- 
able horn between his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had ſeen ſtanding 
before the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of his power. 


7 And I ſaw him come cloſe unto 


the ram, and he was moved with cho- 
ler againſt him, and ſmote the ram, 
and brake his two horns: and there was 
no power in the ram to ſtand before 
him, but he caſt him down to the 
ground and ſtamped upon him: and 
there was none that could deliver the 


ram out of his hand. 


Daniel's viſion of the ram, and he-goat. | 


8 Therefore the he- goat waxed very 
great: and when he was ſtrong, the 


great horn was broken; and for it came 
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up four notable ones, toward the four 


winds of heaves. 

And out of one of them came 
forth a little horn which waxed exceed- 
ing great toward the ſouth and toward 
the eaſt, and toward the pleaſant land. 

10 And it waxed oreat, even to the 
hoſt of heaven: and 1t caſt down ſome 
of the hoſt and of the ſtars to the 
ground, and ſtamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himſelf even to 
the prince of the hoſt, and by him. the 
daily ſacrifice was then away, and the 
place of his ſanctuary was caſt down. 
12 And an hoſt was given him a- 
gainſt the daily ſacrifice by reaſon of 
tranſgreſſion, and it caſt down the truth 
to the ground, and practiſed, and Pro 
pered. 

13 J Then I heard one faint ſpeak- 
ing, and another ſaint ſaid unto that 
certain faint which ſpake, How long 
ſhali be the viſion concerning the daily 
ſacrifice, and the tranſgreſſion of de- 
ſolation, to give both the ſanctuary 
and the hoſt to be trodden under foot? 

14 And he ſaid unto me, Unto two 
thouſand and three hundred days: then 
ſhall the ſanctuary be cleanſed. 

15 And it came to paſs when 1, 
even I Danieł had ſeen the viſion, and 
ſought for the meaning, then behold, 
there ſtood before me as the appear- 
ance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man's voice be- 
tween the banks of Ulai, which called, 
and ſaid, Gabriel, make this man to 
underſtand the ie 
17 $0 he came near where 1 flood: 
and when he came, I was afraid; and 
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fell upon my face: but he ſaid unto 
me, Underſtand, O ſon of man: for at 
the time of the end ſhall be the viſion. 

18 Now as he was ſpeaking with 
me, I was in a deep ſleep on my face 
toward the ground: but he touched me, 
and ſet me upright, 

19 And he ſaid, Behold, I will 
make thee know what ſhall be in the 
laſt end of the indignation; for at 
the time appointed the end ſhall be. 

20 The ram which thou ſaweſt hav- 
ing two horns, are the kings of Media 
and Perſia, 

21 And the rough goat is the king 
of Grecia: and the great horn that is 
between his eyes, 1s the firſt king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas 
tour ſtood up for it, four kingdoms 
{ſhall ſtand up out of the nation, but 
not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of theis 
kingdom when the tranſgreſſors are 
come to the full, a king of fierce coun- 
tenance, and underſtanding dark ſen- 
tences, ſhall ſtand up. 

24 And his power ſhall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he ſhall 


deſtroy wonderfully, and ſhall proſper, 


and practiſe, and ſhall deſtroy the 

mighty, and the holy people. 
25 And through his policy alſo he 

ſhall cauſe craft to proſper in his hand; 


jand he ſhall magnify himſelf in his 


heart, and by peace ſhall deſtroy many: 
he ſhall alſo ſtand up againſt the Prince 
of princes: but he ſhall be broken 
without hand. 

26 And the viſion of the evening 
and the morning which was told is true; 
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wherefore {hut thou up the viſion; for 
it ſhall be for many days. | 
27 And I Daniel fainted and was 
fick certain days; afterward I roſe up 
and did the king's buſineſs; and I was 
aſtoniſhed at the viſion, but none un- 
derſtood it. | 


CHAP. IX. 
Daniel confeſſeth his fins, Ec. 


IN the firſt year of Darius, the ſon 
of Ahaſuerus, of the ſeed of Medes, 
which was made king over the realm 
of the Chaldeans; i 

2 In the firſt year of his reign, I 
Daniel underſtood by books the num- 
ber of the years whereof the word of 
the Lord came to Jeremiah the pro- 
phet, that he would accompliſh ſeventy 
years in the deſolations of Jeruſalem. 

3 4 And I ſet my face unto the 
.Lord God, to ſeek by prayer and ſup- 
plications, with faſting, and ſackcloth, 
and aſhes: - 

4 And I prayed unto the Lord my 
God, and made my confeſſion, and faid, 
O Lord, the great and dreadful God, 
keeping the covenant and mercy to 
them that love him, and to them that 
keep his commandments; 

5 We have ſinned, and have com- 
mitted iniquity, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even by de- 
parting from thy precepts, and from 
thy judgements. 

6 Neither have we hearkened unto 
thy ſervants the prophets, which ſpake 
in thy name to our kings, our princes, 


againſt thee. 


———— 


and our fathers, and to all the people 
of the land. | 

7 O Lord, righteouſneſs belongeth 
unto thee, but unto us confuſion of 
faces, as at this day; to the men of Ju. 
dah, and to the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem, and unto all Iſrael, that are near, 


and that are far off, through all the 
countries whither thou haſt driven them 
| becauſe of their treſpaſs that they have 


treſpaſſed againſt thee. 


8 O Lord, to us belongeth confuſion 


of face, to our kings, to our princes, and 
to our fathers, becauſe we have ſinned 

9 To the Lord our God belong mer- 
cies and forgiveneſſes, though we have 
rebelled againſt him. - 

10 Neither have we obeyed the 
voice of the Lord our God, to walk in 
his laws which he ſet before us by his 
ſervants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Iſrael have tranſgreſſed 


thy law, even by departing that they | 


might not obey thy voice: therefore 
the curſe is poured upon us, and the 
oath that is written in the law of Moſes 
the ſervant of God, becauſe we have 
ſinned againſt him. 


12 And he hath confirmed his words 


which he ſpake againſt us, and againſt 
our judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil: for under the 


whole heaven hath not been done as 


hath been done upon Jeruſalem. 

113 As it is written in the law of 
Moſes, all this evil is come upon us: yet 
made we not our prayer before the Lord 
our God, that we might turn from our 
iniquities, and underſtand thy truth. 
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14 Therefore hath the Lord watched 


upon the evil, and brought it upon us, 


for the Lord our God is righteous in 


all his works which he doeth: for we 


obeyed not his voice. 
15 And now, O Lord our God, that 


| haſt brought thy people forth out of 


the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and haſt gotten thee renown at this 
day; we have ſinned, we have done 
wickedly, 

16 1 O Lord, according to all thy 
_ righteouſneſs, I beſeech thee, let thine 

anger and thy fury be turned away irom 
thy city Jeruſalem, thy holy mountain: 
becauſe for our ſins, and for the iniqui- 
ties of our fathers, Jeruſalem and thy 
people are become a reproach to all 
that are about us. 

17 Now therefore, O our God, 1 
the prayer of thy ſervant, and his ſup- 
plications, and cauſe thy face to ſhine 
upon thy ſanctuary that is deſolate, for 
the Lord's ſake. 

18 O my God, incline thine ear, 
and hear; open thine eyes, and behold 
our deſolations, and the city which 1s 
called by thy name: for we do not 
preſent our ſupplications before thee 
tor our righteouſneſſes, but for thy 
great mercies. 

19 O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; 
O Lord, hearken, and do; defer not, 
tor thine own ſake, O my God: for thy 
city and thy pogo are called by thy 
name, 

20 1 And whiles I was ſpeaking, and 
praying, and confeſſing my fin, and the 
lin of my people Iſrael, and preſenting 
my ſupplications _ the Lord my 


, 
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God, for the holy mountain of my 
God; 

21 Lea, whiles I was Creating in 
prayer, even the man Gabriel, whom I 
had ſeen in the viſion at the beginning, 
being cauſed to fly ſwiftly, touched 
me about the time of the evening ob- 
lation. 

22 And he 3 me, and talked 
with me, and ſaid, O Daniel, I am now 
come forth to give thee {kill and un- 
derſtanding. 

23 At the beginning of thy ſuppli- 


cations the commandment came forth, 


and I am come to ſhew thee: fo 


thou art greatly beloved: therefore un- 
derſtand the matter, and conſider the 
viſion. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 


upon thy people, and upon thy holy 


city, to finiſh the tranſgreſſion, and to 


make an end of ſins, and to make re- 
conciliation for iniquity, and to bring 
in everlaſting righteouſneſs, and to ſeal 
up the viſion and prophecy, and to 
anoint the moſt Holy. 

25 Know therefore and underſtand 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to reſtore and to build Je- 
ruſalem unto the Meſſiah the Prince, 
ſhall be ſeven weeks: and threeſcore 
and two weeks the ſtreets ſhall be built 
again, and the wall, even in troublous 


times. 


26 And after threeſcore and two | 


[weeks ſhall Meſſiah be cut off, but not 
for himſelf; and the people of the 
prince that ſhall come ſhall deſtroy 
the city and the. ſanctuarv; and the 
end thereof ſhall be with a flood, and 
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unto the end of the war deſolations are 
determined. 

27 And he ſhall confirm the cove- 
nant with many for one week: and in 
the midſt of the week he ſhall cauſe 
the ſacrifice and the oblation to ceaſe, 
and for the overſpreading of abomina- 
tions he ſhall make it deſolate, even 
until the conſummation, and that deter- 
mined, ſhall be poured upon the deſo- 
late. 


Ar. X. 
Daniel humbleth himſelf, Ec. 


IN the third year of Cyrus king of 
Perſia, a thing was revealed unto Da- 
nie], whoſe name was called Belteſhaz- 
zar; and the thing was true, but the 
time appointed was long: and he un- 
derſtood the thing, and had underſtand- 
ing of the viſion. 

2 In thoſe days I Daniel was 
- mourning three full weeks: 
3 I ate no pleaſant bread, neither 


came fleſh nor wine in my mouth, nei- 


ther did I anoint myſelf at all, till three 
whole weeks were fulfilled. 

4 And in the four and twentieth day 
of the firſt month, as I was by the ſide 
of the great river which is Hiddekel: 

5 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and behold, a certain man 
clothed in linen, whoſe loins were 


girded with fine gold of Uphaz: 


6 His body alſo was like the beryl, 


and his face as the appearance of light- 
ning, and his eyes as lamps of fire, and 
his arms and his feet like in colour to 


poliſhed braſs, and the voice of his 
words like the voice of a multitude. 

7 And I Daniel alone ſaw the vi- 
ſion: for the men that were with me 
ſaw not the viſion; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, ſo that they fled to 
hide themſelves. : | 

8 Therefore I was left alone, and 
ſaw this great viſion, and there remained 


no ſtrength in me: for my comelineſs 


was turned in me into corruption, and 


I retained no ſtrength. 
9 Yet heard I the voice of his words : 


and when I heard the voice of his words, 
then was I in a deep ſleep on my face, 


and my face toward the ground: 

10 J And behold, an hand touched 
me, which ſet me upon my knees, and 
upon the palms of my hands. 

11 And he faid unto me, O Daniel, 
a man greatly beloved, underſtand the 
words that I ſpeak unto thee, and 
ſtand upright; for unto thee am I now 
ſent; and when he had ſpoken this word 
unto me, I ſtood trembling. 

12 Then ſaid he unto me, Fear not 
Daniel : for from the firſt day that thou 
didſt ſet thine heart to underſtand, and 


to chaſten thyſelf before thy God, thy 


words were heard, and I am come for 


thy words. TY 
13 But the prince of the kingdom 


of Perſia withſtood me one and twenty 


days: but lo, Michael one of the chief 


princes came to help me; and I re- 
mained there with the kings of Perſia. 
14 Now I am come to make thee 


underſtand what ſhall befal thy people 


in the latter days: for yet the viſion 18 
for many days. 
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15 And when he had ſpoken ſuch 
words unto me, I ſet my face toward 
the ground, aud I became dumb. 

16 And behold, one like the ſimili- 
tude of the ſons of men touched my 
lips: then I opened my mouth, and 
ſpake, and ſaid unto him that ſtood be- 
fore me, O my lord, by the viſion my 
ſorrows are turned upon me, and I 
_—_ retained no ſtrength. 

7 For how can the ſervant of this 
my * talk with this my lord ? for as 
for me, ſtraightway there remained no 
ſtrength in me, neither is there breath 
left in me. 

18 Then there came again and 
touched me one like the appearance of 
a man, and he ſtrengthened me, 

19 And ſaid, O man greatly beloved, 
fear not; peace be unto thee, be ſtrong, 
yea, be ſtrong. And when he had 
ipoken unto me, I was ſtrengthened, 
and ſaid, Let my lord ſpeak : for thou 
haſt . me. 

20 Then ſaid he, Knoweſt thou 

wherefore I come unto thee? and now 
will I return to fight with the prince of 
Perſia: and when I am gone forth, lo, 
the prince of Grecia ſhall come. 
21 But I will ſhew thee that which 
1s noted in the ſcripture of truth: and 
there is none that holdeth with me in 
theſe things but Michael your prince. 


CHAP. XI. 


The overthrow of Perfia, Sc. 


ALSO I in the firſt year of Darius 
the Mede, even I ſtood to confirm and 
to ſtrengthen him. 


2 And now will I ſhew thee the 
truth, Behold, there ſhall ſtand up yet 
three kings in Perſia, and the fourth 
ſhall be far richer than they all: and by 
his ſtrength through his riches he ſhall 
[tir up againſt all the realm of Grecia. 

3 And a mighty king ſhall ſtand up, 
* mall rule with great dominion, 
and do according to his will. 

4 And when he ſhall ſtand up, his 
kingdom ſhall be broken, and ſhall be 
divided toward the four winds of hea- 
ven; and not to his poſterity, nor ac- 
cording to his dominion which he 
ruled: for his kingdom ſhall be plucked 
up, even for others beſide thoſe. 

5 4 And the king of the ſouth ſhall 
be ſtrong, and one of his princes: and 
he ſhall be ſtrong above him, and have 
dominion; his dominion: ſhall be a 
great domin1on. 

6 And in the end of years they 
ſhall join themſelves together; for the 
king's daughter of the ſouth ſhall come 
to the king of the north to make an 
agreement: but ſhe ſhall not retain the 


power of the arm: neither ſhall he 


ſtand, nor his arm: but ſhe ſhall be 
given up, and they that brought her, 
and he that begat her, and he that 
ſtrengthened her in theſe times. 
But out of a branch of her roots 
ſhall one ſtand up in his eſtate, which 
ſhall come with an army, and ſhall 
enter into the fortreſs of the king of 
the north, and ſhall deal againſt them, 
and ſhall prevail; 
8 And ſhall alſo carry captives into 


Egypt their gods, with their princes, 


and with their precious veſſels of ſilver 


And a mighty king, &c. ver. 3.] Alexander the great : the he- -goat, ch, viii, ver. v. This was about a thouſand years aftos 
, Pi expedition of Xerxes, 
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and of gold: and he ſhall continue 
more years than the king of the north. 

9 So the king of the ſouth ſhall 
come into his kingdom, and ſhall re- 
turn into his own land. 

10 But his ſons ſhall be ſtirred up, 
and ſhall aſſemble a multitude of great 
forces: and one ſhall certainly come, 
and overflow, and pals through: then 
ſhall he return, and be ſtirred up even 
to his fortreſs. 

11 And the king of the ſouth ſhall 
be moved with choler, and ſhall come 
forth and fight with him, even with 
the king of the north: and he ſhall ſet 
forth a great multitude; but the multi- 
tude ſhall be given into his hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away 
the multitude, his heart ſhall be lifted 
up, and he ſhall caſt down many ten 


thouſands ; but he ſhall not be ſtrength- 


_ it. | 
13 For the king of the north ſhall 


return, and ſhall ſet forth a multitude 
greater than the former, and ſhall 
certainly come after certain years with 
a great army and with much riches. 

14 And in thoſe times there ſhall 
many ſtand up againſt the king of the 
ſouth: alſo the robbers of thy people 
mall exalt themſelves to eſtabliſh the 
viſion ; but they ſhall fall. 

15 So the king of the north ſhall 
come and caſt up a mount, and take 
the moſt fenced cities: and the arms 
of the ſouth ſhall not withſtand, nei- 
ther his choſen people, neither ſhall 
there be any ſtrength to withſtand. 

16 But be that cometh againſt him 


—_— do 1 to his own — 


dd none ſhall ſtand before him: and 
he ſhall ſtand in the glorious land 
which by his hand ſhall be conſumed. 

17 He ſhall alſo ſet his face to enter 


with the ſtrength of his whole king- 


dom and upright ones with him; thus 
ſhall he do, and he ſhall give him the 
daughter of women, corrupting her: 
but ſhe ſhall not ſtand on his fide, 
neither be for him. 

18 After this ſhall he turn his face 
unto the iſles and ſhall take many : but 
a prince for his own behalf ſhall cauſe 
the reproach offered by him to ceaſe ; 


without his own reproach. he ſhall 


caule it to turn upon him. 
19 Then he ſhall turn his face to- 


ward the fort of his own land: but 


he ſhall ſtumble and fall, and not be 


found. 
20 Then ſhall ſtand up in his eſtate 
a raiſer of taxes in the glory of the 
kingdom; but within few days he 
ſhall be deſtroyed, neither in anger, 
nor in battle. 

21 And in his eſtate ſhall ſtand up 
a vile perſon, to whom they ſhall not 
give the honour of the kingdom: but 
he ſhall come in peaceably, and obtain 


the kingdom by flatteries. 


22 And with the arms of a flood 


ſhall they be overflown from before 
him, and ſhall be broken; yea, alſo 
the 1 of the covenant. 

3 And after the league made with 
him * ſhall work deceitfully; for he 
ſhall come up, and ſhall become ſtrong 
with a ſmall people. | 

24 He ſhall enter peaceably even 
upon the fatteſt places of the province: : 
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and he ſhall do that which his fathers 
have not done, nor his fathers fathers; 
he ſhall ſcatter among them the prey 
and ſpoil, and riches: yea, and he 
ſhall forecaſt his devices againſt the 
ſtrong holds, even for a time. 

25 And he ſhall ſtir up his power 
and his courage againſt the king of the 
ſouth with a great army : and the king 
of the ſouth ſhall be ſtirred up to battle 
with a very great and mighty army ; 
but he ſhall not ſtand: for they ſhall 
forecaſt devices againſt him. 

26 Yea, they that feed of the por- 
tion of his meat ſhall deſtroy him, 
and his army ſhall overflow: and 
many ſhall fall down ſlain. ; 

27 And both theſe kings' hearts ſhall 
be to do miſchief, and they ſhall ſpeak 
lies at one table; but it ſhall not pro- 
ſper: for yet the end ſhall be at the 
time appointed. 


28 Then ſhall he return into his 


land with great riches, and his heart 
ſhall be againſt the holy covenant: and 
he ſhall do exploits, and return to his 
_ own land. 

29 At the time appointed he ſhall 
return, and come toward the ſouth, 
but it ſhall not be as the former, or 
a the lar. 

30 For the ſhips of Chittim ſhall 
come againſt him; therefore he ſhall 


be grieved and return, and have indig- 


nation againſt the holy covenant: 
ſo ſhall he do, he ſhall even return, 
and have intelligence with them that 
lorſake the holy covenant. T4 

31 And arms ſhall ſtand on his part 


and they ſhall pollute the ſanctuary of 


ſtrength, and ſhall take away the daily 
ſacrifice, and they ſhall place the abo- 
mination that maketh deſolate. 

32 And ſuch as do wickedly againſt 
the covenant ſhall he corrupt by flat- 
teries: but the people that do know 
their God ſhall be ſtrong, and do ex- 
ploits. | 

33 And they that underſtand among 
the people ſhall inſtruct many: yet they 
ſhall fall by the ſword, and by flame, 
by captivity, and by ſpoil many days. 

34 Now when they ſhall fall, they 
{ſhall be holpen with a little help: but 
many ſhall cleave to them with flat- 
teries. | 7981 
35 And ſome of them of underſtand- 
ing ſhall fall to try 
and to make them white, even to the 
time of the end: becauſe it is yet for 
a time appointed. 

36 1 And the king ſhall do accord- 
ing to his will, and he ſhall exalt him- 
ſelf, and magnify himſelf above every 
god, and ſhall ſpeak marvellous things 
againſt the God of gods, and ſhall proſ- 
per till the indignation be accompliſh- 
ed: for that that is determined ſhall 
be done. 62 

37 Neither ſhall he regard the God 
of his fathers, nor the deſire of women, 


nor regard any god: for he ſhall mag- 


nify himſelf above all. 


38 But in his eſtate ſhall he honour 


the God of forces: and a god whom 


his fathers knew not ſhall he honour 


with gold and ſilver, and with preci- 
ous ſtones, and pleaſant things. 


39 Thus ſhall he do in the moſt 
ſtrong holds with a ſtrange god, whom 


And he ſhall ſtir up his power and courage, &c. ver. 25.) Antiochus Epiphanes ſhall muſter up the power of Syria, and 


with 221 courage give battle to Ptolomy Philometor. 
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he ſhall acknow ledge and increaſe with 
glory: and he ſhall cauſe them to rule 
over many, and ſhall divide the land 
for gain. 

40 And at the time of the end ſhall 
the king of the ſouth puſh at him; and 
the king of the north ſhall come againſt 
him like a whirlwind, with chariots, 
and with horſemen, and with many 
ſhips; and he ſhall enter into the coun- 
tries, and ſhall overflow, and paſs over. 

41 He ſhall enter alſo into the glo- 
rious land, and many countries ſhall be 
overthrown ; but theſe ſhall eſcape out 


of his hand, even Edom, and Moab, | 


and the chief of the children of Ammon. 

42 He ſhall ftretch forth his hand 
alſo upon the countries: and the land 
of Egypt ſhall not eſcape; 

43. But he ſhall have power over the 
treaſures of gold and of filver, and over 
all the precious things of Egypt: and 
the Libyans and the Ethiopians ſhall 
be at his ſteps. | 

44 But tidings out of the eaſt, and 
out of the north, ſhall trouble him: 
therefore he ſhall go forth with great 
fury to deſtroy, and utterly to make 
away many. 

45 And he ſhall plant the taberna- 
cles of his palaces between the ſeas, in 
the glorious holy mountain: yet he 
ſhall come to his end, and none ſhall 
help him. 


CHAP. XII. 
Michael ſhall deliver Iſrael, &c. 
AND at that time ſhall Michael ſtand 


| 


up, the great prince which ſtandeth for 


the children of thy people; and the 


{hall be a time of trouble, ſuch as never 
was ſince there was a nation even to 


that ſame time: and at that time thy 


people ſhall be delivered, every one 
that ſhall be found written in the book. 

2 And many of them that ſleep in 
the duſt of the earth ſhall awake, ſome 
to everlaſting life, and ſome to ſhame 
and everlaſting contempt. 

3 And they that be wiſe ſhall ſhine 
as tie brightneſs of the firmament ; and 
they that turn many to righteouſneſs as 
the ſtars, for ever and ever. 

4 But thou, O Daniel, ſhut up the 
words, and foal the book, even to the 
time of the end: many ſhall run to and 
fro, and knowledge ſhall be increaſed. 

5 J Then I Daniel looked, and be- 
hold there ſtood other two, the one on 
this ſide of the bank of the river, and 
the other on that ſide of the bank of the 
river. 

6 And one ſaid to the man clothed 
in linen, which was upon the waters of 
the river, How long ſhall it be to the 
end of theſe wonders? 

7 And I heard the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of the 


river, when he held up his right hand 


and his left hand unto heaven, and 
ſware by him that liveth for ever, that 
it ſhall be for a time, times, and an 
half: and when he ſhall have accom- 
pliſhed to ſcatter the power of the 
holy people, all theſe things ſhall be 
finiſhed. 

8 And I heard, but I underſtood not. 
Then faid I, O my lord, what ſhall be 
the pond of theſe things? 45 
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9 And he ſaid, Go thy way, Daniel; 
for the words are cloſed up and ſealed 
till the time of the end. 


10 Many ſhall be purified and made]. 


white, and tried ; but the wicked ſhall 
do wickedly: and none of the wicked 
ſhall underſtand; but the wiſe ſhall 
underſtand. | 

11 And from the time that the daily 


abomination that maketh deſolate ſet 
up, there ſhall be a thouſand two hun- 
dred and ninety days. 
12 Bleſſed is he that waiteth, and 
cometh to the thouſand three hundred 
and five and thirty days. | 

13 But go thou thy way till» the 
end be: for thou ſhalt reſt, and 
ſtand in thy lot at the end of the 


ſacrifice ſhall be taken away, and the 


days. 


H0S EA. 
WW | Jezreel upon the houſe of Jehu, and 
CHAP. I. will cauſe to ceaſe the kingdom of the 


God's judgement for ſpiritual whoredom. 


HE word of the Lord that came 
unto Hoſea, the fon of Beeri, in 
the days of Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and 
Hezekiah, kings of Judah, and in the 
days of jeroboam, the ſon of Joaſh, 
king of Ifrael. 

2 The beginning of the word of the 
Lord by Hoſea. And the Lord faid 
to Hoſea, Go, take unto thee a wife of 


whoredoms, and children of whore- 


doms; for the land hath committed 
great whoredom, departing from the 
Lord. 

3 So he went and: took Gon the 
daughter of Diblaim, which conceived, 
and bare him a ſon. 

4 1 And the Lord ſaid unto him, 
Call his name Jezreel: for yet a little 


ammi: 


houſe of Iſrael. 

5 And it ſhall come to paſs at that 
gay, that I will break the bow: of Iſrael 
in the valley of Jezreel. 

6 And ſhe conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. . And God faid unto 
him, Call her name Lo-ruhamah: for 
I will no more have mercy upon the 
houſe of Iſrael; but J will Mes take 
them away. 

7 But I will have mercy upon the 
houſe of Judah, and will ſave them by 
the Lord their God, and will not ſave 
them by bow, nor by ſword, nor by 
battle, by horſes, nor by horſemen... 

8 1 Now when ſhe had weaned Eo-: - 
ruhamah, ſhe conceived and bare a ſon. 

9 Then ſaid God, Call his name Lo- 
for ye are not my people, and 
I will not be your God.

HEAR ye this, O prieſts, and heark- 
en, ye houle of Iſrael; and give ye ear, 
O houſe of the king; for judgement is 
toward you, becauſe ye have been a 
ſnare on Mizpah, and a net ſpread upon 
Tabor.

5 Therefore have I hewed them 
by the prophets; I have flain them 
by the words of my mouth, and thy 
judgements are as the light that goeth 
forth. 

6 For I deſired mercy, and not ſa- 
crifice; and the knowledge of God, 
more than burnt-offerings. 

7 But they like men have tranſ- 
greſſed the covenant: there have they 

dealt treacherouſly againſt me. 

8 Gilead is a city of them that 
work iniquity, and 1s polluted with 
blood. 

9 And as troops of robbers wait for 
a man, ſo the company of prieſts mur- 
der in the way by conſent: for they 
commit lewdneſs. 

10 I have ſeen an horrible thing 
in the houſe of Iſrael: there is the 
whoredom of Ephraim, Iſrael is de- 
filed. 

11 Alfo, O Judah, he hath ſet an 
harveſt for thee, when I returned the 


captivity of my people. 
- CHAP. VII. 
A reproof of manifold ins, Sc. 


WIEN I would have healed Iſrael, 
then the iniquity of Ephraim was di- 


ed and the wickedneſs of "Hay 
ria: for they commit falſhood; and 


the thief cometh in, and the troop 


of robbers ſpoileth without. 

2 And they conſider not in their 
hearts, that I remember all their 
wickedneſs: now their own doings 
have beſet them about, they are be- 
fore my face. 

3 They make the king glad with 
their wickedneſs, and the princes with 
their lies. 
4 They are all adulterers, as an 
oven heated by the baker, who ceaſeth 


from raiſing after he hath kneaded the 


dough, until it be leavened. 
5 In the day of our king, the prin- 


ces have made him lick with bottles 


of wine; he ſtretched out his band 
with ſcorners. | 

6 For they have made ready their 
heart like an oven, whiles they lie in 
wait; their baker ſleepeth all the 
night; in the morning 1t burneth as a 
flaming fire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, and 
have devoured their judges; all their 
kings are fallen, there 1s none among 
them that calleth unto me. 

8 Ephraim, he hath mixed himſelf 
among the people; Ephraim is a cake 


not turned. 
9 Strangers have devoured his 


ſtrength, and he knoweth it not: yea, 
gray hairs are here and there upon 


him, yet he knoweth not. 
10 And the pride of Iſrael teſtifieth 


to his face: and they do not return to 
the Lord their God, ſeek him for 
all this. 
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11 J Ephraim alſo is like a ſilly 
dove without heart: they call to Egypt, 


they go to Aſſyria. 
12 When they ſhall 


go, I will 


ſpread my net upon them; I will bring 


them down as the fowls of the heaven; 
I will chaſtiſe them as their congrega- 
tion hath heard. 

13 Woe unto them! for they have 
| fled from me: deſtruction unto them! 

becauſe they have tranſgreſſed againſt 
me: though I have redeemed them, 
yet they have ſpoken lies againſt me. 

14 And they have not cried unto 
me with their heart, when they howled 
upon their beds: they aſſemble them- 
ſelves for corn and wine, and they re- 
bel againſt me. 

15 Though I have bound, and 
ſtrengthened their arms, yet do they 
imagine miſchief againſt me, 

16 They return, but not to the moſt 
High: they are like a deceitful bow: 
their princes ſhall fall by the ſword 
for the rage of their tongue: this ſhall

broken in pieces. 

7 For they have ſown the wind, and 
hes {ſhall reap the whirlwind: it hath 
no ſtalk: the bud ſhall yield no meal: 
if ſo be it yield, the ſtrangers ſhall ſwal- 
low 1t up. 

8 Iſrael is ſwallowed up: now „ ſhall 
5 be among the Gentiles, as a veſſel 
wherein is no pleaſure. 

9 For they are gone up to Aſſyria, 
a wild aſs alone by himſelf: Ephraim 
hath hired lovers. 

10 Yea, though they have hired a-

them, and they ſhall forrow a little for 
the burden of the king of princes.

for their bread for their ſoul ſhall not 
come into the houſe of the Lord. 

5 What will ye do in the ſolemn 
day, and in the day of the feaſt of the 
Lord ? 

6 For lo, they are gone, becaule of 
deſtruction : Egypt ſhall gather them 
up, Memphis ſhall bury them: the plea- 
ſant . for their ſilver nettles ſhall 
poſſeſs them: thorns ſhall be in their 
tabernacles.

7 The days of viſitation are come, 


the days of recompenſe are come; I 


rael ſhall know uit: the prophet is 


fool, the ſpiritual man is mad, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity, and the 


great hatred. 


8 The watchman of Ephraim was 


with my God: but the prophet is a 
inare of a fowler in all his ways, and 
hatred in the houſe of his God. 

9 They have deeply corrupted them- 
ſelves, as in the days of Gibeah: there- 
fore he will remember their iniquity, 
he will viſit their fins. - 

10 I found Iſrael like grapes in the 
wilderneſs; I ſaw your fathers as the 
firſt-ripe in the hg-tree at her firſt time: 
but they went to Baal-peor, and ſepa- 
rated themſelves unto that ſhame ; and 
their abominations were according as 
they loved. 

11 As for Ephraim, their glory ſhall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the con- 
ception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil- 
dren, yet' will I bereave them, that 
1 ſhall not be a man left: yea, woe 
alſo to them when J depart from them! 

13 Ephraim, as I ſaw Tyrus, is 


planted in a pleaſant place: but Ephra- 


im ſhall bring forth his children to the 


murderer. 
14 Give them, O Lord: what wilt 


thou give? give them a miſcarrying 


womb, and dry breaſts.

Iſrael is reproved and threatened, Sc. 


ISRAEL is an empty vine, he bring- 
eth forth fruit unto himſelf: according 
to the multitude of his fruit he hath in- 
creaſed the altars; according to the 
goodneſs of his land they have made 
goodly images. 

2 Their heart is divided; now ſhall 
they be found faulty : he ſhall break 
down their altars, he ſhall ſpoil their 
images.

6 It ſhall be alſo carried unto Aſſy- 
ria, for a preſent to king Jareb: Ephraim

{hall receive ſhame, and Iſrael ſhall be 
aſhamed of his own counſel. 

7 As for Samaria, her king is cut off 
as the foam upon the water. 

8 The high places alſo of Aven, the 
ſin of Iſrael, ſhall be deſtroyed : the 
thorn and the thiſtle ſhall come up on 
their altars: and they ſhall fay to the 
mountains, Cover us; and to the hills, 
Fall on us. 

9 O Ifrael, thou haſt ſinned from the 
days of Gibeah : there they ſtood : the 
battle in Gibeah againſt the children of 
iniquity did not overtake them.. 

10 It is in my deſire that I ſhould 
chaſtiſe them: and the people ſhall be 
gathered againſt them, when they ſhall _ 
bind themſelves in their two furrows. 

11 And Ephraim is as an heifer that 
is taught, and loveth to tread out the 
corn: but I paſſed over upon her fair 
neck: I will make Ephraim to ride; 
— ſhall plough, and Jacob ſhall 

reak his clods. 

12 Sow to yourſelves in righteouſ- 
nels, reap in mercy: break up your fal- 
low ground; for it is time to ſeek the 
Lord, till he come and rain righteouſ- 
neſs upon you. | 

13 Ye have ploughed wickedneſs, 
ye have reaped iniquity : ye have eaten 
the fruit of lies: becauſe thou didſt truſt 
in thy way, in. the multitude of thy 
mighty men. 

14 Therefore ſhall a tumult arife a- 
mong thy people, and all thy fortreſſes 
ſhall be ſpoiled, as Shalman ſpoiled 
Beth-arbel in the day of battle: the 
mother was daſhed in pieces upon her 
children.. 
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15 So ſhall Beth-el do unto you, 
becauſe of your great wickedneſs: in a 


morning ſhall the king of Iſrael utterly | 


be cut off. 
HAP. XI. 


The ingratitude of Ifrael unto God for 
has benefits, Ec. 


"WHEN Iſrael was a child, then I 
loved him, and called my fon out of

8 How ſhall I give thee up Ephra- 
im? how ſhall I deliver thee, "Iſrael ? 
how ſhall I make thee as Admah? how

ſtroy Ephraim: for I am God and not

6 Shall a trumpet be blown in the 


city, and the people not be afraid? 
ſhall there be evil in a city and the 


Lord hath not done it? 


7 Surely the Lord God will do no- 


thing, but he revealeth his ſecret unto 
his ſervants the prophets. 

8 The lion hath roared, who will 
not fear? the Lord God hath ſpoken, 


who can but propheſy ? 
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9 7 Publiſh in the palaces at Aſh- 
dod, and in the palaces in the land 
of Egypt, and ſay, Aſſemble your- 
ſelves upon the mountains of Sama- 
ria, and behold the great tumults in 
the midſt thereof, and the oppreſſed 
in the midſt thereof. 

10 For they know not to do right 
faith the Lord, who ſtore up violence 
and robbery in their palaces.

13 Hear ye and teſtify in the houſe 
of Jacob, faith the Lord God, the

14 That in the day that I ſhall viſit 
the tranſgreſſions of Iſrael upon him, 
I will alſo viſit the altars of Beth- el: 
and the horns of the altar ſhall be cut 
off, and fall to the ground. = 

15 And I will ſmite the winter- 
houſe with the ſummer-houſe, and the 
houſes of ivory ſhall periſh, and the 
great houſes ſhall have an end, faith 
the Lord. 


CHAP Iv.

- HEAR this word, ye kine of Ba-

5 And offer a ſacrifice of thankſgiv- 
ing with leaven, and proclaim and 
publiſh the free-offerings; for this lik- 
eth you, O ye children of Iſrael, ſaith 
the Lord God. "i: 

6 1 And I alſo have given you clean- 
neſs of teeth in all your cities, and 
want of bread in all your places; yet 
have ye not returned unto me, ſaith 
the Lord. a | 


7 And alſo I have with-holden the 
rain from you, when there were yet 


three months to the harveſt; and I 
cauſed it to rain upon one city, and 
cauſed it not to rain upon another 
city: one piece was rained upon, and 
the piece whereupon it rained not, 
withered. : 

8 So two or three cities wandered 


unto one city, to drink water; but they 


were not ſatisfied : yet have ye not 
returned unto me, ſaith the Lord.

and mildew: when your gardens and 
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your vineyards, and your fig- trees, and 
your olive- trees increaſed, the palmer- 
worm devoured them: yet have ye 
not returned unto me, ſaith the Lord. 

10 J have ſent among you the peſti- 
lence after the manner of Egypt: your 

oung men have I ſlain with the ſword, 
and have taken away your Horſes ; and 
I have made the ſtink of your camps 
to come up unto your noſtrils : yet have 
ye not returned unto me, ſaith the 
Lord. 

11 I have overthrown ſome of you, 
as God overthrew Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, and ye were as a hre-brand pluck- 
ed out of the burning: yet have ye not 
returned unto me, ſaith the Lord. 

12 Therefore thus w.ll I do unto 
| thee, O Iſrael: and becauſe I will do 
this unto thee, prepare to meet thy 


God, O Iſrael. 
13 For lo, he that formeth the 


mountains, and createth the wind, and 
declareth unto man what 1s his thought, 
that maketh the morning darkneſs, and 
treadeth upon the high places of the 
earth; The Lord the God of hoſts is

2 Ariſe, go unto Nineveh that great 
city, and preach unto 1t the preaching 
| that I bid thee. 

3 So Jonah aroſe, and went unto 
Minen according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an ex- 
ceeding great city of three days jour- 
ney. .

5 1 So the people of Nineveh be- 
lieved God, and proclaimed a faſt, and 
put on ſackcloth, from the greateſt of 
them even to the leaſt of them. 

6 For word came unto the king of 
Nineveh, and he aroſe from his throne 


and he laid his robe from him, and 


covered him with ſackcloth, and ſat 


in aſhes.

7 But God prepared a worm when 
the morning roſe the next day, and it 
{mote the gourd that it withered. 

8 And it came to paſs when the ſun 
did ariſe, that God prepared a vehe- 
ment eaſt-wind ; and the ſun beat upon 


the head of Jonah that he fainted, and 


wiſhed in himſelf to die, and ſaid, It 
is better for me to die than to live.

HE word of the Lord that came 
to Micah the Moraſthite in the 
days of Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah, which he ſaw concern- 
ing Samaria and Jeruſalem.

2 Hear, all ye people; hearken, O 
earth, and all that therein is: and let 
the Lord God be witneſs againſt you, 
the Lord from his holy temple. 
3 For behold, the Lord cometh 
forth out of his place, and will come 
down, and tread upon the high places 


of the earth. 
4 And the mountains ſhall be molt- 


en under him, and the valleys ſhall be 


cleft ; as wax before the fire, and as the 


waters that are poured down a ſteep 


place. 
5 For the tranſgreſſion of Jacob is 


all this, and for the ſins of the houſe 
of Iſrael, What is the tranſgreſſion of 
Jacob? is it not Samaria? and what 
are the high places of Judah ? are they 


not Jeruſalem ? 1 
6 Therefore I will make Samaria 


as an heap of the field, and as plant- 


ings of a vineyard; and I will pour | 


down the ſtones thereof into the val- 
ley, and I will diſcover the founda- 
tions thereof. 

7 And all the graven images thereof 
ſhall be beaten to pieces, and all the 


hires thereof ſhall be burnt with the 


fire, and all the 1dols thereof will I 
lay deſolate: for ſhe gathered it of 
the hire of an harlot, and they ſhall re- 
turn of an harlot. | 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl, I 
will go ſtript and naked: I will make a 
walling like the dragons, and mourn- 
ing as the owls. | 

9 For her wound is incurable; for 
it is come unto Judah, he is come 
unto the gate of my people, even to 
Jeruſalem. 

10 1 Declare ye it not at Gath; 
weep ye not at all: in the houſe of 
Aphrah roll thyſelf in the duſt. 

11 Paſs ye away, thou inhabitant 
of Saphir, having thy ſhame naked ; 
the inhabitant of Zaanan came -not 
forth in the mourning of Beth- 
ezel ; he ſhall receive of you his ſtand- 
ing. 

12 For the bab of Maroth 
waited carefully for good; but evil 
came down from the Lord unto the 


gate of Jeruſalem. 


For behold, the Lord _— ver. 3-] Will manifeſt himſelf in a way of judgement againſt you for your | ſins, 
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13 O thou inhabitant of Lachiſh, 
bind the chariot to the ſwift beaſt, 
ſhe is the beginning of the ſin to the 
daughter of Zion : for the tranſgreſſions 
of Iſrael were found in thee. 

14 Therefore ſhalt thou give pre- 
ſents to Moreſheth-gath: the houſes 
Achzib ſhall be a lie to the kings 
. 

Yet will I bring an heir unto 
She O inhabitant of Mareſhah : he 
ſhall come unto Adullam the glory of 
Miel. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee 
for thy delicate children: enlarge thy 
baldneſs as the eagle; for they are gone 
into captivity from thee. 


Againſt oppreſſion: a lamentation, Ec. 


WOE to them that deviſe iniquity, 


and work evil upon their beds! when 
the morning is light they practiſe it, be- 
cauſe it is in the power of their hand. 


2 And they covet fields, and take 


them by violence; and houſes, and take 
them away: ſo they oppreſs a man and 
his houſe, even a man and his heritage. 
3 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord; Be- 
hold, againſt this family do 1 deviſe 
an evil, from which ye ſhall not re- 
move your necks; neither ſhall ye go 
haughtily ; for this time is evil. 
4 1 In that day ſhall one take up a 
ble againſt you, and lament with 
a doleful lamentation, and fay, We be 
utterly ſpoiled : he hath changed the

6 Prophecy ye not, ſay they to them 
that prophecy: they ſhall not pro- 
phecy to them, that they ſhall not take 
ſhame. 

7 4 O thou that art named, The 
houſe of Jacob, is the ſpirit of the Lord 


my words do good to him that walketh 
uprightly ? 

8 Even of late my people 1s Nen 
up as an enemy: ye pull off the robe 
with the garment from them that paſs 
by ſecurely, as men averſe from war. 

9 The women of my people have 
ye caſt out from their pleaſant houſes ; 


my glory for ever. 
10 Ariſe ye, and depart ; for this is 
not your reſt : becauſe it is polluted, it

ſtruction. 
11 If a man walking in the ſpirit 
and falſhood do lie, ſaying, I will pro-

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither underſtand they 
his counſel; for he ſhall gather them 
as the ſheaves into the floor. 

13 Ariſe, and threſh, O daughter of 
Zion: for I will make thine horn iron, 
and I will make thy hoofs braſs; and 
thou ſhalt beat in pieces many people: 
and I will conſecrate their gain unto the 
Lord, and their ſubſtance unto the Lord, 
of the whole earth.

5 Behold, I am againſt thee, ſaith 
the Lord of hoſts, and I will diſ- 
cover thy ſkirts upon thy face, and I 
will ſhew the nations thy nakednelſs, 
and the kingdoms thy ſhame. 

6 And I will caſt abominable filth 
upon thee, and make thee vile, and 
will ſet thee as a gazing-ſtock. 

7 And it ſhall come to paſs, that all 
they that look upon thee ſhall flee 
from thee, and ſay, Nineveh is laid 
waſte, who will bemoan her? whence 
ſhall I ſeek comforters for thee?

18 In Rama was there a voice heard, 
lamentation, and weeping, and great 
mourning, Rachel weeping for her 
children; and would not be comforted, 
becauſe they are not. 

19 J But, when Herod was dead, 
behold, an angel of the Lord appear- 
eth in a dream to Joſeph in Egypt, 

20 Saying, Ariſe, and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into 
the land of Iſrael: for they are dead 
which ſought the young child's life. 

21 And. he aroſe, and took the 
young child and his mother, and came 
into the land of Iſrael. | 

22 But when he heard that Arche- 
laus did reign in judea, in the room 
of his father Herod, he was afraid to 
go thither. Notwithſtanding, being 
warned of God in a dream, he turned 
aſide into the parts of Galilee. 

23 And he came and dweltin a city 
called Nazareth, that it might be ful- 
filled which was ſpoken by the pro- 
phets, He ſhall be called a Nazarene.

11 I indeed baptize you with water 
unto repentance ; but he that cometh 
aſter me, is mightier than I, whoſe 
ſhoes I am not worthy to bear: he 
ſhall baptize you with the Holy Ghoſt, 
and with fire: 

12 Whoſe fan is in his hand, and he 
will throughly purge his floor, and ga- 
ther his Wheat into the garner: but he 
will burn up the chaff with unquench- 


able fre. 


12 Then cometh Jeſus from Gali- p 


lee to Jordan unto John, to be bap- 
tized of him. 


14 But John forbad him, ſaying, I 
have need to be baptized of thee, and 
comeſt thou to me? 

15 And Jeſus anſwering, ſaid unto 
him, Suffer it to be ſo now: for thus 
it becometh us to fulfill all righteouſ- 
neſs.

7 Jeſus ſaid unto him, It is written 
again, Thou ſhalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God. 

8 Again the devil taketh him up into 
an exceeding high mountain, and ſhew- 
eth him all the kingdoms of the world, 
and the glory of them; 

9 And ſaith unto him, All theſe 
things will I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worſhip me. | 

10 Then ſaith Jeſus unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan: for it is written, 
Thou ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy. God, 
and him only ſhalt thou ſerve. | 

11 Then the devil leaveth him, and 
behold, angels came and miniſtered un- 
to him. | } 

12 J Now when. Jeſus had heard 
that John. was caſt into priſon, he de- 
parted into Galilee; _ 

13 And leaving Nazareth, he came 
and dwelt in Capernaum, which is up- 
on the ſea-coaſt, in the borders of Za- 
bulon and Nephthalim : 1 

14 That it might be fulſilled which 
was ſpoken by Eſaias the prophet, ſay- 
ing, l | 
15 The land of Zabulon, and the 
land of Nephthalim, by the way of the 
| fea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the 
Gentiles: _ 


16 The people which ſat in dark-| 


nels ſaw great light ; and to them which 
lat in the region and ſhadow of death, 
light is ſprung up. | 


17 1 From that time Jeſus began to 
reach, and to ſay, Repent; for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

18 J And Jeſus, walking by the ſea 
of Galilee, ſaw two brethren, Simon 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother, 
caſting a net into the ſea: for they were 
hſhers. 

19 And he ſaith unto them, Follow 
me, and I will make you fiſhers of 
men. | 
20 And they ſtraightway left their 
nets and followed him. 

21 And going on from thence, he 
ſaw other two brethren, James the fon 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, in 
a ſhip with Zebedee their father, 
mending their nets: and he called 
them.

15 Neither do men light a candle, 
and put it under a buſhel, but on a 
candleſtick ; and it giveth light unto all 
that are in the houſe.

26 Verily I ſay unto thee, Thou 
ſhalt by no means come out thence, 
till thou haſt paid the uttermoſt far-

commit adultery : 

28 But I fay unto you, That who- 
ſoever looketh on a woman to luſt af. 
ter her, hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart. 

29 And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and caſt it from thee : for 
it is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members ſhould periſh, and not that 
thy whole body ſhould be caſt into hell. 

30 And if thy right hand offend

thee, cut it off, and caſt it from thee : | 


for it is profitable for thee that one of

32 But I fay unto you, That who- 
ſoever ſhall put away his wife, faving 
for the cauſe of fornication, cauſeth her 
to commit adultery : and whoſoever 
ſhalt marry her that is divorced, com- 
mitteth adultery. 
33 J Again ye have heard that it 
hath been ſaid by them of old time, 
Thou ſhalt not forſwear thyſelf, but ſhalt 
perform unto the Lord thine oaths: 

34 But I fay unto you, Swear not at 
all; neither by heaven, for it is God's 
throne ;

36 Neither ſhalt thou ſwear by thy 
head, becauſe thou canit not make one 
hair white or black. 

37 But let your communication be, 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay; for whatſoever 
is more than theſe, cometh of evil. 

38 Ye have heard that it hath been 
ſaid, An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth: 

9 But I fay unto you, That ye re- 
fiſt not evil: but whoſoever ſhall ſmite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him 
the other alſo. 

40 And if any man will fi thee at 
the law, and take away thy coat, let 
him have thy cloak allo. 

41 And whoſoever ſhall compel thee 
to go a mile, go with him twain. 

42 Give to him that aſketh thee ; and 
from him that would borrow of thee, 
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43 Ve have heard that it bath | 
been ſaid, Thou ſhalt love thy neigh- 
bour, and hate thine enemy : 

44 But I ſay unto you, Love your 
enemies, bleſs them that curſe you, do 
good to them that hate you, and pray 
for them which deſpitefully uſe you, 
and perſecute you; 

45 That ye may be the children of 
your Father which is in heaven: for 
he maketh his ſun to riſe on the evil 
and on the good, and ſendeth rain on 
the juſt and on the unjuſt. 

46 For if ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye? do not 
even the publicans the ſame ? 

47 And if ye ſalute your brethren 
only, what do you more than others? 
do not even the publicans ſo? 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father, which is in heaven is per- 


fect.

Of alms, prayer, forgweneſs, fa Ning, our 


treaſure, Sc. 

TAKE heed that ye do not your 

alms before men, to be ſeen of them; 
otherwiſe ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven. 
2 Therefore when thou doeſt thine 
alms, do not ſound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do, in the ſyna- 
gogues, and in the ſtreets, that they 
may have glory of men. Verily I ſay 
unto you, they have their reward. 

3 But when thou d6eſt alms, let not 


thy left hand know what — right hand 
doeth: P 


4 | That china ow may be * * 


cret: and thy Father which ſeeth in 


ſecret, himſelf ſhall reward thee open- 
ly. 

E 5 1 And when thou prayeſ, thou 
ſhalt not be as the hypocrites are : for 
they love to pray ſtanding in the ſyna- 
gogues, and in the corners of the ſtreets, 
that they may be ſeen of men. Verily 
I ſay unto you, they have their re- 
ward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayeſt, en- 
ter into thy cloſet, and when thou haſt 
ſhut thy door, pray to thy Father which 
is in ſecret ; and thy Father which 
ſeeth in ſecret, ſhall reward thee open- 
BE 

, 7 But when ye pray, uſe not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for they 
think that they ſhall be heard for their 
much king: 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto 
them : for your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of before ye alk 
him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye: Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name; 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
* our debtors. 

And lead us not into temptation, 


but deliver us from evil: For thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the 


glory, for ever. Amen. 
14 4 For if ye forgive men their 
treſpaſſes, your heavenly Father will 


alſo forgive you ; 
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15 But if ye forgive not men their 
treſpaſſes, neither will your Father for- 
give your treſpaſſes. 

16 1 Moreover, when ye faſt, benot 
as the hypocrites, of a ſad counte- 
nance: for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to faſt. 
Verily I ſay unto you, they have their 
reward. 

17 But thou, when thou faſteſt, 
anoint thine head, and waſh thy face; 

18 That thou appear not unto men 
to faſt, but unto thy Father which is in 
ſecret: and thy Father which ſeeth in 
ſecret, ſhall reward thee openly. 

19 1 Lay not up for yourſelves trea- 
ſures upon earth, where moth and ruſt 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and ſteal : 

20 But lay up for yourſelves trea- 
ſures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor ruſt doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor ſteal ; 

21 For where your treaſure is, there 
will your heart be alſo. 

22 The light of the body is the eye: 
if therefore thine eye be ſingle, thy 
whole body ſhall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body ſhall be full of darknels. 
If therefore the light that is in thee 
be darkneſs, how great is that dark- 
neſs ! 

24 1 No man can ſerve two maſters: 
for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other; orelfe he will hold to 
the one, and deſpiſe the other. Ye 
cannot ſerve God and mammon. 

25 Thereforel ſay unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye ſhall 


| 


of God, and his righteouſneſs, 


eat, or what ye ſhall drink; nor yet 
for your body what ye ſhall put on: Is 
not the life more than meat, and the 
body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they ſow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns: yet your hea- 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they ? 

27 Which of you by taking thought, 
can add one cubit unto his ſtature? 

28 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Conſider the lilies of the 
held, how they grow; they toll not, 
neither do they ſpin ; 

29 And yet I ſay unto you, That 
even Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of theſe. 

30 Wherefore, if God ſo clothe the 
graſs of the field, which to-day 1s, and 
to-morrow is caſt into the oven, ſhall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye 
of little faith ? 

31 Therefore take no. thought, ſay- 
ing, What ſhall we eat, or what ſhall 
we drink? or wherewithal ſhall we be 
clothed ? 

32 (For after all theſe things do the 
Gentiles ſeek) for your heavenly Fa- 
ther knoweth that ye have need of all 
theſe things. 

33 But ſeek ye firſt the kingdom 
and 
all theſe things ſhall be added unto 
you. 3 5 
34 Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow : for the morrow ſhall take 
thought for the things of itſelf, Suf- 
ficient unto the day is the evil there- 
of.

2 For with what judgement ye judge, 
ye ſhall be judged; and with what 
meaſure ye mete, it ſhall be meaſured 
to you again. 

3 And why beholdeſt thou the mote 
that is in thy brother's eye, but conſi- 
diereſt not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? 

4 Or how wilt thou ſay to thy bro- 
ther, Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye; and behold, a beam is in 
thine own eye? 

5 Thou hypocrite, firſt caſt out the 
beam out of thine own eye; and then 
ſhalt thou ſee clearly to caſt out the 
mote out of thy brother's eye. 

6 4 Give not that which 1s holy 
unto the dogs, neither caſt ye your 
pearls before {wine ; leſt they trample 
them under their feet, and turn n again 
and rend you. 

7 4 Aſk, and it ſhall be given you ; 
ſeek, and ye ſhall find; knock, and it 
ſhall be opened unto you : 

8 For every one that aſketh, receiv- 
eth; and he that ſeeketh, findeth ; and 
to hin that knocketh, it ſhall be 
opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, 
"By if his ſon aſk bread, will he 


give him a ſtone? ©® 


10 Or if he aſk a fiſh, will he give 


him a ſerpent? 


: 


— 


11 If ye then, being evil, know ho- 


to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more ſhall your F ather 
which is in heaven give good things to 


them that aſk him? 
12 Therefore all things . 


ye would that men ſhould do to you, 
do ye even ſo to them: for this is the 
law and the prophets. 

13 J Enter ye in at the ſtrait gate; 
for wide 1s the gate, and broad is the 


way, that leadeth to deſtruction, and 


many there be which go in thereat : 

14 Becauſe ſtrait is the gate, and 
narrow 1s the way, which leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find it. 

15 1 Beware of falſe prophets, which 
come to you in ſheeps' clothing, but 
inwardly they are ravening wolves. _ 

16 Ye ſhall know them by their 


fruits: Do men gather grapes of thorns, 


or hgs of thiſtles ? 


17 Even ſo every good tree bringeth 
but a corrupt tree 


forth good fruit; 
bringeth forth evil fruit. 

18. A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fruit; neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit, is hewn down, and caſt into 
the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye ſhall 
know them. 

21 4 Not every one that faith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, ſhall enter into the 


kingdom of heaven; but he that doeh 


the will of my F ather which is in hea- 


ven. 
22 Many will ſay to me in that day, 


Lord, Lord, have we not * 


te 


up 
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in thy name? and in thy name have 
caſt out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? 5 

23 And then will I profeſs unto 
them, I never knew you: depart from 
me, ye that work iniquity. 

24 Therefore, whoſoever heareth 
theſe ſayings of mine, and doeth them, 
I will liken him unto a wiſe man which 
built his houſe upon a rock: 


25 And the rain deſcended, and the 


floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that houſe; and it fell not: 


for 1t was founded upon a rock. 
26 And every one that heareth theſe 


ſayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
ſhall be likened unto a fooliſh man 
which built his houſe upon the ſand : 

27 And the rain deſcended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that houſe, and it fell, and 
great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to paſs, when Jeſus 
had ended theſe ſayings, the people 
were aſtoniſhed at his doctrine. 

29 For he taught them as one hav- 
ing authority, and not as the ſcribes. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Chriſt cleanſeth the leper : healeth the cen- 


turion's ſervant, Ec. 


WHEN he was come down from 
the mountain, great multitudes follow- 
ed him. 

2 1 And behold there came a leper 
and worſhipped him, ſaying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canſt make me clean. 

3 And Jeſus put forth his hand, and 
touched him, ſaying, I will: be thou 


clean. And immediately his leproſy 


was cleanſed. 

4 And 
thou tell no man; but go thy way, ſhew 
thyſelf to the prieſt, and offer the gift 
that Moſes commanded, for a teſtimo- 
ny unto them. : 

5 And when Jeſus was entered into 
Capernaum, there came unto him a 
centurion, beſeeching him, 


at home ſick of the palſy, grievouſly 
tormented. | | 

7 And Jeſus ſaith unto him,. I will 
come and heal him. 

8 The centurion anſwered and ſaid, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
ſhouldeſt come under my roof: but 
ſpeak the word only, and my ſervant 
ſhall be healed. - 


For I am a man under authority, 
having ſoldiers under me: and I ſay to 
this man, Go, and he goeth; and to 
another, Come, and he cometh, and 
to my ſervant, Do this, and he doeth 
It.

12 But the children of the kingdom 
ſhall be caſt out into outer darkneſs: 
there ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing of 


teeth. 
13 And Jeſus ſaid unto the centu- 


rion, Go thy way; and as thou haſt be- 
And not as thegſeribes, ver. 29.] The name and profeſſion of the ſcribes began about the time of the Babyloniſh captivity, 


upwards of 500 years before Chriſt, They were of two claſſes, Scribes of the clergy, and Scribes of the people. 


eſus ſaith unto him, See 


6 And faying, Lord, my ſervant heth 


10 When Jeſus heard it, he marvel- 
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heved, ſo be it done unto thee. And 
his ſervant was healed in the ſelf-ſame 
hour. | 

14 1 And when ſeſus was come in- 
to Peter's houſe, he ſaw his wife's mo- 
ther laid, and ſick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand and 

the fever left her: and ſhe aroſe, and 
miniſtered unto them. 
16 1 When the even was come, 
they brought unto him many that were 
poſſeſſed with devils: and he caſt out 
the ſpirits with his word, and healed 
all that were ſick: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was ſpoken by Eſaias the prophet, ſay- 
ing, Himſelf took our-infirmities, and 

bare our ſickneſſes. 
18 1 Now when Jeſus ſaw great 
multitudes about him, he gave com- 
mandment to depart unto the other 
fide. | 

19 And a certain ſcribe came, and 
ſaid unto him, Maſter, I will follow 
thee whitherſoever thou goeſt. 

20 And Jeſus faith unto him, The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have neſts; but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay his head. 

21 And another of his diſciples ſaid 
unto him, Lord, ſuffer me firſt to go 
and bury my father. 

22 But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Follow 
me, and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 1 And when he was entered in- 
to a ſhip, his diſciples followed him. 

24 And behold, there aroſe a great 
tempeſt in the ſea, inſomuch that the 


Mip was covered with the waves: but | 


he was aſleep. 


25 And his diſciples came to him, 
and awoke him, ſaying, Lord, ſave 
us: we periſh. 

26 And he faith unto them, Why 
are ye fearful, O ye of little faith? 
Then he aroſe, and rebuked the winds, 
and the ſea, and there was a great 
calm. | 
27 But the men marvelled, ſaying, 
What manner of man is this, that 
even the winds and the ſea obey 
him ? ; 

28 And when he was come to the 


[other ſide, into the country of the 


Gergeſenes, there met him two poſ- 
ſeſſed with devils, coming out of the 
tombs, exceeding fierce, ſo that no 
man might paſs by that way. 

29 And behold, they cried out ſay- 
ing, What have we to do with thee, 
Jeſus thou Son of God ? art thou come 
hither to torment us before the time? 

30 And there was a good way off 


from them an herd of many ſwine 


feeding. 


31 So the devils beſought him, ſay- 


ing, If thou caſt us out, ſuffer us to 


go away into the herd of ſwine. 

32 And he ſaid unto them, Go. 
And, when they were come out, they 
went into the herd of ſwine: and 
behold, the whole herd of ſwine ran 
violently down a ſteep place into the 
ſea, and periſhed in the waters. 

33 And they that kept them fled, 
and went their ways into the city, and 
told every thing; and what was be- 
fallen to the poſſeſſed of the devils. 
34 And behold, the whole city 
came out to meet Jeſus; and, when 
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they ſaw him, they beſought him that 
he would depart out of their coaſts. 


CHAP. ES. 


Chrift cureth the palſy : calleth Matthew: |

AND he entered into a ſhip, and 
paſſed over, and came into his own 
city. 

1 T And behold, they brought to 
him a man ſick of the palſy, lying on 
a bed: and Jeſus, ſeeing their faith, ſaid 
unto the ſick of the palſy, Son, be of 
good cheer; thy ſins be forgiven thee. 

3 And behold, certain of the ſcribes 
ſaid within themſelves, This man blaſ- 
phemeth, — 

4 And Jeſus, knowing their thoughts, 
ſaid, Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts ? „ ; 

5 For whether is eaſter, to ſay, Thy 
{ins be forgiven thee; or to ſay, Ariſe, 
and walk? . 

6 But that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to forgive 
ſins, (then ſaith he to the ſick of the 
pally,) Ariſe, take up thy bed, and go 
unto thine houſe. | 
7 And he aroſe, and departed to his 

houſe. | 

8 But when the multitude ſaw it, 
they marvelled, and glorified God, 
which had given ſuch power unto men. 

9 1 And as [Jeſus paſſed forth from 
thence, he ſaw a man named Matthew, 


ſitting at the receipt of cuſtom : and he 


And he 


faith unto him, Follow me. 
aroſe, and followed him. 


10 J And it came to pals, as Jeſus 


ſat at meat in the houſe, behold, many 


publicans and ſinners came and ſat down 


[with him and his diſciples. 


11 And when the Phariſees ſaw it, 
they faid unto his diſciples, Why eat- 
eth your maſter with publicans and ſin- 
ners? | 

12 But when Jeſus heard that, he 
ſaid unto them, They that be whole 


need not a phylician, but they that are 


lick. 
13 But go ye and learn what that 


meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
ſacrifice : for I am not come to call the 
righteous, but ſinners, to repentance. 

14 1 Then came to him the diſci- 
ples of John, ſaying, Why do we and 
the Phariſees faſt oft, but thy diſciples 
faſt not? 

15 And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Can 
the children of the bride-chamber 


mourn as long 


from them, and then ſhall they faſt. 
16 No man putteth a piece of new 

cloth unto an old garment: for that 

which is put in to fill it up, taketh 


from the garment, and the rent is made 


worſe. 
17 Neither do men put new vine 


into old bottles: elſe the bottles break, 
and the vine runneth out, and the 


bottles periſh: but they put new wine 
into new bottles, and both are pre- 
ſerved. | 


to them, behold, there came a certain 
ruler, and worſhipped him, ſaying, My 
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daughter is even now dead: but come 
=" lay thy hand upon her, and ſhe 
ſhall live. 

19 And Jeſus aroſe, and followed 
him, and ſo did his diſciples. 

20 4 And behold, a woman which 
was diſeaſed with an iſſue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him, and 

touched the hem of his garment; 

21 For ſhe ſaid within herlelf, If 1 
may but touch his garment, I ſhall be 
whole. 

22 But Jeſus turned him about, and 
when he ſaw her, he ſaid, Daughter, 
be of good comfort ; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. And: the woman 
was made whole from that hour. 

And when Jeſus came into the 
. houſe, and ſaw the minſtrels, 
and the people making a noiſe, 

24 He ſaid unto them, Give place; 
for the maid is not dead, but fleepeth. 
And they laughed him to ſcorn. 

25 But when the people were put| 
forth, he went in, and took her by the 
hand, and the maid aroſe. 

26 And the fame hereof went a- 
broad into all that land. 

27 And when Jeſus departed thence, 
two blind men followed him, crying, 
and ſaying, Thou ſon of David, ye: 
mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come into 1 
houſe, the blind men came to him: 
and Jeſus ſaith unto them, Believe ye 
that I am able to do this? They ſaid 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

29 Then touched he their eyes, ſay- 


ing, According to your faith be it unto| 


you. 


Jews had adoptcd this cuſtom only in latter times. 


go And their eyes were opened: 
and Jeſus ſtraitly charged them, ſay- 
ing, See that no man know it. 

31 But they when they were de. 
parted, ſpread abroad his fame in al] 
that country. 

32 J As they went out, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb man poſ- 
ſeed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was caſt out, 
the dumb ſpake: and the multitudes 
marvelled, ſaying, It was never ſo ſeen 
in Iſrael. 

34 But the Phariſees ſaid, He caſteth 
out the devils through the prince of the 
devils. 

35 And Jeſus went about all the 
cities and villages, teaching in their 
ſynagogues, and preaching the goſpel 


{of the kingdom, and healing every 


ſickneſs, and every diſeaſe among the 
people. 

36 J But when he ſaw the multi— 
tudes, he was moved with compaſſion 
on them, becauſe they fainted, and 
were ſcattered abroad, as r having ä 
no ſhepherd. 

37 Then ſaith he unto his diſci— 
Mug The harveſt truly is plenteous, but 


the labourers are few. 
38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 


| harveſt, that he will ſend forth labour- 


ers into his harveſt. 
CHAP. X. 
The apoſtles ſent to do miracles, Gc. 


AND when he had called unto 
him his twelve diſciples, he gave them 


And ſaw the minſtrels, ver. 23. ] Flutes or pipes were in common uſe among the Grecks and Romans, at funerals. The 
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power againſt unclean ſpirits, to caſt 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
ſickneſs, and all manner of diſeaſe. 

2 Now the names of the twelve a- 
poſtles are theſe; The firſt, Simon, who 
is called Peter, and Andrew his bro- 
ther, James the ſon of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, 

3 Philip, and Bartholomew, Tho- 

mas, and Matthew the publican, James 
the ſon of Alpheus, and Lebbeus, 
whoſe ſur-name was Thaddeus; 

4 Simon the Canaanite, and Judas 
Iſcariot, who alſo betrayed him. 

5 Theſe twelve Jeſus ſent forth, and 
commanded them, ſaying, Go not into 
the way of the Gentiles, and into any 
city of the Samaritans enter ye not: 

6 But go rather to the loſt ſheep of 
the houſe of Iſrael. 

7 Andas ye go, preach, Gying The 
kingdom of heaven 1s at hand. 

8 Heal the ſick, cleanſe the lepers, 
raiſe the dead, caſt out devils: freely 
ye have received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor ſilver, 

nor braſs in your purſes ; 

10 Nor ſcrip for your journey, nei- 
ther two coats, neither ſhoes, nor yet 
| Raves: for the workman is worthy of 
his meat. 

11 And into whatſoever city or 
town ye ſhall enter, enquire who in 
it is worthy; and there abide till ye 
go thence. 

12 And when ye come into an houſe, 
falute it: 

13 And if the houſe be oy let 
your peace come upon it: but if it be 
not worthy, let your peace return to you,

14 And whoſoever ſhall not receive 8 


you, nor hear your words; when ye 


depart out of that houſe or city, ſnake 


off the duſt of your feet. 

15 Verily I ſay unto you, It ſhall 
be more 3 for the land of So- 
dom and Gomorrha, in the day of 


judgement, than for that city. 


16 Behold, I ſend you forth as ſheep 
in the midſt of wolves: be ye there- 
fore wile as ſerpents, and harmleſs as 
doves. | 

17 But beware of men: for they 
w1ll deliver you up to the councils, and 
they will ſcourge mu in their ſyna- 
gogues. 

18 And ye ſhall be brought before 
governors and kings for my ſake, for 
a teſtimony againſt them and the Gen- 
tiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up, 


take no thought how or what ye ſhall 
ſpeak: for it ſhall be given you in 


that ſame hour what ye ſhall ſpeak. 

20 For it is not ye that ſpeak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which ſpeaketh 
in you. 

21 And the brother ſhall deliver 

up the brother to death, and the father 
the child: and the children ſhall rife 
up againſt their parents, and cauſe them 
to be put to death. 

22 And ye ſhall be hated of all men 
for my name's ſake : but he that en- 
dureth to the end, ſhall be ſaved. 

23 But when they perſecute you in 
this city, flee ye into another: for verily 
I ſay unto you, Ye ſhall not. have gone 
over the cities of Iſrael till the Bm of 
man be come. | 
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24 The diſciple is not above his 
ma ſter, nor the ſervant above his 
25 It is enough for the diſciple 
that he be as his maſter, and the ſer- 


vant as his lord. If they have called 


the maſter of the houſe Beelzebub 


how much more ſhall _— call them 
11 ter more than me, is not _— of 


of his houſhold? _ 
26 Fear them not therefore: for 
chere is nothing covered, that ſhall 
not. be revealed; and hid, that ſhall 
not be known. 

27 What tell you . that 
ſpeak ye in light: and what ye hear 
in the ear, that preach ye upon the 
S oj. 

28 And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the 
ſoul: but rather fear him which is able 
to deſtroy both foul and body in hell. 
29 Are not two ſparrows ſold for a 
farthing? and one of them ſhall not 
fall on the ground without your Father, 

30 But the very hairs of your head 


re all numbered. 


31 Fear ye not 8 ye are of 
more value than many ſparrows. 
g32 Whoſoever therefore ſhall con- 
fels me before men, him will I con- 
feſs alſo before my Father which is 
in heaven. 

33 But whoſoever ſhall deny me 
before men, him will I alſo deny be- 
fore my Father which is in heaven. 


34 Think not that I am come toſ 


ſend e on earth: I came not to 
_ peace, but a ſword. | 

35 For I am come to e a man at 
variance againſt his father, and theſt 


| 


Wh agaiinſh "I mother and the 
daughter-in-law againſt her mother-in- 
law. 

36 And a man's foes ſhall be they 
of his own houſhold. 
37 He that loveth father or mo- 
ther more than me, is not worthy of 
me : and he that loveth ſon or daugh- 


me. 
38 And he that taketh not his croſs 
and followeth after me, is not worthy 


[of me. 


39 He that findeth his life ſhall 
loſe it: and he that loſeth his life for 
my ſake ſhall find it. 

40 1 He that receiveth you re- 
ceiveth me; and he that receiveth me 
receiveth him that ſent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet, i in 
the name of a prophet, ſhall receive 
a prophet's reward; and he that re- 
ceiveth a righteous man, in the name 
of a righteous man, ſhall receive a 
righteous man's reward. 
42 And whoſoever ſhall give to 
_ unto one of theſe little ones, a 


of a diſciple, verily I ſay unto you, He 
ſh all in no wite loſe his reward.

5 Or have ye not read in the law, 


how that on the ſabbath-days the prieſts 
in the i profane the ſabbath, and 
are blameleſs? 

6 But I ſay unto you, That in this 
place is one greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 


ed the guiltleſs. 

8 For the Son of man 1s Lord even 
of the ſabbath-day. 

9 1 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their ſynagogue: 

10 And behold, there was a man 
which had his hand withered: and they 
aſked him, ſaying, Is it lawful to heal 
on the ſabbath-days? that they might 
accuſe him. 

11 And he ſaid unto them, What 
man ſhall there be among you, that 
ſhall have one ſheep, and if it fall into 


hold on it, and lift it out? 

12 How much then is a man better 
than a ſheep? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the ſabbath-days. 

13 Then faith he to the man, Stretch

Join with your faith a willing obedience to all my commands. | 


ſacrifice, ye would not have condemn-

- 1 And in his name ſhall the Gen- 
tiles truſt. 

22 J Then was brought unto him 
one poſſeſſed with a devil, blind and 
dumb: and he healed D inſomuch 
that the blind and dumb beth ſpake 
and ſaw. 

23 And all the people were amaz- 
ed, and ſaid, Is not this the ſon of 
David ? 

24 But when the Phariſees heard it, 
they ſaid, This fellow doth not caſt out 
devils, but by Beelzeb ub the HR of 
the devils. 


ol Ach Jeſus knew their — 
and ſaid unto them, Every 
divided againſt itſelf, is brought to de- 
ſolation; and every 


26 And if Satan caſt out Satan, he is 


divided againſt himſelf; how ſhall then | 


his kingdom ſtand ? 
27 And if I by Beelzebub caſt out 


devils, by whom do your children caſt 


them out? therefore they ſhall be your 
judges. 

28 But if I caſt out devils by the 
God 1s come unto you. 

29 Or elſe, how can one enter into 
a ſtrong man's houſe, and ſpoil his 
goods, except he firſt bind the ſtrong 
man? and then he will ſpoil his 
houſe. 

30 He that is not with me, is againſt 
me; and he that gathereth not with me, 
ſcattereth abroad. 

31 J Wherefore I ſay unto you, All 
manner of ſin and blaſphemy ſhall be 
forgiven unto men : but the blaſphemy 


given unto men. 

32 And whoſoever ſpeaketh a word 
againſt the Son of man, 1t ſhall be for- 
given him: but whoſoever ſpeaketh a- 
gainſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come. 


33 Either make the tree good, and |

44 Then he ſaith, I will return into 
my houſe from whence I came out; 


and when he 1s come, he findeth it 


empty, ſwept, and garniſhed. 
45 Then goeth he, and taketh with 


himſelf ſeven other ſpirits more wicked 


than himſelf, and they enter in, and 
dwell there: and the laſt ſtate of that 
man is worſe than the firſt. Even fo 
ſhall it be alſo unto this wicked gene- 
ration.

14 1 And when they were come to

15 Lord, have mercy on my ſon; 
for he is lunatick, and fore vexed : for 
oft-times he falleth into the fire; and 
oft into the water. 

16 And I brought him to thy dif- 
ciples, and they could not cure him. 

17 Then Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, O 
faithleſs and perverſe generation, how 
long ſhall I be with you? how long 
ſhall I ſuffer you? bring him hither to 
me.

vented him, ſaying, What thinkeſt

26 Peter faith unto him, Of ſtran- 
gers. [Jeſus ſaith unto him, Then are 
the children free. 

27 Notwithſtanding, leſt we ſhould 
offend them, go thou to the ſea, and 
caſt an hook, and take up the fiſh that 
firſt cometh up; and when thou haſt 
opened his mouth, thou ſhalt find a 
piece of money; that take, and give 
unto them for me and thee.

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- were drowned in the depth of the 
ea. = 
7 1 Woe unto the world becauſe 
of offences! for it muſt needs be that 
offences come ; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh ! 

8 Wheretore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
caſt them from thee: it is better for 
thee to enter into life halt or maimed, 
rather than having two hands or two 
feet to be caſt into everlaſting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, 

luck it out, and caſt it from thee : it 
is better for thee to enter into life with 


[one eye, rather than having two eyes 


to be caſt into hell-fire. 


10 Take heed that ye deſpiſe not 


| [one of theſe little ones; for I ſay unto 
AT the ſame time came the diſci- y 


ou that 1n heaven their angels do al- 
ways behold the face of my Father 
which 1s in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man 1s come to 
fave that which was loft. 

12 How think ye? if a man have 
an hundred ſheep, and one of them be 
gone aſtray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and goeth into the 


mountains, and ſeeketh that which is 


gone aſtray. 
13 And if ſo be that he find it, ve- 


rily I fay unto you, he rejoiceth more 
of that ſheep than of the ninety and 
nine which went not aſtray.

6 And love the uppermoſt rooms 
at feaſts, and the chief ſeats in the ſy- 
nagogues, | 


7 And greetings in the markets, and | 


to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi.

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8 But be not ye called Rabbi: for 
one is your Maſter, even Chritt ; and i 
all ye are brethren. 

9 And call no man your father upon 
the earth: for one is your Father which 
is in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called maſters; for 
one is your Maſter, even Chriſt. 


11 But he that is greateſt among you | 


ſhall be your ſervant. 
12 And whoſoever ſhalt exalt him- 


ſelf, ſhall be abaſed ; and he that ſhall 
humble himſelf ſhall be exalted.

17 Ye fools, and blind: for whether 


is ter, the gold, or the temple that 


ſandctißeth the gold? 
18 And whoſoever ſhall ſwear by 
the altar, it is nothing; but whoſoever 


fweareth by the gift that is upon it, hs 
is guilty ! 

19 Ye fools, and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that 
ſanctifieth the gift? 

20 Whoſo therefore ſhall fear by 
the altar, ſweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. 

21 And whoſo ſhall ſwear by the 
temple, ſweareth by it, and by him that 
dwelleth therein. 

22 And he that ſhall ſwear by hea- 
ven, ſweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him that ſitteth thereon. 

23 Woe unto you, ſcribes and Pha- 
riſees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of 
mint, and aniſe, and cummin, and have 
omitted the weightier matters of the 
law, judgement, mercy, and faith; theſe 
ought ye to have done, and not to leave 
the other undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which ſtrain at 
a gnat, and {ſwallow a camel. | 

25 Woe unto you, ſcribes and Pha- 
riſees, hypocrites! for ye make clean 
the outſide of the cup, and of the plat- 
ter, but within they are full of extor- 
tion and excels. 


26 Thou blind Phariſee, cleanſe rſt 


that which is within the cup and plat- 


ter, that the outſide of them may be 
clean alſo. 

27 Woe unto you, ſcribes and Pha- 
riſees, hypocrites! for ye are like unto 
whited ſepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but are within full of 
dead men's bones, 0 of all uncleanneſs. 

28 Even ſo ye alſo outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but within ye are 


full of hypocriſy and iniquity. 
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29 Woe unto you, ſcribes and Pha- 
riſees, hypocrites! becauſe ye build the 
tombs of the prophets, and garniſh the 
ſepulchres of the righteo$s, 

30 And ſay, If we had been in the 
days of our n we would not have 
been partakers with them in the blood 
of the prophets. 

1 Wherefore ye be witneſſes unto 
o that ye are the children of 
them which killed the prophets. 

32 Fill ye up then the meaſure of 
your fathers. 

33 Ve ſerpents, ye generation of vi- 
pers, how can ye eſcape the damnation 
of hell? 

34 1 Wherefore, behold, I ſend un- 
to you prophets, and wiſe men, and 
ſcribes: 
and crucify ; and ſome of them ſhall ye 
ſcourge in your ſynagogues, and perſe- 
cute them from city to city : 

38 That upon you may come all the 
righteous blood ſhed upon the earth, 


from the blood of righteous Abel unto; 


the blood of Zacharias ſon of Bara- 
chias, whom ye ſlew between the tem- 
ple and the altar. 

36 Verily I ſay unto you, All theſe 
things ſhall come upon this en 
tion.

ſoever this Goſpel ſhall be preached in 
the whole world, there ſhall alſo this 
that this woman hath done be told for

14 1 Then one of the twelve, called 


prieſts, 

15 And faid unto them, What will 
ye give me, and I will deliver him 
unto you? and they covenanted with 
him for thirty pieces of ſilver. 

16 And from that time he ſought 
opportunity to betray him. 

17 1 Now the firſt day of the feaſt 
of unleavened bread the diſciples came 
to Jeſus, ſaying unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we prepare for thee to eat 
the paſſover ? 

18 And he ſaid, Go into the city 
to ſuch a man, and ſay unto him, The 
Maſter faith, My time is at hand: 1 
will keep the paſſover at thy houſe 
with my diſciples. 

19 And the diſciples did as Jeſus 
had: appointed them; and they made 
ready the paſlover. 

20 — when the even was come, 
he ſat down with the twelve. 

21 Andas they did eat, he ſaid, Ve-

22 And they were exceeding ſorrow- 
ful, and began every one of them to ſay

3 And he anſwered and ſaid, He 
e dippeth his hand with me in the 
diſh, the ſame ſhall betray me. 


| 24 The Son of man goeth, as it is 


F written of him: but woe unto that man 


Judas Iſcariot, went . unto the chief 
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by whom the Son of man 1s betrayed ! 
it had been good for that man if he had 
not been born. 

25 Then Judas, which betrayed 108 
anſwered, and ſaid, Maſter, is it I? He 
ſaid unto him, Thou haſt ſaĩd. 
26 And as they were eating, Jeſus 
took bread, and bleſſed it, and brake 
it, and gave it to the diſciples, and ſaid, 
Take, eat: this is my body. 

27 And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and gave it to them, ſaying, 
Drink ye all of it: 

28 For this 1s my blood of the new 
teſtament, which 1s ſhed for many, for 
the remiſſion of ſins. 

29 But I ſay unto you, I will not 
drink henceforth of the fruit of the 
vine, until that day when I drink 
it new with you in my Father's king- 
dom. 

30 And when they had fin an 
hymn, they went out into the mount 
of Olives. 

31 Then ſaith Jeſus unto them, All 
ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me this 
night: for it is written, I will ſmite the 
ſhepherd, and the ſheep of the flock 
ſhall be ſcattered abroad. 

32 But after I am riſen again, I will 
go before you into Galilee. 

33 Peter anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Though all men ſhall be offend- 
ed becauſe = thee, yet will I never be 
offended. 

34 Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I ſay 
unto thee, that this night, before the 


cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thrice. 
35 Peter ſaid unto him, Though J

deny thee. Likewiſe alſo faid all the 
diſciples. 

36 Then cometh Jeſus with them 
unto a place called Gethſamene, and 
ſaith unto the diſciples, Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder. 

37 And he took with him Peter, and 
the two ſons of Zebedee, and began to 
be ſorrowful and very heavy. 

38 Then ſaith he unto them, My 


ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful, even unto 


death : tarry ye here, and watch with 


me, 


39 And he went a little farther, and 


fell on his face, and prayed, ſaying, O 


my Father, if it be poſſible, let this cup 


paſs from me: nevertheleſs, not as I 
will, but as thou wilt. 


40 And he cometh unto the diſci- 


ples, and finding them aſleep, and ſaith 
unto Peter, What, could ye not watch 
with me one hour? 

41 Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation. The ſpirit indeed 
is willing, but the fleſh is weak. 

42 He went away again the ſecond 
time, and prayed, ſaying, O my Fa- 
ther, if this cup may not paſs away 
from me, except I drink it, thy will be 
done. 

43 And he came and found them 
| aſleep again ; for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, ſaying 
the ſame words. 

45 Then cometh he to his diſciples 
and ſaith unto them, Sleep on now, 


and take your reſt : behold, the hour 1 18. 


at hand, and the Son of man is betray- 
ed into the hands of ſinners. 
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46 Riſe, let us be going : behold, he 
is at hand that doth betray me. 
47 1 And while he yet ſpake, lo, 


Judas, one of the twelve came, and 


with him a great multitude, with ſwords 
and ſtaves, from the chief prieſts and 
elders of the people. 
48 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a ſign, ſaying, Whomſoever I ſhall 
kiſs, that ſame is he: hold him faſt. 
49 And forthwith he came to Jeſus, 
and ſaid, Hail, maſter; and kiſſed 
him. | 
350 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Friend, 
wherefore art thou come? Then came 
they and laid hands on Jeſus, and took 
him. | 
51 And behold, 
were with Jeſus ſtretched out his hand,

ver pieces, and ſaid, It is not lawful for 


to put them into the treaſury, becauſe 
it is the price of blood.

8 Wherefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that which Was 
ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of ſil- 
ver, the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of Iſrael did 
value; 

10 And gave them for the potter 
field, as the Lord appointed me.

12 And when he was accuſed of the 
chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered 
nothing. |

18 Then ſaid Pilate unto him, Hear- 
eſt thou not how many things they wit- 
nels againſt thee ? 

14 And he anſwered him to never a 
word, inſomuch that the governor mar- 
velled greatly. 

15 Now at that feaſt the governor 
was wont to releaſe unto the people a 
priſoner, whom they would.

24 When Pilate ſaw that he could

25 Then anſwered all the people, 
and ſaid, his blood be on us, and on 
our children.

39 1 And they that paſſed by re- 
vil him, wagging their heads, 

40 And ſaying, Thou that deſtroy- 
edit the temple, and buildeſt it in three 
days, ſave thyſelf, if thou be the 
Son of God, come down from the 
croſs. 

41 Likewiſe alſo the chief oriefts,

42 He fred others himſelf he can- 
not ſave: if he be the King of Iſrael, 
let him now come down from the croſs, 
and we will believe him. | 

43 He truſted in God: let him de- 
liver him now if he will have him:

45 Now from the ſixth hour there 
was darkneſs over all the land unto 
the ninth hour.

61 And there was Mary Magda- 
lene, and the other Mary, fitting over- 
againſt the ſepulchre. 

62 Now the next day, that followed 
the day of the preparation, the chief 
prieſts and Phariſees came together un- 
to Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that 

that deceiver ſaid while he was yet 
alive, After three days I will riſe 
again. 
64 Command therefore that the ſe- 
pulchre be made ſure until the third 
day, leſt his diſciples come by night, 
and fteal him away, and ſay unto the 
people, He is riſen from the dead. 
So the laſt error ſhall be worſe than 
the firſt. 

65 Pilate ſaid unto them, Ye have 
a watch: go your way, make it as ſure 
as ye can. 

66 So they went and made the ſe- 
pulchre ſure, ſealing the ſtone, and 
ſetting a watch. |

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6 And John was clothed with ca- 
mel's hair, and with a girdle of a ſkin 
about his loins; and did eat locuſts 
and wild honey. 

7 And preached, ſaying, There com- 
eth one mightier than I after me, the 
latchet of whoſe ſhoes I am not worthy 
to ſtoop down and unlooſe. 

8 I indeed have baptized you with 
water; but he ſhall baptize you with 
the Holy Ghoſt. 

9 1 And it came to paſs in thoſe 
days, that Jeſus came from Nazareth of 
Galilee, and was baptized of John in 
Jordan: 

10 And ſtraightway coming up out 
of the water, he ſaw the heavens open- 
ed, and the Spirit like a dove deſcend- 
ed upon him: 

11 And there came a voice from 
heaven, ſaying, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleaſed. 


12 1 And immediately the Spirit 


driveth him into the wilderneſs. 

13 And he was there in the wilder- 
neſs forty days, tempted of Satan: and 
was with the wild beaſts; and the an- 
gels miniſtered unto him. 

14 1 Now after that John was put in 
priſon, Jeſus came into Galilee, preach- 


ing the Goſpel of the kingdom of 


od 5 And ſaying, The time 1s fulfill- 
ed, and the kingdom of God is at 
hand; repent ye, and believe the Goſ- 
1 ; 


16 J Now as he walked by the ſea 
of Galilee, he faw Simon, and Andrew 
his brother, caſting a net into the ſea : 
for they were fiſners. 


17 And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Come 
ye after me, and I will make you to 
become fiſhers of men. 

18 And ſtraightway they forſook 
their nets, and followed him. 


19 And when he had gone a little 


farther thence, he ſaw James the ſon 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who 
alſo were in the ſhip mending their 
nets. 


20 And Gund ghtway he called them: 


and they left their father Zebedee in 
the ſhip 
went after him. 

21 And they went into Capernaum; 
and ſtraightway on the ſabbath day he 
entered into the ſynagogue, and taught. 


22 And they were aſtoniſhed at his 


doctrine; for he taught them as one 


that had authority, and not as the 
{cribes. | 

23 And there was in their ſynagogue 
a man with an unclean ſpirit ; 
cried out, 

24 Saying, Let us alone : what have 
we to - with thee, thou Jeſus of Na- 


zareth? art thou come to deſtroy us? 


I know thee who thou art, the Holy 


One of God. 
25 And Jeſus rebuked him, ſaying, 


Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 


26 And when the unclean ſpirit had 
torn him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. 


27 And they were all amazed, inſo- 
much that they queſtioned among them 
ſelves, ſaying, What thing is this? what 


new doctrine is this? for with autho- 
rity commandeth he even the unclean 
ſpirits, and they do obey him.

38 And he ſaid unto them, Let us 
go into the next towns, that I may 
preach there alſo: for therefore came I 

forth, 

39 And he preached in their Gina! 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and caſt 
out devils.

40 And there came a leper to him, 


beſeeching him, and kneeling down to 


him, and ſaying unto him, If thou wilt, 
thou canſt make me clean. 

41 And Jeſus, moved with compaſ- 
ſion, put forth his hand and touched 
him, and faith unto hin. I will : be 
thou clean. 

42 And as ſoon as be had ſpoken, 
immediately the leproſy departed from 
him, and he was cleanſed. 


43 And he ſtraitly charged him, and 


forthwith ſent him away; 

44 And ſaith unto him, See thou ſay 
nothing to any man: but go thy way, 
ſhew thyſelf to the prieſt, and offer for 
thy cleanſing thoſe things which Moſes 
commanded for a teſtimony unto them. 

45 But he went out, and began to 
publiſh it much, and to blaze abroad 
the matter, fourach that Jeſus could 
no more openly enter into the city, but 
was without in deſert places: and they 
came to him from every quarter.

And they 
come and ſay unto him, Why do the 
diſciples of John and of the Phariſees 
faſt, but thy diſciples faſt not? 

19 And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Can 

the children of the bride-chamber faſt 
while the bridegroom is with them ? as 
long as they have the bridegroom with 
them they cannot faſt. 
20 But the days will come when the 
bridegroom ſhall be taken away from 
them, and then ſhall they faſt in thoſe 
days. 

21 No man alſo feweth a piece of new 
cloth on an old garment: elſe the new 
piece that filled it up taketh away from 
the old, and the rent is made worſe.

29 And ſtraightway the fountain of 
her blood was dried up ; -and ſhe felt 
in her body that ſhe was healed of that 
plague. 

30 And Jeſus immediately know- 

ing in himſelf that virtue had gone out 
of him, turned him about in the preſs, 
and ſaid, Who touched my clothes? 
31 And his diſciples ſaid unto him, 
Thou ſeeſt the multitude thronging | 
thee, and ſayeſt thou, Who touched 
me ? 

32 And he looked round about to 
ſee her that had done this thing. 

33 But the woman fearing and 
trembling, knowing what was done in| 
her, came, and fell down before him, 
and told him all the truth. 

34 And he ſaid unto her, Daughter, 


thy faith hath made thee whole: go in| 


peace, and be whole of thy plague. 

35 1 While he yet ſpake, there 
came from the ruler of the ſynagogue's 
houſe certain which ſaid, Thy daugh- 
ter is dead: why troubleſt thou the 
maſter any further ? 
36 As ſoon as jeſus heard the word 
that was ſpoken, he ſaith unto the 
ruler of the ſynagogue, Be not afraid, 
only believe. 

37 And he ſuffered no man to fol- 
low him, ſave Peter, and james, and

|this man theſe things? and what wiſ- 


38 And he cometh to the houſe of 
the ruler of the ſynagogue, and ſeeth 
the tumult and them that pe and 
walled greatly.

* th 3 the king Gl unto lobe da- 


ſel, Aſk of me whatſoever thau wilt, 
and I will give it thee, 

23 And he {ware unto her, What. 
ſoever thou ſhalt aſk of me, I will give 
1t thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 
24 And ſhe went forth, and ſaid un- 
to her mother, What ſhall I aſk? And 
ſhe ſaid, The head of John the Bap- 
tiſt. 

25 And ſhe came in ſtraightway with 


haſte unto the king, and aſked, ſaying,| 35 
ſpent, his diſciples came unto him, and 


I will that thou give me by and by, in 
a charger, the head of John the Bap- 
tilt. 


26 And the king was exceeding ſor- 


- yet for his oath's ſake, and for their 
ſakes which fat with him, he would not 
reject her. 


27 And immediately the king ſent | 


an executioner, and commanded his 
head to be brought. And he went, 
and beheaded him in the priſon, 

28 And brought his head in a char- 
ger, and gave it to the damſel; and the 
damſel gave it to her mother. 

29 And when his diſciples heard of 
it, they came, and took up his corpſe, 
and laid it in a tomb. 

30 4 And the apoſtles gathered 
themſelves together unto Jeſus, and 
told him- all things, both what they 
had done, and what they had taught. 

31 And he ſaid unto them, Come 
ye yourſelves apart into a deſert place, 
and reſt awhile: for there were many 


coming and going, and they had no 


leiſure, ſo much as to eat. 
32 And they departed into. a deſert 


Place, by ſhip, privately. 


parting, and many knew him, and ran 
afoot thither out of all ade, and out- 
went them, and came together unto 
him. 

34 And Jeſus, ldap he came out, 
5 much people, and was moved with 
compaſſion toward them, becaule they 
were as ſheep not having a ſhepherd: 


and he began to teach them many 


things. 
5 And when the day was now far 


ſaid, This is a deſert place, and now 
the time is far paſſed: _ 

36 Send them away, that they may 
go into the country round about, and 


into the villages, and buy themſelves 


bread, for they have nothing to eat. 
37 He anſwered and ſaid unto them, 

Give ye them to eat. And they ſay 

unto him, Shall we go and buy two 


hundred penny-worth of bread, and 


give them to eat? 

38 He ſaith unto them, How many 
loaves have ye? 
when they knew, they ſay, Five, and 
two fiſhes. 

9 And he commanded them to 
make all ſit down, by companies, up- 
on the green graſs. 

40 And they ſat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And when he had taken the five 
loaves and the two fiſhes, he looked up 
to heaven, and bleſſed, and brake the 
loaves, and gave them to his diſciples, 


to ſet before them; and the two fiſhes 


divided he among them all. 
42 And they did all eat and were filled. 


33 | And the peaple faw hem do; 


go and fee. And 
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43 And they took up twelve baſkets 

full of the fragments and of the fiſhes. 

44 And they that did eat of the 
| loaves were about five thouſand men. 


45 1 And ſtraightway he conſtrain- 


ed his diſciples to get into the ſhip, and 
to go to the other fide before unto 
Bethſaida, while he ſent away the peo- 
ple. 

46 And when he had ſent them a- 


way, he departed into a mountain to 


prey” 

47 And when even was come, the 
ſhip was in the midſt of the ſea, ard he 
alone on the land. 

48 And he ſaw them toiling in row- 
ing; for the wind was contrary unto 
them: and about the fourth watch of 
the night he cometh unto them, walk- 
ing upon the ſea, and would have paſſ- 
ed by them. 

49 But when they ſaw him walking 
upon the ſea, they ſuppoſed it had been 
a ſpirit, and cried out: 

o For they all ſaw him, and were 

troubled. And immediately he talked 
with them, and faith unto them, Be of 
good cheer: it is I; be not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into 
the ſhip; and the wind ceaſed. And 
they were ſore amazed in themſelves} 
beyond meaſure, and wondered. 

52 For they conſidered not the mi- 
racle of the loaves ; for their heart was 
hardened. 

53 And when hey had paſſed over, 
they came into the land of Gennefaret, 
and drew to the ſhore. 

54 And when they were come out 


55 And ran through that whole re- 
gion round about, and began to carry 
about in beds thoſe that were ſick, where 
they heard he was. 

56 And whitherſoever he entered, 
into villages, or cities, or country, they 
laid the fick in the ſtreets, and beſought 
him that they might touch if it were 
but the border of his garment: and as 
many as touched him were made whole. 


CHAP. VII. 


The Phar: ſees find fault with the di iſciples 
for eatmg with unwaſhen hands. 


THEN came together unto Kirk the 
Phariſees, and certain of the ſcribes, 
which came from [Jeruſalem ; | 

2 And when they ſaw ſome of his diſ- 
ciples eat bread with defiled (that is to 
ſay, with unwaſhen) hands, I found 
fault. 

3 For the Phariſees, and all the Jews, 
except they waſh their hands oft, eat 
not, holding the tradition of the el- 
ders. 

4 And when they come from the 
market, except they waſh, they eat not. 
And many other things there be which 
they have received to hold, as the 
waſhing of cups and pots, brazen veſ- 
ſels, and of tables. | 

5 Then the Phariſees ani ſcribes aſk- 
ed him, Why walk not thy diſciples ac- 
cording to the tradition of the elders, 
but eat bread with unwaſhen hands? 

6 He anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Well hath Efaias prophecied of you, 


of the ſhip, ſtraightway they knew him, 
[(8m2] 


hypocrites, as it is written, This people 
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honoureth me with their lips, but their 
heart 1s far from me. 

7 Howbeit, in vain do they worſhip 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aſide the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men, as the waſhing of pots and cups : 
and many other ſuch like things ye do. 

9 And he ſaid unto them, Full well 
ye rejet the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradition. 

10 For Moſes ſaid, Honour thy fa- 
ther and thy mother; and, Whoſo 
curſeth father or mother, let him die 
the death : | 

11 But ye fay, If a man ſhall ſay to 
his father or mother, It 1s Corban, that 
is to ſay, a gift, by whatſoever thou 
mighteſt be profited by me; he ſhall 
be free. 

12 And ye ſuffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother; 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition which ye 


have delivered. And many ſuch like 


things do ye. 

14 1 And when he had called all 
the people unto him, He ſaid unto 
them, Hearken unto me every one of 
you, and underſtand : 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man that entering into him can defile 
him : but the things which come out 
of him, thoſe are they that defile the 
man. 5 
16 If any man have ears to hear, let 


him hear. | 
17 And when he was entered into 


*— 


ples aſked him concerning the pa- 
rable. 

18 And he ſaith unto them, Are ye 
ſo without underſtanding alſo? Do ye 
not perceive, that whatſoever thing 
from without entereth into the man, it 
cannot defile him; | 

19 Becauſe it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, purging all meats? 

20 And he ſaid, That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adulte- 
ries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetouſneſs, wickedneſs, 
deceit, laſciviouſneſs, an evil eye, blaſ- 
phemy, pride, fooliſhneſs: 

23 All theſe evil things come from 
within, and defile the man. 

24 And from thence he aroſe, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and Si- 
don, and entered into an houſe, and 
would have no man know it: but he 
could not be hid. 

25 For a certain woman, whoſe 
young daughter had an unclean ſpirit, 
heard of him, and came and fell at his 


feet ? 


26 The woman was a Greek, a Sy- 
rophenician by nation; and ſhe be- 
ſought him that he would caſt forth the 
devil out of her daughter. - _ 

27 But Jeſus ſaid unto her, Let the 
children firſt be filled: for it is not meet 
to take the children's bread, and to calt 
it unto the dogs. | 

28 And ſhe anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Yes, Lord : yet the dogs under the

29 And he ſaid unto her, For this

30 And when ſhe was come to her 
houſe, ſhe ſound the devil gone 
out, and her daughter laid upon the 
bed. 

31 J And again, departing from the 

coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the ſea of Galilee, through the 
midſt of the coaſts of Decapolis. 
32 And they bring unto him one 
that was deaf and had an impediment 
in his ſpeech; and they beſeech him 
to put his hand upon him. 


33 And he took him aſide from the 


multitude, and put his fingers into his 
ears, and he fpit, and touched his 
tongue; | | 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
ſighed and faith unto him, Ephphatha, 
that is, Be opened. ! 

335 And ſtraightway his ears were 
opened, and the ſtring of his. tongue 
was looſed, and he ſpake plain, 

36 And he charged them, that they 
ſhould tell no man. But the more he 
charged them, ſo much the more a 


great deal they publiſhed it; 
37 And were beyond meaſure aſto- 


niſhed, ſaying, He hath done all things 
well: he maketh both the deaf to 
hear, and the dumb to ſpeak. 


CHAP. VIII. 


_ Chriſt feedeth the people miraculouſly, &c. 


IN thoſe days the multitude being 
very great, and having nothing to eat, 


Jeſus called his diſciples unto him, and 


ſaith unto them, 

2 J have compaſſion on the multi- 
tude, becauſe they have now been 
with me three days, and have nothing 
to eat: 


to their own houſes, they will faint by 
the way : for divers of them came from 
far. | 
4 And his diſciples anſwered him, 
From whence can a man" ſatisfy theſe 
men with bread here in the wilderneſs? 
5 And he aſked them, How many 
loaves have ye? And they ſaid, S-ven. 
6 And he commanded the people to 
fit down on the ground: and he took 
the ſeven loaves, ard gave thanks, and 
brake, and gave to his diſciples to ſet 
before them; and they did ſet them 
before the people. | 
7 And they had a few ſmall fiſhes; 


and he bleſſed, and commanded to ſet 


them alſo before them. | | 

8 So they did eat, and were filled: 
and they took up of the broken meat 
that was left ſeven baſkets. 
9 And they that had eaten were a- 
bout four thouſand. And he ſent 


them away. 


10 J And ſtraightway he entered 
into a ſhip with his diſciples, and 


came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 
11 And the Phariſees came forth, 


and began to queſtion with him, ſeek- 


ing of him a ſign from heaven, tempt- 
ing him. 

12 And he ſighed deeply in his 
ſpirit, and faith, Why doth this gene- 
ration ſeek after a ſign? verily I ſay 


3 And if I ſend them away faſting 
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unto you, There ſhall no 'fign be given 
to this generation. 
139 And he left them, and entering 
into the ſhip again, departed to the 
other fide. 

14 Now the diſciples had forgotten 
to take bread, neither had they in 


the ſhip with them more than one

Take heed, beware of the en of

16 And they reaſoned among them- 
ſelves, ſaying, It is becauſe we have 
men ſay that I am? 
28 And they anſwered, John the 


no bread. 


17 And when Jeſus knew it, he ſaith 


unto. them, Why reaſon ye, becauſe 
ye have no bread? perceive ye not 
yet, neither underſtand? have ye your 


heart yet hardened ? 

18 Having eyes, ſee ye not? and 
having ears hear ye not? and do ye 
not remember ? 

19 When I brake the five loaves a- 
mong five thouſand, how many baſkets 
full of fragments took ye up? They 
fay unto him, Twelve. 
20 And when the ſeven among four 
thouſand, how many baſkets full of 
fragments took ye up? And they ſaid, 
Seven. 

21 And he ſaid unto them, How is 
it that ye do not underſtand ? 

22 1 And he cometh to Bethſaida; 
and they bring a blind man unto him, 
wy beſought him to touch him. 

3 And he took the blind man by 
8 try and led him out of the town; 
and when he had ſpit on his eyes, and 


5 And he charged Tas ba ſaying,

put his hands upon him, he aſked 


him if he ſaw ought. 


24 And he looked up, and ſaid, I 
ſee men as trees, walking. 

25 After that he put his hands again 
upon his eyes, and made him look up: 
and he was reſtored and law every man 
clearly. 

26 And he ſing. him away to his 
houſe, ſaying, Neither go into the 
town, nor tell it to any in the town. 

27 And Jeſus went out, and his 


| diſciples, into the town of Ceſarea Phi- 


lippi: and by the way he aſked his 
diſciples, ſaying unto them, Whom do 


Baptiſt : but ſome ſay Elias; and others, 


One of the prophets. 
20 And he ſaith unto them, But 


whom ſay ye that I am? And Peter 


anſwereth and ſaith unto him, Thou 
art the Chriſt. 

30 And he charged them that oy 
ſhould tell no man of him. 

31 And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man muſt ſuffer many 


things and be rejected of the elders, 


and of the chief prieſts and ſcribes, 
and be killed, and after three days riſe 


again. 


ly. And Peter took him, and began 
to rebuke him. 

33 But when he had turned about, 
and looked on his diſciples, he rebuk- 
ed Peter, ſaying, Get thee behind me, 
Satan: for thou ſavoureſt not the 


things that be of God, but the things 


that be of men. 


But ſome ſay Elias, ver. 28.] It was a received opinion that Elias muſt come before the Meſſſas, founded © on Malachi i iv. 5 


32 And he ſpake that ſay ing open- 
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people unto him, with his diſciples al- 
ſo, he ſaid unto them, Whoſoever will 
come after me, let him deny himſelf, 
and take up his croſs, and follow 
me. 

35 For whoſoever will ſave his life 
ſhall loſe it; but whoſoever ſhall loſe} 
his life for my ſake, and the Goſpet's, 
the ſame {hall ſave it. | 
36 For what ſhall it profit a man, if 
he ſhall gain the whole world, and loſe| 
his own fry: by 

37 Or what ſhall a man give in ex- 
change for his ſoul ? 


38 Whoſoever therefore ſhall be 


aſhamed of me and of my words, in 
this adulterous and ſinful generation, of 
him alſo ſhall the Son of man be aſham- 
ed when he cometh in the glory of his 
Father, with the holy angels. 


CHAP. IX. 
Jeſus transfigured: he foretelleth has death 


and veſurrection. 


AND 10 ſaid unto them, Verity I 
ſay unto you, that there be ſome of 
them that ſtand here which ſhall not 
taſte of death till they have ſeen the 
kingdom of God come with power. 

2 J And after fix days Jefus taketh 
with him Peter, and James, and John, 
and leadeth them up into an high 
mountain, apart by themſelves: and he 
was transfigured before them. 

3 And hfs raiment became ſhining, 
exceeding white as ſnow ; ſo as no ful- 
ler on earth can white them.

34 And when he had called the

17 And one of the multitude anſwered 
and ſaid, Maſter, I have brought unto 
thee my ſon, which hath a dumb ſpirit ; 

18 And whereſoever he taketh him, 


he teareth him, and he foameth, and 


aſheth with his teeth, and pineth a- 
way. And I ſpake to thy diſciples, 
that they ſhould caſt him out; and they 
could not. 

19 He anſwered him, and ſaith, 0 
faithleſs generation, how long ſhall I 
he with you? how long ſhall I ſuffer 
you ? bring him unto me. 

20 And they brought him unto him. 
And when he * him, ſtraightway the 
ſpirit tare him; and he fell on the 


ground, and wallowed, foaming. 


21 And he aſked his father, How 
long is it ago ſince this came unto him? 


And he ſaid, Of a child. 
22 And oſt-times it hath caſt him 


into the fire, and into the waters, to 


deſtroy him: but if thou canſt do any 
thing, have compaſſion on us, and help 


us. 
23 Jeſus ſaid unto — If thou canſt 


believe, all things are poſſible to him 
that believeth. 


24 And ſtraightway the father of the 
child cried out, and ſaid, with tears, 


dumb and deaf ſpirit, I charge thee, 
Come out of him, and enter no more 
into him. 

26 And the ſpirit cried, and rent 
him ſore, and came out of him: and 
he was as one dead; inſomuch, that 
many ſaid, He is dead. 

27 But Jeſus took him by the hand, 
and lifted him up; and he aroſe. 

28 And when he was come into the 


houſe, his diſciples aſked him private- 


ly, Why could not we caſt him 
out ? 

29 And he ſaid unto them, This 
kind can come forth by nothing but by 
prayer and faſting. 

30 1 And they departed thence, and 
palled through Galilee: and he would 
not that any man ſhould know it. 

31 For he taught his diſciples, and 
ſaid unto them, The Son of man 1s de- 
livered into the hands of men, and they 
ſhall kill him: and after that he is kill- 
ed, he ſhall riſe the third day. 

32 But they underſtood not that ſay- 
ing, and were afraid to aſk him. 

33 1 And he came to Capernaum: 
and being in the houſe, he aſked them, 
What was it that ye diſputed N 
yourſelves by the way ? 


34 But they held their peace: for 


by the way they had diſputed among 
themſelves, who ſhould be the greateſt. 

35 And he ſat down, and called the 
twelve, and faith unto them, If any 


Lord, I believe; help thou mine un- man deſire to be firſt, the ſame ſhall be

laſt of all, and ſervant of all. 


25 When Jeſus ſaw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked the 
foul ſpirit, ſaying unto him, Thou 
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in the midſt of them: and when he 
had taken him in his arms, he ſaid 
unto them, 
37 Whoſoever ſhall receive one of 
ſuch children in my name, receiveth 
me: and whoſoever ſhall receive me, re- 
ceiveth not me, but him that ſent me. 
38 And John anſwered him, ſaying, 
Maſter, we ſaw one caſting out devils 
in thy name, and he followeth not us: 
and we forbade him, becauſe he follow- 
eth not us. 

39 But Jeſus ſaid, Forbid him not: 
for there 1s no man which ſhall do a 
miracle in my name that can lightly 
| ſpeak evil of me. 

40 For he that 1s not againſt us 1s 
on our part. 

41 For whoſoever ſhall give you a 
cup of water to drink in my name, be- 
cauſe ye belong to Chriſt, Verily I ſay 
unto yon, he ſhall not loſe his reward. 
42 And wholoever ſhall offend one 
of theſe little ones that believe in me, 
it is better for him that a milſtone were 
hanged about his neck, and he were 
caſt into the ſea. 

43 And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed, than having two 
hands to go into hell, into the fire that 
never ſhall be quenched : 

44 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

45 And if thy foot offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter 
halt into life, than having two feet to 


36 And he took a child, and ſet him 


46 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

47 And if thine eye offend thee, _ 
pluck it out: it is better for thee to 
enter into the kingdom of God with 


| one eye, than having two eyes to be 


caſt into hell fire: | 

48 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire 1s not quenched. 

49 For every one ſhall be ſalted 
with fire, and every ſacrifice ſhall be 
ſalted with falt. 

50 Salt is good: but if the ſalt have 
loſt his ſaltneſs, wherewith will ye ſea- 
ſon 1t? have falt in yourſelves, and 
have peace one with another. 


CHAP: X. 
Touching divorcement, &c. 


AND he aroſe from thence, and 
cometh into the coaſts of Judea, by 
the farther ſide of Jordan ; and the 
people reſort unto him again; and as 
he was wont he taught them again.

12 And if a woman ſhall put away 
her huſband, and be married to ano- 
ther, ſhe committeth adultery. 

13 1 And they brought young chil- 
dren to him, that he ſhould touch them: 


and his diſciples rebuked thoſe that 


brought them. 

14 But when Jeſus ſaw it, he was 
much diſpleaſed, and fſaid_unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not; for of ſuch 
is the kingdom of God. 

15 Verily I ſay unto you, Whoſo- 
ever ſhall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he ſhall not enter 
therein. 

16 And he took them up-in his 
arms, put his hands upon them, and 
bleſſed them. 

17 And when he was gone forth in- 


to the _ there came one running, | 
and kneeled to him, and aſked him, 
Good "Maſter, what ſhall I do that 1 


may inherit eternal life ? 

18 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Why 
calleſt thou me good? there is none 
good but one; that is God.

24 And the diſciples were aſtoniſhed 
at his words, But Jeſus anſwereth a- 
gain, and faith unto them, Children, 
how hard is it for them that truſt in 
riches to enter into the kingdom of God! 


25 It is eaſier for a camel to go 


through the eye of a needle than for a 


God. 

26 And they were aſtoniſhed out of 
meaſure, ſaying among themſelves, Who 
then can be ſaved?

51 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
unto him, What wilt thou that 1 
ſhould do unto thee: The blind man 
ſaid unto him, Lord, that I might re- 
ceive my fight. 

'52 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Go

in the way; and others cut down 
branches of the trees, and ſtrawed 
them in the way. 

9 And they that went before, and 
they that followed, cried, ſaying, Ho- 
ſanna : bleſſed is he that cometh in he 
name of the Lord: 

10 Bleſſed be the kingdom of our 
father David, that cometh in the name 


of the Lord: Hoſanna in the high- 


eſt. 


11 And Jeſus entered "90g Jeruſa- 
lem, and into the temple: and when 
he had looked round about upon all 


things, and now the even-tide was 


come, he went out unto Bethany with 


the twelve. 
12 J And on the morrow, when 


they were come from _—_— he was 
hungry : 
13 And ſeeing a fig-tree afar off, 


having leaves, he came, if haply 


he might find any thing thereon : and 
when he came to it, he found nothing

the tables of the money-changers, and 
the ſeats of them that ſold doves ; 

16 And would not ſuffer that any 
man ſhould carry any veſſel through 
the temple. 

17 And he taught, ſaying unto them, 
Is it not written, My houſe ſhall be 
called of all nations the houſe of pray - 
er? but ye have made it a den of 
thieves. 

18 And the ſcribes and chief bien 
heard it, and ſought how they might 
deſtroy him, for they feared him, be- 
cauſe all the people was aſtoniſhed at 
his doctrine. 

19 And when even was come, he 
went out of the city. 

20 And in the morning, as they paſſ- 

ed by, they ſaw the fig-tree dried. up 
from the roots. 
21 Peter, calling to remem- 
brance, ſaith unto him, Maſter, behold, 
the fig- tree which thou curſedſt is wi- 
thered away. | 

22 And ſeſus, anſwering, ſaith unto 
them, Have faith in God. 

23 For verily I ſay unto you, That 
whoſoever ſhall ſay unto this mountain, 
Be thou removed, and be thou caſt in- 
to the ſea; and ſhall not doubt in his 
heart, but ſhall believe that thoſe things 


which he faith ſhall come to paſs; he 
{hall have whatſoever he ſaith. 

24 Therefore I ſay unto you, What 
things ſoever ye deſire when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye 
{hall have them. IS 

25 And when ye ſtand, praying, for- 
give, if ye have ought againſt any ; that 
your Father alſo which is im heaven 
may forgive you your treſpalles. 

26 But if ye do not forgive, neither 
will your Father which is in heaven 
forgive your treſpaſſes. 

27 J And they come again to Jeru- 
ſalem: and as he was walking in the 
temple, there come to him the chief 
prieſts, and the ſcribes, and the elders, 

28 And ſay unto him, By what au- 
thority doeſt thou theſe things? and 
who gave thee this authority to do theſe 
— 

9 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid un- 
to a I will alſo aſk of you one 
queſtion; and anſwer me, and I will 
tell you by what authority I do theſe 
things. 

30 The Baptiſm of John; was it from 
heaven, or of men? anſwer me. 

31 And they reaſoned with them- 
ſelves, ſaying, If we ſhall fay, From 
heaven, he will ſay, Why then did ye 
not believe him ? | 

32 But if we ſhall ſay, Of men, they 
feared the people, for all men counted 
John that he was a prophet indeed. 

33 And they anſwering ſaid unto 
Jeſus, We cannot tell. And Jeſus 
anſwering, faith unto them, Neither 
do I tell you by what authority I do 
theſe things.

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CHAP. XII.

AND he began to ſpeak unto them 
by parables.

% And at the ſeaſon he ſent to the 


huſbandmen a ſervant, that he might 


receive from the huſbandmen of the 
fruit of the vineyard.

4 And again, he ſent unto them an- 
other ſervant: and at him they caſt 
ſtones, and wounded him in the head, 
and ſent him away ſhamefully handled. 

5 And again, he ſent another; and 
him they killed; and many others : 
beating ſome, and killing ſome. 

6 Having yet therefore one ſon, his 
well-beloved, he ſent him alſo laſt un- 
to them, ſaying, They will reverence 
my ſon. 

7 But thoſe huſbandmen ſaid among 
themſelves, This is the heir; come, let 
us kill him, and the inheritance ſhall 
be our's. 

8 And they took him, and killed 
him, and caſt him out of the vineyard. 

9 What ſhall, therefore, the lord of 
the vineyard do? He will come and 
deſtroy the huſbandmen, and will give 
the vineyard unto others. 

10 And have ye not read this ſcrip- 
ture? The ſtone which the builders

13 1 And they ſend unto him cer- 
tain of the Phariſees, and of the Hero- 
dians, to catch him in his words. 

14 And when they were come, they 


ſay unto him, Maſter, we know that 


thou art true, and careſt for no man; 
for thou regardeſt not the perſon of 
men, but teacheſt the way of God in 
truth: Is it lawful to give tribute to 
Ceſar, or not? 

15 Shall we give, or ſhall we not 
give? But he, knowing their hypocri- 
ſy, ſaid unto them, Why tempt ye me? 
bring me a penny, that I may ſee it. 

16 And they brought it. And he 
ſaith unto them, Whoſe 1s this image 
and ſuperſcription? And they ſay un- 
to him, Ceſar's. 

17 And Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
them, Render to Ceſar the things that 
are Ceſar's, and to God the things that 
are God's. And they marvelled at 
him. 

18 4 Then come unto him the Sad- 
ducecs, which ſay there 1s no reſurrec- 


tion; and they aſked him, ſaying, 


19 Maſter, Moſes wrote unto us, I |} 


a man's brother die, and leave his wile 
behind him, and Jews no children, 
that his bender ſhould take his 851 
and raiſe up ſeed unto his brother. 


20 Now there were ſeven brethren ; 
and the firſt took a wife, and dying left 
no ſeed. 
21 And the ſecond took her, and 
died, neither left he any ſeed: and the 
third likewiſe. 
22 And the ſeven had her, and left 
no ſeed. Laſt of all the woman died 
alſo. 
23 In the reſurrection therefore, 
when they {hall riſe, whoſe wife ſhall 
the be of them ? for the ſeven had her 
to wife. 
24 And Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
them, Do ye not therefore err, becauſe 
ye know not the ſcriptures, neither the 
pe of God? 

3 For when they ſhall riſe from the 
Fs they neither marry, nor are given 
in marriage; but are as the angels which 
are in heaven. 
26 And as touching the dead, that 
they riſe ; have ye not read in the book 
of Moſes, how in the buſh God ſpake 
unto him, ſaying, I am the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, and 
- . God of Jacob? 
7 He 1s not the God of the dead, 
Ws as God of the living. Ye there- 
fore do greatly err. 

28 And one of the ſcribes came, 
and having heard them reaſoning 
together, and perceiving that he had 
| anſwered them well, aſked him, 
Which is the firſt commandment of 
1 
9 And ſeſus anſwered him, The 
frſt 4 all the commandments is, Hear, 
O Iſrael; The Lord our God is one 
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30 And thou ſhalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy ſoul, and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy ſtrength. This is the firſt 
commandment. 

31 And the ſecond is like, a 
this, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as 
thyſelf: there is none other command- 
ment greater than theſe. 

32 And the ſcribe ſaid unto him, 
Well, Maſter, thou haſt ſaid the truth: 
for there is one God; and there 1 is none 
other but he: 

33 And to love him with all the 
heart, and with all the underſtanding, 
and with all the ſoul, and with all the 
ſtrength, and to love his neighbour as 
himſelf, is more than all whole burnt- 
offerings and ſacrifices. 

34 And when Jeſus ſaw that he an- 
ſwered diſcreetly, he ſaid unto him, 
Thou art not far from the kingdom of 
God. And no man after that durſt alk | 
him any queſtion, 

35 1 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, 
while he taught in the temple, How 
ſay the ſcribes that Chriſt is the Son of 
David? 

36 For David himſelf ſaid, by the 
Holy Ghoſt, The Lord ſaid to my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, till I make 
thine enemies thy footſtool. 

7 David therefore himſelf calleth 


him 1 and whence is he then his 


Son? And the common People heard 


him gludly. 

38 1 And he ſaid unto them, in 0 
doctrine, Beware of the ſcribes which 
love to go in long clothing, and love 


Lord: 


ſalutations in the market-places, 
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39 And the chief ſeats in the ſyna- 
gogues, and the uppermoſt rooms at 
feaſts: 

40 Which devour widows' houſes, 
and for a pretence make long prayers: 
theſe {hall receive greater damnation. 

41 1 And Jeſus ſat over againſt the 
treaſury, and beheld how the people 
caſt money into the treaſury : and 
many that were rich caſt in much. 

42 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and ſhe threw in two mites, 
which make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his diſ- 

ciples, and faith unto them, Verily 1 
ſay unto you, that this poor widow 
hath caſt more in than all they which 
have caſt into the treaſury : 

44 For all they did caſt in of their 
abundance: but ſhe of her want did 
caſt in all that ſhe had, even all her 


living. 
CHAP. XIII. 
The deſtruction of the temple, &c. 


AND as he went out of the temple, 
one of his diſciples ſaith unto him, 
Maſter, ſee what manner of ſtones and 
what buildings are here! 

2 And Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
him, Seeſt thou theſe great buildings? 
there ſhall not be left one ſtone upon 
another, that ſhall not be thrown 
down.

5 And Jeſus anſwering them began 
to ſay, Take heed leſt any man deceive 
you: 

6 For many ſhall come in my name, 
ſaying, I am Chriſt; and ſhall deceive 
many. | 

7 And when ye ſhall hear of wars, 
and rumours of wars, be ye not trou- 
bled: for ſuch things muſt needs be; 
but the end ſhall not be yet. 


8 For nation ſhall riſe againſt nation, 


and kingdom againſt kingdom : and 
there ſhall be earthquakes in divers 


troubles: theſe are the beginnings of 


ſorrows. 5 
9 1 But take heed to yourſelves: 


cils; and in the ſynagogues ye ſhall be 
beaten, and ye ſhall be brought before 
rulers and kings for my ſake, for a 


teſtimony againſt them. 


10 And the goſpel muſt firſt be pub- 
liſhed among all nations. 
11 But when they ſhall lead you, 
and deliver you up, take no thought 
before-hand what ye ſhall ſpeak, nei- 
ther do ye premeditate : but whatſoe- 
ver ſhall be given you in that hour, 
that ſpeak ye: for it is not ye that 
ſpeak, but the Holy Ghoſt, 
12 Now the brother ſhall betray the

15 And let him that is on the houſe- 
top not go down into the houſe, nei- 
ther enter therein to take any thing out 
of his houſe: 

16 And let him that 1s in the field 
not turn back again for to take up his 
garment. 

17 But woe to them that are with 
child, and to them that give ſuck in 
thoſe days ! 
18 And pray ye that your flight be 
not in the winter. 

19 For in thoſe days ſhall be afflic- 
tion, ſuch as was not from the begin- 
ning of the creation, which God creat- 
ed, unto this time, neither ſhall be. 

20 And except that the Lord had 
ſhortened thoſe days, no fleſh ſhould 
be ſaved: but for the elect's ſake, whom 
he hath choſen, he hath ſhortened the 
days, 

21 And then, if any man ſhall ſay 
to you, Lo, here is Chriſt ; or lo, he 
is there; eve him not: 

22 For falſe Chriſts and falſe pro- 
phets ſhall rife, and ſhall ſhew ſigns and 


wanders, to feduce, if it were poſſible, 
even the elect. 

23 But take ye heed: behold, I have 
foretold you all things. 


19 01 


24 1 But in thoſe days, aſs that 
tribulation, the ſun ſhall be darkened, 
and the moon ſhall not give her light; 

25 And the ſtars of heaven ſhall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven ſhall 
be ſhaken. 

26 And then ſhall they ſee the Son 
of man coming in the clouds with great 


power and glory. 


27 And then ſhall he ſend his an- 


gels, and ſhall gather together his elect 


from the four winds, from the uttermoſt 
part of the earth, to the uttermoſt part 
of heaven. 

28 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree: When her branch is yet tender, 
and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
i is near: 

9 So ye in like manner, when ye 
mall ſee theſe things come to pals, 
know that it is nigh, even at the 
doors. 

30 Verily I ſay unto you, That this 
generation ſhall not pals till all theſe 
things be done. 

31 Heaven and earth ſhall paſs away: 
but my words ſhall not paſs away. _ 

32 But of that day and that hour 


knoweth no man; no not the angels 
which are in heaven; neither the Son, 


but the Father. 

33 Take ye heed, watch and pray: 
for ye know not when the time is. 

34 For the Son of man is as a man 
taking a far journey, who left his houſe, 
and gave authority to his ſervants, and 
to every man his work, and command- 
ed the porter to watch. 

35 Watch ye therefore; for ye know 
not when the maſter of the houſe com- 
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eth, at even or at midnight, or at t the 
cock-crowing, or in the morning: 

36 Leſt coming ſuddenly he find 
you ſleeping. 

37 And what I ſay unto you, I ſay 
unto all, Watch. 


CHAP. XIV. 


A conſpiracy againſt Chriſt, Ec. 


AFTER two days was the feaſt of 
the paſlover and of unleavened bread: 
and the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes, 
fought how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. 

2 But they ſaid, Not on the feaſt- 
day, leſt there be an uproar of the

3 1 And being in Bethany in the 


houſe of Simon the leper, as he fat at 
meat, there came a woman, having an 
alabaſter-box of ointment of ſpike-

4 And there were ſome that had in- 
dignation within themſelves, and ſaid, 
Why was this waſte of the ointment 
made ? 

5 For it might have been ſold for 
more than three hundred pence, and 
have been given to the poor. And 
they murmured againſt her. 

6 And Jeſus ſaid, Let her alone; 
why trouble ye her ? ſhe hath wrought 
a good work on me, 

7 For ye have the poor with you 
always, and whenſoever ye will ye may 
do them good! but me ye have not 


always. 


8 She hath done what ſhe could: 
ſhe is come aforehand to anoint my 
body to the burying. 

9 Verily I ſay unto you, Whereſo- 
we this Goſpel ſhall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this alſo 
that ſhe hath done, ſhall be ſpoken of 


for a memorial of her. 
10 1 And Judas Iſcariot one of the 


twelve, went unto the chief prieſts, to 
betray him unto them. 

11 And when they heard it, they 
were glad, and promiſed to give him 
money. And he ſought how he might 
conveniently betray him. 

12 J And the firſt day of unleaven- 
ed bread, when they killed the paſſ- 
over, his diſciples ſaid unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we go and pre- 
pare, that thou mayeſt eat the *. 
SN 

3 And he ſendeth forth two of his 
diſciples, and faith unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there ſhall meet you 
a man bearing a pitcher of water : 


follow him. 

14 And whereſoever he ſhall go in, 
ſay ye to the good-man of the houſe, 
The maſter ſaith, Where is the gueſt- 
chamber, where I ſhall eat the paſſover 
with my diſciples? 

' 15 And he will ſhew you a large 
upper room furniſhed and prepared: 
there make ready for us. 

16 And his diſciples went forth, 
and came into the city, and found as he 
had ſaid unto them: and they made 
readythe paſſover. _ 

17 And in the evening he cometh |

23 And he took the cup, and 
when he had given thanks, he gave 
it to them: and they all drank of 
It. | 

24 And he ſaid unto them, This is 
my blood of the new teſtament, which 
is ſhed for many. 

25 Verily I fay unto you, I will 
drink no more of the fruit of the vine, 
until that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. 

26 And when they had ſung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount of 
Olives. 

27 And Jeſus ſaith unto them, All 
ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me 
this night: for it is written, I wall 


mite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall 
be ſcattered, 

28 But after that I am riſen, I will 
£0 before you into Galilee.

29 But Peter ſaid unto him, Al- 
though all ſhall be offended, yet will 
not I. 

30 And Jeſus ſaith unto him, Veri-

2 And this taxing was firſt made 
when Cyrenius was governor of Syria. 

3 And all went to be taxed, every 
one into his own city. 

4 And Joſeph alſo went up from 
Galilee, out of the city of Nazareth, 
ir to Judea, unto the city of David, 
which 1s called Bethlehem ; becauſe he 
was of the houſe and lineage of David: 


5 To be taxed with Mary his eſpouſ. 
ed ag being great with child. 


6 4 And ſo it was, that while they 


were there, the days were accompliſh- 
ed that ſhe ſhould be delivered. 

7 And ſhe brought forth her firſt. 
born ſon, and wrapped him in ſwad— 
dling clothes, and laid him in a man- 


ger; becauſe there was no room for 


them in the inn. 
8 And there were in the "Oi coun- 


try ſhepherds abiding in the field, keep- 
ing watch over their flock by night, 

9 And lo, the angel of the Lord 

came upon them, and the glory 
Lord ſhone round about them ; and 
they were ſore afraid. 
10 And the angel ſaid unto them, 
Fear not: for behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which ſhall 
be to all people. 

11 For unto you is born this day, in 
the city of David, a Saviour, which is 
Chriſt the Lord. —_— 

12 And this ſhall be a ſign unto you; 
Ye ſhall find the babe wrapped in 
ſwaddling clothes, lying in a manger. 

13 And ſuddenly there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly hoſt, 
praiſing God, and ſaying, 


14 Glory to God in the. higheſt, 


and on earth peace, good-will toward 
men. |

21 J And when eight days were ac- 
compliſhed for the circumciſing of the 
child, his name was called J ES Us, 
which was ſo named of the angel be- 
fore he was conceived in the womb. 

22 And when the days of her puri- 
fication according to the law of Moſes 
were accompliſhed, they brought him 
to Jeruſalem, to preſent him to the 
Lord ; | 

23 As it is written in the law of the 
Lord, Every male that openeth the 
| womb ſhall be called holy to the 

Lord; 

224 And to offer a ſacrifice, accord- 
ing to that which is ſaid in the law of 

the Lord, A pair of turtle doves, or 
two young pigeons. 

25 And behold, there was a man 
in Jeruſalem whoſe name was Simeon; 
and the ſame man was juſt and devout, 
waiting for the conſolation of Iſrael: 
and the Holy Gaoſt was upon him. 

26 And it was revealed unto him 


by the Holy Ghoſt, that he ſhould 


not ſee death before he had ſeen the 


Lord's Chriſt. 
27 And he came by the Spirit into 
the temple. And when the parents 


brought in the child Jeſus, to do for 


him after the cuſtom of the law, 
in his

34 And Simeon bleſſed thaw! 2 
his mother, Behold, 


ſaid unto Mary 
this child is ſet for the fall and riſing 
again of many in Iſrael, and for a ſign 


which ſhall be ſpoken againſt 


35 (Yea, a {word ſhall pierce through 


The = ſoul alſo,) that the thoughts 


of many hearts may be revealed. 


36 And there was one Anna a pro- 
pheteſs, the daughter of Phanuel, of the 
tribe of Aſer; ſhe was of a great age, 


and had lived with an huſband leven . 


years from her virginity ; 
37 And ſhe was a widow of about 


fourſcore and four years, which de- 


parted not from the temple, but ſerved 
God with faſtings and prayers night 
and day. 

38 And ſhe coming in that inſtant 
gave thanks likewiſe unto the Lord, 
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and ſpake of him to all them that look- 
ed for redemption in Jeruſalem. 

39 And when they had performed 
all things, according to the law of the 


Lord, they returned into Galilee, to 


their own city Nazareth, 

40 And the child grew and wax- 
ed ſtrong in ſpirit, filled with wiſdom : 
and the grace of God was upon him. 


41 Now his parents went to Jeruſa- 


lem every year at the feaſt ofthe paſſover. 

42 And when he was twelve years 
old, they went up to Jeruſalem; after 
the cuſtom of the feaſt. 

43 And when they had fulfilled the 
days, as they returned, the child le- 
ſus tarried behind in Jeruſalem; and 
Joſeph and his mother knew not of it. 

44 But they ſuppoſing him to have 


been in the company, went a day's jour- 


ney; and they ſought him among their 
kinsfolk and acquaintance. 

45 And when they found him not, 
they turned back again to Jeruſalem, 
ſeeking him. 

46 And it came to pals, that after 
three days they found him in the tem- 
ple, fitting in the midſt of the doctors, 
both hearing them, and aſking them 
queſtions. 

47 And all that heard him were aſto- 
niſhed at his underſtanding and anſwers. 

48 And when they ſaw him they 
were amazed. And his mother ſaid 


unto him, Son, why haſt thou thus 


dealt with us? behold, thy father and I 
have fought thee ſorrowing. 

49 And he ſaid unto them, How 1s it 
that ye ſought me? wilt ye not that J 


muſt be about my Father's buſineſs ? 


50 And they underſtood not the fay- 


ing which he ſpake unto them. 

51 And he went down with them, 
and came to Nazareth, and was ſub. 
ject unto them. But his mother kept 
All theſe ſayings in her heart. 

52 And Jeſus increaſed in wiſdom 


and ſtature, and in favour with God 


and man. | 
| CHAP. . 1 
John's preaching and baptiſm, Oc. 
NOW in the fifteenth year of the 


reign of Tiberius Ceſar, Pontius Pilate 
being governor of Judea, and Herod 
being tetrarch of Galilee, and his 
brother Philip tetrarch of Iturea, and 
of the region of Trachonitis, and Ly- 
ſanias the tetrarch of Abilene. 

2 Annas and Caiaphas being the high 
prieſts, the word of God came unto John 


the ſon of Zacharias in the wilderneſs. 
3 And he came into all the country 


about Jordan, preaching the baptiſm of 
repentance, for the remiſſion of fins; 

4 As it is written in the book of 
the words of Eſaias the prophet, ſay- 
ing, The voice of one crying in the 
wilderneſs, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths ſtraight. 

5 Every valley ſhall be filled, and 
every mountain and hill ſhall be brought 
low; and the crooked ſhall be made 
ſtraight, and the rough ways ſhall be 
made ſmooth; 

6 And all fleſh ſhell ſee the ſalva- 
tion of God. 

7 Then ſaid he to the multitude that 


came forth to be baptized of him, O 
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eneration of vipers, who hath warn- 
ed you to flee from the wrath to 
come. 

8 Bring forth therefore fruits worthy 
of repentance, and begin. not to ſay 
within yourſelves, We have Abraham 
to our father: for I ſay unto you, That 
God is able of theſe {tones to raiſe up 
children unto Abraham. 

And now allo the axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees: every tree there- 
fore which bringeth not forth good 
fruitis hewn down and caſt into the 
fire. 

10 And the people aſked him, ſay- 
ing, What ſhall we do then? 

11 He anſwereth and ſaith unto 
them, He that hath two coats, let him 
impart to him that hath none; and 
he that hath meat, let im do like- 
wiſe. 

12 Then came alſo publicans to be 
baptized, and ſaid unto him, Maſter, 
what ſhall we do? 

13 And he ſaid unto them, Exact 
no more than that which is appointed 
you. 

14 And the ſoldiers likewiſe de- 
manded of him, ſaying, And what ſhall 
we do? And he ſaid unto them, Do 
violence. to no man, neither accuſe 
any falſly; and be content with your 
| Wages. 

15 1 And as the people were in ex- 
pectation, and all men muſed in their 
hearts of John, whether he were the 
Chriſt, or not; 

16 ſohn anfwered, ſaying unto them 
all, I indeed baptize you with water ; 
but one mightier than I cometh, the 


\ 


latchet of whoſe ſhoes I am not wor- 
thy to unlooſe; he ſhall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghoſt and with fire: 

17 Whoſe fan is in his hand, and he 
will throughly purge his floor, and will 
gather the wheat into his garner: but 


the chaff he will burn with fire un- 


quenchable. 
18 And many other things in his 
exhortation preached he unto the peo- 


ple. 
19 4 But Herod the tetrarch, being 


reproved by him for Herodias his 
brother Philip's wife, and for all the 
evils which Herod had done, 

20 Added yet this above all, that 


he ſhut up John in priſon. 


21 1 Now when all the people were 


baptized, it came to paſs that Jeſus 
alſo being baptized, and praying the 


heaven was opened. 


22 And the Holy Ghoſt deſcendal 
in a bodily ſhape like a dove upon 
him, and a voice came from heaven, 
which ſaid, Thou art my beloved Son; 
in thee I am well pleaſed. 

23 1 And Jeſus himſelf began to be 
about thirty years of age, being as was 
ſuppoſed, the ſon of Joſeph, which 
was the ſon of Heli. 

24 Which was the ſon of Matthat, 
which was the ſon of Levi, which was 


the ſon of Melchi, which was the ſon 


ſeph,

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5 And the devil, taking him up into 
an high mountain, ſhewed unto him all 
the kingdoms of the world, in a mo- 
ment of time. 

6 And the devil ſaid unto hi All 
this power will I give thee, and the 
glory of them: for that is del un- 
to me; and to whomſoever I will I 
: give it. 

If thou therefore wilt worſhip me, 
all ſhall be thine. 

8 And ſeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Get thee behind me, Satan: for 
it is written, Thou ſhalt worſhip the 
Lord thy God, and him only ſhalt 
thou ſerve. 

g And he brought him to Jeruſa- 
lem, and ſet him on a pinnacle of the 
temple, and ſaid unto him, If thou be 
the Son. of God, caſt thyſelf down from 
hence: 

10 For it is written, He ſhall give his 
angels charge over thee, to keep thee: 
11 And in their hands they ſhall 
bear thee up, leſt at any time thou daſh 
thy foot againſt a ſtone. 

12 And Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
him, It is ſaid, Thou ſhalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God. 

12 And when the devil had ended 
all the temptation, he departed from 
him for a ſeaſon. 

14 And Jeſus returned in the power 
of the Spirit into Galilee: and there 


went out a fame of him through all the] 


region round about. 

15 And he taught in their nage 
being glorified of all. 
16 4 And he came to Nazareth, 


down. 
were in the ſynagogue were faſtened on 


where he had been brought up: and,

as his cuſtom was, he went into tha y- 


nagogue on the ſabbath- day, and ſtood 
up for to read. 
17 And there was delivered unto him 


the book of the prophet Eſaias. And

18 The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, becauſe he hath anointed me to 
preach the Goſpel to the poor: he 
hath ſent me to heal the broken-heart- 
ed, to preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives, and recovering of fight to the 


blind, and to ſet at liberty them that 


are bruiſed. N 
19 To preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord. 


20 And he cloſed the book, and he 


gave it again to the miniſter, and ſat 
And the eyes of all them that 


him. | 
21 And he began to ſay unto them, 


This day 1s the ſcripture fulfilled in- 


your ears. 

22 And all bare him win and 
wondered at the gracious words which 
proceeded out of his mouth. And they 
ſaid, Is not this Joſeph's ſon? 


23 And he ſaid unto them, Ye will 


ſurely ſay unto me this proverb, Phyſi- 


clan, heal thyſelf: whatſoever we have 


heard done in Capernaum, do alſo here 
in thy country. 

24 And he ſaid, Verily I ſay unto 
you, No prophet 1s nc in his own 
country. 

25 But I tell you of a truth, Many 
widows were in Iſrael in the days of Eli- 
as, when the heaven was ſhut up three 


1 
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years and ſix months, when great fa- 
mine was throughout all the land; 

26 But unto none of them was Elias 
ſent, ſave unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, 
_ unto a woman that was a widow. 

27 And many lepers were in Iſrael 
in the time of Eliſeus the prophet; and 
none of them was cleanſed, ſaving Naa- 
man the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the ſynagogue, 
when they heard theſe things, * fill- 
ed with wrath, 

29 And roſe up, and thruſt him out 
of the city, and led him unto the brow 
of the hill whereon their city was built, 
that they might caſt him down headlong. 

30 But he paſſing through the midſt 
of them went his way, 

31 And came down to Capernaum, 
a city of _ Galilee, and taught them on 
the ſabbath- days. 

32 And they were aſtoniſhed at his 
doctrine : for his word was with power. 

33 1 And in the ſynagogue there 
was a man which had a ſpirit of an un- 
clean devil; and cried out with a loud 
voice, | 

34 Saying, Let us alone : what have 
we to do with thee, thou Jeſus of Na- 
zareth? art thou come to deſtroy us? I 
| know thee who thou art; the Holy 
One of God. 

35 And Jeſus rebuked him, ſaying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 
And when the devil had thrown him in 
the midſt, he came out of him, and 
hurt him not. 

36 And they were all amazed, and 
ſpake among themſelves, ſaying, What 
a word 1s this! for with authority and 


And all they in the ſynagogue, &c, ver. 28.] Which implied that it was for their own unworthineſs that he did not vouch- 


ſaf= this favour to them. 


power he commandeth the unclean ſpi- 
rits, and they come out. 

37 And the fame of him went out 
into every place of the comery round 
about. 

38 And he aroſe out of the ſyna- 
gogue, and entered into Simon's houſe: 
and Simon's wife's mother was taken 


him for her. 

39 And he ſtood over her, and re- 
buked the fever; and it left her: and 
immediately ſhe aroſe, and miniſtered 
unto them. 

40 Now when the ſun was ſetting, 
all they that had any ſick with divers 
diſeaſes brought them unto him ; and 
he laid his hands on every one of them, 
and healed them. 

41 And devils alſo came out of 
many, crying out, and ſaying, Thou 
art Chriſt the Son of God. And he 
rebuking them, ſuffered them not to 
ſpeak: for they knew that he was Chriſt, 

42 And when it was day, he depart- 
ed, and went into a deſert place: and 
the people ſought him, and came unto 
him, and ſtayed him that he ſhould not 
depart from them. 


43 And he ſaid unto them, I muſt 


preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities allo : for therefore am ] ſent. 

44 And he preached in the _ 
gogues of Galilee,

10 And ſo was alſo james and John 
the ſons of Zebedee, which were part- 
ners with Simon.

23 Whether is eaſter to ſay, Thy 
fins be forgiven thee; or te ſay, Riſe 
up and walk? 

24 But that ye may know that the 


Son of man hath power upon earth to 


forgive fins, (he ſaid unto the ſick of 
the pally,) I ſay unto thee, Ariſe, and 
take up thy couch, and go unto thine 
houſe. - | 

25 And immediately he roſe up be- 
fore them, and took up that whereon 
he lay, and departed to his own houſe, 
glorifying God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled 
with fear, ſaying, We have ſeen ſtrange 
things to-day. 

27 J And after theſe things he 
went forth, and ſaw a publican nam- 
ed Levi, fitting at the receipt of 
cuſtom : and he ſaid unto him, Follow 
me.

34 And he ſaid unto them, Can ye 
make the children of the bride-cham- 
ber faſt while the bridegroom 1s with 
them? 

35 But the days will come when the 
bridegroom ſhall be taken away from 
them, and then ſhall they faſt in thoſe 
days. | 

36 And he ſpake alſo a parable unto 
them, No man putteth a piece of a 
new garment upon an old; if other- 
wile, then both the new maketh a rent, 
and the piece that was taken out of the 
new, agreeth not with the old.

5 And he ſaid unto them, That the 
Son of man 1s Lord alſo of the ſab- 
bath. 

6 J And it came to paſs alſo on ano- 
ther ſabbath, that he entered into the 
ſynagogue, and taught. And there 
was a man whoſe right-hand was wi- 
thered. 

7 And the ſcribes and Phariſees 
watched him whether he would heal 
on the ſabbath- day; that they might 
hind an accuſation againſt him. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and 
faid to the man which had the ar 
ed hand, Riſe up, and ſtand forth in 


the barry And he aroſe, and ood 


forth. 
9 Then ſaid Jeſus unto them, -I will 


aſk you one thing; Is it lawſul on the 
ſabbath days to do good, or to do evil? 
to ſave life or to deſtroy it ? 

10 And looking 
them all, he ſaid unto the man, Stretch 
forth thy hand. And he did 105 and 
his hand was reſtored whole as the 


other. 
11 And they were filled with mad- 


neſs; and communed one with another |

12 T And 36 came to pals in thoſe

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap 
for joy: for behold, your reward is 
great in heaven ; for in the like man- 
ner did their fathers unto the pro- 
phets.

25 Woeunto you that are full, for ye

35 But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for no- 
thing again; and your reward ſhall 
be great, and ye ſhall be the child- 
ren of the Higheſt: for he is kind 
unto the unthankful, and to the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father alſo is merciful. 

37 Judge not, and ye ſhall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye ſhall not 
be condemned: forgive, and ye ſhall 
be forgiven : 

38 Give, and it ſhall be given un- 
to you: good meaſure, preſſed down, 
and ſhaken together, and Yunning 
over, ſhall men give into your boſom. 
For with the ſame meaſure that ye 
mete withal, it ſhall be meaſured to 
you again. 

39 And he ſpake a parable unto 
them, Can the blind lead the blind? 


31 Andasye would that men ſhould 
do to you, do ye allo to them like- 


which do good to you, what thank 
have ye? for finners allo do even the 


ſhall they not both fall into the 
ditch? | 
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40 The diſciple is not above his maſ- 
ter: but every one that 1s perfect ſhall 


be as his maſter. 


41 And why beholdeſt thou the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye, but 
perceiveſt not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? 

42 Either how canſt thou ſay to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou 


thyſelf beholdeſt not the beam that is 


Thou hypocrite, 


in thine own eye? 


= caſt out firſt the beam out of thine own 


eye, and then ſhalt thou ſee clear- 
ly to pull out the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye. 

43 For a good tree big not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit. 

44 For every tree is known by his 
own fruit: for of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble-buſh ga- 
ther they grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good 
treaſure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which 1s good; and an evil man-out 
of the evil treaſure of his heart bring- 


eth forth that which is evil: for of the 


abundance of the heart his mouth 
ſpeaketh. | 

46 And why call ye me Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I ſay? 

47 Whoſoever cometh to me, and 
heareth my ſayings, and doeth than, 1 
will ſhew you to whom he is like: 

48 He is like a man which built an 


houſe, and digged deep, and laid the 


found on a rock: and when the 
flood aroſe, the ſtream beat vehement- 
ly upon chat houſe, and could not 


ſhake it; for it was founded upon a 


rock. 
49 But he that heareth, and doeth 


not, is like a man that, without a 
foundation, built an houſe upon the 
earth, againſt which the ſtream did

6 Then Jeſus went with them, - And 
when he was now not far from the 
houſe, the centurion ſent friends to 
him, ſaying unto him, Lord, trouble 


not thyſelf, for I am not worthy that 


thou ſhouldeſt enter under my roof: 
7 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
ſelf worthy to come unto thee : but ſay 


in a word, and my ſervant ſhall be 


healed. 
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8 For I alſo am a man ſet under au- 
thority, having under me ſoldiers, and 
I fay unto one, Go, and he goeth ; and 
to another, Come, and he cometh : 
and to my ſervant, Do this, and he 

doeth 1t. 


g9 When Jeſus heard theſe things, he 


marvelled at him, and turned him a- 


bout, and ſaid unto the people that 


followed him, I ſay unto you, I have 
not found ſo great faith, no not in * 
rael. 

10 And they that were ſent, return- 
ing to the houſe, found the ſervant 
whole that had beeg ſick. 

11 1 And it came to pals the day 
after, that he went into a city called 
Nain : and many of his diſciples went 
with him, and much people. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, there was a 
dead man carried out, the only ſon of 
his mother, and ſhe was a widow : and 
much people of the city was with 


her. 


13 And when the Lord ſaw her, he| 


had compaſſion on her, and faid unto 
her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and tonched the 
bier: and they that bare him ſtood 
fill. And he ſaid, Young man, I ſay 
unto thee, Ariſe. 

5 And he that was dead fat up, and 
2 to ſpeak. And he delivered him 


to his mother. 

16 And there came a fear on all: 
and they glorified God, ſaying, That 
= a great prophet is riſen up among us; 


and, That God hath viſited his No- 
ple. 
noc, and health to couuc.

17 And this rumour of him went forth 


throughout all Judea, and througliout 


all the region round about. 
18 1 And the diſciples of John 
ſhewed him of all theſe things. 

19 And john calling unto him two 
of his diſciples, ſent them to Jeſus, ſay- 
ing, Art thou he that ſhould come; or 
look we for another? 

20 When the men were come unto 


him, they ſaid, John Baptiſt hath ſent 


us unto thee, ſaying, Art thou he that 
ſhould come; or look we for ano- 
ther? 

21 And in the ſame hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil ſpirits ; and unto many that 
were blind he gave ſight. 

22 Then Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John 
what things ye have ſeen and heard; 
how that the blind ſee, the lame ak 
the lepers are cleanſed, the deaf hear, 
the dead are raiſed, to the poor the 
Goſpel 1s preached. 

23 And bleſſed is he whoſoever ſhall 
not be offended in me. 

24 1 And when the meſſengers of 
John were departed, he began to ſpeak 
unto the people concerning John, 
What went ye out into the eres 


for to ſee? A reed ſhaken with the : 


wind ? 
But what went ye out for to ſee! 


A man clothed in ſoft raiment ? Behold, 


they which are gorgeouſly apparelled, 
and live delicately, are in king's courts. 
26 But what went ye out for to {ce! 


A prophet? Yea, I fay unto you, And 


much more than a prophet. 


Do this, and he goth it, ver. 8.] Therefore much more canſt thou, who haſt ſupreme authority, command the palſy to be

28 Forl ſay unto you, Among thoſe 
that are born of women, there 1s not a 
greater prophet than John the Baptiſt : 
but he that is leaſt in the kingdom of 
God is greater than he, 

29 And all the people that heard 
him, and the publicans, juſtified God, 
being baptized | with the baptiſm of 

ohn. 

30 But the Phariſees and lawyers re- 
jetted the counſel of God againſt them- 
ſelves, being not baptized of him. 

31 And the Lord ſaid, Whereunto 
* ſhall I liken the men of this ge- 
neration? and to what are they like? 

32 They are like unto children ſit- 
ting in the market-place, and calling 
one to another, and ſaying, We have 
piped unto you, and ye have not danc- 
ed; we have mourned unto you, and 
ye have not wept. 

33 For John the Baptiſt came nei- 
ther eating bread nor drinking wine; 

and ye ſay, He hath a devil. 
34 The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking; and ye ſay, Behold, a 
gluttonous man, and a wine-bibber, a 
friend of publicans and ſinners. 

35 But wiſdom 1s juſtified of all her 
children. 

36 1 And one of the Phariſees de- 
ſired him that he would eat with him. 
And he went into the Phariſee's houſe, 
and fat down to meat. | 
37 And behold, a woman in the c1- 


ty, which was a linner, when ſhe knew | 
[87] 


that Teſus ſat at meat in the Phariſee's 
houſe, brought an alabaſter box of 
ointment, 


38 And ſtood at his feet behind him 


with tears, and did wipe them with the 
hairs of her head, and kiſſed his feet, 
and anointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Phariſee which 
had bidden him ſaw it, he ſpake with- 


in himſelf, ſaying, This man, if he were 


a prophet, would have known who and 


what manner of woman this 1s that 


toucheth him; for ſhe is a ſinner. 

40 And 
him, Simon, I have ſomewhat to ſay 
unto thee. And he faith, Maſter, tay 
on. 

41 There was a certain ed 
which had two debtors: 
five hundred pence, and the other

42 And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. Tell

45 Thou gaveſt me no ki: but 
this woman, fince the time I came in, 
bath not ceaſed to kiſs 1 feet.

409 And they that ſat at meat with 
him, began to ſay within themſelves, 
Who is this that forgiveth fins alſo? 

30 And he ſaid to the woman, Thy 
faith hath faved thee; go in peace,

CHAP. VIII. 
Women miniſter unto Chriſt, Sc. 


AN it came to pals afterward, that 
he went throughout every city and 
village preaching and ſhewing the glad 
tidings of the kingdom of God: and 
the twelve were with him: | 

2 And certain women, which had 

been healed of evil ſpirits and infirmi- 
ties, Mary called Magdalene, out of 
whom went ſeven devils, 
3 And Joanna the wife of Chuza, 
Herod's ſteward, and Suſanna, and many 
others, which miniſtered unto him of 
their ſubſtance. 

4 1 And when much people were 
gathered together, and were come to 
tim out of every city, he ſpake by a 
parable : 

5 A ſower went out to ſow his ſeed: 
and as he lowed, ſome fell by the way- 
_ fide; and it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of the air devoured it: 


Miniftered unto him of their ſubſtance, ver. 
thankſulncfs for the benefits they received of him. 


3-] Contributed to him of their goods for the maintenance of his family, in 


6 And ſome fell upon a rock, and 
as ſoon as it was ſprung up, it wither- 
ed away, becauſe it lacked moiſture, 

7 And ſome fell among thorns, and 
the thorns ſprang up with it, and choked 
it. t | 

8 And other fell on good ground, 
and ſprang up, and bare fruit an hun- 
dred-fold. And when he had ſaid 
theſe things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear let him hear. | 

9 And his diſciples aſked him, ſay- 
ing, What might this parable be? 

10 And he ſaid, Unto you it is given 
to know the myſteries of the kingdom 
of God: but to others in parables ; 
that ſeeing they might not ſee, and 


hearing they might not underſtand. 


11 Now the parable is this: The 
ſeed 1s the word of God: 

12 Thoſe by the way-ſide are they 
that hear: then cometh the devil, 
and taketh away the word out of 
their hearts, leſt they ſhould believe, 
and be ſaved. 1 = 

13 They on the rock, are they which 
when they hear, receive the word with 
Joy; and theſe have no root, which 
for a while believe, and in time of 
temptation fall away. 

14 And that which fell among 
thorns are they, which, when they have 
heard, go forth, and are choked with 
cares, and riches, and pleaſures of 
this life, and bring no fruit to perſec- 
tion. | 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which, in an honeſt and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep it, 
and bring forth fruit with patience. 
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16 JJ No man when he hath lighted 
a candle, covercth it with a veſſel, or 
putteth it under a bed, but ſetteth it 
on a candleſtick, that they which en- 
ter in may ſee the light. 


not be made manifeſt: neither any 
thing hid, that ſhall not be known 
and come abroad. 
18 Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for whoſoever hath, to him ſhall 
be given: and whoſoever hath not, 
from him ſhall be taken even that 
wa he ſeemeth to have. 
| | Then came to him his mo- 
ther and his brethren, and could not 
come at him for the prels. 
20 And it was told him by certain, 
which ſaid, Thy mother and thy bre- 
thren ſtand without, deſiring to lee thee. 
21 And he anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, My mother and my brethren 
are theſe which hear the word of God, 
and do it. 
22 J Now it came to pals on a cer- 
tain day, that he went into a ſhip with 
his diſciples: and he ſaid unto them, 
Let us go over unto the other fide of 
the lake.

24 And they came to him, and a- 
woke him, ſaying, Maſter, maſter we 
periſh, Then he aroſe, and rebuked 
the wind, and the raging of the water: 
and they ceaſed, and there was a calm, 
25 And he ſaid unto them, Where 


is your faith? and Mey, being alraid,

17 For nothing is ſecret that ſhall t 


wondered, ſaying one to another, What 
manner of man is this? for he com- 
mandeth even the winds and 'water, 
and they obey him. 

26 1 And they arrived at the coun- 
ry of the Gadarenes, which is overs 
againſt Galilee. 

27 And when he went forth to land, 
there met him out of the city a cer- 
tain man which had devils long time, 
and ware no clothes, neither abode in 
any houſe, but in the tombs : 

28 When he ſaw Jeſus, he cried out, 
and fell down before him, and with 
a loud voice ſaid, What have I to do 
with thee, Jeſus, thou Son of God moſt 
high? I beſeech thee, torment me not. 

29 For he had commanded the un- 
clean ſpirit to come out of the man. 
For oftentimes it had caught him: and 
he was kept bound with chains and in 
fetters; and he brake the bands, and 
was een of the devil into the wil- 
derneſs. 

30 And jeſus aſked him, ſaying, 
What is thy name? And he ſaid, Le- 
gion: becauſe many devils were enter- 
ed into him. 

31 And they beſought oe that he 
would not command them to go out 
into the deep. 

32 And there was there an herd of 
many {wine feeding on the mountain: 
and they beſought him that he would 
ſuffer them to enter into them. And he 
ſuffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of the 
man, and entered into the ſwine; and 
the herd ran violently down a ſteep 


place into the lake, and were choked. 
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34 When they that fed them ſaw 
what was done, they fled, and went 
and told it in the city and in the 
country. 

35 Then they went out to "W what 
was done; and came to Jeſus, and 
found the man out of whom the de- 
vils were departed, fitting at the feet 
of Jeſus, clothed, and in his right 
mind: and they wereafraid. 

36 They alſo which ſaw it, told 
them by what means he that was pol- 
ſeſſed of the devils was healed. 

37 Then the whole multitude of the 
country of the Gadarenes round about 
beſought him to depart from them : for 
they were taken with great fear. And 
he went up into the ſhip, and returned 
back again. 

38 Now the man out of whom the 
devils were departed beſought him that 
he might be with him. But Jeſus ſent 
him away, ſaying, 

39 Return to thine own houſe, and 
ſhew how great things God hath done 
unto thee. And he went his way, and 
publiſhed throughout the whole city 
how great things Jeſus had done unto 
him. 

40 And it came to paſs, that when 
Jeſus was returned, the people gladly 
received him : for they were all wait- 
ing for him. 

41 And behold there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the

ect, and beſought him that he would 
come into his houſe : 
42 For he had one only daughter,

about twelve years of age, and ſhe lay 


a dying. But as he went, the people 
thronged him. 


43 And a woman having an 1 iſſue of 


blood twelve years, which had ſpent 
all her living upon phyſicians, neither 
could be healed of any, 

44 Came behind him, and touched 
the border of his garment; and im- 
mediately her iſſue of blood ſtanch- 
ed. | 

45 And Jeſus ſaid, Who touched 
me? When all denied; Peter, and they 
that were with him ſaid, Maſter, the 
multitude throng 
and ſayeſt thou, Who touched me ? 

46 And Jeſus ſaid, Some body hath 
touched me: for I perceive that virtue 
is gone out of me. 


| 47 And when the woman ſaw hat | 
ſhe was not hid, ſhe came trembling, 


and falling down before him, ſhe declar- 
ed unto him before all the people for 


what cauſe ſhe had touched him, and 


how ſhe was healed immediately. 
48 And he ſaid unto her, Daugh- 


ter, be of good comfort: thy faith hath 


made thee whole: go in peace. 

49 While he yet ſpake, there com- 
eth one from the ruler of the ſyna- 
gogue's houſe, ſaying to him, Thy 
daughter 1s dead: trouble not the Mal- 
ter. 

50 But when Jeſus heard it, he an- 
ſwered him ſaying, Fear not: believe 
only, and ſhe ſhall be made whole. 

51 And when he came into the 
houſe, he ſuffered no man to go in, ſave 
Peter and James and John, and the 
father and the mother of the mai- 
den. 


thee ae preſs thee 
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52 And all wept and bewailed her. 
But he ſaid, Weep not: ſhe is not dead 
but ſleepeth. 

53 And they laughed him to ſcorn, 
knowing that ſhe was dead, 

54 And he put them all out, and 
took her by the hand, and called, ſay- 
ing, Maid, ariſe. 

55 And her ſpirit came again, and 
ſhe aroſe ſtraightway: and he com- 
manded to give her meat. 

56 And her parents were aſtoniſhed: 
but he charged them that they ſhould 


tell no man what was done. 


CHAP. IX. 
Chriſt ſendethi his apoſtles to preach, &c. 
THEN he called his twelve diſciples 


together, and gave them power and

7 1 Now Herod the tetrarch heard 
of all that was done by him: and he

11 And the people when they knew 
it, followed him: and he received them 
and ſpake unto them of the kingdom 
of God, and healed them that had need 
of healing.

26 For whoſoever ſhall be aſhamed 
of me, and of my words, of him ſhall 


ſhall come in his own glory, and in his 
Father's, and of the holy angels. 
27 But I tell you of a truth, there

him, hardly departeth from him. 

40 And I beſought thy diſciples to 
caſt him out; and they could not. 

41 And Jeſus anſwering ſaid, O 
faithleſs and perverſe generation, how 
long ſhall I be with you, and ſuffer 
you? Bring thy ſon hither. 

42 And as he was yet a coming, the 
devil threw him down, and tare him. 

And Teſus rebuked the unclean ſpirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered 
him again to his father. 

43 And they were all amazed at the 
mighty power of God. But while they 
wondered every one at all things which 
Jeſus did, he ſaid unto his diſciples, 

44 Let theſe ſayings fink down into 

your ears: for the Son of man ſhall be 
delivered into the hands of men. 
45 But they underſtood not this ſay- 
ing, and it was hid from them, that 
they perceived it not: and they feared 
to aſk him of that ſaying.

57 And it came to pals, that as they 
went in the way, a certain man ſaid un- 
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to him, Lord, I will follow thee whi- 
therſoever thou goeſt. 

58 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Foxes 
have holes, and birds of the air have 
neſts; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head. 

59 And he ſaid unto another, Follow 
me. But he ſaid, Lord, ſuffer me firſt 
to go and bury my father. 

60 Jeſus ſaid unto him, Let the dead 
bury their dead: but go thou and preach 
the kingdom of God. 

61 And another alſo ſaid, Lord, I 
will follow thee ; but let me firſt go bid 
them farewel which are at home at my 
houſe. 

62 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, No 
man, having put his hand to the plough 
and looking back, is fit for the king- 
dom of God. 


0 HAP. X. 
The ſeventy diſciples ſent forth, and ad. 


moniſſied. 


AFTER theſe things, the Lord ap- 
pointed other ſeventy alſo, and ſent 
them two and two before his face into 
every city and place, whither he him- 
ſelf would come. 

2 Therefore {aid he unto them, The 
harveſt truly is great, but the labourers 
are few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harveſt, that he would ſend forth

3 Go your ways: behold I ſend you 
forth as lambs among wolves. 

4 Carry neither purſe, nor ſcrip, n nor 


Moes: and ſalute no man by the way.

5 And into whatſoever houſe ye 
enter, firſt ſay, Peace be to this 
houſe. 

6 And if the Son of peace be there, 
your peace reſt upon it: if not, it ſhall 
turn to you again. 

7 And in the ſame houſe remain, 
eating and drinking ſuch things as they 
give: for the labourer is worthy of his 
hire. Go not from houſe to houſe. 

8 And into whatſoever city ye enter, 


and they receive you, eat ſuch things 


as are ſet before you : 

9 And heal the ſick that are therein, 
ad lay unto them, The kingdom of 
God 1s come nigh unto you. 

10 But into whatſoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you not, go your 
ways out into the ſtreets of the ſame, 
and ſay, 

11 Even the very duſt of your city, 


[which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 


[againſt you: notwithſtanding, be ye 
ſure of this, that the kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 

12 But I fay unto you, that it ſhall 
be more tolerable in that day for So- 


dom, than for that city. 


13 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe 
unto thee, Bethſaida! for if the mighty 
works had been done in Tyre and Si- 
don, which have been done in you, 
they had a great while ago repented, 
fitting in ſackcloth and aſhes. 

14 But it ſhall be more tolerable for 
Tyre and Sidon at the judgement, than 
for you. 

15 And thou, Capernaum, which 
art exalted to heaven. halt be thruſt 


down to hell. 
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16 He that heareth you, heareth 


me; and he that deſpiſeth you, deſpiſ- 


eth me, and he that deſpiſeth me, deſ- 
piſeth him that ſent me. 


17 1 And the ſeventy returned a- 


gain with joy, ſaying, Lord, even the 
devils are ſubject unto us through wp 


name. 


18 And he "AF unto them, I beheld 
Satan as lightning fall from heaven. 


19 Behold, I give unto you power 


to tread on ſerpents and ſcorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: and 
nothing ſhall by any means hurt you. 
20 Notwithſtanding, in this rejoice 

not, that the ſpirits are ſubject unto 
you; but rather rejoice, becauſe your 
names are written in heaven. 

21 J In that hour Jeſus rejoiced in 
ſpirit, and ſaid, I thank thee, O Fa- 
ther, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou haſt bid theſe things from the wiſe 
and prudent, and haſt revealed them 
unto babes: even ſo, Father; for ſo it 
ſeemed good in thy ſight. 

22 All things are delivered to me 
of my Father: and no man know- 
eth who the Son is, but the Father; 
and who the Father 1s, but the Son; 
= he to whom the Son will reveal 

im. 
22323 1 And he turned him unto * diſ- 
ciples, and ſaid privately, Bleſſed are the 
eyes which ſee the things that ye ſee. 

24 For I tell you that many pro- 
phets and kings have deſired to ſee 
thoſe things which ye ſee, and have not 
ſeen them; and to hear thoſe things 
, ye hear, and have not heard 
them.

25 1 And behold, a certain lawyer 
ſtood up, and tempted him, ſaying, 
Maſter, what ſhall J do to inherit eter- 
nal life?

And he anſwering

4 And forgive us our ſins: ſor we 
alſo forgive every one that is indebt- 
ed to us. And lead us not into tempta- 
tion; but deliver us from evil. 

5 And he ſaid unto them, Which 
5 you ſhall have a friend, and ſhall go 
unto him at midnight, and ſay unto 
him, Friend, lend me three loaves: 

6 For a friend of mine in his jour- 


ney is come to me, and I have nothing 


to ſet before him: 

7 And he from within ſhall anſwer 
and ſay, Trouble me not: the door is 
now ſhut, and my children are with 
me in bed; I cannot rife and give thee. 

8 I fay unto you, Though he will 
not riſe and give him becauſe he is 
his friend, yet becauſe of his impor- 
tunity he will riſe and give him as s many 
as he needeth. 

9 And I fay unto you, Aſk, and it 
ſhall be given you; ſeek, and ye ſhall 


unto you. 


10 For every that one aſketh receiv- | 


eth; and he that ſeeketh findeth; and to 


[him that knocketh it ſhall be opened. 
11 If a ſon ſhall aſk bread of any of

And it came to paſs 
when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
ſpake; and the people wondered. 

15 But ſome of them ſaid, He caſt- 
eth out devils through Beelzebub, the 
chief of the devils. 

16 And others tempting him, ſought 
of him a ſign from heaven. 

17 But he knowing their thoughts 
ſaid unto them, Every kingdom divid- 
ed againſt itſelf is brought to deſolation, 
and a houſe divided againſt a houſe fall- 
eth. 

18 If Satan alſo be divided againſt 
himſelf, how ſhall his kingdom ſtand? 
becauſe ye ſay, that I caſt out devils 
through Beelzebub. 


19 And if I by Beelzebub caſt out 


devils, by whom do your ſons caſt 
them out? therefore ſhall they be y_ 
Judges. 

20 But if I with the finger of God 


| caſt out devils, no doubt the kingdom 


of God is come upon you. 
21 When a ſtrong man armed keep- 
eth his palace, his goods are in peace: 
22 But when a ſtronger than he ſhall 
come upon him, and overcome him, 
he taketh from him all his armour 


wherein he truſted, and divideth his 


ſpoils. 
23 He that is not with me is againſt 
me: and he that | mag not WIGS me 


ſcattereth. 


For as Jonas was a gen, &e. ver. 30. | His being thrown into the ſea, ſwallowed of the whale, and after three days caſt 


24 When the unclean ſpirit is gone 
out of a man, he walketh through dry 
places, ſeeking reſt : and finding none, 
he faith, I will return unto my houſe 
whence I came out. 

25 And when he cometh, he findeth 
it ſwept and garniſhed. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh to 
him ſeven other ſpirits more wicked 
than himſelf; and they enter in, and 
dwell there: and the laſt ſtate of that 
man 1s worſe than the firſt. 


„ 


27 And it came to paſs, as he ſpake 


theſe things, a certain woman of the 
company lifted up her voice, and ſaid 
unto him, Bleſſed is the womb that 
bare thee, and the paps which thou haſt 
ſucked. 

28 But he faid, Yea, rather bleſſed 
are they that hear the word of God, ans 
keep it. 

29 1 And when the people were 


gathered thick together, he began to 


ſay, This 1s an evil generation : they 
ſeek a ſign; and there ſhall no fign 
be given Bt; but the ſign of Jonas the 
prophet. 


30 For as Jonas was a ſign unto the 


Ninevites, ſo ſhall alſo the Son of man 


be to this generation. 

31 The queen of the ſouth ſhall riſe 
up in the judgement with the men of 
this generation, and condemn them : 
for ſhe came from the utmoſt parts of 
the earth to hear the wiſdom of Solo- 
mon; and behold, a greater than Solo- 
mon is here. 


32 The men of Nineve {hall riſe up 


in the judgement with this generation, 
and ſhall condemn it: for they repent- 


alive upon the ſhore, was an affurance to them that upon their repentance they ſhould eſcape. 
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ed at che p preaching of Jonas; and be- 
hold, a greater than Jonas is here. 

33 No man when he hath lighted a 

candle putteth it in a ſecret place; nei- 
ther under a buſhel, but on a candle- 
ſtick, that they which come in may ſee 
the light. 
34 The light of the body is the eye: 
therefore when thine eye is ſingle, thy 
whole body alſo is full of light; but 
when thine eye is evil, thy body alſo is 
full of darkneſs. 

35 Take heed therefore that the light 

which is in thee be not darknels. 
36 If thy whole body therefore be 
full of light, having no part dark, the 
whole ſhall be full of light, as when 
the bright ſhining of a candle doth give 
thee light. 

7 1 And as he ſpake, a certain Pha- 
riſee beſought him to dine with him. 
And he went in, and ſat down to meat. 

38 And when the Phariſee ſaw it, he 
marvelled that he had not firſt waſhed 
before dinner. 

9 And the Lord ſaid unto him, 
Now do ye Phariſees make clean the 
outſide of the cup and the platter, but 
pour inward part is full of ravening. 

and wickedneſs. 
ad e fools, did not he that made 
that which is without make that which 
is within alſo? 

41 But rather give alms of ſuch 
things as ye have: and behold, all 
things are clean unto you. 

42 But woe unto you Phariſees! for 
ye tithe mint and rue, and all manner 
of herbs, and paſs over judgement and 
the love of God: theſe ought ye to 


have done, and not to leave the other 


undone. 

43 Woe unto you Phariſees! for ye 
love the uppermoſt ſeats in the ſyna- 
gogues, and greetings in the markets, 

44 Woe unto you ſcribes and Phari. 
ſees, hypocrites! for ye are as graves 


which appear not, and the men that 
walk over them are not aware of them, 
45 Then anſwered one of the law. 


yers, and ſaid unto him, Maſter, thus 
ſaying, thou reproacheſt us alſo. 


46 And he ſaid, Woe unto you alſo, 


ye lawyers! for ye lade men with bur. 
dens grievous to be borne, and ye your- 
ſelves touch not the burdens with one 


of m_ fingers. 


7 Woe unto you! for ye build the 


383 of the prophets, and "pf 
fathers killed them. 

48 Truly ye bear witneſs that ye 
Wow the deeds of your Fathers; for 
they indeed killed them, and ye build 


their ſepulchres. 
49 Therefore alſo ſaid the wiſdom 


of God, I will fend them prophets and 


apoſtles, and ſome of them they {hall 


ſlay and perſecute: 
50 That the blood of all the pro- 


phets which was ſhed from the foun- 


dation of the world may be required of 


this generation ; 

51 From the blood of Abel unto 
PW blood of Zacharias, which periſh- 
ed between the altar and the temple: 


[verily I ſay unto you, It ſhall be re- 


ene of this generation. 

52 Woe unto you lawyers! for ye 
have taken away the key of knowledge: 
ye n not in yourſelves, and 
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them that were entering in ye hin— 
dered. | | 

53 And as he ſaid theſe things un- 
to them, the ſcribes and the Phariſees 
began to urge him vehemently, and to 
provoke him to ſpeak of many things ; 
54 Laying wait for him, and ſeek- 
ing to catch ſomething out of his 
mouth, that they might accuſe him. 


CHAP. XII. 


To avoid hypocriſy and fearfulneſs in pub- 
 bſhing Chriſt's doctrine. 


IN the mean time, when they were 
gathered together an innumerable mul- 
titude of people, inſomuch that they 
trode one upon another, he began to 
ſay unto his diſciples firſt of all, Be- 
ware ye of the leaven of the Phariſees, 
which 1s hypocriſy. 

2 Fox, there is nothing covered that 
ſhall not be revealed; neither hid, 
that ſhall not be known. 

3 Therefore whatſoever ye have 
 Tpoken in darkneſs, ſhall be heard in 
the light; and that which ye have 
ſpoken in the ear in cloſets, ſhall be 
_ proclaimed upon the houſe-tops, 

4 And I fay unto you my friends, 
be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, and after that have no more that 
they can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom 
ye ſhall fear : Fear him which, after he 
hath Killed, hath power to caſt into 
hell; yea, I ſay unto you, Fear him. 

6 Are not five ſparrows ſold for two 
farthings, and not one of them is for- 
gotten before God ? 


7 But even the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. Fear- not 


many ſparrows. 
8 Alſo I ſay unto you, Whoſoever 
ſhall confeſs me before men, him ſhall 


angels of God. 
9 But he that denieth me before 


men, ſhall be denied before the angels 
of God. 2 
10 And whoſoever ſhall ſpeak a 
word againſt the Son of man, it ſhall 
be forgiven him: but unto him that 
blaſphemeth againſt the Holy Ghoſt, it 
{hall not be forgiven, | 

11 And when they bring you unto 


the ſynagogues, and unto magiſtrates, 


and powers, take ye no thought how 
or what thing ye {hall anſwer, or what 
ye {hall ſay: - | 

12 For the Holy Ghoſt ſhall teach 
lay. 
13 1 And one of the company ſaid 
unto him, Maſter, ſpeak to my bro. 
ther, that he divide the inheritance with 


me. | 
14 And he ſaid unto him, Man, 


over your: 
15 And he ſaid unto them, Take 


heed, and beware of covetouſneſs: for 
2 man's life conſiſteth not in the abun- 
dance of the things which he poſſeſſeth. 

16 And he ſpake a parable unto 


them ſaying, The ground of a certain 
rich man brought forth plentifully : 


17 And he thought within himſelf, 


[ſaying, What ſhall I do becauſe I 


therefore : ye are of more value than 


the Son of man alſo confeſs before the 
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have no room where to beſtow my 
fruits? 

18 And he ſaid, This will I do; I 
will pull down my barns, and build 


greater; and there will I beſtow all my 


fruits and my goods. 

19 And I will fay to my ſoul, Soul, 
thou haſt much goods laid up for ma- 
ny years: take thine eaſe, eat, drink, 
and be merry. 

20 But God ſaid unto him, Thou 
fool, this night thy ſoul ſhall be re- 
quired of thee; then whoſe ſhall 
thoſe things be which thou dent pro- 
vided. 

21 $0 is he that layeth up . 
for himſelf, and is not rich toward God. 

22 1 And he ſaid unto his diſciples, 
Therefore I ſay unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye ſhall 
eat ; neither for the body, what ye 

ſhall put on. 
© 8g The life is more than meat, and 
the body is more than raiment. 

24 Conſider the ravens: for they 
neither ſow, nor reap : which neither 


have ftore-houſe nor barn; and God

28 If then God ſo clothe che orafs 


morrow is caſt into the oven; how 
much more will he clothe you, O ye 
of little faith? 

29 And ſeek not ye what ye ſhall 
eat, or what ye ſhall drink, neither 
be ye of doubtful mind. 

30 For all theſe things do the na- 
tions of the world ſeek after: and your 
Father knoweth that ye have need of 
theſe things : 

31 T But rather ſeek ye the en 
of God; and all theſe things ſhall be 
added unto you. : 

32 Fear not, little flock; for it is 
your Father's good pleaſure to give you 
the kingdom. 

33 Sell that ye have, and give alms: 
provide yourſelves bags which wax not 
old, a treaſure in the heavens that fail- 
eth not, where no thief approacheth, 
neither moth corrupteth. | 

34 For where your treaſure is, there 
will your heart be alſo. 

35 Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lights burning: 

36 And ye yourſelves like unto men 
that wait for their lord, when he will 
return from the wedding: that when 
he cometh and knocketh, they may 
open unto him immediately. 

37 Bleſſed are thoſe ſervants, whom 
the lord when he cometh ſhall find 
watching: verily I ſay unto you, That 
he ſhall gird himſelf, and make them 
to ſit down to meat, and will come 
forth and ſerve:them. 

38 And if he ſhall come in the ſe- 


which is to-day in the field, and to. 
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and find them ſo; bleſſed are thoſe ſer- 
vants. 

39 And this know, that if the good- 
man of the houſe had known what 
hour the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and not have ſuffered 
his houſe to be broken through. 

40 Be ye therefore ready alſo; for 
the Son of man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not. 

41 1 Then Peter ſaid unto him, 
Lord, ſpeakeſt thou this parable unto 
us, or even to all? 

42 And the Lord ſaid, Who then 
is that faithful and wiſe eward; whom 
his lord ſhall make ruler over his 
houſe-hold, to give them their portion 
of meat in due ſeaſon ? 

43 Bleſſed is that ſervant, whom his 
* when he cometh, ſhall find ſo doing. 

44 Of a truth I ſay unto you, That 
he will make him ruler over all that 
he hath. 

45 But and if that ſervant ſay in his 
heart, My lord delayeth his coming; 
and ſhall begin to beat the men-ſer- 
vants, and maidens, and to eat and 
drink, and to be drunken; 

46 The lord of that ſervant wilt 
come in a day when he looketh not for 
him, and at an hour when he 1s not 
aware, and will cut him in ſunder, and 
will appoint him his portion with the 
unbelievers. 

47 And that ſervant which knew 


his tord's will, and prepared not him- |]. 
judge ye not what 1s right. 


ſelf, neither did according to his 
will, ſhall be beaten with many ſtripes. 
48 But he that knew not, and did 


be beaten with few ſtripes. - For - unto 
whomſoever much is given, of him 
ſhall be much required; and to whom 
men have committed much, of him 
they will aſk the more. | 

49 Iam come to ſend fire on the 
earth, and what will I if it be already 
kindled ? 

50 But I have a baptiſca t to be bap- 
tized with, and how am I ſtraitened 
till it be accompliſhed! 


51 Suppoſe ye that I am come to 


give peace on earth? I tell you Nay ; 
but rather diviſion : 

52 For from henceforth there ſhall 
be five in one houſe divided, three a- 
gainſt two, and two againſt three. 

53 The father ſhall be divided a- 
gainſt the ſon, and the ſon againſt the 
father; the mother againſt the daugh- 


ter, and the daughter againſt the mo- 


ther; the mother-in-law againſt her 


daughter-in-law, and the daughter-in- - 


law againſt her mother-in-law.”

and find none: cut it down, why cum

17 And when he had ſaid theſe 
things, all his adverſaries were aſhamed: 
and all the people rejoiced for all the 
zlorious things that were done by

28 There {hall be weeping and 
gnaſhing of teeth, when ye ſhall ſee 
Abraham and Iſaac and Jacob and all 
the prophets in the kingdom of God, 
and you yourſelves thruſt out.

29 And they ſhall come from the 
eaſt and from the weſt, and from the 
north and from the ſouth, and ſhall 
ſit down in the kingdom of Gd.

And verily I fay unto 
you, Ye ſhall not ſee me until the time 
come when ye ſhall ſay, Bleſſed is he 
that cometh in the name of the Lord. 


CHAP. 2:

3 1 Take heed to yourſelves : If thy 
brother treſpaſs againſt thee, rebuke 
him; and if he repent, forgive him. 

4 And if he treſpaſs againſt thee ſe- 
ven times in a * and ſeven times in

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a day turn again to thee, ſaying, I re- 
pent; thou ſhalt forgive him. | 
5 And the apoſtles ſaid unto the 
Lord, Increaſe our faith. 

6 And the Lord ſaid, If ye had faith 
as a grain of muſtard- ſeed, ye might 
ſay unto this ſycamine-tree, Be thou 
plucked up by the root, and be thou 
planted in the ſea, and it ſhould obey 

ou. 

7 But hich of you, „ having a ſer- 
vant ploughing or feeding cattle, will 
ſay unto him by and by, when he 1s 
come from the field, Go, and fit down 
to meat ? | | 

8 And will not rather ſay unto him, 
Make ready wherewith I may ſup, and 
gird thyſelf, and ſerve me, till I have 
eaten and drunken; and afterward thou 
ſhalt eat and drink? a 

9 Doth he thank that ſervant be- 
_ cauſe he did the things that were com- 
manded him? I trow not. 

10 So likewiſe ye, when ye ſhall 
have done all thoſe things which are 
commanded you, ſay, We are unpro- 
fitable ſervants: we have done that 
which was our duty to do. 

11 1 And it came to paſs, as he 
went to Jeruſalem, that he paſſed 
through the midſt of Samaria and Gali- 

ee. | 

12 And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men that 
were lepers, which ſtood afar off: 

13 And they lifted up their voices, 
and ſaid, Jeſus Maſter, have mercy on 
us. 

14 And when he 9 them, he ſaid 
unto them, Go, ſhew yourſelves unto 


the prieſts. And it came to paſs, that 
as they went they were cleanſed. 

15 And one of them, when he ſaw 
that he was healed, turned back, and 
with a loud voice glorified God, 


16 And fell down on his face at his 


feet, giving him thanks. And he was 
a Samaritan. 

17 And Jeſus anſwering, ſaid, Were 
there not ten cleanſed ? but where are 
the nine ? 

18 There are not found that re- 
turned to give glory to God, ſave this 
ſtranger. 

19 And he ſaid unto him, Ariſe, 
go thy way: thy faith hath made thee 
whole. 

20 J And when he was demanded 
of the Phariſees when the kingdom of 
God ſhould come, he anſwered them 
and ſaid, The kingdom of God cometh 
not with obſervation : 

21 Neither ſhall they ſay, Lo, bell 
or, lo, there! for behold the kingdom 
of God is within you. 

22 And he ſaid unto the diſciples, 
The days will come when ye ſhall de- 
ſire to ſee one of the days of the Son of 
man, and ye ſhall not ſee it. 

23 And they ſhall ſay to you, See 
here; or, ſee there: go not after them, 
nor follow them. 


24 For as the lightning that lighten- | 


eth out of the one part under heaven, 
ſhineth unto the other part under hea- 
ven, ſo ſhall alſo the Son of man be 1 in 
his day. 

25 But firſt muſt he ſuffer many 
things, and be rejected of this genera- 
tion. 
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286 And as it was in the days of Noe, 
To ſhall it be alſo in the days of the * 
of man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, tes 


married wives, they were given in mar- 


riage, until the day that Noe entered | 


into the ark; and the flood came, and 
deſtroyed them all. 

28 Likewiſe alſo as it was in the days 
of Lot: they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they ſold, they planted, they 
builded ; 

29 But the ſame day that Lot went 
out of Sodom, 1t rained fire and brim- 
ſtone from heaven, and deſtroyed them 
all: 

30 Even thus ſhall it be in the day 
when the Son of man 1s revealed. 

31 In that day, he which ſhall be 
upon the houſe-top, and his ſtuff in the 
houſe, let him not come down to take 
it away: and he that is in the field, let 
him likewiſe not return back. 

32 Remember Lot's wife. 

33 Whoſoever ſhall ſeek to fave his 
life ſhall loſe it; and whoſoever ſhall 
loſe his life ſhall preſerve it. 

34 Itell you, In that night there ſhall 
be two men in one bed; the one ſhall be 

taken, and the other ſhall be left. 

35 Two women ſhall be grinding 
together: the one ſhall be taken, and 
the other left. 

36 Two men ſhall be in the field: 
the one ſhall be taken, and the other left. 

37 And they anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Where, Lord? And he faid 
unto them, Whereſoever the body is, 
thither will the eagles be gathered to-

13 And the publican, ſtanding afar 
off, would not lift up ſo much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but ſmote upon his 
breaſt, ſaying, God be merciful to me 
a ſinner. 

14 U tell you, This man went down 
to his houſe juſtified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalteth 
himſelf ſhall be abaſed; and he that 

 humbleth himſelf ſhall be exalted. 

15 1 And they brought unto him al- 
ſo infants, that he would touch them; 
but when his diſciples ſaw it, they re- 
buked them. 

16 But Jeſus called them unto him, 
and ſaid, Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not; for of 
ſuch 1s the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily, I ſay unto you, Whoſo- 
ever ſhall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, ſhall in no wiſe 
enter therein. 

18 And a certain ruler aſked him, 
laying, Good Maſter, what ſhall I do 
to inherit eternal life? 

19 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Why 
calleſt thou me good? none is good 
lave one, that is God. 

20 Theu knoweſt the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery, Do 
not kill, Do not ſteal, Do not bear 
falſe wines Honour thy father and 


thy mother. 
21 And he ſaid, All theſe have I 


kept from my youth up.

22 Now when 
things, he ſaid unto him, Vet lackeſt 
thou one thing: ſell all that thou haſt, 
and diſtribute unto the poor, and thou 
ſhalt have treaſure in heaven: and come, 
follow me. 

23 And when he heard this he was 
very ſorrowful, for he was very rich. 


24 And when Jeſus ſaw that he was 


very ſorrowful, he ſaid, How hardly 


ſhall they that have riches enterinto the 


kingdom of God! 

25 For it is eaſier for a camel to go 
through a needle's eye, than for a rich 
man to enter into the kingdom of 
God. 

26 And they that heard it ſaid, Who 
2 can be ſaved? 

7 And he ſaid, The things which 
are 1 with men, are eng 


with God. 
28 Then Peter ſaid, Lo, we have 


left all, and followed thee. 


29 And he ſaid unto them, Verily 
I ſay unto you, There is no man that 
hath left houſe, or. parents, or bre- 
thren, or wife, or children, for the 
kingdom of God's ſake, 


30 Who ſhall not receive manifold 


more in this preſent time, and in the 
world to come life everlaſting. 

31 T Then he took unto him the 
twelve, and ſaid unto them, Behold, 


we go up to Jeruſalem, and all things 


that are written by the prophets con- 
cerning the Son of man ſhall be ac- 


compliſhed. 
32 For he ſhall be K unto 


Fe: Gentiles, and ſhall be mocked, and 


ſpitefully entreated, and ſpitted on; 


Jeſus heard theſe 
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33 And they ſhall ſcourge him, and 
put him to death: and the third day 
he ſhall riſe again. 

'34 And they underſtood none of 
theſe things; and this ſaying was hid 
from them, neither knew they the 

things which were ſpoken. 

85 And it came to pals, that as he 
was come nigh unto Jericho, a certain 
blind man fat by the way- ſide begging : 

36 And hearing the multitude pals 
by, he aſked what it meant. 

37 And they told him, That Jeſus 
of Nazareth paſſeth by. 

38 And he cried, ſaying, Jeſus thou 
Son of David, have mercy on me. 

39 And they which went before re- 
buked him, that he ſhould hold his 
peace; but he cried ſo much the more, 
Thou Son of David, have mercy on 
me. 

40 And Jeſus ſtood and commanded 
him to be brought unto him. And 
when he was come near, he aſked him, 

41 Saying, what wilt thou that I 
ſhall do unto thee? And he ſaid, Lord, 
that I may receive my ſight.“ 

42 And Jeſus faid unto him, Re- 
ceive thy fight: thy faith hath faved 
thee. 

43 And An ase be received 
his ſight, and followed him, glorifying 
God. And all the people, when they 
ſaw it gave praiſe unto God. 


CHAP. XIX. 


The publican Zaccheus, &c. 


AND Jeſus entered and paſſed 
through Jericho: 
Underſiood none of theſe things, ver. 


2 And behold there was a man nam- 
ed Zaccheus, which was the chief a. 
mong the publicans, and he was rich, 

3 And he ſought to ſee Jeſus who 
he was; and could not for the preſs, 
becauſe he was little of ſtature. 

4 And he ran before, and climbed 
up into a ſycamore tree, to fee him; 
for he was to pals that way. 

5 And when Jeſus came to the place, 
he looked up and ſaw him, and ſaid 
unto him, Zaccheus, make haſte, and 
come down: for to-day [ muſt abide 
at thy houſe. 

6 And he made haſte, and came 
"wal and received him joyfully. 

7 And when they ſaw it, they all 
murmured, ſaying, That he was gone 
to be oueſt with a man that is a ſinner. 

8 And Zaccheus ſtood, and ſaid un- 
to the Lord; Behold, Lord, the half 
of my goods I give to the poor: and 
if I have taken any thing from any 
man by falſe accuſation I reſtore him 
four-fold. 

9 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, This 
day is ſalvation come to this houſe, 
forſomuch as he alſo is a ſon of Abra- 
ham. 


10 For the 3 of man is come to 


ſeek and to ſave that which was loſt. 


11 A And as they heard theſe things, 


he added, and ſpake a parable, becauſe 
he was nigh to Jeruſalem, and becauſe 
they thought that the kingdom of God 
ſhould immediately appear. 

12 He ſaid therefore, A certain no- 
bleman went into a far country to re- 
ceive for himſelf a kingdom, and to 


return. 
] Their underſtandings were ſo captivated nd poſſeſſed with the expectation of a 


temporal kingdom, that they could not give credit to any _ inconſiſtent therewith,

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13 And he called his ten ſervants, 
and delivered them ten pounds, and 
ſaid unto them, Occupy till I come. 

14 But his citizens hated him, and 


ſent a meſſage after him, ſaying, We gi

15 And it came to paſs, that when 
he was returned, having received the 
kingdom, then he commanded theſe 
ſervants to be called unto him, to 
whom he had given the money, that 
he might know how much every man 
had gained by trading. 

16 Then came the firſt, ſaying, Lord, 
thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 

17 And he ſaid unto him, Well, 


been faithful in a very little, have 
thou authority over ten cities. 

18 And the ſecond came, ſaying, 
Lord, thy pound hath gained five 
pounds. 

19 And he ſaid likewiſe to him, Be 
thou alſo over five cities. 

20 And another came, ſaying, Lord, 
behold here is thy pound which I have 
kept laid up in a napkin. 

21 For I feared thee, becauſe thou 
art an auſtere man: thou takeſt up 
that thou layedſt not down, and reap- 
elt that thou didſt not ſow. 

22 And he ſaith unto him, Out of 
thine own mouth will I judge thee, 
Thou knewedſt 


that I was an auſtere man, taking up 
that I laid not down, and reaping that 
I did not ſow; 
23 Wherefore then af not thou 
my money into the bank, that at my

becauſe thou haſt 


coming I might have required mine 
own with uſury? | 

24 And he ſaid unto them that ſtood 
by, Take from him the pound, and 
ve it to him that hath ten pounds. 

25 And they ſay unto ms Lord, he 
hath ten pounds. 

26 For I ſay unto you, That unto 
every one which hath ſhall be given; 
and from him that hath not, even that 
he hath ſhall be taken away from him. 

27 But thoſe mine enemies which 
would not that I ſhould reign over 
them, bring hither, and ſlay them be- 


fore me. 


28 J And when he had thus ſpoken, 
he went before aſcending up to ſeruſa- 


lem. | 

29 And it came to pals, when he 
was come nigh to Bethphage and Be- 
thany, at the mount called the mount 
of Olives, he ſent two of his diſci- 
ples, 

30 Saying, Go ye into the village 
over-againſt you; in the which at your 
entering ye ſhall find a colt tied where- 
on yet never man fat: looſe him, and 
bring him hither. 

31 And if any man aſk you, Why 
* ye looſe him? thus ſhall ye ſay unto 
him, Becauſe the Lord hath need 
of him. , 

32 And they that were ſent went 
their way, and found even as he had 
{aid unto them; 

33 And as they were looſing the 
colt, the owners thereof ſaid unto them, 


Why looſe ye the colt? 


34 And they ſaid, The Lord hath 
need of him, 
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35 And they brought din t. to Jeſus: | 


and they caſt their garments upon the 
colt, and they ſet Jeſus thereon. 

36 And as they went, they ſpread 
their clothes in the way. 

37 And when he was come nigh, 
even now at the deſcent of the mount 
of Olives, the whole multitude of the 
diſciples began to rejoice, and praiſe 
God with a loud voice, for all the 
mighty works that they had ſeen; 
38 Saying, Bleſſed be the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord: Peace 
in heaven, and glory in the higheſt. 

39 And ſome of the Phariſees from 
among the multitude ſaid unto him, 
Maſter, rebuke thy diſciples. 


40 And he anſwered and ſaid unto| 


them, I tell you that, if theſe ſhould 
hold their peace, the ſtones would im- 
mediately cry out. 
41 YT And when he was come near, 
he beheld the city, and wept over it, 
42 Saying, If thou hadſt known, 
even thou, at leaſt in this thy day, the 
things which belong unto thy peace! 
but now they are hid from thine 
eyes. 
43 For the days ſhall come upon 
thee that thine enemies ſhall caſt a 


trench about thee, and compaſs thee 
thee in on every fide, 


round, and keep 
44 And ſhall lay thee even with the 
ound, and thy children within thee : 
and they ſhall not leave in thee one 
ſtone upon another: becauſe thou knew- 
eſt not the time of thy viſitation. 


45 1 And he went into the temple, 


and began to caſt out them that fold 
therein, and them that bought ;

CHAP. A 


Chrift avoucheth his authority : the para- 
ble of the vineyard, &c. 


AND it came to pals that, on one 
of thoſe days as he taught the people in 
the temple, and preached the. Goſpel, 
the chief prieſts and the ſcribes came 
upon him with the elders, 

2 And ſpake unto him, ſaying, Tell 
us, by what authority doeſt thou theſe 
things? or who 1s he that gave thee this 
authority ? 

3 And he anſwered and faid unto | 
them, I will alſo aſk you one thing, 
and anſwer me: 

4 The baptiſm of John; was it from 
heaven or of men ? 

5 And they reaſoned EY them- 
ſelves, ſaying, If we ſhall ſay from 
heaven, he will ſay, Why then believed 
ye him not? 

6 But and if we ſay, Of men, all 
the people will ſtone us: for they be 
perſuaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they anſwered, that they 
could not tell whence it was. 
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8 And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Neither 
tell I you by what authority I do theſe 
things. 

9 1 Then began he to ſpeak to the 
people this parable: A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let 1t forth to 
huſbandmen, and went into a far coun- 
try for a long time. 

10 And at the ſeaſon he ſent a hs 
vant to the huſbandmen, that they 


ſhould give him of the Ru of the 


vineyard: but the huſbandmen beat 
him, and ſent him away empty. 

11 And again he ſent another ſer- 
vant: and they beat him alſo, and en- 
treated him ſhamefully, and ſent him 
away empty. 

12 And again he ſent a third: and 
they wounded him alſo, and caſt him 
Out. | 

13 Then ſaid the lord of the vine- 
yard, What ſhall I do? I will ſend my 
beloved ſon: it may be they will reve- 
rence him, when they ſee him. 

14 But when the huſbandmen ſaw 
him, they reaſoned among themſelves, 
ſaying, This 1s the heir: come, let us 
kill him, that the enn may be 
our's. 

15 50 they caſt him out of the vine- 
| yard, and killed him. What, there- 
fore, ſhall the lord of the vineyard do 
unto them ? 
16 He ſhall come and deſtroy theſe 
huſbandmen, and ſhall give the vine- 
yard to others. And when they heard 
it, they ſaid, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and fad, 
What is this then that is written, The 
ſtone which the builders rejected, the 


fame is become the head of the cor- 


ner? 

18 Whoſoever ſhall fall upon that 
tone, ſhall be broken ; but on whom- 
ſoever it ſhall fall, it will grind him to 
powder. 

19 1 And the chief prieſts and the 
ſcribes the ſame hour ſought to lay 
hands on him; and they feared the 
people: for they perceived that he had 
ſpoken this parable againſt them. 

20 And they watched him, and ſent 
forth ſpies, which ſhould feign them- 


hold of his words, that ſo they might 
deliver him unto the power and autho- 
rity of the governor. 

21 And they aſked him, ſaying, 
Maſter, we know that thou ſayeſt and 


the perſon of any, but teacheſt the way 


ot God truly : 
22 Is it lawful for us to give tribute 


unto Ceſar, or no ? 
But he perceived their craftineſs, 


me ? 

24 Shew mea penny. Whoſe image 
and ſuperſcription hath it? They an- 
ſwered and ſaid, Ceſar's. 

25 And he ſaid unto them, Render 


be Ceſar's, and unto God the things 


which be God's. 
26 And they could not take hold 


of his words before the people: and 


27 1 Then came to him certain of 


ſelves juſt men, that they might take 


teacheſt rightly ; neither accepteſt thou 


* ſaid unto them, Why tempt ye 


therefore unto Ceſar the things which 


they marvelled at his anſwer, and held 
their peace. 


the Sadducees, which deny that there 
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is any reſurrection, and they)/Aſked 
him, 

28 Saying, Maſter, Moſes wrote un- 
to us, 
a wife, and he die without hildrdn, 
that his brother ſhould take his wite. 
and raiſe up ſeed unto his brother. 


29 There were therefore ſeven bre- 
'thren: and the firſt took a wife, and 


died without children. 


30 And the ſecond took her to wife, 


and he died childleſs. 

31 And the third took her; * in 
like manner the ſeven alſo: and they 
left no children, and died. 

32 Laſt of all the woman died alſo. 

33 Therefore in the reſurrection 


whoſe wife of them 1s ſhe? for ſeven 


had her to wife. 

34 And Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
them, The children of this world mar- 
ry, and are given in marriage: 

35 But they which ſhall be account- 
ed worthy to obtain that world, and 
the reſurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage: 

36 Neither can they die any more: 

for they are equal unto the angels; and 
are the children of God, being the chil- 
dren of the reſurrection. 
37 Now that the dead are raiſed, 
even Moſes ſhewed at the buſh, when 
he calleth the Lord the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Iſaac, and the 
God of Jacob. 

38 For he is not a God of the dead, 
but of the living: for all live unto him. 

39 Then certain of the ſcribes an- 
N ſaid, Maſter, thou haſt well 

id. 


If any man's Aber die, having 


40 And after that they durſt not aſk 


him any queſtions at all. 


41 And he ſaid unto them, How lay 
they that Chriſt is David's fon ! EF. 

42 And David: himſelf faith, in the 
book of Pſalms, The Lord ſaid unto 


my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 


43 Till I make thine enemies thy 
foot-ſtool. 

44 David therefore calleth him Lord; 
how is he then his ſon ? 

45 Then in the audience of all the 
people he ſaid unto his diſciples, 

46 Beware of the ſcribes, which de- 
fire to walk in long robes, and love 
greetings in the markets, and the high- 


[eſt ſeats in the ſynagogues, and the chief 


rooms at feaſts ; 
47 Which devour widows' houſes, 
and for a ſhew make long prayers: 


the ſame ſhall receive greater damna- 


tion. 


CHAP. | . 


The deſtruction of the temple and city is 
foretold. 


AND he looked up, and ſaw the

12 But before all theſe they ſhall 
lay their hands on you, and perſecute 
you, delivering you up to the ſyna- 
gogues and into priſons, being brought 
before kings and rulers for my name's 
lake. | 

13 And it ſhall turn to you for a 
teltimony. 

14 Settle it therefore in your hearts, 
not to meditate before what ye ſhall 
anſwer: . 


| 15 For I will give you a mouth and 
wiſdom which all your adverſaries ſhall 
not be able to gainſay nor reſiſt. 

16 And ye ſhall be betrayed both 
by parents and brethren and kinsfolks 


they cauſe to be put to death. 


men for my name's ſake. | 

18 But there ſhall not an hair of 
your head periſh. 

19 In your patience poſſeſs ye your 
ſouls. 

20 And when ye ſhall ſee Jeruſa- 
lem compaſſed with armies, then know 
that the deſolation thereof is nigh.

22 And truly the Son of man goeth 
as it was determined: but woe unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed. 

23 Andthey began to enquire among 
themſelves, which of them it was that 
ſhould do this thing. 

24 JJ And there was alſo a firife a- 
mong them, which of them ſhould be 
eco the greateſt. on 

5 And he ſaid unto them, The 
los of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip | 
over them; and they that exerciſe au- 
thority upon them are called benefac- 
tors. 

26 But ye ſhall not be ſo: but he 
that is greateſt among you, let him 
be as the younger, and he that is chief 
as he that doth ſerve. 

27 For whether is greater, he that 
ſitteth at meat, or he that ſerveth ? is 
not he that ſitteth at meat? but I am 
among you as he that ſerveth. 

28 Ye are they which have continu- 
ed with me in my temptations :

31 1 And the Lord ſaid, Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath deſired to 
have you, that he may ſift you as wheat. 


32 But I have prayed for thee, that 


thy faith fail not; and when thou art 
converted ſtrengthen thy brethren. 

32 And he ſaid unto him, Lord I

36 Then ſaid he unto them, But 
now he that hath a purſe, let him take 
it, and likewiſe his ſcrip; and he that 
hath no ſword, let him fell his gar- 
ment, and buy one. 

37 For I ſay unto you, That this that 
is written, muſt yet be accompliſhed in 
me, And he was reckoned among the 
tranſgreſſors: for the things concerning 
me have an end. 

38 And they ſaid, Lord, behold, here 
are two ſwords. And he ſaid unto 
them, It is enough. 

39 And he came out, and went, as 

he was wont, to the mount of Ohlves ; 
and his diſciples alſo followed him. 

40 And when he was at the place, 

he ſaid unto them, Pray that ye enter 

not into temptation. | 
41 And he was withdrawn from 
them about a ſtone's caſt, and kneeled 
down, and prayed, 


42 Saying, Father, if thou be will- 


ing, remove this cup from me: never- 
theleſs, not my will, but thine be done. 
43 And there appeared an angel un- 
to him from heaven, ſtrengthening 
him. TY be 
44 And being in an agony, he pray- 
Zed more earneſtly; and his fweat was. 
as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground.

45 And when he aroſe up from 
prayer, and was come to his diſci. 
ples, he found them ſleeping for ſor. 
row ; | 

46 And ſaid unto them, Why ſleep 
ye? riſe, and pray, leſt ye enter into 
temptation. "4 

47 And while he yet ſpake, behold, 
a multitude, and he that was called Ju- 
das, one of the twelve, went before 
them, and drew near unto Jeſus, to 
kiſs him. 

48 But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, 
betrayeſt thou the Son of man with a 
kiſs ? Fry 35 

49 When they which were about 
him ſaw what would follow, they ſaid 
unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite with 
the ſword ? 

50 And one of them ſmote a ſervant 
of the high prieſt, and cut off his right 
ear. 

31 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, 
Suffer ye thus far. And he touched 
his ear, and healed him. 

52 Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chief 
prieſts and captains of the temple, and 
the elders, which were come to him, 
Be ye come out as againſt a thief, with 
ſwords and ſtaves ? f 
53 When I was daily with you in 


the temple ye ſtretched forth no hands 


againſt me: but this is your hour, and 
the power of darkneſs. 

54 Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the high 
— houſe. And Peter followed afar

55 And when they had kindled a 
fire in the midſt of the hall, and were 
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ſet down together, Peter ſat down a- 
mong them. 

56 But a certain maid beheld hin 
as he ſat by the fire, and earneſtly look- 
ed upon him, and ſaid, This man was 
alſo with him. 


57 And he denied him, faying, Wo- 


man, I know him not. | 

58 And after a little while another 
ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo of 
them. And Peter ſaid, Man, I am

59 And about the ſpace of one hour 
_ another confidently affirmed, ſay- 

ing, Of a truth this fellow alſo was 
with him: for he is a Galilean. 

60 And Peter ſaid, Man, I know 
not what thou ſayeſt. And immedi- 
ately, while he yet ſpake, the cock 
crew. 

61 And the Lord turned, and look- 
ed upon Peter. And Peter remember. 
ed the word of the Lord, how he had 
ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow 
thou ſhalt deny me thrice. 

62 And Peter went out, and wept 
| bitterly. 


63 And the men that held Jeſus, 


mocked him, and ſmote him. 

64 And when they had blindfolded 
him, they ſtruck him on the face, and 
aſked him, ſaying, Prophecy, who 1s 
it that ſmote thee ? 

65 And many other things blaſphe- 
000 ſpake they againſt him. 

606 And as ſoon as it was day, the 

elders of the people, and the chief

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7 And as ſoon as he knew that he 
belonged unto Herod's juriſdiction, he 
ſent him to Herod, who himſelf alſo 
was at Jeruſalem at that time. 

8 And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he 
was exceedingly glad; for he was de- 


firous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, be-| 


cauſe he had heard many things of 
him; and he hoped to have ſeen ſome 
miracle done by him. 

9 Then he queſtioned with him in 
many words ; but he anſwered him no- 
10 And the chief prieſts and ſcribes 
ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. 

11 And Herod, with his men of 
war, fet him at nought, and mock- 
ed him, and arrayed him. in a gor- 
geous robe, and ſent him again to Pi- 
late. 

12 And the ſame-day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together ; for 
before they were at enmity between 
themſelves. 

13 4 And Pilate, when he had call- 
ed together the chief prieſts, and the 
pers, and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me as one that 
perverteth the people: and behold, 1 
having examined him before you, have 
found no fault in this man touching 
thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: 

15 No, nor yet Herod; for I ſent 
you to him: and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him : 

16 I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and

one unto them at the feaſt. 


18 And they cried out all at once, 
ſaying, Away with this man, and re- 
leaſe unto us Barabbas: 

19 Who, for a certain ſedition made 
in the city, and for murder, was caſt 
into priſon. 

20 Pilate therefore, willing to re- 
leaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them. 

21 But they cried, ſaying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. 

22 And he ſaid unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? 
I have found no cauſe of death in him; 
I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let 
him go. | 

23 And they were zaflnnt with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be cru- 
cified. And the voices of them and of 
the chief prieſts prevailed. 7 

24 And Pilate gave ſentence that it 
ſhould be as they required. 

25 And he releaſed unto them him 


that for. ſedition and murder was caſt 


into priſon, whom they had deſired; 
but he delivered Jeſus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear 
it after Jeſus. 

27 4 And there followed him a 
great company of people, and of wo- 
men, which alſo bewailed and lament- 
ed him. 

28 But Jeſus, turning unto them, 
ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not 
for me, but weep for yourſelves, and 
for your children. | 

29 For behold, the days are com- 
ing, in the which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed

39 And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on him, ſaying, If 
thou be Chriſt, fave thyſelf and us. 

40 But the other anſwering, rebuk- 
ed him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear

while he opened to us the ſcriptures? 
33 And they roſe up the ſame hour, 


and returned to Jeruſalem, and found 
the eleven gathered together, and them 


that were with them, . 
34 Saying, The Lord is riſen indeed, 
and hath appeared to Simon. 
35 And they told what things were 


done in the way, and how he was 


known of them in breaking of bread. 
36 1 And as they thus ſpake, Jeſus. 
himſelf ſtood in the midſt of them, and 
ſaith unto them, Peace be unto you. 
37 But they were terrified and af- 
frighted, and ſuppoſed that they had 
ſeen a ſpirit. | 
38 And he faid unto them, Why 
are ye troubled? and why do thoughts 
arife in your hearts ? = 
9 Behold my hands and my feet, 
that it is I myſelf, Handle me, and 
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fee: for a ſpirit hath not fleſh and 
bones, as ye ſee me have. 

40 And when he had thus ſpoken, 
he ſhewed them his hands and his feet. 

41 And while they yet believed not 


for joy, and wondered, he ſaid unto| ] 


them, Have ye here any meat? 
42 And they gave him a plece of 


broiled faſh, and of an honeycomb. 


43 And he took it, and did eat be- 
fore them. 

44 And he ſaid unto them, Theſe 
are the words which I ſpake unto you, 
while I was yet with you, That all 
things muſt be fulfilled which were 
written in the law of Moſes, and in the 
prophets, and in the pſalms, concern- 
ing me. 

45 Then opened he their under- 
ſtanding, that they might underſtand 
the ſcriptures, 

46 And ſaid unto them, Thus it 1s 
written, and thus it behoved Chriſt to 


ſuffer, and to oe from the dead the 
third day: 

47 And that repentance and remiſ- 
ſion of ſins ſhould be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning at 
eruſalem. 

48 And ye are witneſſes of theſe 
things. 

49 And behold, I ſend the promiſe 
of my Father upon you: but tarry ye 
in the city of Jeruſalem, until ye be 
endued with power from on high. 

50 J And he led them out as far as 
to Bethany, and he lifted up his hands, 
and bleſſed them. 

51 And it came to paſs, while he 
bleſſed them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven. 

52 And they worſhipped him, and 
—— to Jeruſalem with great joy: 

53 And were continually in the

2 The fame was in = beginning 


with God. 


3 All things were made by him; and 
without him was not any thing made 
that was made. 
4 In him was life; and the life was 
the light of men. 

5 And the light ſhineth in darkneſs; 


land the darkneſs comprehended i it not. 
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6 4 There was a man lent from God, 
whoſe name was John. 

The ſame came for a witneſs, to 
hear witneſs of the light, that all men 
through him might believe. 

8 He was not that light, but was 
ſent to bear witneſs of that light. 

g That was the true light, which 
lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world. 

10 He was in the world, and the 
world was made by him, and the 
world knew him not. 

11 He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not. 

12 But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become the 
ſons of God, even to them that believe 
on his name: 

13 Which were born, not of blood 
nor of the will of the fleſh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God. 

14 And the word was made fleſh, 
and dwelt among us, (and we beheld 
his glory, the glory as of the only be- 
gotten of the Father,) full of grace and 
truth. 

15 J John bare witneſs of him and 
cried, ſaying, This was he of whom 
I ſpake, He that cometh after me 1s pre- 
terred before me; for he was before me. 
16 And of his fulneſs have all we 
received, and grace for grace. 

17 For the law was given by Moſes, 
but grace and truth. came by Jeſus 
Chr 

18 No man hath ſeen God at any 
time; the only begotten Son, which 
is in the boſom of the Father, he hath 
declared him. |

19 1 And this is the record of John, 
when the Jews ſent prieſts and Levites 


from Jeruſalem, to aſk him, Who art 


thou ? 
20 And he confeſſed, and denied not: 


but confeſſed, I am not the Chriſt. 


21 And they aſked him, What then? 


Art thou Elias? And he ſaith, I am 


not. Art thou that prophet? And he 


an{wered, No. 
22 * ſaid they unto him, Who 


art thou? that we may give an an- 
{wer to them that ſent us: what ſayeſt 
"oY of thyſelf ? 


He ſaid, I am the voice of one 


* in the . Make ſtraight 
the way of the Lord, as laid the pro- 
phet Eſaias. 


24 And they which were ſent were

25 And they 


if thou he not that Chriſt, nor Elias, 
neither that prophet? 


26 John anſwered them, 3 I 


baptize with water: but there ſtand- 
eth one among you, whom ye know 
not ;

28 Thele things were done in Beth- 
abara beyond Jordan, where John was 
baptizing. 

29 1 The next day John ſeeth je- 
ſus coming unto him, and faith, Be- 


hold the Lamb of God, which taketh 


away the {in of the world. 
30 This is he of whom I ſaid, After 
me cometh a man which is prefer- 


aſked him, and ſaid 
unto him, Why baptizeſt thou then, 
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red before me: for he was before me. 

31 And I knew him not: but that 
he ſhould be made manifeſt to Iſrael, 
therefore am I come baptizing with 
water. 

32 And John bare record, ſaying, I 
ſaw the Spirit deſcending from hea- 
ven like a dove, and it abode upon

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33 And I knew him not: but he 
that ſent me to baptize with water, 
the ſame ſaid unto me, Upon whom 
thou ſhalt fee the Spirit deſcending 
and remaining on him, the ſame 1s he 
which baptizeth with the Holy Ghoſt. 

34 And I ſaw, and bare record, that 
this is the Son of God. 


35 1 Again, the next day after, John 


ſtood, and two of his diſciples: 

36 And looking upon Jeſus, as he 
=. 6 he ſaith, Behold the Lamb of 
_ 

7 And the two diſciples heard him 
— and they followed Jeſus. 

38 Then Jeſus turned, and ſaw them 
Staring, and faith unto them, What 
ſeek ye? They ſaid unto him, Rabbi, 


(which is to ſay, being interpreted, 


Maſter,) where dwelleſt thou? 

39 He faith unto them, Come and 
ſee. They came and ſaw where he 
dwelt, and abode with him that day : 
for it was about the tenth hour. 

40 One of the two which heard John 
ſpeak, and followed him, was . 

Simon Peter's brother. 

41 He firſt findeth his own e 

Simon, and faith unto. him, We have 
found the Meſhas, which 5 being in- 

terpreted, the Chriſt. 


85 42 And he bowie him to

And when Jeſus beheld him, he ſaid, 
Thou art Simon the ſon of jona: thou 
ſhalt be called Cephas, which is, by 
interpretation a ſtone. 

43 1 The day following, Jeſus 
would go forth into Galilee, and find— 
eth Philip, and faith unto him, Fol- 
low me. 

44 Now Philip was of Bethſaida 
the city of Andrew and Peter. 

45 Philip findeth Nathanael, and 

ſaith unto him, We have found him 
of whom Moſes in the law, and the 
prophets did write, Jeſus of Nazareth, 
the fon of Joſeph. 
46 And Nathanael ſaid unto him, 
Can there any good thing come out 
of Nazareth ? Philip faith unto him, 
Come and ſee. 

47 Jeſus ſaw Nathanael coming to 
him, and faith of him, Behold an II- 
raclite indeed in whom 1s no guile. 

48 Nathanael faith unto him, 
Whence knoweſt thou me? Jeſus an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto him, Before that 
Philip called thee, when thou waſt un- 


49 Nathanael anſwered, and ſaid 
unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God, thou art the king of Iſrael. 

30 jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Becauſe I ſaid unto thee, I ſaw 
thee under the fig-tree, believeſt thou ? 
thou ſhalt ſee greater things than theſe. 

51 And he ſaith unto him, Verily, 
verily I ſay unto you, Hereafter you 
ſhall ſee heaven open, and the angels 
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CHAP. II. 


Chriſt turneth water into wine, Ec, 


AND. the third day there was a 
marriage in Cana of Galilee ; and the 
mother of Jeſus was there : 


2 And both Jeſus was called and his 


diſciples to the marriage. 
3 And when they wanted wine, the 


10 of Jeſus {ſaith unto him, They 


have no wine. 
4 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Woman, what 


have I to do with thee? Mine hour 1s 
not yet come. 

5 His mother Gith unto the ſer- 
vants, Whatſoever he ſaith unto you, 
do it. 

6 And there were ſet there ſix wa- 
ter-pots of ſtone, after the manner of 
the purifying of the Jews, containing 
two or three firkins a-piece. 

7 Jeſus faith unto them, Fill the 
water-pots with water. And they fill- 
ed them up to the brim. 

8 And he faith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the governor of the 
feaſt. And they bare it. 

9 When the ruler of the feaſt had 
talted the water that was made wine, 
and knew not whence 1t was (but the 
ſervants which drew the water knew); 
the governor of the feaſt called the 
bridegroom, 

10 And faith unto him, Every man 
at the beginning doth ſet forth good 
wine; and when men have well drunk, 
then that which 1s worſe: but thou haſt 
kept the good wine until now.

11 This beginning of miracles did 

eſus in Cana of Galilee, and manifeſt- 

ed forth his glory: and his diſciples 
believed on him. 

12 1 After this he went down to 
Capernaum, he, and his mother, and 
his brethren, and his diſciples: and 
they continued there not many days. 

13 1 And the Jews' paſſover was at 
hand, and Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem, 

14 And found in the temple thoſe 
that ſold oxen and ſheep, and doves, 
and the changers of money ſitting : 

15 And when he had made a ſcourge 
of ſmall cords, he drove them all out 
of the temple, .and the ſheep, and the 
oxen; and poured out the changers 
money, and overthrew the tables; 

16 And ſaid unto them that ſold 
doves, Take theſe things hence; make 
not my Father's houſe an houſe of mer- 
chandiſe. 

17 And his diſciples remembered 
that it was written, The zeal of thine 
houſe hath eaten me up. 

18 Then anſwered the Jews, and aid 
unto him, What fign ſheweſt thou un- 
to us, ſeeing that thou doeſt theſe 
things: ? 

g [Jeſus anſwered and aid unto 
lock Deſtroy this temple, and in three 
days 1 will raiſe it up. 

20 Then ſaid the Jews, Forty and 
ſix years was this temple in building, 
and wilt thou rear it up in three days? 


21 But he ſpake of the temple. of * 


his body. 

22 When therefore he sini 
from the dead, his diſciples remember. 
ed that he had ſaid this unto them: and 
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they believed the ſcripture, and the 
word which Jeſus had ſaid. 

23 Now when be was in Jeruſalem, 
at the paſſover in the feaſt- day, many 
believed in his name, when they ſaw 
the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jeſus did not commit him- 
ſelf unto them, becauſe he knew all 
men, 

25 And needed not that any ſhould 
teſtify of man : for he knew what was 
in man. 


CHAP. 111. 


Chrift teacheth Nicodemus the neceſi ty of 
regeneration, &c. 


THERE was a man of the Phari- 
riſees, named N n a ruler of 
the Jews : 
2 The ſame came to Jeſus by night, 
and ſaid unto him, Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from 
God: for no man can do theſe mira- 
cles that thou doeſt, except God be 
with him. 
eſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Verily, verily I ſay unto thee, Except 
a man be born again, he cannot ſee the 
* of Gd. 
4 Nicodemus faith unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is old? can 


= he enter the ſecond time into his mo- 


ther's womb, and be born? 
75 Jeſus anſwered, Verily, teak I 
lay unto thee, except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 


6 That which is born of the fleſh is 
fleſh; and that which 1s born of the 
Spirit i is ſpirit. 

7 Marvel not that I ſaid unto thee, 
Ye muſt be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it liſteth, 
and thou heareſt the ſound thereof, but 
canſt not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: ſo is every one that 
is born of the Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus anſwered and ſaid un- 
to him, How can theſe things be ? 

10 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Art thou a maſter of Iſrael, and know- 
eſt not theſe things? | 

11 Verily, verily I ſay unto thee, 
We ſpeak that we do know, and teltify 
that we have ſeen; and ye recelve not 


our witneſs. 


12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how ſhall ye be- 
lieve if I tell you of heavenly things? 

13 And no man hath aſcended up to 
heaven, but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of man, which 
is in heaven. 

14 And as Moſes lifted up "ou ſer- 
pent in the wilderneſs, even ſo mult 
the Son of man be lifted up: 

15 That whoſoever believeth in him 
ſhould not periſh, but have eternal life. 

16 For God ſo loved the world, that 
he gave his only-begotten Son, that 
whoſoever believeth in him ſhould not 
periſh, but have everlaſting life. 

17 For God ſent not his Son into the 
world to conderan the world, but that 
the world through him might be ſaved. 

18 He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth not 
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is condemned already, becauſe he hath 
not believed in the name of the only- 
begotten Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkneſs rather than light, 
becauſe their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to the 
light, leſt his deeds ſhould be re- 
proved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifeſt, that * are wrought 
in God. 

22 4 Afﬀeer theſe things came Jeſus 
and his diſciples into the land of Ju- 
dea; and there he tarried with them, 
and baptized. | 

23 And John alſo was baptizing in 
Enon, near to Salim; becauſe there 
was much water there: and they came, 
and were baptized. 

24 For John was not yet caſt into 
_ priſon, 

25 Then there aroſe a queſtion hes 
tween ſome of John's diſciples and the 
Jews, about purifying. 

26 And they came unto John, and 
ſaid unto him, Rabbi, he that was 
with thee beyond ordan, to whom 
thou beareſt witneſs, behold, the ſame 
baptizeth, and all men come to 
him, 257 | : 

27 John anſwered and ſaid, A man 
can receive nothing, except it be given 
him from heaven. 

28 Ve 
that I ſaid, I am not the Chriſt, but that 
I am ſent before him. 


yourſelves bear me witneſs ] 


29 He that hath the bride 1s the 
bridegroom: but the friend of the 
bridegroom, which ftandeth and hear- 
eth him, rejoiceth greatly becauſe of 
the bridegroom's voice. This my joy 
therefore is fulfilled. 

30 He mult increaſe, but I muſt de- 
creaſe, 

31 He that cometh from above is 
above all: he that is of the earth is 
earthly, and ſpeaketh of the earth: he 
that cometh from heaven is above all. 

32 And what he hath ſeen and heard, 


that he teſtifieth; and no man receiv- 
eth his teſtimony. 


33 He that hath received his teſti- 
mony, hath ſet to his ſeal that God is 


true. 


34 For he whom God hath ſent 


ſpeaketh the word of God: for God 
giveth not the Spirit by meaſure unto _ 
a | 


5 Ne Father loveth the Son, and 
hath given all things into his hand. 
36 He that believeth on the Son hath 


everlaſting life: and he that believeth 


not the Son ſhall not ſee life ; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him. | 


CHAP. IV. 
Chriſt talketh with a woman of Samaria : 
has diſciples marvel, &c. 
WHEN therefore the Lord knew 
how the Phariſees had heard that Jeſus 
made and baptized more diſciples than 
ohn, | 


2 (Though Jeſus himſelf baptized 


not, but his en 
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3 He left Judea, and departed again 
into Galilee. 

4 And he muſt needs go through Sa- 
maria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city of Sa- 
maria which is called Sichar, near to 
the parcel of ground that Jacob gave 
to his ſon Joſeph. 

6 Now Jacob's well was there. je- 
ſus therefore being wearied with his 
Journey ſat thus on the well. And it 
was about the ſixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Sama- 
ria to draw water. Jeſus faith unto 
her, Give me to drink. 

8 For his diſciples were gone away 
into the city to buy meat. 

9 Then faith the woman of Sama- 
ria unto him, How is it that thou 
being a Jew aſkeſt drink of me which 
am a woman of Samaria? For the 
Jews have no dealings with the Samar1- 
tans. a 
10 ſeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, 
If thou kneweſt the gift of God, and 
who it is that faith to thee, Give me to 
drink; thou wouldeſt have aſked of 


him, and he would have given thee| 


living water. 
11 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
thou haſt nothing to draw with, and 
the well is deep: from whence then 
haſt thou that living water ? 
12 Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the well, and 


drank thereof himſelf, and his child-| 


ren, and his cattle ? 
1g Jeſus anſwered and id unto ber 


Whoſoever drinketh of this water ſhall 


14 But whoſoever drinketh of the 
water that I ſhall give him ſhall ne- 
ver thirſt; but the water that I ſhall 
give him ſhall be in him a well of 
water, ſpringing up into everlaſting life, 

15 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirſt not, 
neither come hither to draw. 

16 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Go, call 
* huſband, and come hither. 

The woman anſwered and ſaid, 
1 i no huſband. Jeſus ſaid unto 
her, Thou haſt well faid, I have no 
huſband : - 

18 For thou haſt had 3 huſbands, 
and he whom thou now haſt is not thy 
huſband : in that ſaidſt thou truly. 

19 The woman ſaith unto him, Sir, 
[ perceive that thou art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worſhipped in this 
mountain; and ye ſay that in Jeruſa- 
lem 1s the place where men ought to 
worſhip. 

21 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Woman, 
believe me the hour cometh when ye 
ſhall neither in this mountain, nor yet 
at Jeruſalem worſhip the Father. 

22 Ye worſhip ye know not what: 
we know what we worſhip : for ſalva- 
tion is of the Jews. | 

23 But the hour cometh, and now 
1s, when the true worſhippers ſhall 
worſhip the Father in ſpirit and in 
truth : for the Father ſeeketh ſuch to 
worſhip him. 

24 God is a ſpirit: and they that 
worſhip him mult worſhip him in ſpirit 
945 in truth. 

5 The woman faith unto him, 1

27 1 And upon this came his diſci- 
ples, and marvelled that he talked with 
the woman: yet no man ſaid, What 
ſeekeſt thou? or, Why talkeſt thou 
with her? 

28 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the en 
_ faith to the men, +# 

9 Come, ſee a man which told me 
all 6 that ever I did: is not this 
the Chriſt ? 

30 Then they went out of the city, 
and came unto him. 

31 1 In the mean while his a 
ples prayed him, ſaying, Maſter, eat. 

32 But he ſaid unto them, I have 
meat to eat that ye know not of | 

33 Therefore ſaid the die one 
to another, Hath any man brought him 
ought to eat? 

34 Jeſus faith unto them, My meat 
is to do the will of him that ſent me, 
and to finiſh his work. 


35 Say not ye, There are yet four 


. months, and then cometh harveſt ? be- 
hold, I fay unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harveſt. 

36 And he that reapeth receiveth 
wages, and gathereth fruit unto life 
eternal : that both he that ſoweth and 
he that reapeth may rejoice together, 

37 And herein 1s that ſaying true, 
One ſoweth, and another reapeth. 

38 I ſent you to reap that whereon 
ye beſtowed no labour: other men la- 


boured, and ye are entered into their 
labours. 

39 And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him, for the ſay- 
ing of the woman, which teſtified, He 
told me all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Samaritans were 
come unto him, they beſought him 
that he would tarry with them. And 
he abode there two days. 

41 And many more believed be- 
cauſe of his own word; 

42 And ſaid unto the woman, Now 
we believe, not becauſe of thy ſaying : 
for we have heard him ourſelves, and 
know that this indeed is the Chriſt, the 
Saviour of the world. 

43 1 Now after two days he depart- 
ed thence, and went into Galilee. 

44 For Jeſus himſelf teſtified that a 
prophet hath no honour m his own 
country. 

45 Then when he was come into 
Galilee, the Galileans received him, 
having ſeen all the things that he did 
at Jeruſalem at the feaſt : for they alſo, 
went unto the feaſt. 

46 So Jeſus came again into Cana 
of Galilee, where he made the water 
wine. And there was a certain noble 
man whole ſon was lick at Capernaum. 

47 When he heard that Jeſus was 
come out of Judea' into Galilee, he 
went unto him, and beſought him, 
that he would come down, and heal 
his ſon: for he was at the point of 
death. 

48 Then faid Jeſus unto him, Ex- 
cept ye ſee ſigns and wonders, ye will 


not believe. 


Say not ye, There are yet four months, &c. ver. 35.] This appears to have been a proverbial expreſſion among bulband- 


men, while they waited, after the buſineſs of ſeed time was finiſhed, for the periodical rains.

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49 The nobleman faith unto him, 
Sir, come down ere my child die. 

30 Jeſus faith unto him, Go thy 
way; thy fon Iiveth. And the man 
believed the word that Jeſus had ſpo- 
ken unto him, and he went his way. 

51 And, as he was now going down, 
his ſervants met him, and told ' 
ſaying, Thy fon liveth. | 

52 Then enquired he of them the 
hour when he began to amend: and 
they ſaid unto him, Yeſterday at the 
ſeventh hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that it was 
at the ſame hour in the which Jeſus 
{aid unto him, Thy ſon liveth; and 
himſelf believed, and his whole hovſe. 

54 This is again the ſecond miracle 
that Jeſus did, when he was come out 
of Judea into Galilee. 


| CHAF. V. 
— Jeſus cureth on the ſabbath-day, Sc. 


AFTER this there was a feaſt of 
the Jews, and Jeſus went up to Je- 
ruſalem. 

2 Now there 1s at Jeruſalem by the 
Theep-market a pool, which is called, 
in the Hebrew tongue, Betheſda, hav- 
ing five porches. 

3 In theſe lay a great multitude of 
impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at a cer- 
tiain ſeaſon into the pool, and troubled 


the water: whoſoever then firſt after 


the troubling of the water ſtepped in, 
was made whole of whatſoever diſ-

10 © The Jews therefore ſaid unto 
him th aas cured, It is the ſabbath- 


[day, it t Jawful for thee to carry

11 He aniwcred them, He that made 


Take up thy bed, and walk. 

12 Then aſked they 
man 1s that which ſaid unto thee; Take 
up thy bed and walk? 

13 And he that was healed wall not 
who it was: for Jeſus had conveyed 
himſelf away, a multitude being in that 
place. 

14 Afterwards Jeſus findeth' li in

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16 And therefore did the Ps: per- 


ſecute Jeſus, and ſought to ſlay him, 
becauſe he had done theſe things on the 
ſabbath-day. 

17 But Jeſus anſwered them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews ſought the 
more to kill him, becauſe he not only 
had broken the ſabbath, but ſaid alſo 
that God was his father, making him- 
ſelf equal with God. 

19 Then anſwered Jeſus, and ſaid 
unto them, Verily, verily I ſay unto 

ou, The Son can do nothing of him- 
ſelf, but what he ſeeth the Father do: 
for what things ſoever he doeth, theſe 
alſo doeth the Son likewiſe. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, 
and ſheweth him all things that him- 
ſelf doeth : and he will ſhew him great- 
er works than theſe, that ye may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiſeth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even ſo 
the Son quickeneth whom he will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no man; 
but hath committed all judgement unto 
the Son: 

23 That all men ſhould honour the 
Son, even as they honour the Father.

24 Verily, verily I ſay unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and believ- 
eth on him that ſent me, hath everlaſt- 
ing life, and ſhall not come into con- 
demnation; but is paſſed from death 
unto life.

7 So when they continued aſking 
him, he lifted up himſelf, and ſaid un- 
to them, He that is without ſin among 
you, let him firſt caſt a ſtone at her. 

8 And again he ſtooped down, and 
wrote on the ground. 

9 And they which heard it, being 
ed by their own conſcience, 
went out one by one, beginning at the 
eldeſt, even unto the laſt: and Jeſus 


was left alone, and the woman ſtand- | 


ing in the midſt. | 
10 When Jeſus had lifted up him- 
ſelf, and ſaw none but the woman, he 
faid unto her, Woman, where are thoſe 
thine accuſers? hath no man condemn- 
ed thee ? 
11 She faid, No man, Lord. And 


Jeſus ſaid unto her, Neither do I con- 


demn thee: go, and fin no more. | 

12 1 Then ſpake Jeſus again unto. 
them, ſaying, I am the light of the 
world: * that followeth me ſhall not 
walk in darkneſs, but ſhall have the 


13 The Phariſees therefore ſaid unto 
him, Thou beareſt record of thyſelf: 
thy record 1s not true. | 

14 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, Though I bear record of myſelf, 
yet my record 1s true: for I know 
whence I came, and whither I go; but 
ye cannot tell whence I come, and 
whither I go. 

15 Ye Judge after the fleſh: I judge 
no man. 

16 And yet if I judge, my judge- 
ment is true: for I am not alone, but 
I and the Father that ſent me. 
17 It is alſo written in your law, 
that the teſtimony of two men is 
true. 

18 I am one that bear witneſs of my- 
ſelf, and the Father that ſent me bear- 
eth witneſs of me. | 

19 Then ſaid they unto him, Where 
is thy father? Jeſus anſwered, Ye nei- 
ther know me, nor my Father: if ye 
had known me, ye ſhould have known 

my Father alſo. | 

20 Theſe words ſpake Jeſus in the 
treaſury, as he taught-in the temple: 
and no man laid hands on him; for his 
hour was not yet come. 

21 Then ſaid Jeſus again unto them, 
I go my way, and ye ſhall ſeek me, 
and ſhall die in your fins. Whither I 
go ye cannot come. | 
22 Then ſaid the Jews, Will he kill 
himſelf? becauſe he faith, Whither 1 
go ye cannot come.

7 And ſaid unto him, Go, waſh in 
the pool of Siloam, (which is, by in- 
terpretation, Sent.) He went his way 
therefore, and waſhed, and came ſee- 
ing. 


8 The neighbours therefore, and 
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he was blind, ſaid, Is not this he that 
ſat and begged | 2 | 

9 Some ſaid, This is he. Others 
ſaid, He is like him. But he ſaid, I 
am he. 

10 Therefore ſaid they unto him, 
How were thine eyes opened? 

11 He anſwered and ſaid, A man, 
that is called Jeſus, made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and ſaid unto me, 
Go to the pool of Siloam, and waſh. 
And I went and waſhed, and I received 
light. are 
12 Then ſaid they unto him, Where 
is he? He ſaid, I know not.

5 Now Jeſus loved Martha, and her 
ſiſter, and Lazarus. 

6 When he had heard therefore that 
he was ſick, he abode two days {till 
in the ſame place where-he was. 

7 Then after that, faith he to his diſ- 
ciples, Let us go into Judea again. 

8 His diſciples ſay unto him, Mal. 
ter, the Jews of late ſought to ſtone 
thee ; and goeſt thou thither again ? 

9 Jeſus anſwered, Are there not 
twelve hours in the day? If any man 
walk in the day, he ſtumbleth not, 
becauſe he ſeeth the light of this 
world. 

10 But if a man walk in the night 
he ſtumbleth, becauſe there 1 1s no light 
in him. 

11 Theſe things ad he: and after 
that he ſaith unto them, Our friend La- 
zarus ſleepeth; but I go that I may 
awake him out of fleep. 

12 Then ſaid his diſciples, Lord, if 
he ſhall do well. 

13 Howbeit, Jeſus ſpake of lis 
thought that he had 


14 Then faid Jeſus unto them plain- 


[ly, Lazarus 1s dead. 


15 And I am glad for your ſakes, 
that I was not there, to the intent that 
50 e believe: nene let us 80 
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16 Then ſaid Thomas, which is call- 
ed Didymus, unto his fellow diſciples, 


Let us alſo go, that we may die with 


him. 
17 Then when jeſus came, he found 


that he had lain in the grave four days 
already. | 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Je- 
ruſalem, about fifteen furlongs off: 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary to comfort them, 
concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha as ſoon as ſhe 
heard that Jeſus was coming, went and 
met him: but Mary fat ſtill in the 
houle. 

21 Then ſaid Martha unto Jeſus, 
Lord, If thou hadit been here, my 
brother had not died. 

22 But I know that even now __ 
ſoever thou wilt aſk of God, God will 
give it thee. 

23 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Thy brother 
ſhall riſe again. 

24 Martha faith unto him, I know 
that he ſhall riſe again in the reſurrec- 
tion at the laſt day. 

25 Jeſus faith unto her, I am the 
eu and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, 
yet ſhall he e 
26 And whoſoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me, ſhall never 4 Be- 
lieveſt thou * 

27 She faith unto him, Yea, Lord, 
I believe that thou art the Chriſt the 
Son of God, which ſhould come into 
the world. 

28 And when ſhe had ſo ſaid, ſhe 
went her. way, and called Mary her 


come, and calleth for thee. 
29 As ſoon as ſhe heard that, ſhe 
aroſe quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jeſus was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with 
her in the houſe, and comforted her, 
when they ſaw Mary that ſhe aroſe up 
haſtily and went out, followed her, 
ſaying, She goeth unto the grave to 
weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come 
where Jeſus was, and ſaw him, ſhe fell 
down at his feet, ſaying unto him, 
Lord, if thou hadſt been here, my 
brother had not died. 

33 When Jeſus therefore ſaw her 
weeping, and the Jews alſo weeping, 
which came with her, he groaned in 
the ſpirit, and was troubled, 

34 And ſaid, Where have ye laid 
him? They ſaid unto him, Lord, come 
and ſee. 

35 Jeſus wept. 

36 Then ſaid the Jews, Behold, 
how he loved him.

42 And I knew that thou heareſt 
me always: but becauſe of the people 
which ſtand by I ſaid it, that they may 
beheve that thou haſt ſent me. 

43 And when he thus had ſpoken, 
he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, 
come forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, 
bound hand and foot with grave clothes, 
and his face was bound about with a 
napkin. Jeſus faith unto them, Looſe 
him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which 
came to Mary, and had ſeen the 
things which Jeſus did, believed on 
him. 

46 But ſome of them went their 

ways to the Phariſees, and told them 
what things Jeſus had done. 
47 T Then gathered the chief prieſts 
and the Phariſees a council, and ſaid, 
What do we? for this man doeth ma- 
ny miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all men 
will believe on him: and the Romans 


ſhall come and take away both our 


place and nation. 
49 And one of them, named Caia- 


phas, being the high prieſt that ſame 
year, ſaid unto them, Ye know nothing

50 Nor conſider that it is expedient 
for us, that one man ſhould die for the 
people, and that the whole nation pe- 
not. 

51 And this ſpake he not of elt: 
but, being high prieſt that year, he 
prophecied that Jeſus ſhould die for 
that nation ; 

52 And not for that nation only, but 
that alſo he ſhould gather together in 
one the children of God that were ſcat- 
tered abroad. | 

53 Then from that day forth they 
took counſel] together for to put him to 
death. 

54 Jeſus therefore walked no more 
openly among the Jews; but went thence 
unto a country near to the wilderneſs, 
into a city called Ephraim, and there 
continued with his diſciples. 

55 And the Jews' paſſover was nigh 
and many went out of the 
country up to Jeruſalem before the 
paſſover, to purify themſelves. 

56 Then ſought they for Jeſus, and 
ſpake among themſelves as they ſtood. 
in the temple, What think ye, that he 
will not come to the feaſt ? 

57 Now both the chief prieſts and 
the Phariſees had given a command- 
ment, that if any man knew where he 
were, he ſhould ſhew it, that they 
might take him. 


CHAP. XII. 
Fefus excujeth Mary anointing has feet. 


THEN Jeſus, fix days before the 
paſſover, came to Bethany, where La- 
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zarus was which had been dead, whom 
he raiſed from the dead. 

2 There they made him a ſupper; 
and Martha ſerved: but Lazarus was 


one of them that ſat at the table with 


him. 
3 Then took 83 a pound of oint- 


ne of ſpikenard, very coltly, and 
anointed the feet of ſeſus, and wiped 
his feet with her hair: and the houſe 
was filled with the odour of the oint- 
ment. 

4 Then ſaith one of his diſciples, 
Judas Iſcariot, Simon's ſon, which 
ſhould betray him, 

5 Why was not this ointment fold 
8 three hundred pence, and given to 
the poor? 

6 This he ſaid, not that he cared for 
the poor; but becauſe he was a thief, 
and had the bag, and bare what was put 
therein. | 

7 Then ſaid Jeſus, Let her alone: 
againſt the day of my burying hath ſhe 
kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there: and they 
came not for Jeſus ſake only, but that 
they might ſee Lazarus alſo, whom he 
had raiſed from the dead. 

10 But the chief prieſts conſulted 


that they might put Lazarus alſo to 


death; 

11 Becauſe that by reaſon of him 
many of the Jews went away, and be- 
lieved on Jeſus. 

12 1 On the next day much people, 
that were come to the feaſt, when they

and went forth to meet him, and cried, 
Hoſanna: Bleſſed is the King of II- 
rael, that cometh in the name of the 
Lord.

16 Theſe things anderfived not his 
diſciples at the firſt: but when Jeſus 
was glorified, then remembered they 
that theſe things were written of him, 


and that they had done theſe things un- 


to him. 

17 The people therefore that was 
with him when he called Lazarus out 
of his grave, and raiſed him from the 
dead, bare record. 


18 For this cauſe the people alſo 


met him, for that they heard that he 
had Sogn this miracle. 

19 The Phariſees therefore ſaid a- 
mong themſelves, Perceive ye how ye 
prevail nothing? Behold, the world is 
gone after him. 

20 J And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to wan 
at the feaſt: 

21 The ſame came therefore to Phi- 
lip, which was of Bethſaida of Galilee, 
and deſired him, ſaying, Sir, we would 
lee Jeſus. 
inn and telleth Per 
drew: and again, Andrew and Philip 
tell Jeſus. 


13 Took branches of palm-trees; - 
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23 And Jeſus anſwered them, ſay- 

ing, The hour is come that the Son of 
man ſhould be glorified. 

24 Venly, verily I ſay unto you, Ex- 

cept a corn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die. it abideth alone : but if it die, 
it bringeth forth much fruit. 

25 He that loveth his life ſhall loſe 
it: and he that hateth his life in this 
world ſhall keep it unto life eter- 
nal. 

26 If any man ſerve me, let him 
follow me: and where I am, there ſhall 
alſo my ſervant be: if any man ſerve 
me, him will my Father honour. 

27 Now is my ſoul troubled, and 
what ſhall I ſay? Father, fave me from 
this hour: but for this cauſe came I 
unto this hour. 

28 Father, glorify thy name. Then 
came there a voice from heaven, ſaying, 
I have both glorified it, and will glori- 
fy it again. 

29 The people the zrefore that ſtood 
by, — heard it, ſaid, That it thun- 
dered. Others ſaid, An angel ſpake to 
lum. 

30 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, This 
voice came not becauſe of me, but for 
your ſakes. 

31 Now is the judgement of this 
world: now ſhall the prince of this 
world be caſt out. 
. 32 And IJ, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. 

33 This he ſaid, ſignifying what 
death he ſhould die. 
34 The people anſwered him, We 


have heard out of the law that Chriſt | 


abideth for ever: and how ſayeſt thou, | 


The Son of man mult be lifted up? 
Who is this Son of man? | 
35 Then Jeſus ſaid unto them, Yet 
a little while is the light with you; 
walk while ye have the light, leſt dark- 
nels come upon you: for he that walk- 
eth in darkneſs knoweth not whither 

he goeth. 

6 While ye have light believe in 
the light, that ye may be the children 
of light. Theſe things ſpake Jeſus, and 
departed, and did hide himſelf from 
them. 

37 But though he had done ſo ma- 
ny miracles before them, yet they be- 
lieved not on him : 

38 That the ſaying of Eſaias the 
prophet might be fulfilled which he 
ſpake, Lord, who hath believed our 
report ? and to whom hath the arm of 
the Lord been revealed ? 

39 Therefore they could not believe, 
becauſe that Eſaias ſaid again, 

40 He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they ſhould 
not ſee with their eyes, nor underſtand 
with their heart, and be converted, and 
I ſhould heal them: 

41 Theſe things ſaid Eſaias when he 
ſaw his glory, and ſpake of him. 

42 Nevertheleſs among the chief ru- 


lers alſo many believed on him; but 


becauſe of the Phariſees they did not 
confeſs him, leſt they ſhould be put out 


of the ſynagogue : 
43 For they loved the praiſe of men 


| more than the praiſe of God. 


44 Jeſus cried and ſaid, He that be- 
lieveth on me, beheveth not on me, 
but on him that ſent me, | 
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45 And he that ſeeth me, ſeeth him 
that ſent me.

the towel wherewith he was girded. 

6 Then cometh he to Simon Peter: 
and Peter ſaid unto him, Lord, doſt 
thou waſh my feet ? 

7 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
What I do thou knowelt not now; but 
thou ſhalt know hereafter. 

8 Peter ſaith unto him, Thou ſhalt 
never waſh my feet. Jeſus anſwered 
him, If I waſh thee not, thou haſt no 
part with me. 

9 Simon Peter ſaith unto kim, Lord, 


not my feet only, but alſo my hands 


and my head. 


10 Jeſus ſaith to him, he that is. 
waſhed, needeth not fave to waſh his 


feet, but is clean every whit: and ye 


are clean, but not all. 
11 For he knew who ſhould betray 


him : therefore ſaid he, Ye are not all | 


clean. 

12 So after he had waſhed their feet, 
and had taken his garments, and was 
ſet down again, he ſaid unto them, 
Know ye what I have done to you ? 

13 Ye call me Maſter, and Lord: 
and ye ſay well: for fo I am. 

14 If I then, your Lord and Maſter, 
have waſhed your feet: ye alſo ought 
to waſh one another's feet. 

15 For J have given you an example, 
that ye ſhould do as I have done to you, 


and to wipe them with 
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16 Verlly, verily I ſay unto you, The 
ſervant is not greater than his lord; 
neither he that 1s lent, greater than 
he . ſent him. 

7 If ve know theſe things happy 
are if ve do them. 

18 I ſpeak not of you all; I know 
whom I have choſen: but that the 
ſcripture may be fulhlled, He that eat- 
eth bread with me hath lifted up his 
heel againſt me. 

109 Now tell you before it come, 
that when it is come to pals, ye may 
believe that I am he. 

20 Verily, verily I ſay unto you, He 

that receiveth whomſoever I ſend, 
receiveth me; and he that receiveth 
me, receiveth him that ſent me. 
21 When Jeſus had thus ſaid, he 
was troubled in ſpirit, and teſtified, 
and ſaid, Verily, verily I fay unto you, 
That one of you ſhall betray me. 

22 Then the diſciples looked one 
on another, doubting of whom he ſpake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Je- 
ſus* boſom, one of his diſciples whom 
Jeſus loved. 

24 Simon Peter therefore beckoned 
to him, that he ſhould aſk who it ſhould 
be of whom he ſpake. 

25 He then, lying on Jeſus breaſt, 
faith unto him, Lord, who is it? 

26 Telus anſwered, He it is to whom 
I ſhall give a ſop, when I have dip- 
ped it. And, when he had dipped 
the ſop, he gave it to Judas' Iſcariot, 
the ſon of Simon. 

27 And after the ſop 
into him. Then ſaid

28 Now no man at the table knew 
for what intent he ſpake this unto

9 For ſome of them thought, be- 
cauſe Judas had the bag, that Jeſus had 
ſaid unto him, Buy thoſe things that 
we have need of againſt the feaſt; or 
that he ſhould give ſomething to the 
poor. 

30 He then having received the 
ſop, went immediately out: and it

32 If God be glorified in him, God 
{hall alſo glorify him in himſelf, and 
ſhall ſtraightway glorify him. 

33 Little children, yet a little while 
I am with you. Ye ſhall ſeek me: 
and, as I ſaid unto the Jews, whither 
Igo ye cannot come; ſo now I lay 
unto you. 

34 A new „ I give 
unto you, That ye love one another; 
as I have loved you, that ye alſo love 
one another. 

35 By this ſhall all men know that 
ye are my diſciples, if ye have love 
one to another. gy 

36 4 Simon Peter ſaid unto him, 
Lord, whither goeſt thou? Jeſus an- 
ſwered him, Whither I go thou canſt 
not follow me now; but thou ſhalt 
follow me afterwards. 

7 Peter ſaid unto him, Lord, why 


cannot I follow thee now? I will lay 


down my life for thy ſake. 
38 Jeſus anſwered him, Wilt thou 


That thou doeſt, do quickly, 


lay down thy life for my ſake? Verily,

Chriſt comforteth his diſciples, &c. 


LET not your hearts be troubled : 
ye believe in God, believe alſo in me. 
2 In my Father's houſe are many 
nant. if 1t were not ſo, I would 
have told you: I go to Prepart place 
for you. 

3 And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and re- 
ceive you unto mylelf, that where 
am, there ye may be allo. h

20 Remember the word that I ſaid 
unto you, The ſervant is not greater 
than his lord.

do unto you for my name's ſake be- 
cauſe they know not him that ſent 


me, 
22 If I had not come and ſpoken

23 He that hateth me hateth my

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea 
is now come, that ye ſhall be ſcattered 
every man to his own, and ſhall leave 
me alone: and yet I am not alone, be- 
cauſe the Father is with me. 

33 Thele things I have ſpoken unto 
you, that in me ye might have peace. 
In the world ye ſhall have tribulation : 
but be of good cheer: I have overcome

20 Jeſus anſwered him, I ſpake 
openly to the world; I ever taught 
in the ſynagogue, and in the temple, 
whither the Jews always reſort; and in 
ſecret have I ſaid nothing. 

21 Why aſkeſt thou me? Aſk thin 
them which heard me what I have 
ſaid unto them: behold, they know 
what I ſaid. 

22 And when he had thus ſpoken, 
one of the officers which ſtood by, 


and Peter ſtood with 
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eſus with the 

ſaying, Anſwereſt thou the high prieſt ſo? 
'23 Jeſus anſwered him, If I have 

ſpoken evil, bear witneſs of the evil: 


ſtruck ] 2 of his hand, 


but if well, why ſmiteſt thou me? 


24 Now Annas had ſent him bound 


unto Caiaphas the high prieſt. = 
25 And Simon Peter ſtood and 
warmed himſelf. They faid therefore 


unto him, Art not thou alſo one of his 


— He denied it, and faid, I 
am not. 

26 One of the ſervants of the high 
prieſt, (being his kinſman whoſe ear 
Peter cut off) faith, Did not I fee thee 
in the garden with him? 


27 Peter then denied again: and 1 im- 


mediately the cock crew. 

28 J Then led they Jeſus from 
Caiaphas, into the hall of Judgement : 
and it was early, and they themſelves 
went not into the judgement hall, leſt 
they ſhould be defiled ; but that they 
might eat the paſſover. 

29 Pilate then went out unto them, 
and ſaid, What accuſation bring you 
againſt this man. 

30 They anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
If he were not a malefactor, we would 
not have delivered him up unto thee. 

31 Then ſaid Pilate unto them, 


Take ye him, and judge him accord-| 


ing to your law. The Jews therefore | 
ſaid unto him, It is not lawful for us 
to put any man to death: 


What death he ſhould die. 


33 Then Pilate entered into the 
% art hall again, and called Jeſus, 


— TO 


Thou ſayeſt that Iam a King. 


| 
32 That the ſaying of Jeſus might 
be fulfilled, which he ſpake, Bgnifying 


and ſaid unto him, Art thou the King of 


the Jews ; 
34 Jeſus anſwered him, Sayeſt thou 


this thing ofthylelf, or did others tell 


it thee of me? 

35 Pilate anſwered, Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief prieſts 
have delivered thee unto me. What 
haſt thou done ? 

36 Jeſus anſwered, My Kingdbm * 
not of this world: if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would my 
ſervants light, that I ſhould not be 
delivered to the Jews: but now is 
my kingdom not from hence. 

37 Pilate therefore ſaid unto him, 
Art thou a King then? Jeſus anſwered, 
To this 
end was I born, and for this cauſe came 
J into the world, that I ſhould bear 
witneſs unto the truth. Every one that 
is of the truth heareth my voice. 

38 Pilate ſaith unto him, What is 
truth? And, when he had ſaid this 
He went out again unto the Jews, and 
faith unto them, I find in him no fault 
at all. 

39 But ye have a cuſtom, that I 
ſhould releaſe unto- you © one at the 
paſſover : will ye therefore that I re- 
leaſe unto you the King of the Jews? 

40 Then cried they all again, ſay- 
ing, Not this man, but Barabbas. Now 
Barabbas was a robber. 


* 


CHAP. XIX. 
Chriſt is cob and crowned, Sc. 
T HEN Pilate therefore 0 Jeſus 


and ſcourged him. 


Sayeſt thou this thing of tell, ver. 34.] For thy own ſatisfaction, merely upen what thou haſt thyſelf obſerved in my : 


carriage. 
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2 And the ſoldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put it on his head, and 
they put on him a purple robe, 

3 And ſaid, Hail, King of the 
Jeu And they Ante him with their 
hands. 

4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and ſaith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jeſus forth, wearing 
45 crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate ſaith unto them, 
Behold the man! 

6 When the chief prieſts therefore 
and officers ſaw him, they cried out, 
ſaying, Crucify him, crucify him. Pi- 
late faith unto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him, for I find no fault in 

him. 

5 The Jews anſwered him, We 
ha a law, and by our law he ought to 
die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son 
of Gd 

8 1 When pilate therefore heard 
that ſaying, he was the more afraid; 

And went again into the judge- 
ment hall, and faith unto Jeſus, Whence 
art thou? But Jeſus gave him no an- 
lwer. 

10 Then ſaith Pilate unto him, 
Speakeſt thou not unto me? knoweſt 


thou not that I have power to cruci- ] 


iy thee, and have power to releaſe 
thee ? 
11 Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
have no power at all againſt me, ex- 
cept it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater ſin. | 


| 


12 And from thenceforth Pilate 
ſought to releaſe him; but the Jews 
cried out, ſaying, If thou let this man 
go, thou art not Ceſar's friend. Who- 
ſoever maketh himſelf a King [peak- 
eth againſt Ceſar, 

13 When Pilate therefore heard 
that ſaying, he brought Jeſus forth, and 
ſat down in the judgement-ſeat, in a 
place that 1s called the Pavement, but 
in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

14 And it was the preparation of 
the paſſover, and about the ſixth hour: 
and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold 
your King! 

15 But they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. Pi- 
late ſaith unto them, Shall I crucify 
your King? the chief prieſts anſwered, 
We have no King but Cefar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified. And they. 
took Jeſus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his croſs went 
forth unto a place called the place of 
a ſkull, which is called in the He- 
brew, Golgotha: | 

18 Where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either fide one, 
and Jeſus in the midſt. 

19 And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the croſs; and the writing was, 
ESUS OF NAZARETH THE KIN G 
OF THE JEWS. | 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where jeſus was cru- 
cified was nigh to the city; and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 

21 Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the © 


Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of 
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the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am King 
of the Jews. 

22 Pilate anſwered, What I have 
written I have written. 

23 Then the ſoldiers, when they had 
bed Jeſus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every ſoldier a part; 
and alſo his coat: now the coat was 
without ſeam, woven from the top 
throughout. 

24 They ſaid therefore among them- 
ſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots 
for it whoſe it ſhall be: that the ſcrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, 
They parted my raiment among them, 
and for my veſture they did caſt lots. 
Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers 
did. 

25 Now there ſtood by the croſs of 
Jeſus, his mother, and his mother's ſiſ- 
ter, Mary_the wife of Giepphas, and 
Mary Magdalene. 

26 When Jeſus therefore ſaw his 


mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by | 


whom He loved, he ſaith unto his mo- 
ther, Woman, behold thy ſon ! 

27 Then faith he to the diſciple, 
Behold thy mother! And from that 
hour that diſciple took her unto his 
own home. 

28 1 After this Jeſus, knowing that 
all things were now accompliſhed, that 
the ſcripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, I 
thirſt. 

29 Now there was ſet a veſſel full of 
vinegar: and they filled a ſponge with 
vinegar, and put it upon hyſſop, and 
put it to his mouth. 

30 When Jeſus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſh- 


ed. And he bowed his head, hn gave 
up the ghoſt. 

31 The Jews therefore, becauſe it 
was the preparation, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the craſs on the 
ſabbath-day, (for that ſabbath-day was 
an high day,) beſought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. 

22 Then came the ſoldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, and of the 
other which was crucihed with him. 

33 But when they came to Jeſus, 
and ſaw that he was dead already, they 
brake not his legs. 

34 But one of the ſoldiers with a 
ſpear pierced his fide, and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. 

35 And he that ſaw it bare record, 
and his record 1s true: and he know- 
eth that he ſaith true; that ye might 
believe. 

36 For theſe things were done, mo 
the ſcripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bo: 
of him ſhall not be broken. 

7 And again another ſcripture ſaith, 
They ſhall look on him whom they 
pierced. 

38 TAnd after this, Joſaph of Arima- 
thea, (being a diſciple of Jeſus, but ſe- 
cretly, for fear of the Jews,) beſought 
Pilate that he might take away the body 
of Jeſus: and Pilate gave him leave. 
He came therefore and took the body 
of Jeſus. ; | 

39 And there came alſo Nicode- 
mus, which at the firſt came to Jeſus by 
night, and brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about an hundred pound 


weight. 


— 
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40 Then took they the body of Je- 8 
head, not lying with the inen clothes, 


fas, and wound it in linen clothes, with 
the ſpices, as the manner of the * 1s 


to bury: 

41 Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden, and in the 
garden a new ſepulchre, wherein was 


never man yet laid. 
2 There laid they Jeſus therefore, 


bes of the Jews' preparation-day, 
for the ſepulchre was nigh at hand. 


CHAP. XX. 4 |

TH E firſt day of the week cometh 
Marv Magdalene early, when it was 


yet dark, unto the ſepulchre, and ſeeth] ] 


the ſtone taken away from the ſepul- 
chre. | 

2 Then ſhe runneth, and cometh to 
Simon Peter, and to the other diſciple 
V hom Jeſus loved: and ſaith unto them, 
They have taken away the Lord out of 
the ſepulchre, and we know not where 
they have laid him. | 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and 
that other diſciple, and came to the ſe- 
pulchre. 

4 So they ran both together; and the 
other diſciple did out- run Peter, and 
came firſt to the ſepulchre. 

5 And he ſtooped down, and look- 
ing in, ſaw the linen clothes lying: yet 
went he not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter follow- 
ing him, and went into the ſepulchre, 

and ſeeth the linen clothes lie; | 


7 And the napkin that was about his 


but wrapped together in a place = it- 


ſelf. 
8 Then went in alſo that other diſ- 


ciple which came firſt to the ſepulchre, 
and he ſaw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the ſcrip- 
ture, that he muſt rife again from the 


dead. | 
10 Then the diſciples went away a- 


gain unto their own home. 


11 1 But Mary ſtood without at the 
ſepulchre, weeping: and as ſhe wept 
ſhe ſtooped down, and looked into the 
ſepulchre. 

12 And ſeeth two angels in wii 
ſitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of 
eſus had lain. | 


why weepeſt thou? She ſaith unto 
them, Becauſe they have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they 
my Jaid him. 

4 And when ſhe had thus ſaid, ſhe 
ned herſelf back, and ſaw Jeſus ſtand⸗ 
ing, and knew not that it was Jeſus. 

15 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Woman, why 
weepelt thou? whom ſeekeſt thou? She, 
ſuppoſing him to be the gardener, ſaith 
unto him, Sir, if thou have borne him 
hence, tell me where thou haſt laid 
him, and I will take him away. 

16 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Mary. She. 
turned herſelf, and ſaith unto him, Rab- 
boni; which is to ſay, Maſter. 

17 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Touch me 
not; for I am not yet aſcended to my 
Father : but go to my brethren, and fay 


13 And they ſay unto her, Woman, 2 
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unto. them, I Mend unto. my Father 
and your Father, and to my God and 
your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told 
the diſciples that ſhe had ſeen the Lord, 
and that he had ſpoken theſe things 
unto her. 

19 1 Then the ſame day at evening, 
being the firſt day of the week, when 
the doors were {hut where the diſciples| 
were aſſembled for fear of the Jews, 
came Jeſus, and ſtood in the midit, 
and faith unto them, Peace be unto 


'20 And when he had ſo ſaid, he 


ſhewed unto them his hands and his 
fide. Then were the rl glad 
when they ſaw the Lord. 

21 Then ſaid Jeſus to them again, 
Peace be unto you; As my Father hath 
ſent me, even ſo ſend I you. 

22 And when he had ſaid this, bi 
breathed on them, and ſaith unto them, 
Receive ye the Holy Ghoſt : 

23 Whoſe ſoever ſins ye remit, they 


are remitted unto them; and whoſe — 


ever ſins ye retain, they are retained. 

24 4 But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
called Didymus, was not with them 
when Jeſus came. 


23 The other diſciples therefore ſaid 


unto him, We have ſeen the Lord. 
But he ſaid unto them, Except I ſhall 


ſee in his hands the print of the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the 


nails, and thruſt my hand into his fide, 
I will not beheve. _ 

26 4 And after eight days, again his 
diſciples were within; and Thomas with 
them. Then came Jeſus, the doors 


being ſhut, and ſtood in the midſt, and 
ſaid, Peace be unto you. 

27 Then ſaith he to Thomas, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold, my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thruſt 
it into my ſide: and be not faithleſs, 
but believing. 

28 And Thomas anſwered and ſaid 
unto him, My Lord and my God. 

29 Jeſus ſaith unto him, Thomas, 
becauſe thou haſt ſeen me, thou haſt 
believed: bleſſed are they that have 
not ſeen, and yet have beheved. 

30 And many other ſigns truly did 
Jeſus in the preſence of his diſciples, 
which are not written in this book : 

31 But theſe are written, that ye 
| might believe that Jeſus is the Chriſt, 
the Son of God, and that, believing, 
ye might have life through his name. 


CHAP. K. 


Nay appeareth again; giveth a charge 
to Peter, Sc. 


AFTER. theſe things Jeſus ſhewed 
himſelf again to his diſciples, at the ſea 
of Tiberias: and on this wiſe ſhewed 
he himſelf: : 

2 There were together Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Didymus, and Na- 
thanael of Cana in Galilee, and the 
ſons of Zebedee, and two other of his 
diſciples. 

Simon Peter faith unto them, I go 
a fiſhing. They ſay unto him, We allo 
go with thee. They went forth, and 
entered into a ſhip immediately ; and 
that night they caught nothing. 
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But when the morning was now 


come, Jeſus ſtood on the ſhore : but] 


the diſciples knew not that it was 
Jeſus. 

5 Then Jeſus ſaith unto them, 
Children, have ye any meat? They 
_ anſwered him, No. 

6 And he ſaid unto them, Caſt the 
net on the right ſide of the ſhip, and 
ye ſhall find. "They caſt therefore, and 
now they were not able to draw it for 
the multitude of fiſhes. 

7 Therefore that diſciple whom je- 
ſus loved ſaith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard 
that it was the Lord, he girt his fiſher's 

coat unto him, (for he was naked,) and 
did caſt himſelf into the ſea. 

8 And the other diſciples came in a 
little ſhip, (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cu- 
bits,) dragging the net with fiſhes. 


9 As ſoon then as they were come 


to land, they ſaw a fire of coals there, 
and fiſh laid thereon, and bread, 

o Jeſus faith unto them, Bring 
of the fiſh which ye have now 
caught. | 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew 

the net to land full of great fiſhes, an 
hundred and fifty and three: and for 
all there were ſo many, yet was not 
the net broken. 
12 Jeſus ſaith unto them, Come, and 
dine. And none of the diſciples durſt 
alk him, Who art thou ? knowing that 
it was the Lord. 

13 Jeſus then cometh and taketh 
bread and giveth them, and fiſh like- 


wile, 


fad? 


14 This is now the third time that 
eſus ſhewed himſelf to his diſci- 
ples, after that he wasriſen from the dead. 

15 1 So when they had dined, Jeſus 
ſaith to Simon Peter, Simon ſon of 
Jonas, loveſt thou me more than theſe? 
He faith unto him, Yea, Lord ; thou 
knoweſt that 1 love thee. He ſaith 
unto him, Feed my lambs. 

16 He ſaith to him again the ſecond 
time, Simon ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou 
me? he ſaith unto him, Yea, Lord; 
thou knoweſt that I love thee. He 

ſaith unto him, Feed my ſheep. 

17 He ſaith unto him the third 
time, Simon ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou 
me? Peter was grieved, becauſe he 
ſaid unto him the third time, Loveſt 
thou me? and he ſaid unto him, Lord. 
thou knoweſt all things; thou knoweſt 
that I love thee. Jeſus faith unto him, 


Feed my ſheep. 


18 Verily, verily. I ſay unto thee, 
When thou waſt young thou girdeſt 
thyſelf, and walkedſt whither thou 
wouldeſt : but when thou ſhalt be old, 
thou ſhalt ſtretch forth thy hands, and 
another ſhall gird thee, and carry thee 
v"— thou wouldeſt not. 

9 This ſpake he, ſignifying by what 
drink he ſhould glorify God. And 
when he had ſpoken this, he faith un- 
to him, Follow me. 

20 1 Then Peter turning 5255 
ſeeth the diſciple whom Jeſus loved 
following, which alſo leaned on his 
breaſt at ſupper, and ſaid, Lord, which 
is he that betrayeth thee ? 

21 Peter ſeeing him, faith to Jeſus, 
Lord; and what ſhall this man do? 


- 
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eſus faith unto him, If I will 


24 This is the diſciple which teſtiſieth 


has 3 tarry till I come, what is that of theſe things, and wrote theſe things; * 


to thee? Follow thou me. 


23 Then went this ſaying abroad a- 

mong the brethren, that that diſciple 
"ſhould not die: yet Jeſus ſaid not unto 
him, He ſhall not die: but, If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what 1s that 
to thee ? 


* we know that his teſtimony is true. 

25 And there are alſo many other 
things which Jeſus did, the which if 
they ſhould be written every one, I 
ſuppole that even the world itſelf could 
not contain the books that ſhould be 


written. Amen.

CHAP. 1. 
A repetition of part of Chriſt's hiſtory. 


HE former treatiſe have I made, 
O Theophilus, of all that Jeſus 
— both to do and teach. 

2 Until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through the 
Holy Ghoſt had given commandments 
unto the apoſtles whom he had choſen: 

3 To whom alſo he ſhewed himſelf 
alive after his paſſion, by many infal- 


lible proofs, being ſeen of them forty 


days, and ſpeaking of the things per- 


taining to the kingdom of God; 


4 And, being aſſembled together 


with them, commanded them that they 


ſhould not depart from Jeruſalem, but 
wait for the promiſe of the Father, 
which, faith he, ye have heard of me. 
5 For John truly baptized with wa- 
* but ye ſhall be Aer with the 
Holy Ghoſt, not many days hence. 
6 When they therefore were come 
together, they aſked of him, ſaying, 


| 


Lord, wilt thou at this time reſtore a- 
gain the kingdom to Iſrael? 

7 And he ſaid unto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the ſea- 
ſons, which the Father hath put in his 
own power. | 

8 But ye ſhall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghoſt is come upon you : 
and ye ſhall be witneſſes unto me, both 
in Jeruſalem, and in all Judea, me ; in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermoſt Part 
of the earth. 

9 And, when he had 1 theſe 
things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up, and a cloud received him 
out of their ſight. 

10 And while they looked ſtedfaſt- 


[ly toward heaven, as he went up, be- 


hold, two men ſtood by them in white 
apparel; 

11 Which alſo ſaid, Ye men of Ga- 
lilee, why ſtand ye gazing: up into 
heaven? this ſame Jeſus, which is tak - 
en up from you into heaven, ſhall fo 
come, in like manner as ye have ſeen 


him go into heaven. 


Even the world itſelf, &c. ver. 25. ] This ſhews the wonderful _— induſtry, and diligence of Chriſt; that he was never 


idle; but that his whole life was ſpent in doing good. 
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12 Then returned they unto Jeruſa- 
lem from the mount called Olivet, 


which 1s from Jeruſalem a ſabbath- -day's| 


Journey. 
20 And when they were come in, 


they went up into an upper room, where 
abode both Peter, and James, ang John, 
and Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, James the 
ſon of Alpheus, and Simon Zelotes, and 
Judas the brother of James. 

14 Theſe all continued with one ac- 
cord in prayer and ſupplication, with 
the women, and Mary the mother of 
Jeſus, and with his brethren. 

15 J And in thoſe days Peter ſtood 

up in the midſt of the diſciples, and 
ſaid, (the number of the names toge- 
ther were about an hundred and twen- 
ty, 

g 16 Men and To TENG this ſcripture 
muſt needs have been fulfilled which 
the Holy Ghoſt by the mouth of Da- 
vid ſpake before concerning Judas, 
which was guide to them that took je- 
fun; 

17 For he was numbered with us, 
and had obtained part of this miniſtry. 

18 Now this man purchaſed a held 
with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burſt aſunder in 
the midſt, and all his bowels guſhed 
out, | | | 
19 And it was known unto all the 
dwellers at Jeruſalem ; inſomuch as that 
held 1s called, in their proper tongue, 
Aceldama, that is to ſay, The field of 
blood. 

20 For it is written in the book of 
plalms, Let his habitation be deſolate, 
19d 2] | 


au let 5 man dwell therein: and, 


His bi ſhoprick let another take. 
21 Wherefore of theſe men which 


have companied with us all the time 


that the Lord Jeſus went in and out 
among us, 
22 Beginning from the baptiſm of 


John unto that ſame day that he was 


taken up from us, muſt one be ordain- 
ed to be a witneſs with us of his reſur- 
TO 

3 And they appointed two, Joſeph 
4 Barſabas, who was ſurnamed Juſ- 
tus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and ſaid, Thou, 
Lord, which knoweſt the hearts of all 
men, ſhew whether of theſe two thou 
_ chaſes, 

5 That he may take part of this 
ai and apoſtleſhip, from which 
Judas by tranſgreſſion fell, 
might go to his own ͤ place. 

26 And they 
and the lot fell upon Matthias; and he 
was numbered with the eleven apoſtles. 


CHAP. II. 


The apoſtles, filled with the Holy Ghofe, : 


ſpeak divers languages. 


AND when the day of Pentecoſt 
was fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place:

gypt, and in the parts of Libya about

11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear 


them ſpeak in our tongues the wonder- 


ful works of God. 
12 And they were all amazed, and 


were in doubt, ſaying one to another, | 
yourſelves alſo know :

13 Others, mocking, ſaid, Theſe 
men are full of new wine. 

14 But Peter, ſtanding up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and ſaid 
unto them, Ye men of ſudea, and all

17 And it ſhall come to paſs in the 
laſt days, faith God, I will pour out of 
my Spirit upon all fleſh : and your ſons 
and your daughters ſhall prophecy, and 


your young men ſhall fee viſions, and 


your old men ſhall dream dreams : 

18 And on my ſervants, and on my 
handmaidens, I will pour out in thoſe 
"_ of my Spirit; and they ſhall 8 
phecy : 

19 And I will ſhew wonders in hea 
ven above, and figns in the earth be- 
neath ; blood, and fire, and vapour of 
ſmoke : 

20 The ſun ſhall be turned into 
darkneſs, and the moon into blood, be- 
fore that great and notable ny of the 
Lord come: 

21 And it ſhall come to aſs, that 
whoſoever ſhall call on the name of

27 Becauſe thou wilt not leave my 
ſoul 1n hell, neither wilt thou ſuffer 
thine Holy One to ſee corruption :

29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
ſpeak unto you of the patriarch David, 
that he is both dead and buried, and 
his ſepulchre is with us unto this 
day. 

30 "Therefore being a — and 
knowing that God had ſworn with an 
oath to him, that of the fruit of his loins 
according to the fleſh he would raiſe 
up Chriſt to fit on his throne ; 

31 He ſeeing this before, ſpake of 

the reſurrection of Chriſt, that his ſoul 
was not left in hell, neither his fleſh 
did fee corruption. 

32 This Jeſus hath God raiſed up, 
whereof we all are witneſſes. 

233 Therefore being by the right hand 

of God exalted, and having received 
of the Father the promiſe of the Holy 
Ghoſt, he hath ſhed forth this which

37 Now when they heard this, they 


were pricked in their heart, and ſaid un- 


to Peter, and to the reſt of the apoſtles, 


Men 3 brethren, what ſhall we do? 
38 Then peter ſaid unto them, Re- 


pent, and be baptized every one of you 


in the name of Jeſus Chriſt, for the re- 
miſſion of ſins, and ye ſhall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghoſt. 

39 For the promiſe is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
ſhall call. 

40 And with many other words did 
he teſtify and exhort, ſaying, Save 


e from this e genera- 


tion. 

41 Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized: and the ſame 
day there were added unto them about 
three thouſand ſouls. 

42 And they continued ſtedfaſtly in 
the apoſtles doctrine and fellowſhip, 


and in breaking of bread, and _ 


prayers. 
43 And fear came upon every ſoul: 
and many wonders and ſigns were done 
by the apoſtles. 
44 And all that believed were toge- 
ther, and had all things common; 


co, and parted them to all men, as 
every man had need. 

46 And they continued daily with 
one accord in the temple, and break- 
ing bread from houſe to houſe, did eat

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45 And fold their poſſeſſions and 
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walked, and entered with them into 


their meat, with gladneſs and ingleneſs 
of heart ; 

47 Praiſing God, and having favour 
with all the eee And the Lordi 
added to the church daily ſuch as ſnould 
be ſaved. 


CHAP. III. 


Peter and John reſtore a lame man, aſcrib- 
ing the cure to the name of Feſus, Ec. 


NOW Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, being the ninth hour: 

2 And a certain man, lame from his 
mother's womb, was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the tem- 
ple which is called Beautiful, to aſk 
alms of them that entered into the tem- 

le; 
n 3 Who ſeeing Peter and John about 
to go into the temple, aſked an 
alms. 
4 And Peter, faſtening his eyes up- 
on him with John, ſaid, Look on 
us. EE 
5 And he gave heed unto them, ex- 
ting to receive ſomething of them. 

6 Then Peter faid, Silver and gold 

I have none; but ſuch as I have give 1 


thee: In the name of Jeſus Chriſt of| 


Nazareth, riſe up and walk. 
7. And he took him by the right 
— and lifted him up; and imme- 
diately his feet and ancle- bones received 
ſtrength. 
8 And he leaping up, 3 and 


the temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praiſing God. 

9 Andall the people ſaw him walk. 
ing, and praiſing God: 


10 And they knew that it was he 
which fat for alms at the Beautiful gate 
of the temple: and they were filled 
with wonder and amazement at that 
which had happened unto him. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed, held Peter and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in the 
porch that is called Solomon's, greatly 
wondering. 

12 1 And when Peter ſaw it, he an- 
ſwered unto the people, Ye men of II- 
rael, why marvel ye at this? or why 
look ye ſo earneſtly on us, as though 
by our own power or holineſs we had 
made this man to walk ? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Iſaac, and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Jeſus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied him 
in the preſence of Pilate, when he was 
MILLION to let him go. 

4 But ye denied the Holy One, and 
N Jul, and deſired a murderer to be 
—_ unto you; 

5 And killed the Prince of . 
—— God hath raiſed from the dead; 
whereof we are witneſles : 

16 And his name, through faith in his 
name, hath made this man ſtrong, whom 
ye ſee and know: yea, the faith which 
is by him hath given him this perfect 
ſoundneſs i in the preſence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did alſo 
your rulers. 


18 But thoſe things which God be- 
fore had ſhewed by the mouth of all 


his prophets that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, | 


he hath ſo fulfilled. 

19 1 Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your fins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreſhing 
ſhall come from the preſence of the 
Lord; | 
20 And he ſhall ſend Jeſus Chriſt, 
which before was preached unto 

ou : 
b 21 Whom the heaven muſt receive 
until the times of reſtitution of all 
things: which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets ſince 


| the world began. 


22 For Moſes truly ſaid unto the fa- 
thers, A prophet ſhall the Lord your 
God raiſe up unto you of your bre- 
thren, like unto me ; him ſhall ye hear 
in all things whatſoever he ſhall ſay 
unto you. ; 

23 And it ſhall come to paſs, that 
every ſoul which will not hear that 
prophet ſhall be deſtroyed from among 
the people. 


24 Yea, and all the prophets from 


b Samuel, and thoſe that follow after, as 


many as have ſpoken, have likewiſe 
foretold of theſe days. 

25 Ye are the children of 4he pro- 

phets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, ſaying unto 
Abraham, And in thy ſeed ſhall all the 
kindreds of the earth be bleſſed. 
26 Unto you firſt, God having raiſ- 
ed up his ſon Jeſus, ſent him to bleſs 
you, in turning away every one of you 
from his iniquities. | 
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CHAP. IV. 
Peter and John impriſoned, &c. 


AND as they ſpake unto the peo-— 
ple, the prieſts and the captain of the 


temple, and the Sadducees came upon 


them, 
2 Being grieved that they taught the 
people, and preached through Jeſus 
the reſurrection from the dead. | 

3 And they laid hands on them, 
and put them in hold unto the next 
day; for it was now even-tide. 

4 Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed: and the 
number of the men was about five thou- 
ſand. 
5 1 And it came to paſs on the mor- 
row, that their rulers, and elders, and 
{cribes, | 

6 And Annas the high prieſt, and 
Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred of 
the high prieſt, were gathered toge- 
ther at Jeruſalem. | | 4:6 

7 And when they had ſet them in 
the midſt, they aſked, By what power, 
or by what name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghoſt, ſaid unto them, Ye rulers of 
the people, and elders of Iſrael, 

9 If we this day be examined of 
the good deed done to the impotent 
man, by what means he is made whole ; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and 
to all the people of Iſrael, that by the 
name of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raiſed 


Times of reſtitution, ver. 21.) When all things ſhall be reſtored to that primitive ſtate wherein they were made at firſt, from 


which they are degraded now, by and for the fin of man, 
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from the dead, even by him doth this 
man ſtand here before you whole. 

11 This is the ſtone which was ſet at 
nought of you builders, which is be- 
come the head of the corner. EY 

12 Neither is there ſalvation in any 


other: for there is none other name] 


under heaven given among men where- 


by we muſt be ſaved. 


13 T Now when they ſaw the boldneſs 
of Peter and John, and perceived that 
orant men, 
they marvelled,andthey took knowledge 
of them that they had been with Jeſus. 

14 And beholding the man which 


was healed ſtanding with them, they | 


15 But when they had command- 
ed them to go aſide out of the council, 


could ſay nothing againſt it. 


they conferred among themſelves, 


16 Saying, What ſhall we do to 
theſe men? for that indeed a notable 
miracle hath been done by them is ma- 
nifeſt to all them that dwell in Jeruſa- 
lem; and we cannot deny it. 

17 But that it ſpread no further a- 
mong the people, let us ſtraitly threaten 
them that they ſpeak henceforth to no 
man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and com- 
manded them not to ſpeak at all nor 


teach in the name of Jeſus. 


19 But Peter and John anſwered and 


ſaid unto them, Whether it be right in 


the ſight of God to hearken unto you 
more than unto God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot but ſpeak the 
things which we have ſeen and heard. 


21 So when they had further threat- 


ened them, they let them go, finding 


| 


nothing how they might puniſh them, 
becauſe of the people: for all men 
glorified God for that which was done. 

22 For the man was above forty 
years old on whom this miracle of heal. 
ing was ſhewed. [+ 
23 And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all 
that the chief prieſts and elders had ſaid 
unto them. 

24 And when they heard that they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and ſaid, Lord, thou art God 
which haſt made heaven and earth, and 
the ſea, and all that in them is; 

25 Who by the mouth of thy ſer- 
vant David haſt ſaid, Why did the 
heathen rage, and the people imagine 
vain things ? 

26 The kings of the earth ſtood up, 
and the rulers were gathered together 
againſt the Lord, and againſt his Chriſt, 

27 For of a truth, againſt thy holy 
child Jeſus, whom thou haſt anointed, 
both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with 
the Gentiles and the people of Iſrael, 
were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatſoever thy hand 
and thy counſel determined before to 
be done. , 

29 And now, Lord, behold their 
threatenings: and grant unto thy ſer- 
vants that with all boldneſs they may 
ſpeak thy word, 5 

30 By ſtretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that ſigns and wonders may 
be done by the name of thy holy child 
Jeſus. | 
31 And when they had prayed, the 
place was ſhaken where they were al- 
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ſembled together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt, and they 
ſpake the word of God with boldneſs. 

32 And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart, and of one 
ſoul : neither ſaid any of them, that 
_ ought of the things which he poſſeſſed 
was his own; but they had all things 
common. 1 

33 And with great power gave the 
apoſtles witneſs of the reſurrection of 
the Lord Jeſus: and great grace was 
upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among 
them that lacked ; for as many as were 
poſſeſſed of lands or houſes, fold them, 
and brought the prices of the things 
that were fold, 

33 And laid them down at the apoſ- 
tles' feet: and diſtribution was made 
unto every man, according as he had 
need. | 

36 And Joſes, who by the apoſtles 
was ſurnamed Barnabas, which 1s, be- 
ing interpreted, The ſon of conſola- 
tion, a Levite, and of the country of 
Cyprus, 

37 Having land, ſold it, and brought 
= money, and laid it at the apoſtles 
cet, 


CHAP. v. 


The death of Ananias and Sapphira, &c.| 


BUT a certain man, named Ana- 
nias, with Sapphira his wife, ſold a poſ- 
ſeſſion, 45 
2 And kept back part of the price, 
his wife alſo being privy to it, and

brought a certain part, and laid it at the 
apoſtles' feet. | 

3 But Peter ſaid, Ananias, why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghoſt, and to keep back part of 
the price of the land ? 

4 Whiles it remained, was 1t not 
thine own? and after it was fold, was 
it not in thine own power? why haſt. 
thou _ conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou haſt not lied unto men, 
but unto God. SL 

And Ananias hearing theſe words 
fell down, and gave up the ghoſt. And 
oreat fear came on all them that heard 
theſe things. ; 

6 And the young men aroſe, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and bu- 
ried him. 3 

7 And it was about the ſpace of three 
hours after, when his wife, not know- 
ing what was done, came 1n. 

8 And Peter anſwered unto her, Tell 
me whether ye ſold the land for ſo 
much? And ſhe ſaid, Yea, for ſo 
much. | IR 

9 Then Peter ſaid unto her, How 1s 
it that ye have agreed together to tempt 
the ſpirit of the Lord? Behold, the 
feet of them which have buried thy 
huſband are at the door, and ſhall car- 
ry thee out. | 

10 Then fell ſhe down ſtraightway 
at his feet, and yielded up the ghoit. 
And the young men came in and found 
her dead; and carrying her forth, bu- 
ried her by her huſband 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard 


theſe things. 


| 
| 
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12 And by the hands of the apoſtles 
were many ſigns and wonders wrought 
among the people. And they were 
all with one accord in Solomon's 
porch. 

13 And of the reſt durſt no man join 
himſelf to them: but the people mag- 
nified them. 

14 And believers were the more add- 
ed to the Lord; multitudes both of 
men and women! 

15 Inſomuch that they brought forth 


the ſick into the ſtreets, and laid them 


on beds and couches, that at the leaſt 
the ſhadow of Peter paſſing by might 
overſhadow ſome of them. 

16 There came alſo a multitude out 
of the cities round about unto jeruſa- 
lem, bringing ſick folks, and them which 
were vexed with unclean ſpirits : and 
they were healed every one. 

17 J Then the high prieſts roſe up, 


and all they that were with him, which 


is the ſect of the Sadducees, and were 
filled with indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the 
apoſtles, and put them in the common 


priſon. 
19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the priſon doors, and 


N brought them forth, and ſaid, 


20 Go, ſtand and ſpeak in the tem- 
ple to the people all the words of this 
life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in 
morning, and taught. But the high 
prieſt came, and they that were with 
him, and called the council together, 
and all the ſenate of the children of Iſ- 


— — 


rael, and ſent to the priſon to have 
them brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the priſon, they re- 
turned, and told, 

23 Saying, The priſon truly found 
we ſhut with all ſafety, and the keep- 


ers ſtanding without before the doors; 


ut when we had opened we found no 
man within. 

24 Now when the high prieft and the 
captain of the temple, and the chief 
prieſts, heard theſe things, they doubt- 
ed of them whereunto this would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, 
ſaying, Behold, the men whom ye put 
in priſon are ſtanding in the temple, 
and teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without vio- 
lence: for they feared the people, leſt 
they ſhould have been ſtoned. 

27 And when they had brought 
them, they ſet them before the council. 
And the high prieſt aſked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we ftraitly com- 


mand you, that ye ſhould not teach in 


this name? and behold, ye have filled 
Jeruſalem with your doctrine, and in- 
tend to bring this man's blood upon us. 

29 Then Peter and the other apoſties 
anſwered and ſaid, We ought to obey 
God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raiſed up 
Jeſus, whom ye ſlew, and hanged on 2 
tree. 


31 Him hath God exalted with his 
fight hand, to be a Pri ce and a Savi- 
our, for to give repentance to Iſrael, 
and forgivenels of fins, 
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2 And we are his witneſſes of theſe 
things; and ſo is alſo the Holy Ghoſt: 
whom God hath gven to them that 
obey him. 

33 When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took counſel to 
ſlay them. 

34 Then ſtood there up one in the 
council, a Phariſee, named Gamali- 
el, a doctor of law, had in reputation 
among all the people, and command- 
ed to put the apoſtles forth a little 


ſpace. 


Iael, take heed to yourſelves, what 
ye intend to do as touching theſe men. 
36 For before theſe days roſe up 
Theudas, boaſting himſelf to be ſome 
body, to whom a number of men, a- 
bout four hundred, joined themſelves ; 


who was lain, and all, as many as o- 


beyed him, were ſcattered, and brought 
to nought. 
37 After this man roſe up Judas of 
Galilee, in the days of the taxing, and 
drew away much people after him : he 
alſo periſhed, and all, even as many 
as obeyed him, were diſperſed. 

38 And now I ſay unto you, Refrain 
from theſe men, and let them alone: 
for if this counſel or this work be of 
men, it will come to nought : 

32 But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it ; leſt haply ye be found 
even to fight againſt God. | 

40 And to him they agreed: and 
| When they had called the apoſtles, and 
beaten them, they commanded that 
they ſhould not ſpeak in the name of 


Jeſus ; and let them go. 
1962] 


5 And ſaid unto them, Ye men of 


| 


41 1 And they departed from the 
preſence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to ſuffer 
ſhame for his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in 
every houſe, they ceaſed not to teach 
and preach Jeſus Chriſt. : 


CHAEF. VE. 


Seven deacons appointed : Stephen falſly 
accuſed of blaſphemy, Se. 


AND in thoſe days, when the num- 
ber of the diſciples were multiplied, 


| there aroſe a murmuring of the Gre- 


cians againſt the Hebrews, becauſe 
their widows were neglected in the 
daily miniſtration. 

2 Then the twelve called the mul- 
titude of the diſciples unto them, 2 
ſaid, It is not reaſon that we ſhoule 
leave the word of God, and 2” 
tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you ſeven men of honeſt re- 


port, full of the Holy Ghoſt and wiſ- 


dom, whom we _ appoint over this 


buſineſs. 
4 But we will give ourſelves con- 


tinually to prayer, and to the miniſtry 


of the word. 
5 T And the ſaying pleaſed the whole 


multitude: and they choſe Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghoſt, and Philip, and Prochorus, and 
Nicanor, and Timon, and Parme- 
nas, and Nicolas, a proſelyte of Anti- 
och: 
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6 Whom they ſet before the apoſ-| : 
tles: and when they had prayed, they CHAP. VII. 


laid their hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increaſed : 
and the number of the diſciples mul- 
tiplied in Jeruſalem greatly; and a 
great company of the prieſts were o- 


bedient to the faith. 
8 And Stephen, full of faith * 


power, did great wonders and mira- 
cles among the people. 


9 4 Then there aroſe certain of 


the ſynagogue, which is called The ſy- 
nagogue of the Libertines, and Cyre- 
nians, and Alexandrians, and of them 
of Cilicia, and of Tous diſputing with 
Stephen. 

10 And they were not able to reſiſt 
the wiſdom and the ſpirit by which he 
 Tpake. 

11 Then they ſuborned men, which 
ſaid, We have heard him ſpeak blaſ- 
phemous words a 
againſt God. 

12 And they ſtirred up the people, 
and the elders, and the ſcribes, and 
came upon him, and caught him, and 
brought him to the council. 

13 And ſet up falſe witneſſes, which 
ſaid, This man ceaſeth not to ſpeak 
blaſphemous words againſt this holy 
place, and the law: 

14 For we have heard him ſay, that 
this Jeſus of Nazareth ſhall deſtroy 
this place, and ſhall change the cuſ- 
toms which Moſes delivered us. 

15 And all that fat in the council, 
looking ſtedfaſtly on him, faw his 
face as it had been the face of an an- 


gel.

fathers, hearken: The God of 


gainſt Moſes, and 


Stephen anſcbereth to his „ they 
tone him to death, Ec. 


THEN faid the high prieſt, Are 


theſe things ſo ? 
2 And he ſaid, Men, brethren, and 


appeared unto our father Abraham, 
when he was in Meſopotamia, before 
he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And he ſaid unto him, Get thee 
out bo thy country, and from thy kin- 
dred, and come into the land which ! 
ſhall ſhew thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land of 
the Chaldeans, and dwelt in Charran: 


and from thence, when his father was 


dead, he removed into this land where- 
in ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him none  inherit- 
ance 1n 1t, no, not fo much as to ſet his 
foot on; yet he promiſed that he would 

ive it to him for a poſſeſſion, and to 
his ſeed after him, when as yet he had 
no child. 

6 And God fpake on this wiſe, That 
his ſeed ſhould ſojourn in a ſtrange 
land, and that they ſhould bring them 


into bondage, and intreat them evil 


four hundred years. 


7 And the nation to whom they 


ſhall be in bondage will I judge, faid 
God; and after that ſhall they come 
forth, and ſerve me 1n this place. 

8 And he gave him the covenant of 
circumciſion. And ſo Abraham begat 


(Iſaac, and circumciſed him the eighth 


glory 
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day: and Iſaac begat Jacob: and Ja- 
cacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
nl ſold Joſeph into Egypt : but God 
was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all 
his afflictions. and gave him favour 
and wiſdom in the ſight of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; and he made him 
governor over 6 Pt and all his 
houſe. 

11 Now there came a dearth over 
all the land of Egypt and Chanaan, 
and great affliction: and our fathers 
found no ſuſtenance. 

12 But when Jacob heard that there 
was corn in Egypt, he ſent out our fa- 
_ firſt, 

3 And at the ſecond time Joſeph 
was 1 known to his brethren: and 
Joſeph's kindred was made known unto 
Pharaoh. 

14 Then ſent Joſeph, and called his 
father Jacob to him, and all his kin- 
dred, threeſcore and fifteen ſouls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, he and our fathers ; 

16 And were carried over into Sy- 
chem, and laid in the ſepulchre that 
Abraham bought for a ſum of money 
of the ſons of Emmor the father of 
Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
miſe drew nigh which God had ſworn 
to Abraham, the people grew and mul- 
tiplied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king aroſe, which 
knew not Joſeph. 

19 The ſame dealt ſubtilly with our 
kindred, and evil intreated our fathers, 


wiſdom of the Egyptians, 


ſo that they caſt out their voung child- 


ren, to the end they might not live. 

20 In which time Moſes was born, 
and was exceeding fair, and nouriſhed 
up in his father's houſe three months. 

21 And when he was caſt out, Pha- 
raoh's daughter took him up, and nou- 
riſhed him for her own ſon. | 

22 And Moſes was learned in all the 
and was 
mighty in words and in deeds, 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to viſit his 
brethren, the children of Iſrael. | 

24 And ſeeing. one of them ſuffer 
wrong, he defended him, and avenged ' 
him that was oppreſſed, and {mote the 
Egyptian : 

25 For he ſuppoſed his brethren 
would have underſtood how that God 
by his hand would deliver them : but 
they underſtood not. 

26 And the next day he ſhewed 
himſelf unto them as they ſtrove, and 
would have ſet them at one again, ſay- 
ing, Sirs, ye are brethren : why do ye 
wrong one to another? 

27 But he that did his netghbour 
wrong, thruſt him away, ſaying, Who 
made thee a ruler and a 1 over 
us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou kill- 
edſt the Egyptian yeſterday * ? 

29 Then fled Moles at this ſaying, 


and was a {tranger in the land of Ma- 


dian, where he begat two ſons. 

30 And when forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in the 
wilderneſs of mount Sina an angel of 
the Lord, in a flame of fire in a buſh. 


Mighty in words, &c. ver. 22. l He was of great abilitics both in diſcourſe and advice, and alſo prudent and ſucceſsful in 


conducting affairs. 
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31 When Moſes {aw it, he wondered 
at the fight. And as he drew near to 
behold it, the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob. 
Then Moſes trembled, and durſt not 
_ 

3 Then ſaid the Lord to him, Put 
off - ſhoes from thy feet: for the 
place where thou ſtandeſt is holy ground. 

34 I have ſeen, I have ſeen the afflic- 
tion of mypeople which 1s in Egypt, and 
I have heard their groaning, and am 
come down to deliver them. And now 
come, I will ſend thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moſes whom they refuſed, 
ſaying, Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge? the ſame did God ſend to be a 
Tuler and a deliverer, by the hands of 
the angel which appeared to him in 
the buſh. 

36 He brought them out, after that 
he had ſhewed wonders and ſigns in 


the land of Egypt, and in the Red ſea, 


and in the wilderneſs, forty years. 

7 J This is that Moſes which ſaid 
ba the children of Iſrael, A prophet 
ſhall the Lord your God raiſe up unto 
you of your brethren, like unto me; 
him ſhall ye hear. 

38 This is he that was in the 
church in the wilderneſs, with the an- 
gel which ſpake to him in the mount 
Sina, and with our fathers ; 3 who re- 
ceived the lively oracles to give unto us: 

39 To whom our fathers would not 

obey, but thruſt him from them, and in 
their hearts turned back again into Egypt, 


| 


> 


40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us 
gods to go before us: for as for this 
Moſes, which brought us out of the 
land of Egypt, we wot not what is be. 
come of him. a 

41 And they made a calf in thoſe 
days, and offered ſacrifice unto the idol, 
and rejoiced in the works of their own 
hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them 
up to worſhip the hoſt of heaven; as 
it is written in the book of the pro- 
phets, O ye houſe of Iſrael, have ye 
offered to me {lain beaſts and facti- 
ices, by the ſpace of forty years in the 
wilderneſs ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tahernacle 
of Moloch, and the ſtar of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made to 
worſhip them : and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle 
of witneſs in the wilderneſs, as he had 
appointed, ſpeaking unto Moſes, that 
he ſhould make it according to the 
faſhion that he had ſeen : 

45 Which alſo our fathers that came 
after brought in with Jeſus into the 
poſſeſſion of the Gentiles, whom God 
drove out before the face of our fa- 
thers, unto the days of David : 

46 Who found favour before God, 


and deſired to find a tabernacle for the 


God of Jacob. 
47 But Solomon built him an houſe. 
48 Howbeit, the Moſt High dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; as 
ſaith the prophet, 
49 Heaven is my throne, and earth 
is my footitool: what houſe will ye 
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baild me? ſaith the Lord: or what is 


the place of my reſt? 
30 Hath not my hand made all theſe 


things? 

51 J Ve ſtiff- necked, and uncircum- 
ciſed in heart and ears, ye do always 
reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt: as your fathers 
did, ſo do ye. 

52 Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers perſecuted ? and they have 
lain them which ſhewed before of the 
coming of the Juſt One, of whom ye 
have been now the betrayers and mur- 


—" | 
3 Who have n the law by 


L he Aren of angels, and have not 


ler it. 
54 1 When they heard theſe things 


they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnaſhed on him with their teeth. 
535 But he being full of the Holy 
| Ghoſt looked up ſtedfaſtly into hea- 
ven, and ſaw the glory of God, and 
— ſtanding on the right hand of 

0 

56 And ſaid, Behold, I ſee the hea- 
vens opened, and the Son of man ſtand- 
ing on the right hand of God. 

57 Then they cried out with a loud 
voice, and ſtopped their ears, and ran 
upon him with one accord, 

58 And caſt him out of the city, and 
ſtoned him: and the witneſſes laid down 
their clothes at a young man's feet 


| Whoſe name was Saul. 


59 And they ſtoned Stephen, calling 
upon God, and laying, Lord Jeſus re- 


ceive my Spirit. 
60 And he kneeled down, and cried 


with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this 


fin to their charge. And when he had 
ſaid this he fell aſleep. 


HAP. VI 
The church planted in Samaria, &c. 


AND Saul was conſenting unto his 
death. And at that time there was a 
great perſecution againſt the church 
which was at Jeruſalem ; and they were 
all ſcattered abroad throughout the re- 
gions of Judea and Samaria, except the 
apoſtles. 

2 And devout men carried Stephen 
to his burial, and made great lamenta- 
tion over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havock of 
the church, entering into every houſe, 
and haling men and women, committed 


them to priſon. 
4 Therefore they that were ſcattered 


abroad went every where preaching the 


word. 
5 Then Philip went down to the 


city of Samaria, "ad preached Chriſt 


unto them. 
6 And the people with one accord 


gave heed unto thoſe things which Phi- 


lip ſpake, hearing, and ſeeing the mi- 


racles which he did. 


7 For unclean ſpirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were poſſeſſed with them: and many 
taken with palſies, and that were lame, 
were healed. | 

8 And there was great "= in that 
city. 
9 But there was a certain man, call- 
ed Simon, which before-time, in the 


ſame city, uſed ſorcery, and bewitched | 
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the people of Samaria, giving out that 
himſelf was ſome great one. 

10 To whom they all gave heed, 
from the leaſt to the greateſt ; ſaying, 
This man 1s the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, be- 
cauſe that of long time he had bewitch- 
ed them with ſorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of je- 
ſus Chriſt, they were baptized, both 
men and women. 

13 Then Simon himſelf believed al- 
ſo: and when he was baptized, he con- 
tinued with Philip, and wondered, be- 
holding the miracles and ſigns which 
were done. 

14 4 Now when the apoſtles which 
were at [Jeruſalem heard that Samaria 
had received the word of God, they 
ſent unto them Peter and John. 

15 Who, when the WY — come 
down, prayed for them that they might 
receive the Holy Ghoſt. 

16 For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were baptized 
in = name of the Lord Jeſus. 

7 Then laid they their hands on 
ie and they received the Holy 
Ghoſt. 

18 And whenSimon ſaw that through 

laying on of the apoſtles' hands, the 
Holy Ghoſt was given, he offered them 
ney, 

9 Saying, Give me alſo this power, 
on whomſoever I lay hands he 
may receive the Holy Ghoſt. 

23 But Peter ſaid unto him, Thy 
money periſh with thee, becauſe thou 


haſt thought that the gift of God may 
be purchaſed with money. 
31 Thou haſt neither part nor lot 
in this matter: for thy heart is not 
right in the ſight of God. 
22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedneſs, and pray God, if perhaps 
the thought of thine heart may be for. 


given thee. 


23 For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterneſs, and in the bond 
of iniquity. 

24 Then anſwered Simon, and ſaid, 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none 
of theſe things which ye have ſpoken 
come upon me. 
5 And they, when they had teſtified 
* ? reached the word of the Lord, 
returned to Jeruſalem, and preached 
the Goſpel in many villages of the Sa- 
maritans. 
26 J And the angel of the Lord 
ſpake unto Philip, ſaying, Ariſe, and 


go toward the ſouth, unto the way that 


goeth down from Jeruſalem unto Gaza, 
which 1s deſert. 8 
27 And he aroſe and went. And 
behold, a man of Ethiopia, an eu- 
nuch of great authority under Can- 
dace queen of the Ethiopians, who 
had the charge of all her treaſure, 
and had come to Jeruſalem for to 
worſhip, 

28 Was returning, and ſitting in his 
chariot, read Eſaias the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit ſaid unto Philip, 
Go near, and join thyſelf to this cha- 
riot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read the prophet Eſaias, 
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| = ſaid, Underſtandeſt thou what thou 


readelt ? 
31 And he ſaid, How can Hs ex- 


cept ſome man mould guide me? And 


he deſired Philip that he would come 
up and ſit with him. 

32 The place of the ſcripture which 
he read was this, He was lead as a 
ſheep to the ſlaughter ; and like a lamb 
dumb before his ſhearer, ſo opened he 
not his mouth : 

33 In his humiliation his Judge- 
ment was taken away: and who ſhall 
declare his generation ? for his life 1s 
taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch anſwered Philtp, 
and ſaid, I pray thee, of whom ſpeak- 
eth the prophet this? of himſelf, or of 
ſome other man? 

35 Then Philip opened his mouth, 
and began at the ſame ſcripture, and 
preached unto him Jeſus, 

36 And as they went on their way, 
they came unto acertain water. And the 
eunuch ſaid, See, here 1s water: what 
doth hinder me to be baptized ? 

37 And Philip ſaid, If thou believeſt 
with all thine heart, thou mayeſt. And 
he anſwered and ſaid, I believe that 
Jeſus Chriſt is the Son of God. 

38 And he commanded the chariot 
to ſtand ſtill: and they went down 


| both into the water, both Philip 


and the eunuch; and he baptized 
him, 

39 And when they were come up 
out of the water, the Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip, that the eu- 
nuch ſaw him no more: and he went 
on his way vejoicing. 


5 19 


40 But Philip was found at Azotus: 
and paſſing through he preached in alt 
the cities till he came to Ceſarea. 


CHAP. IX. 


Saul going towards Damaſcus, is called to 


the apoſtleſuip, &c. 


AND Saul yet breathing out threat- 
enings and {laughter againſt the diſci- 
ples of the Lord, went unto the high 
prieſt, 

2 And deſired of him letters to Da- 
maſcus to the ſynagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jeruſalem. 

3 And as he journeyed, he came 
near Damaſcus: and ſuddenly there 
ſhined round about him a light from 
heaven. | 

4 And he fell to the . earth, and 
heard a voice ſaying unto him, Saul, 
Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me ? 

5 And he ſaid, Who art thou, Lord? 
— the Lord ſaid, I am Jeſus whom 
thou perſecuteſt. It is hard for thee to 
kick againſt the pricks. 

6 And he, trembling and aſtoniſhed, 
ſaid, Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
doÞ And the Lord ſaid unto him, 
Ariſe, and go into the city, and it ſhall 
be told thee what thou muſt do. 

7 And the men which journeyed 
wah him ſtood ſpeechleſs, hearing a 
voice, but ſeeing no man. 

8 And Saul aroſe from the earth: 
and when his eyes were opened, he 


ſaw no man: but they led him by the 
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hand: and brought him into Damaſ- 
9 And he was three days without 
fight, and neither did eat nor drink. 


10 And there was a certain diſci-| 


ple at Damaſcus, named Ananias ; and 


to him ſaid the Lord in a viſion, Ana- 


18 And immediately there fell Fm 
his eyes as it had been ſcales : and he 
received fight forthwith, and aroſe, and 
was baptized. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was ſtrengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the diſciples which 


mas. And he ſaid, Behold, I am here, 
Lord. 
11 And the Lord ſaid unto him, A- 


Tiſe, and go into the ſtreet which is call- 


ed Straight, and enquire in the houſe} 


of Judas for one called Saul of Tarſus: 
for behold, he prayeth, 

12 And hath ſeen in a viſion a man 
named Ananias coming in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he might receive 
his ſight. 

14 Then Ananias anſwered, Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy ſaints at 
1 

4 And here he hath authority from 
thi Mew prieſts to bind all that call 
on thy name. 

15 But the Lord ſaid unto him, Go 


thy way: for he is a choſen veſſel unto | 


me, to bear my name before the Gen- 
tiles, and kings, and the children of Iſ- 
rael : 
16 For I will ſhew him how great 
things he muſt ſuffer for my name's ſake. 
17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the houſe ; and putting his 


hands on him, faid, Brother Saul, the 


Lord, even Jeſus that appeared unto 
thee in the as thou cameſt, hath 
ſent me that thou mighteſt receive 
thy ſight, and be filled with the Holy 
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[boldly at Damaſcus in the name of Jeſus. 


were at Damaſcus. 

20 And ſtraightway he preached 
Chriſt in the ſynagogues, that he is the 
Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were a- 
mazed, and ſaid, Is not this he that de- 
ſtroyed them which called on this name 
in Jeruſalem, and came hither for that 
intent that he might bring them bound 
unto the chief prieſts? 

22 But Paul increaſed the more in 
ſtrength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damaſcus, proving that 
this is very Chriſt. 

23 And after that many days were ful- 
filled, the Jews took council to kill him. 

24 But their laying await was known 
of Saul. And they watched the gates 
day and night to kill him. 
25 Then the diſciples took him by 
night, and let him down by the wall in 
a baſket. 5 

26 And when Saul was come to [e- 
ruſalem, he aſſayed to join himſelf to 
the diſciples : but they were all afraid 
of him, and believed not that he was a 
diſciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, ad 
brought him to the apoſtles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had ſeen the 
Lord in the way, and that he had ſpo- 
ken to him, and how he had preached 
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28 And he was with them coming in 
and going out at Jeruſalem, 

29 And he ſpake boldly in the name 
of the Lord Jeſus, and diſputed againſt 
the Grecians : but they went about to 
ſlay him. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to Celarea, and 


ſent him forth to Tarſus. 


31 Then had the churches reſt 
roi all Judea, and Galilee, and 
Samaria, and were edified, and walk- 
ing in the fear of the Lord, and in the 

comfort of the _ Ghoſt, were _ 
tiplied. 
32 1 And it came to paſs, as Pe- 
ter paſſed throughout all quarters, he 
came down alſo to the ſaints which 
dwelt at Lydda. 

33 And there he found a certain 
man named Eneas, which had kept his 
bed eight years, and was ſick of the 
palſy. 

34 And Peter ſaid unto him, Eneas, 
Telus Chriſt maketh thee whole: ariſe, 
and make thy bed. And he aroſe im- 
mediately. 


35 And all that Sul at Lydda, and 


Saron ſaw him, and turned to the Lord. 

36 J Now there was at Joppa a cer- 
tain diſciple named Tabitha, which by 
interpretation is called Dorcas: this 
woman was full of good works, and 
alms-deeds which ſhe did. 

37 And it came to pals in thoſe days, 
that ſhe was ſick, and died: whom 
when they had waſhed, they laid her in 
an upper chamber. | 

38 And foraſmuch as Lydda was 
Wo Joppa, and the diſciples had 


3 


heard that Peter was there, they ſent 
unto him two men, deſiring him that 


he would not delay to come to 
them. 

39 Then Peter aroſe, and went 
with them. When he was come, they 
brought him into the upper chamber: 
and all the widows ſtood by him "_ 
ing, and ſhewing the coats and ga 


ments which Dorcas made while = 


was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down and prayed, and, 
turning him to the body, ſaid, Tabitha 
ariſe. And ſhe opened her eyes: and 
when ſhe ſaw Peter ſhe ſat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and 
lift her up; and, when he had called 
the ſaints and widows, preſented her 


alive. 


42 And it was known throughout 
all Joppa ; * many believed in the 


Lord. 
43 And it came to pals, that he tar- 


ried many days in Joppa with one Si- 
mon, a tanner. 


CHAE. io 
Cornelius ſendeth for Peter, &c. 


THERE was a certain man in Ceſa- 


rea, called Cornelius, a centurion of 


the band called the Italian band, 


2 A devout man, and one that fear- 
ed God with all his houſe, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed 


to God alway. 
He ſaw in a viſion evidently about 


the ninth hour of the day, an angel of 


F: 
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God coming in to him, and ſaying un- 
to him, Cornelius. 

14 And when he looked on him he 
was afraid, and ſaid, What is it, Lord? 
And he ſaid unto him, Thy prayers 
and thine alms are come up for a me- 
morial before God. 

5 And now ſend men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whoſe ſirname 1s 
Peter: 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon, a tan- 
ner, whoſe houſe is by the ſea-ſide: he 
ſhall tell thee what thou oughteſt to 

* 

7 And when the angel which ſpeak 
unto Cornelius was departed, he call- 
ed two of his houſhold-ſervants, and 
a devout ſoldier of them that waited 
on him continually. 

8 And when he had declared all theſe 
things unto them, he ſent them to Joppa. 

9 1 On the morrow as they went 
on their journey, and drew nigh un- 
to the city, Peter went up upon the 
houſe-top to pray, about the fixth 
hour. 

10 And he became very hungry, 
and would have eaten: but while they 
made ready he fell into a trance, 

11 And ſaw heaven opened, and a 
certain veſſel deſcending unto him, 
as it had been a great ſheet, knit at 

the four corners, and let down to the 
earth : 

12 Wherein were all manner of 
four-footed beaſts of the earth, and 


= wild beaſts, and creeping things, and 


fovls of the air. 
And there came a voice to him, 


Riſe, Peter; kill and eat. 


14 But Peter ſaid, Not ſo, berg 
for J have never eaten any ching that 
is common or unclean, 

5 And the voice ſpake unto him a- 
5 the ſecond time, What God hath 
cleanſed, that call not thou common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the 
veſſel was received up again into hea- 
ven. 
17 Now while Peter doubted in him- 
ſelf what this viſion which he had ſeen 
ſhould mean, behold, the men which 
were ſent from Cornelius had made 
enquiry for {Simon's houſe, and ſtood 
before the gate, 

18 And called, and aſked, whether 
Simon, which was ſirnamed Peter, 
lodged there. 

19 1 While Peter thought on the 
viſion, the Spirit ſaid unto him, Be- 
hold, three men ſeek thee. 

20 Ariſe, therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubting 
nothing: for I have ſent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the 
men which were ſent unto him from 
Cornelius, and ſaid, Behold, I am he 
whom ye ſeek: who is the cauſe 
wherefore ye are come ? 

22 And they ſaid, Cornelius the 
centurion, a juſt man, and one that 
feareth God, and one of good report a- 
mong all the nations of the Jews, was 


| warned from God, by an holy angel, 


to ſend for thee into his houſe, and to 
hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the morrow Pe- 
ter went away with them, and certain 


|brethren from Joppa accompanied him. 
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24 And the morrow after they en- 


tered into Ceſarea. And Cornelius wait- 


ed for them, and had called together 
_ kinſmen and near friends. 

And as Peter was coming in, 
cas met him, and fell down at 
his feet, and worſhipped him. 

26 But Peter took him up, ſaying, 
Stand up: I myſelf alſo am a man. 

27 Amd as he talked with him, he 
went in, and found many that were 
come together. 

28 And he ſaid unto them, Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for a 
man that 1s a Jew to keep company 
with'or come unto one of another na- 
tion : but God hath ſhewed me that 1 
ſhould not call any man common or 
unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with- 
out gainſaying as ſoon as I was ſent for. 
I aſk therefore for what intent ye have 
ſent for me? 

30 And K ſaid, Four days 
ago I was faſting until this hour, and # 
the ninth hour I prayed in my houſe; 
and behold, a man ſtood before me in 
bright clothing, 

31 And ſaid, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in re- 
membrance in the ſight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whoſe ſirname is Peter. 
He is lodged i in the houſe of one Si- 
mon, a tanner, by the ſea-{ide : who, 
when he cometh, ſhall ſpeak unto 
thee. | 

33 Immediately therefore I. a to 


| 


thee: and thou haſt well done that 


thou art come. Now therefore are we 


all here preſent before God, to hear 
all things that are commanded thee of 
God. 

34 1 Then Peter opened his month, 
and ſaid, Of a truth, I perceive that 
God is no reſpecter of perſons : 

35 But in every nation he that fear- 
eth him, and worketh righteouſneſs, is 
accepted with him. 

36 The word which God ſent un- 
to the children of Iſrael, preaching 
peace by Jeſus Chriſt; he is Lord of 
all : 

37 That word, I ſay, ye know, which 
was publiſhed throughout all Judea, 
and began from Galilee, after the bap- 
tiſm, which John preached; 

38 How God anointed jeſus of Na- 
zareth with the Holy Ghoſt and with 
power; who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppreſſed of 
the devil: for God was with him. 

39 And we are witneſſes of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews and in Jeruſalem: whom they 
flew, and hanged on a tree. 

40 Him God raiſed up the third day, 
and ſhewed him openly ; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witneſſes choſen before of God, even to 
us, who did eat and drink with him 
after he roſe from the dead.” 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to teſtify that it is 
he which was ordained of God to be 
the judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witneſs, that through his name whoſo-

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44 1 While Peter yet ſpake theſe 
words, 'the Holy Ghoſt fell on all 
them which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumciſion 
which beheved were aſtoniſhed, as 
many as came with Peter, becauſe that 
on the Gentiles alſo was poured out 
the gift of the Holy Ghoſt. 

46 For they heard them ſpeak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
anſwered Peter, 


7 Can any man forbid water, that: 
theſe ſhould not be baptized, which 


have received the Holy Ghoſt as well 


as we ? 
48 And he commanded them to b+ 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 


Then prayed they him to tarry certain 
days. 


CHAP, XI. 
Peter accuſed, defendeth himſelf, Ec. 


AND the apoſtles and brethren that 

were in Judea heard that the Gen- 
tiles had alſo received the word of 
God. 

2 And when Peter was come up to 
Jeruſalem, they that were of the cir- 
cumciſion contended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou wenteſt in to men 
uncircumciſed, and didſt eat with 
them. 

4 But Peter rehearſed the matter 
from the beginning, and 500g i it 
by order unto them, ſaying, 

5 I was 1n the city of Joppa pray- 
ing: and in a trance I ſaw a viſion, A 
certain veſſel deſcend, as it had been 


* 


a great ſheet, let down from heaven 
by four corners; and it came even to 
me: a 
6 Upon the which when I had faſ- 
tened mine eyes, I conſidered, and 
ſaw four-footed beaſts of the earth, and 
wild beaſts, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice ſaying unto 
me, Ariſe, Peter; flay, and ent. 


thing common or unclean hath at any 
time entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice anſwered me again 
from heaven, What God hath cleanſ- 
ed, that call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times: 
and all were drawn up again into hea- 
ven. | 
11 And behold, immediately there 
were three men already come into the 
houſe where I was, ſent from Ceſarea 
unto me. 

12 And the Suivit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover, 
theſe fix brethren accompanied me, and 
we entered into the man's houſe. 

13 And he ſhewed us how he had 
ſeen an angel in his houſe, which ſtood 
and ſaid unto him, Send men to Jop- 
pa, and call for Simon, whoſe ſirname 
is _— ; 

4 Who ſhall tell thee words where- 
by * and all thy houſe ſhall be ſav- 
ed. | 

15 And as I began to ſpeak, the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt fell on them, as on us at the 
beginning. : 


16 Then remembered I the word of 


the Lord, how that he ſaid, John in-

19 4 Now they which were ſcatter- 


ed abroad, upon the perſecution that 


aroſe about Stephen, travelled as far 


as Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the word to none but unto 
the Jews only. 

20 And ſome of them were men of 
Cyprus, and Cyrene, which when they 
were come to Antioch, ſpake unto the 
Grec1ans, preaching the Lord Jeſus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 


with them: and a great number be- 


lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 4 Then tidings of theſe things 
came unto the ears of the church which 
was in Jeruſalem : and they ſent forth 
Barnabas, that he ſhould go as far as 
Antioch :_ 

23 Who, when he came, and had 
ſeen the grace of God, was glad, and 


of heart they would cleave unto the 
Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghoſt, and of faith: and 
much people was added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar- 
ſus, oe to ſeek Saul.

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26 And when he had found him, he 
him into Antioch.

7 1 And in theſe days came pro- 

hed from Jeruſalem unto Antioch. _ 
28 And there ſtood up one of them, 
named Agabus, and ſignified by the 
Spirit, that there ſhould be great dearth 
throughout all the world : which came 
to paſs in the days of Claudius Ceſar. 
29 Then the diſciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined 
to ſend relief unto the brethren which 


30 Which alſo they did, and ſent it 
to the elders by the han of Barna- 
bas and Saul. 


CHAP. XII 
Herod perſecuteth the Chriſtians. 
NOW about that time, Herod the 
king ſtretched forth his hands to vex 


certain of the church. 
2 And he killed James the brother | 


of John with the ſword. 


3 And becauſe he ſaw it pleaſed the 
Jews, he proceeded further to take 
(Then were the days of 
unleavened bread.) , 

4 And when he had apprehended 
LE he put him in priſon, and deli- 
vered him to four quaternions of ſol- 
diers to keep him, intending after Eaſ- 


ter to bring him forth to the people. 


Granted repentance, &c. ver, 18.] Afforded them this means to bring them to repentance,. and converted them to Chriſt, 


whereby they may be ſaved. 
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5 Peter therefore was kept in priſon : 
but prayer was made without ceaſing 
of the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the ſame night Pe- 
ter was ſleeping between two ſoldiers 
bound with two chains: and the 
keepers before the door kept the pri- 
ſon. © 

7 And behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon him, and a light ſhined 
in the priſon : and he ſmote Peter on 
the fide, and raiſed him up, ſaying, 
Ariſe up quickly. And his chains fell 
oft from his hands. 

8 And the angel ſaid unto him, Gird 
thyſelf, and bind on thy ſandals. And 
ſo he did. And he faith unto him, 
Caſt thy garment about thee, and fol- 


low me. | 
And he went out, and followed 


him, and wiſt not that it was true which] 


was done by the angel: but thought he 


ſaw a viſion. 

10 When they were paſt the firſt 
and the ſecond ward, they came unto 
the iron gate that leadeth unto the 
city, which opened to them of his own 


accord: and they went out, and paſſed 


on through one ſtreet; and forthwith 
the angel departed from him. 
11 And when Peter was come to 
himſelf, he ſaid, Now I know of a ſure- 
that the Lord hath ſent his angel, 
and hath delivered me out of the hand 


of Herod, and from all the expectation 


and having 


of the people of the Jews. 
12 And when he had conſidered the 


thing, he came to the houſe of Mary 


the mother of John, whoſe ſirname was 


A 


Mark; and many were gathered toge- 
ther, praying. | 

13 And as Peter knocked at the 
door of the gate, a damſel came to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

14 And when ſhe knew Peter's voice, 
ſhe opened not the gate for gladneſs, 
but ran in, and told how Peter ſtood 
before the gate. 

15 And they ſaid unto her, Thou 
art mad. But ſhe conſtantly affirmed 
that it was even ſo. Then ſaid they, It 
is his angel. | 

16 But Peter continued knocking. 
And when they had opened the door, 
and ſaw him, they were aſtoniſhed. 

17 But he beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peace, de- 
clared unto them how the Lord had 
brought him 'out of the priſon. And 
he ſaid, Go, ſhew theſe things unto 
ames, and to the brethren. And 
he departed, and went into another 
place. 

18 Now as ſoon as it was day there 
was no ſmall ſtir among the ſoldiers 
what was become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had ſought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded that they [WM 
ſhould be put to death. And he went 
down from Judea to Ceſarea, and there 3 
e. 

20 1 And Herod was highly diſ- 
pleaſed with them of Tyre and Sidon. 
But they came with one accord to him, 
made Blaſtus the king's 
chamberlain their friend, defired peace: 
becauſe their country was nouriſhed by 


the king's country. 


| multiplied. 
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221 And upon a ſet day Herod, ar- 
rayed in royal apparel, ſat upon his 
| throne, and made an oration unto them. 
22 And the people gave a ſhout, 
ſaying, It is the voice of a god, and 
not of a man. | 
23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord ſmote him, becauſe he gave not 
God the glory: and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghoſt. 
24 1 But the word of God grew and 
25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jeruſalem, when they had fulfill- 
ed their miniſtry, and took with them 
John, whoſe ſirname was Mark. 


CHAP. XIII. 


Paul and Barnabas go to the Gentiles. 


NOW there were in the church that 
was at Antioch certain prophets and 
teachers; as Barnabas, and Simeon that 


| was called Niger, and Lucius of Cy- 


rene, and Manaen, which had been 
brought up with Herod the tetrarch, 
| and Saul. | | 

2 As they miniſtered to the Lord, 
and faſted, the Holy Ghoſt ſaid, Sepa- 
rate me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them. 

3 And when they had faſted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they ſent them away. 

4 So they, being ſent forth by the 
Holy Ghoſt, departed unto Seleucia ; 
and from thence they ſailed to Cy- 
prus. 

5 And when they were at Salamis, 


they preached the word of God in the 
[9g] 


ſynagogues of the Jews. And they ha 
alſo John to their miniſter. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the iſle unto Paphos, they found a cer- 
tain ſorcerer, a falſe prophet, a Jew, 
whoſe name was Bar-jeſus : 


7 Which was with the deputy of the 


country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 


man; who called for Barnabas and Saul, 
and deſired to hear the word of God. 


8 But Elymas the ſorcerer, (for ſo is 


his name by interpretation,) withſtood 


them, ſeeking to turn away the deputy 
from the faith. | | 


9 Then Saul, who alſo is called Paul, 
hlled with the Holy Ghoſt, ſet his eyes 


on him, 


10 And ſaid, O full of all ſubtilty and 
all miſchief, thou child of the devil, 
thou enemy of all righteouſneſs, wilt 


thou not ceaſe to pervert the right ways 


of the Lord? 
11 And now behold, the hand of 


the Lord is upon thee, and thou ſhalt 


be blind, not ſeeing the ſun for a ſea- 


ſon. And immediately there fell on 


him a miſt and a darkneſs: and he went 
about ſeeking ſome to lead him by the 
hand. | | 

12 Then the deputy, when he ſaw 
what was done, believed, being aſto- 
niſhed at the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his company 


looſed from Paphos, they came to Per- 


ga in Pamphylia. And John, depart- 
ing from them, returned to Jeruſalem. 

14 But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Piſidia, 
and went into the ſynagogue on the 


ſabbath · day, and fat down. 
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156 And after the reading of the law 
and the prophets, the rulers of the 
ſynagogue ſent unto them, ſaying, Ye 
men and brethren, if ye have any word 
of exhortation for the people, ſay 


16 Then Paul ſtood up and beck- 
oning with his hand, ſaid, Men of Iſrael, 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Iſrael 
choſe our fathers, and exalted the peo- 
ple when they dwelt as ſtrangers in the 
land of Egypt, and with an high arm 
brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years ſuffered he their manners in the 
wilderneſs. | 

19 And when he had deſtroyed ſe- 
ven nations in the land of Chanaan, he 
divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto them 
judges, about the ſpace of four hun- 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. EA 
21 And aſterward they deſired a king, 
and God gave unto them Saul the ſon 
of Cis, a man of the tribe of Benja- 
min, by the ſpace of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raiſed up unto them David to be 
their king; to whom alſo he gave teſ- 
timony, and ſaid, I have found David, 
the ſon of Jeſſe, a man after mine 
own heart, which ſhall fulfil all my 
will. | 

23 Of this man's ſeed hath God, 
according to his promiſe, raiſed unto 
Iſrael a Saviour, Jeſus: 


24 When John had firſt preached, 


repentance to all the people of IL 
rael. | 
25 Andas John fulfilled his courſe, 
he ſaid, Whom think ye that Iam? 1 
am not he, But behold, there cometh 
one after me, whoſe ſhoes of his feet 
I am not worthy to looſe. 

26 Men, and brethren, children of 
the ſtock of Abraham, and whoſoever 
among you feareth God, to you is the 
word of this ſalvation ſent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jeruſa- 
lem, and their rulers, becauſe they 
knew him not, nor yet the voices of 
the prophets which are read every ſab- 
bath-day, they have fulfilled them in 
condemning him. 

28 And though they found no cauſe 
of death in him, yet deſired they Pi- 
late that he ſhould be ſlain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid him 
in a ſepulchre. 

30 But God raiſed him from 
dead. 


31 And he was ſeen many days of 


the 


them which came up with him from 


Galilee to Jeruſalem, who are his wit- 
neſſes unto the people. 89-2 
32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promiſe which 
was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the fame unto 
us their children, in that he hath raiſ- 
ed up Jeſus again; as it is alſo written in 
the ſecond pſalm, Thou art my Son, 
This day have I begotten thee. | 

34 And as concerning that he raiſed 


before his coming, the - baptiſm of 


him up from the dead, now no more

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thers, and ſaw corruption. 


juſtified from all things from which 


prophets, 


r 
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to return to corruption, he ſaid on 
this wiſe, I will give you the ſure mer- 
cies of David. 

5 Wherefore he ſaith alſo in ano- 
ther pſalm, Thou ſhalt not ſuffer thine 
Holy One to ſee corruption. 

36 For David, after he had ſerved 
his own generation by the will of God, 
fell on ſleep, and was laid unto his fa- 


37 But he whom God raiſed again 
ſaw no corruption. 
38 Be it known unto you there- 


fore, men and brethren, that through 


this man is preached unto you the 
forgiveneſs of fins : 
39 And by him all that believe are 


ye could not be juſtihed by the law of 
Moſes, h | | 

40 Beware therefore leſt that come 
upon you which 1s ſpoken of in the 


41 Behold, ye deſpiſers, and wonder, 
and periſh: for I work a work in your 
days, a work which ye ſhall in no wiſe be- 
lieve, though a man declare it unto you. 
42 1 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the ſynagogue, the Gentiles be- 
fought that theſe words might be 
preached to them the next ſabbath. 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and re- 


ligious proſelytes followed Paul and 


Barnabas: who ſpeaking to them per- 
ſuaded them to continue in the grace 
of God. 


44 1 And the next ſabbath-day| 


came almoſt the whole city together to 


hear the word of God. 
19621 


45 But when the Jews ſaw the mul- 
titudes they were filled with envy, and 


ſpake againſt thoſe things which were 
ſpoken by Paul, contradicting and blaſ- 
pheming. | 72 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and ſaid, It was neceſſary that 
the word of God ſhould firſt have been 
ſpoken to you; but ſeeing ye put it 
from you, and judge yourſelves un- 
worthy of everlaſting life, lo, we turn 
to the Gentiles. "Jer; | 

47 For ſo hath the Lord command- 
ed us, ſaying, I have ſet thee to be a 
light of the Gentiles, that thou ſhouldeſt 
be for ſalvation unto the ends of the 
earth. | | 

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord ; and as many as were 
ordained to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
publiſhed throughout all the region. 

50 But the Jews ſtirred up the de- 
vout and honourable women, and the 
chief men of the city, and raiſed per- 
ſecution againſt Paul and Barnabas, and 
expelled them out of their coaſts. 

51 But they ſhook off the duſt of 
their feet againſt them, and came unto 
Iconium. | 

52 And the diſciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Holy Ghoſt. 


CHAP. XIV. 
Paul and Barnabas are perſecuted, &c. 


AND it came to paſs in Inconium 
that they went both together into the 
ſynagogue of the Jews, and ſo ſpake, 
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that a great multitude both of the Jews, 
and alſo of the Greeks, believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews ſtirred 

the Gentiles, and made their minds 
evil affected againſt their brethren. 

3 Long time therefore abode they 
ſpeaking boldly in the Lord, which 
gave teſtimony unto the word of his 
grace, and granted ſigns and wonders to 

be done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the city was 

divided: and part held with the Jeus, 
and part with the apoſtles. 
5 And when there was an aſſault 
made both of the Gentiles, and alſo of 
the Jews, with their rulers, to uſe them 
deſpitefully, and to ſtone them, 
6 They were ware of it, and fled 
unto Lyſtra and Derbe, cities of Ly- 
caonia, and unto the region that lieth 
round about : 

7 And there theypreached the Goſpel. 

8 1 And there fat a certain man at 

Lyſtra impotent in his feet, being a 

_ cripple from his mother's womb, * 
never had walked: 

9 The ſame heard Paul ſpeak ; who 

ſtedfaſtly beholding him, and perceiv- 

ing that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked. 

11 And when the peop 


le ſaw what 


Paul had done, they lifted up their /p 


voices, ſaying in the ſpeech of Lyca- 
onia, The gods are come down to us in 
the likeneſs of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Ju- 
piter; and Paul, Mercurius, becauſe he 


was the chief ſpeaker, 


13 Then the prieſt of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen. 


and garlands unto the gates, and would 
have done ſacrifice with the people. 
14 Which when the apoſtles Bar- 
nabas and Paul heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, 

15 And faying, Sirs, why do ye 
theſe things? we alſo are men of like 
paſſions with you, and preach unto 
you that ye ſhould turn from theſe va- 


nities unto the living God, which made 
heaven and earth, and the ſea, and all 


things that are therein: 
16 Who in times paſt ſuffered all 


| [nations to walk in their own ways. 


7 Nevertheleſs he left not himſelf 
4 witneſs, in that he did good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, and 
fruitful ſeaſons, filling our hearts with 
food and gladneſs. 

18 And with theſe ſayings ſcarce re- 
ſtrained they the people that they had 


not done ſacrifice unto them. 


19 1 And there came thither certain 
Jews from Antioch and Iconium, who 
perſuaded the people, and having ſton- 
ed Paul, drew him out of the city, ſup- 
poſing he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the diſciples ſtood 
round about him, he roſe up, and came 
into the city: and the next day he de- 
arted with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 1 And when they had preach- 
ed the Goſpel to that city, and had 
taught many, they returned again to 
Lyſtra, and to Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the ſouls of the dif- 


ciples, and exhorting them to continue 
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in the faith, and that ive muſt through 


much tribulation enter into the king- 
dom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with faſting, they commended them 
to the Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had paſſed through- 
ws Piſidia, they came to Pamphylia. 

5 And when they had preached the 
* in Perga, they went down into 
Attalia: 

26 And thence kailed to Antioch, 
from whence they 
mended to the grace of God tor the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, they 
rehearſed all that God had done with 
them, and how he had opened the door 
of faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the diſciples. 


CHAP... XV. 
Difſention about circumciſion, &c. 


AND certain men which came down 
from Judea taught the brethren, and 


= faid, Except ye be circumciſed after the 


manner of Moſes, ye cannot be ſaved. 
2 When therefore Paul and Barna- 
bas had no ſmall diſſention and diſputa- 
tion with them, they determined that 
Paul and Barnabas, and certain other of 
them, ſhould go up to Jeruſalem unto the 
apoſtles and elders about this queſtion. 
3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they paſſed through 


Fhenice and Samaria, declaring the 


had been recom- 


converſion of the Gentiles: and they 
cauſed great joy unto all the brethren. 
4 And when they were come to je- 
ruſalem, they were received of the 
church, and of the apoſtles and elders, 
and they declared all things that God 
had done with them. | 
5 But there roſe up certain of the 

ed of the Phariſees which believed, 
ſaying, That it was needful to circum- 
ciſe them, and to command them to 
keep the law of Moſes. 

6 1 And the apoſtles and elders came 
together for to conſider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much 
diſputing, Peter roſe up, and ſaid unto 
them, Men and brethren, ye know how 
that a good while ago, God made 
choice among us, that the Gentiles by 
my mouth ſhould hear the word of the 
Goſpel, and believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the 


hearts, bare them witneſs, giving them 


the Holy Choſt, even as he did unto 
us: 

9 And put no N between us 
and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith. 

10 · Now, therefore, why tempt ye 
God, to put a yoke upon the neck of 
the diſciples, which neither our fathers 


nor we were able to bear ? 


11 But we believe that through the 
grace of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt we ſhall 
be ſaved even as they. 

12 Then all the multitude kept ſi- 
lence, and gave audience to Barnabas 
and Paul, declaring what miracles and 
wonders God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by them. 
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13 And after they had held their 
peace, James anſwered, ſaying, Men 
and brethren, hearken unto me : 

14 Simeon hath declared how God 
at the firſt did viſit the Gentiles, to take 
out of them a people for his name. 
136 And to this agree the words of 
the prophets; as it is written, 5 
16 After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, 
Which is fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will ſet 
it up: | 

17 That the reſidue of men might 
| ſeek after the Lord, and all the Gentiles 
upon whom my name is called, ſaith 
the Lord, who doeth all theſe things. 

18 Known unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of the 
world. : 

19 Wherefore my ſentence 1s, that 
we trouble not them which from among 
the Gentiles are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto them that 
they abſtain from pollutions of idols, 
and from fornication, and from things 
ſtrangled, and from blood. | 

21 For Moſes of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, being 
read in the ſynagogues every ſabbath- 

= 1 Then pleaſed it the apoſtles 
and elders, with the whole church, to 
ſend choſen men of their own compa- 
ny to Antioch with Paul and Barnabas, 
namely, Judas ſirnamed Barſabas, and 
Silas, chief men among the brethren. 

23 And wrote letters by them 
after this manner: The apoſtles, and 


to the brethren whichare of the Gentiles 
in Antioch, and Syria, and Cilicia. 
224 Foraſmuch as we have heard that 
troubled you with words, ſubverting 
your ſouls, ſaying, Ye muſt be circum- 
ciſed, and keep the law; to whom we 
gave no ſuch commandment : 

25 It ſeemed good unto us, being 
aſſembled with one accord, to ſend cho- 
ſen men unto you, with our beloved 
Barnabas and Paul ; 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of our Lord [clus 
Chriſt. 

27 We have ſent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who ſhall alſo tell you the 
ſame things by mouth. 

28 For it ſeemed good to the Holy 
Ghoſt, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than theſe neceſſary 
things; 

29 That ye abſtain from meats offer- 
ed to idols, and from blood, and from 
things ſtrangled, and from fornication: 
from which if ye keep yourſelves, ye 
ſhall do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were diſmiſſed they 
came to Antioch; and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epiſtle: 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the conſolation. 

32 And Judas and Silas, being pro- 
phets alſo themſelves, exhorted the bre- 
thren with many words, and confirmed 
them. | 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a ſpace, they were let go in peace from

36 J And ſome days after Paul ſaid 


unto Barnabas, Let us go again and vi- 


ſit our brethren in every city where we 
have preached the word of the Lord, 
and ſee how they do. 

7 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whoſe ſirname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed from 


them from Pamphylia, and went not 


with them to the work. 

And the contention was ſo ſharp 
between them, that they departed aſun- 
der one from the other: and ſo Barna- 
bas took Mark, and failed unto Cy- 
prus 
40 And Paul choſe Silas, and de- 
parted, being recommended by the bre- 


thren unto the grace of God. 


41 And he went through Syria and 


Cilicia, confirming the churches. 


ZCHAP. XVL 


Paul circumciſeth 7 mot iy, converteth 
Lydia, Sc. 8 


THEN came he to Derbe and Lyſ- 
tra. And behold, a certain diſciple 
was there, named Timotheus, the fon 
of a certain woman which was a Jew- 
eſs, and believed ; but his father WAS a 
Creek; 


. 


2 Which oh. well reported of b 
the brethren that were at Lyſtra and 
Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and took and circumciſed 
bim, becauſe of the Jews which were 
in thoſe quarters. For they knew all 


that his father was a Greek. 


4 And as they went through the ci- 
ties, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of the 
apoſtles and elders which were at je- 
ruſalem. 

5 And ſo were the churches eſta- 
bliſhed in the faith, and increaſed in 
number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone throngh- 
out Phrygia and the regions of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Ghoſt 
to preach the word in Aſia, 

7 After they were come to Myſia, 
they aſſayed to go into Bithynia: but 
the Spirit ſuffered them not. 

8 And they, paſſing by Myſia, came 
down to Troas. 

9 And a viſion appeared to Paul in 
the night: there ſtood a man of Mace- 
donia, and prayed him, ſaying, Come 
over into Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had ſeen the viſion, 
immediately we endeavoured to go in- 
to Macedonia, aſſuredly gathering that 
the Lord had called us tor to preach 
the Goſpel unto them. 


11 Therefore looſing from Troas, 


we came with a ſtraight courſe to Sa- 
mothracia, and the next day to Nea- 
polis; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
|which 1s the chief city of that part of 
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And we 


Macedonia; and a colony. 

were in that city abiding certain days. 
13 And on the ſabbath we went out 

of the city by a river ſide, where pray- 


er was wont to be made. And we fat 
down and ſpake unto the women which 
reſorted thither. 

14 1 And a certain woman aided 
Lydia, a ſeller of purple of the city of 
Thyatira, which worſhipped God, heard 
us; whoſe heart the Lord opened, that 
ſhe attended unto the things which were 
_— of Paul. 

5 And when ſhe was baptized, and 
151 kouſhold, ſhe beſought us, ſaying, 
if ye have judged me to be faithful 
to the Lord, come into my houſe, and 
abide there. And ſhe conſtrained us. 


16 J And it came to pals, as we 


went to prayer, a certain damſel poſſeſſ- 
ed with a ſpirit of divination met us, 
which brought her maſters much gain 
by ſoothſaying. 

17 The ſame followed Paul and us, 
and cried, ſaying, Theſe men are the 
| ſervants of the moſt high God, which 
ſhew unto us the way of ſalvation. 

18 And this did ſhe many days. 
But Paul being grieved, turned and 
ſaid to the ſpirit, I command thee in 
the name of Jeſus Chriſt to come out of 
her. And he came out the ſame hour. 

19 1 And when her maſters ſaw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Silas, and drew them 
into the market - place unto the ru- 
lers, 

20 And brought them to the magiſ- 
trates, ſaying, Theſe men being Jews 
do exceedingly trouble our _ 


* — 


21 And teach cuſtoms which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither do 
obſerve, being Romans. 

22 And the multitude roſe up toge- 
ther againſt them: and the magiſtrates 
rent off their clothes, and commanded 
to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
ſtripes upon them, they caſt them into 
priſon, charging the jailer to 258 
3 ſafely: 

4 Who having received ſuch a 
. thruſt them into the inner pri- 
ſon, and made their feet faſt in the 
ſtocks. 

25 J And at midnight Paul and Si- 
las prayed and ſang praiſes unto God: 
and the priſoners heard them. 

26 And ſuddenly there was a great 
earthquake, ſo that the foundations of 
the priſon were ſhaken : and immedi— 
ately all the doors were opened, and 
every one's bands were looſed. 

27 And the keeper of the priſon 
awaking out of his ſleep, and ſeeing 
the priſon doors open, he drew out his 
ſword, and would have killed himſelf, 
ſuppoſing that the priſoners had been 
fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying, Do thyſelf no harm: for we 
are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
ſprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down before Paul and Silas; 

30 And brought them out, and 
ſaid, Sirs, what muſt I do to be ſaved? 

31 And they ſaid, Believe on the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and thou ſhalt be 
ſaved, and thy houſe.

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and entered into the houſe of Lydia: 
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32 And they ſpake unto him the 
* of the Lord, and to all that were 
* houſe. 

3 And he took them the ſame hour 
of 1 night, and waſhed their ſtripes; 
and was baptized, he and all his, ſtraight- 


34 And when he had brought them 
into his houſe, he ſet meat before them, 
and rejoiced, believing i in God with all 
his houſe. 

35 And when it was day, the ma- 
giſtrates ſent the ſerjeants, ſaying, Let 


thoſe men go. 
36 And the keeper of the priſon told 


this ſaying to Paul, The magiſtrates 
have ſent to let you go: now therefore 


depart, and go in peace. 
37 But Paul ſaid unto them, They 


have beaten us openly uncondemned, 
being Romans, and have caſt us into 
priſon: and now do they thruſt us out 
privily: nay verily; but let them come 


38 And the ſerjeants told theſe words 
unto the magiſtrates: and they feared 
when they heard that they were Romans. 

39 And they came and beſought 
them, and brought them out, and de- 


fired them to depart out of the city. 
40 And they went out of the priſon, 


and when they had ſeen the brethren 

they comforted them, and departed. 
HAP. XVII -- 

Paul preacheth at Theſſalonica, Gc. 


NOW when they had paſſed through 


Amphipolis and Apollonia, they came 
1953 


to Theſſalonica, where was a ſyna- 
gogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner- was; 
went in unto them, and three ſabbath- 
days reaſoned with them out of the 
ſcriptures, 

3 Opening and alledging that Chriſt 
muſt needs have ſuffered, and riſen a- 
gain from the dead ; and that this Je- 
ſus, whom I preach unto you, is Chriſt. 

4 And ſome of them believed, and 
conſorted with Paul and Silas; and of 
the devout Greeks a great multitude, 
and of the chief women not a few. 

5 But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them 
certain lewd fellows of the baſer ſort, 
and gathered a company, and ſet all 
the city on an uproar, and aſſaulted the 
houſe of Jaſon, and ſought to bring 
them out to the people. 

6 And when they found 18 not, 
they drew Jaſon and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, 
Theſe that have turned the world up- 
ſide down are come hither alſo: 

7 Whom Jaſon hath received: and 
theſe all do contrary to the decrees of 
Ceſar, ſaying, That there is another 
king, one Jeſus. 

8. And they troubled the people and 
* rulers of the city, when they heard 
theſe things. bi | 
9 And when they had taken ſecuri- 
ty of Jaſon, and of the other, _ let 
them go. : 

10 4 And the brethren d 
ly ſent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto Berea: who coming thither went 


into the ſynagogue of the Jews. 
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11 Theſe were more noble than 
thoſe in Theſſalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readineſs 
of mind, and ſearched the ſcriptures 
daily, whether thoſe things were ſo. 

12 Therefore many of them be— 
lieved; alſo of honourable women 
which were Greeks, and of men not a 
few. 

13 But when the "on of Theſſa- 
lonica had knowledge that the word of 
God was preached of Paul at Berea, 
they came thither alſo, and ſtirred up 
the people. 

14 And then immediately the bre- 
thren ſent away Paul, to go as it were 
to the ſea: but Silas and Timotheus 
abode there ſtill. 


œ———— 


15 And they that conducted Paul 


brought him unto Athens: and receiv- 
ing a commandment unto Silas and 
Timotheus, for to come to him with 
all ſpeed, they departed. 

16 4 Now while Paul waited for 
them at Athens, his ſpirit was ſtirred 
in him, when he ſaw the city wholly 

wen to 1dolatry. 

17 Therefore diſputed he in the * 
nagogue with the Jews, and with the 
devout perſons, and in the market 
daily with them that met with him. 

18 Then certain philoſophers of the 
Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, en- 
countered him: and ſome ſaid, What 
will this babler ſay? other ſome, He 
ſeemeth to be a ſetter forth of ſtrange 
: becauſe he preached unto them 

Jeſus, and the eam. 

19 And they took him and brought 


him unto Areopagus, ſaying, May we 


know what this new doctrine, where. 
of thou ſpeakeſt, is? 

20 For thou bringeſt certain ſtrange 
things to our ears: we would know 
ag what theſe things mean, 

1 (For all the Athenians, and ſtran- 
a 1 were there, ſpent their 
time in nothing elſe, but either to tel] 
or to hear ſome new thing.) 

22 AU Then Paul ſtood in the midſt 
of Mars-hill, and ſaid, Ye men of A- 
thens, I perceive that in all things ye 
are too ſuperſtitious. 

23 For as I paſſed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar with 
this inſcription, TCOTHEUNKNOWN 
GOD. Whom therefore ye ignorant- 
ly worſhip, him declare I unto you. 

24 God that made the world, and 
all things therein, ſeeing that he 1s 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with . ; 

25 Neither is worſhipped with mens 
hands, as though he needed any thing, 
ſeeing he giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men, for to dwell on 
all the face of the earth, and hath 
determined the times ore appoint- 
ed, and the bounds of their habita- 
tion; | 

27 That they ſhould ſeek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, 
and find him, though he be not far 
from every one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain alſo 
of your own poets have ſaid, For we 


| are alſo his offspring. 
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offspring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is like unto gold, or 
ſilver, or ſtone, graven by art and 
man's device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now commandeth 
all men every where to repent: 

31 Becauſe he hath appointed a day 
in the which he will judge the world in 
righteouſneſs by that man whom he 
hath ordained ; whereof he hath given 
aſſurance unto all men, in that he hath 
raiſed him from the dead. 

32 And when they heard of the re- 
ſurrection of the dead, ſome mocked : 
ang others ſaid, We will hear thee a- 
gain of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among 
them. 

34 1 Howbeit, certain men clave 
unto him, and believed: among the 
which was Dionyſius the Areopagite, 
and a woman named Damaris, and o- 
thers with them. 


CHAP. XVIII. 


Paul, preaching at Corinth, is encouraged 
in a viſion. 


AFTER theſe things Paul de- 
parted from Athens, and came to Co- 
rinth ; 

2 And found a certain Jew, named 
Aquila, born in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priſcilla (be- 
cauſe that Claud ius had commanded all 
Jews to depart from Rome) and came 
unto them. 


19h 2} 


29 Foraſmuch then as we are the| 
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3 And becauſe he was of the ſame 
craft, he abode with them, and wrought: 
for by their occupation they were tent- 
makers. 

4 And he reaſoned in the nage 
every ſabbath, and perſuaded the Jews 
and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timotheus 
were come from Macedonia, Paul was 
preſſed in ſpirit, and teſtified to the 
Jews that Jeſus was Chriſt. 

6 And when they oppoſed them- 
ſelves, and blaſphemed, he ſhook his 
raiment, and ſaid unto them, Your 
blood be upon your own heads; I am 
clean: from henceforth I will go unto 
the Gentiles. 

7 And he departed thence, and en- 
tered into a certain man's houſe named 
Juſtus, one that worſhipped God, whoſe 
houſe joined hard to the ſynagogue. . 

8 And Criſpus the chief ruler of the 
ſynagogue believed on the Lord with 
all his houſe: and many of the Corin= 
thians hearing, believed, and were bap* 
tized. 

9 1 Then ſpake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a viſion, Be not afraid, 
but ſpeak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
ſhall ſet on thee to hurt thee: for 1 
have much people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year 
and ſix months, teaching the word of 
God among them. 

12 4 And when Gallio was the de- 
puty of Achaia, the Jews made inſur- 
rection with one accord againſt Paul, 
and brought him to the Judgement: 
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13 Saying, This fellow perſuadeth 
men to worſhip God contrary to the 
law. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gallio ſaid unto 
the Jews, If it were a matter of wrong 
or wicked lewdneſs, O ye Jews, reaſon 
would that I ſhould bear with you: 

15 But if it be a queſtion of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to it; for I will be no judge of ſuch 
matters. 

16 And he Wan them from the 
judgement-ſeat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Soſthe- 
nes, the chief ruler of the ſynagogue, 
and beat him before the judgement- 
ſeat. And Gallio cared for none of 


thoſe things. 
18 And Paul, after this, tarried there 


yet a good while, and then took his|p 


Jeave of the brethren, and ſailed thence 
into Syria, and with him Priſcilla and 
Aquila; having ſhorn his head in Cen- 
chrea: for he had a vow. 

19 And he came to Epheſus, and 
left them there: but he himſelf enter- 
ed into the lynagogue, and reaſoned 
with the Jews. 

20 When they deſired ina to tarry 
longer time with them, he conſented 
not: 
21 But bade them farewel, ſaying, 
I muſt by all means keep this feaſt that 
cometh in Jeruſalem : but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. And he 
failed from Epheſus. 
22 And when he had landed at Ce- 
farea, and gone up, and faluted the 
church, he went down to Antioch,

23 And after he had ſpent ſome 
time there, he departed, and went over 
all the country of Galatia and Phrygia, 


[in order, ſtrengthening all the diſci. 


ples. 
24 4 And a certain Jew, named 


Apollos, born at Alexandria, an elo- 
quent man, and mighty in the {crip- 


tures, came to Epheſus. 

25 This man was inſtructed in the 
way of the Lord: and being fervent in 
the ſpirit, he ſpake and taught diligent- 
ly the things of the Lord, knowing on- 
ly the baptiſm of John. 

26 And he began to ſpeak boldly in 
the ſynagogue: whom when Aguila 
and Priſcilla had heard, they took him 
unto them, and expounded unto him 
the way of God more perfectly. 

27 And when he was diſpoſed to 
aſs into Achaia, the brethren wrote, 
exhorting the diſciples to receive him: 
who, when he was come, helped them 
much which had believed through 
grace. 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publickly, ſhewing by 
the ſcriptures that Jeſus was Chriſt. 


CHAP. XIX. 
The Holy Ghoſt is given by Paul's hands. 


AND it came to pals, that while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having 
paſſed through the upper coaſts, came 
to Epheſus: and I certain diſci- 
ples, 

2 Ile ſaid unto ha Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghoſt ſince ye behev-

4 * hen ſaid Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptiſm of repentance, 
ſaying unto the people, That they 
ſhould believe on him which ſhould 
come after him, that 1 is, on Chriſt Je- 
ſus. 

3 When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord Jeſus. 

6 And when Paul had laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghoſt came on 
them; and they ſpake with tongues, 
and prophecied. 

7 And all the men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he went into the ſynagogue, 


months, diſputing and perſuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of 
God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but ſpake evil of that| 
way before the multitude, he departed 
from them, and ſeparated the diſciples, 


rannus. 

10 And this continued by the ſpace 
ſo that all they which 
dwelt in Aſia heard the word of the 


11 And God wrought ſpecial mira- 
cles by the hands of Paul; 
12 So that from his body were 


from them, and the evil ſpirits went 
out of them. 

13 Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorciſts, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil ſpirits, 
the name of the Lord Jeſus, ſaying, 
We adjure you by Jeſus, whom Paul 
preacheth. 

14 And "Rn were ſeven ſons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the prieſts, 
which did ſo. 

5 And the evil ſpirit anſwyered and 


aid Jeſus I know, and Paul I know; 


but who are ye? 

16 And the man in odio the evil 
ſpirit was leaped on them, and over- 
came them, and prevailed againſt them, 
ſo that they fled out of that houſe nak- 
ed and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks alſo dwelling at Ephe- 
ſus: and fear fell on them all, and the 
name of the Lord Jeſus was magni- 
hed, 

18 And many 
and confeſſed, and ſhewed their deeds. 


19 Many alſo of them which uſed 


curious arts brought their books toge- 
ther, and burned them before all men: 
and they counted the price of them, 
and found it fifty thouſand pieces of 
ſilver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 


God, and prevailed. 
21 After theſe things were ended, 


Paul purpoſed in the ſpirit, when he 
had paſſed through Macedonia and 


Achaia, to go to Jeruſalem; ſaying, 


After I have been there, I muſt allo, : 


{ee Rome. 


that believed came, 
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22 So he ſent into Macedonia two 
of them that miniſtered unto him, T1- 
motheus and Eraſtus; but he himſelf 
ſtayed in Aſia for a ſeaſon. 


23 And the ſame time there aroſe | 


no ſmall fir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named De- 
metrius, a ſilver-ſmith, which made 
ſilver ſhrines for Diana, brought no 
ſmall gain unto the craftſmen ; 

25 Whom he called together, with 
the workmen of like occupation, and 
ſaid; Sirs, ye know that by this craft 
we have our wealth : 

26 Moreover, ye ſee and hear, that 
not alone at Epheſus, but almoſt 
throughout all Afia, this Paul hath 
perſuaded and turned away much peo- 


ple, ſaying, that they be no gods which | 


are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be ſet at nought ; but 
alſo that the temple of the great god- 
deſs Diana ſhould be deſpiſed, and her 
magnificence ſhould be deſtroyed, 
whom all Aſia and the world wor- 
ſhippeth. | 

28 And when they heard theſe ſay- 
ings they were full of wrath, and 
cried out, ſaying, Great is Diana of 
the Epheſians. 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confuſion: and having caught 
Gaius and Ariſtarchus, men of Ma- 
cedonia, Paul's companions in travel, 
they ruſhed with one accord into the 
theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the diſciples 
ſuffered him not, 
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31 And certain of the chief of A- 
ſia, which were his friends, ſent unto 
him, deſiring him that he would not 
adventure himſelf into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and ſome another: for the aſſembly 
was confuſed, and the more part knew 
not wherefore they were come toge. 
ther. 

33 And they drew Alexander out 
of the multitude, the Jews putting 
him forward. And Alexander beck- 
oned with the hand, and would have 
made his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was 
a Jew, all with one voice, about the 
[pace of two hours, cried out, Great 
is Diana of the Epheſians. 

5 And when the town-clerk had 
appeaſed the people, he ſaid, Ye men 
of Epheſus, what man is there that 
knoweth not how that the city of the 
Epheſians 1s a worſhipper of the great 
goddeſs Diana, and of the image which 
fell down from jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that theſe thing can- 
not be ſpoken againſt, ye ought to be 
quiet, and to do nothing raſhly. 

37 For ye have brought hither theſe 
men, which are neither robbers of 
churches, nor yet blaſphemers of your 
goddeſs. | 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
crattimen which are with him, have 
a matter againſt any man, the law is 
open, and there are deputies; let 
them 1mplead one another. 

309 But if ye enquire any thing con- 
cerning other matters, it ſhall be de- 


| 


termined in a lawful aſſembly. 
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40 For we are in danger to be called 
in queſtion for this day's uproar, there 
being no cauſe whereby we may give 
an account of this concourſe. 
41 And when he had thus ſpoken, 


he diſmiſſed the aſſembly. 
CHAP. XX. 


Paul goeth to Macedonia at Troas he 
celebrateth the Lord's ſupper, &c. 


AND after the uproar was ceaſed, 
Paul called unto him the diſciples, 
and embraced them, and departed for 
to go into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over thoſe 
parts, and had given them much ex- 
hortation, he came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. 
And when the Jews laid wait for him, 
EF as he was about to ſail into Syria, he 

purpoſed to return through Macedo- 

nia. 
4 And there accompanied him into 
Aſia, Sopater of Berea; and of the 
Theſſalonians, Ariſtarchus and Secun- 
dus; and Gaius of Derbe, and Timo- 
theus; and of Aſia, Tychicus and 
Trophimus. 

5 Theſe going before tarried for us 
at Troas. 

6 J And we failed away from Phi- 
lippi after the days of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five 
days; where we abode ſeven days. 

75 And upon the firſt day of the 
week, when the diſciples came toge- 
ther to break bread, Paul preached 


unto them, ready to depart on the mor- 


row: and continued his ſpeech until 
midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
upper-chamber where they were gather- 
ed together. | 

9 And there fat in a window a cer- 
tain young man named Eutychus : be- 
ing fallen into a deep ſleep: and as 
Paul was long preaching, he ſunk 
down with ſleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken up

10 And Paul went down, and fell 
on him, and embracing him, ſaid, 
Trouble not yourſelves : for his life is 
in him. 5 | 

11 When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and eaten, 
and talked a long while, even till break 
of day, fo he departed. SE 

12 And they brought the young 
man alive, and were not a little com- 
forted. | | 
13 And we went before to ſhip, 
and ſailed unto Aſſos, there intending 
to take in Paul: for ſo he had appoint- 
ed, minding himſelf to go afoot. . 

14 And when he met with us at 
Aſſos, we took him in, and came to 
Mitylene. > 

15 And we failed thence, and came 
the next day over-againſt Chios. And 
the next day we arrived at Samos, and 
tarried at Trogyllium. And the next 
day we came to Miletus. 

16 For Paul had determined to ſail 
by Epheſus, becauſe he would not 
ſpend the time in Aſia; for he haſted, 
if it were poſſible for him to be at je- 
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ruſalem the day of Pentecoſt. 
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7 T And 7 Miletus W {ent to 
. and called the elders of the 
church. 

18 And when they were come to 
him, he ſaid unto them, Ye know, 
from the firſt day that I came into Aſia, 
after what manner I have been with 
you at all ſeaſons, 
19 Serving the Lord with all humi- 


lity of mind, and with many tears, and 


temptations, which befel me by the ly- 
ing in wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you, but have 
ſhewed you, and have taught you pub- 
lickly, and from houſe to houſe, 


21 Teſtifying both to the Jews and 


alſo to the Greeks repentance toward 
God, and faith toward our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt. 

22 And now behold, I go bound, 
in the Spirit unto Jeruſalem, not know- 
ing the things that ſhall befal me there: 

23 Save that the Holy Ghoſt wit- 
nefleth m every city, ſaying, That 


bonds and afflictions abide me. 
24 But none of theſe things move 


me, neither count I my life dear unto | 


myſelf, ſo that I might finiſh my courſe 
with joy, and the miniſtry which 1 
have received of the Lord Jeſus, to 
teſtify the Goſpel of the grace of 
God. 

25 And now behold, I know that ye 
all, among whom I have gone preach- 
ing the om of God, ſhall ſee my 
face no more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record 
this day, that I am po from the blood 
of all men. 


— 


27 For I have not ſhunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counſel of 
God. 

28 Take heed therefore unto your- 
ſelves, and to all the flock over the 
which the Holy Ghoſt hath made you 
overſeers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchaſed with his own 
blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my 
departing ſhall grievous wolves en- 
ter in among you, not ſparing the 
flock. 

30 Allo of your ownſelves ſhall men 
ariſe ſpeaking perverſe things, to draw 
away diſciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember 
that by the ſpace of three years I ceal- 
ed not to warn every one night and 
day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you up, 
and to give you an inheritance among 
all them which are ſanctified. 

33 I have coveted no man's ſilver, 
or gold, or apparel. | 

34 Yea, ye yourſelves know that 
theſe hands have miniſtered unto my 
neceſſities, and to them that were with 
me. | | 
35 I have ſhewed you all things, 
how that ſo labouring ye ought to ſup- 
port the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jeſus, how he ſaid, 


It is more bleſſed to give than to re- 


ceive. 

36 1 And when he had thus ſpoken, 
he  kneeled down, and prayed with 
them all. 
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37 And they all wept ſore, and fell 
on Paul's neck, and killed him, 


38 Sorrowing moſt of all for the| 


words which he ſpake, that they ſhould 
ſee his face no more. And they ac- 
companied him unto the ſhip, 


CRAP. XXL 


Paul will * be diſſuaded from going to 
Jeruſa alem, Sc. 


AND it came to 0 paſs that after we 
were gotten from them, and had launch- 
ed, we came with a ſtraight courſe un- 
to Coos, and the day following unto 
Rhodes, and from thence unto Patara: 


2 And finding a ſhip ſailing over 


unto Phenicia, we went aboard, and 


ſet forth. 
3 Now when we had diſcovered Cy- 


prus, we left it on the left hand, and 
ſailed into Syria, and landed at Tyre: 
for there the ſhip was to unlade her 
burden. 

4 And finding diſciples, we rind 
there ſeven days; who ſaid to Paul, 
through the ſpirit, that he ſhould not 


go up to Jeruſalem. 
5 And when we had accompliſhed 


hole days, we departed, and went our 


way; and they all brought us on our 
way, with wives and children, till we 
were out of the city: and we kneeled 


down on the ſhore, and prayed. 
6 And when we had taken our leave 


one of another, we took {hip ; and they 
returned home again. 


7 And when we had finiſhed our 
courſe from Tyre, we came to Ptole-

mais, and ſaluted the brethren, and a- 
bode with them one day. 


of Paul's company departed, and came 
unto Ceſarea; and we entered into the 
houſe of Philip the evangeliſt, which 
was one of the ſeven, and abode with 
him. 

9 J And the ſame man had four 
daughters, virgins, which did pro- 
phecy. 

10 And as we tarried there many 
days, there came down from Judea a 
certain prophet, named Agabus. 

11 And when he was come unto us, 
girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and ſaid, Thus 
ſaith the Holy Ghoſt, So ſhall the Jews 


at Teruſalem bind the man that owneth _ 


this girdle, and ſhall deliver him into 
the hands of the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard theſe things, 
both we and they of that place beſought 
him not to go up to Jeruſalem. 

13 Then Paul anſwered, What mean 
ye, to weep, and to break mine heart? 
for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but alſo to die at Jeruſalem, for the 
name of the Lord Jeſus. 

14 And when he would not be per- 
ſuaded, we ceaſed, ſaying, The will of 
the Lord be done. 


15 And after thoſe days we took up 


our carriages, and went up to Jeruſa- 


lem. 
16 There went with us 100 certain 


of the diſciples of Ceſarea, and brought 


with them one Mnaſon of Cyprus, an 


old diſciple, with whom we ſhould 
lodge. 


8 And the next day, we that were 
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17 And when we were come to 
Jeruſalem, the brethren received us 
gladly. 

18 4 And the day following Paul 
went in with us unto James: and all 
the-elders were preſent. 


19 And when he had ſaluted them, 
he declared particularly what things 


God had wrought among the Gentiles| 


by his miniſtry 

20 And when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, and ſaid unto him, 
Thou ſeeſt, brother, how many thou- 
ſands of Jews there are which believe; 
and they are all zealous of the law: 

21 And they are informed of thee 
that thou teacheſt all t ews which 
are among the Gentiles te forſake Mo- 
ſes, ſaying, That they ought not to cir- 
cumciſe their children, neither to walk 
after the cuſtoms. 

22 What is it therefore? the multi- 
tude muſt needs come together; for 
they will hear that thou art come. 


| 


23 Do therefore this that we ſay to 


thee : we have four men which have a 
vow on them: 

24 Them take, and purify thyſelf 
with them, and be at charges with 
them, that they may ſhave their heads: 
and all may know that thoſe things 
whereof they were informed concern- 
ing thee are nothing, but that thou thy- 
ſelf alſo walkeſt orderly, and keepeſt 
the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which 
believe, we have written and conclud- 
ed that they obſerve no ſuch thing, ſave 
only that they keep themſelves from 
things offered to idols, and from blood, 


Said unto him, &c. ver. 20.) Told him what they thought was ad viſeable, in his circumſtances, to rent the alienation 


of the Jews' affection, and to gain the more upon them. 


| 


and from ſtrangled, and from fornica- 
tion. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and the 
next day purifying himſelf with them, 
entered into the temple, to ſignify the 


accompliſhment of the days of purifi- 


cation, until that an offering ſhould be 
offered for every one of them. | 

27 And when the ſeven days were 
almoſt ended, the Jews which were of 
Aſia, when they ſaw him in the tem- 
ple, ſtirred up all the people, and laid 
hands on him: 

28 Crying out, Men of Iſrael, help. 
This is the man that teacheth all men 
every where againſt the people and the 
law, and this place: and further, 
brought Greeks alſo into the temple, 
and hath polluted this holy place. 

29 For they had ſeen before with 
him, in the city, Trophimus, an E- 
pheſian, whom they ſuppoſed that 
Paul had brought into the temple. 

30 And all the city was moved, and 
the people ran together: and they took 
Paul, and drew him out of the temple. 
And forthwith the doors were ſhut. 

31 4 And as they went about to kill 
him, tidings came unto the chief cap- 
tain of the band, that all Jeruſalem 
was in an uproar, 

32 Who immediately took ſoldiers 
and centurions, and ran down unto them. 
And when they ſaw the chief captain and 
the ſoldiers, they left beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came near 
and took him, and commanded him 
to be bound with two chains: and de- 
manded who he was, and what he had 


done ? 
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34 And ſome cried one thing, ſome 
another, among the multitude: and 
when he could not know the certainty 
for the tumult, he commanded - him 
to be carried into the caſtle. 

35 And when he came upon the 
ſtairs, ſo it was that he was borne 


of the ſoldiers, for the violence of the 


people. 
36 For the mukiade of the people 
followed after, crying, Away with him. 
37 And as Paul was to be led into 


the caſtle, he ſaid unto the chief cap- 


tain, May I ſpeak unto thee? Who 
ſaid, Canſt thou ſpeak Greek ? 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian 
which before theſe days madeſt an 
uproar, and leddeſt out into the wil- 
derneſs four thouſand men that were 
murderers. 

39 But Paul ſaid, I am a man 
which ama Jew of Tarſus, a city in 
Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: 
and I beſeech thee, ſuffer me to ſpeak 
unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him li- 
cence, Paul ſtood on the ſtairs, and 
beckoned with the hand unto the peo- 
ple: and, when there was made a great 


lence, he ſpake unto them in the He- 


brew ton gue, * 


CHAP. XXII 
Paul declareth his converſion, Ec. 


MEN, brethren, and fathers, hear 
ye my defence which I make now unto 


2 (And when they heard that he 
ſpake in the Hebrew tongue to them, 


[921 


they kept the more filence, and he ; 


ſaith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a 
Jew, born in Tarſus, a city in Cilicia, 
yet brought up in this city, at the feet 
of Gamaliel, and taught according to 
the perfect manner of the law of the 


fathers, and was zealous towards God, 


as ye all are this day. 

4 And I perſecuted this way unto 
the death, binding and delivering into 
priſons both men and women. 


5 As alſo the high prieſt doth bear 


me witneſs, and all the eſtate of the 
elders: from whom alſo I received 
letters unto the brethren, and went to 


Damaſcus, to bring them which were 
there Dad unto Jeruſalem, for to 


be puniſhed. 


6 And it came to pals, Hom as I 


made my journey, and was come nigh 


unto Damaſcus about noon, ſuddenly 


there ſhone from heaven a great light 
round about me. 

7 And ] fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice ſaying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, Why perſecuteſt thou me? 

8 And I anſwered, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he ſaid unto me, I am 
Jeſus of Nazareth whom thou perſe- 
cuteſt. 


g And they 


that were with me ſaw 


indeed the light, and were afraid: but 


they heard not the voice of him that 


ſpake to me. 
10 And I ſaid, What ſhall Ido Lord? 


And the Lord ſaid unto me, Ariſe, and 


o into Damaſcus, and there it ſhall be 


told thee of all things which are ap- 
pointed for thee to do. 
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11 And when I could not ſee for the | 


glory of that light, being led by the 
hand of them that were with me, I 
came into Damaſcus. 

12 And one Ananias, a devout 

man according to the law, having a 
good report of the Jews which dwelt 
there, 
13 Came unto me, and ſtood, and 
ſaid unto me, Brother Saul, receive 
thy ſight. And the ſame hour I looked 
up upon. him. 

14 And he ſaid, The God of our 


Ez fathers hath choſen thee that thou 


ſhouldeſt know his will, and ſee that 
Juſt One, and ſhouldeſt hear the voice 
of his mouth. 

15 For thou ſhalt be his witneſs 
unto all men of what thou haſt ſeen 
and heard. „ 

16 And now why tarrieſt thou? 
ariſe, and be baptized, and waſh away 
thy fins, calling on the name of the 
Lord. | 

17 And it came to paſs, that when 
I was come again to Jeruſalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was 
in a trance; 

18 And ſaw him, faying unto me ; 
Make haſte, and get thee quickly out 
of Jeruſalem : for they will not receive 
thy teſtimony concerning me. 

19 And I ſaid, Lord, they know 
that I impriſoned and beat in every 
ſynagogue them that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of the 
martyr Stephen was ſhed, I alſo was 


flanding by, and conſenting unto his 


death, and kept the raiment of the 
that ſlew him. 


21 And he ſaid unto me, Depart: 
for I will ſend thee far hence unto the 
Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up thcir 
voices, and ſaid, Away with ſuch a 
fellow from the earth: for it is not 
fit that he ſhould live. Ol 

23 Andas they cried out, and caſt 
off their clothes, and threw duſt into 
the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded. 
him to be brought into the caſtle, 
and bade that he ſhould be examined 
by ſcourging; that he might know 
wherefore they cried ſo againſt him. 

25 1 And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul ſaid unto the centurion 
that ſtood by, Is it lawful for you to 
ſcourge a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned ? | 
26 When the centurion heard that, 
he went and told the chief captain, 
ſaying, Take heed what thou doeſt: 
for this man 1s a Roman. | 

27 Then the chief captain came, 
and ſaid unto him, Tell me, art thou 
a Roman? He ſaid, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain anſwered, 
With a great ſum obtained I this 
freedom. And Paul ſaid, But I was 
free- born. DE — ob 

29 Then ſtraightway they departed 
from him which ſhould have examined 
him: and the chief captain alſo was 
afraid after he knew that he was a Ro- 
man, and becauſe he had bound 
him. ET. 
30 On the morrow, becauſ: he 


| 


would have known the certainty where- 
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fore he was accuſed of the Jews, he 
looſed him from his bands, and com- 
mauded the chief prieſts, and all their 
council to appear, and brought Paul 
down, and ſet him before them. 


CHAP. XXIII. 


Paul pleadeth hns cauſe : diſſenſion among 
his accuſers, &c. 


AND Paul earneſtly beholding the 
council, ſaid, Men and brethren, I 
have hved in all good conſcience be- 
fore God until this day. 

2 And the high prieſt Ananias com- 
manded them that ſtood by him to 
ſmite him on the mouth. 

3 Then ſaid Paul unto him, God 
ſhall ſmite thee, thou whited wall: 
for ſitteſt thou to judge me after the 
law, and commandeſt me to be ſmitten 
contrary to the law? 

4 And they that ſtood by ſaid, Re- 
vileſt thou God's high vrieft ? 

5 Then ſaid Paul, I wiſt not, bre- 
thren, that he was the high prieſt. For 
it is written, Thou ſhalt not ſpeak evil 
of the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the 
one part were Sadducees, and the other 
Phariſees, he cried out in the council, 
Men and brethren, I am a Phariſee ; 
the ſon of a Phariſee: of the hope and 
reſurrection of the dead I am called 
in queſtion. 

i And when ne had ſo ſaid, there 
arole a diſſenſion between the Phari- 
ſees and the Sadducees: and the mul- 
E titude was divided. 


| 8 For the Sadducees ſay that there 
is no reſurrection, neither angel, nor 
ſpirit : but the Phariſees confeſs both. 

9 And there aroſe a great cry : and 
the ſcribes that were of the Phariſees . 
part aroſe and ſtrove, ſaying, We find 
no evil in this man: but if a ſpirit or 
an angel hath ſpoken to him, let us 
not fight againſt God. 

10 And when there aroſe a great 
diſſenſion, the chief captain, fearing 
leſt Paul ſhould have been pulled in 
pieces of them, commanded the ſol- 
diers to go down, and to take him by 
force from among them, and to bring 
him into the caſtle. 

11 And the night following the Lord 
ſtood by him, and ſaid, Be of good 
cheer, Paul : for as thou haſt teſtified of 
me in Jeruſalem, ſo mult thou bear 
witneſs alſo at Rome. 

12 And when 1t was s day, certain of 
the Jews banded together, and bound 
themſelves under a curſe, ſaying, That 
they would neither eat nor drink till 
they had killed Paul. | 

13 And they were more than forty 
which had made this conſpiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief 
prieſts and elders, and ſaid, We have 
bound ourſelves under a great curle 
that we will eat nothing until we have 
2 Paul. | 

5 Now therefore ye with the coun- 
cil Fonify to the chief captain that he 
bring him down unto you to-morrow, 
as though ye would enquire ſomething 
more perfectly concerning him: and 
we, or ever he come near, are ready 


to kill him. 
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16 And when Paul's iter s fon hard Þ 


of their lying in wait, he went and en- 
tered inta the caltle, ad told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the cen- 
turions unto him, and ſaid, Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain; for 
he hath a certain thing to tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought 
him to the chief captain, and ſaid, 
Paul the priſoner called me unto him, 

and prayed me to bring this young man 


unto thee, who hath ſomething to ſay 


unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took him 
by the hand, and went with him aſide 
privately, md aſked him, What 1s that 
thou haſt to tell me ? 


20 And he ſaid, The Jews. have a- 


greed to defire thee that thou wouldeſt 
bring down Paul to-morrow into the 
council, as though they would enquire 
ſomewhat of him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou yield unto them; 
for there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, which have 
bound themſelves with an oath, that 
they will neither eat nor drink till they 
have killed him: and now are they 
ready, looking for a promiſe from 
thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let the 
young man depart; and charged him, 
See thou tell no man that thou haſt 
| ſhewed theſe things to me. 

23 4 And he called unto him two 
centurions, ſaying, Make ready two 
hundred ſoldiers to go to Ceſarea, and 
horſemen threeſcore and ten, and ſpear- 
men two hundred, at the third hour of 
the night: 


24 And provide them beaſts, that 
they may ſet Paul on, and bring him 
ſafe unto Felix the governor. 


manner: 
26 Claudius Lyſias unto the moſt 


excellent governor Felix ſendeth greet. 


ing. 


27 This man was taken of the [ews, 
and ſhould have been killed of them: 
then came I with an army, and reſcued 
him, having underſtood that he was a 
Roman, 

28 And when I would have known 
the cauſe wherefore they accuſed him, 
I brought him forth into their coun- 
Eil: | 
29 Whoml pere to be accuſed 
of queſtions of their law, but to have 


death, or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me, how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, I 
ſent ſtraightway to thee, and gave com- 
mandment to his accuſers allo to ſay 
before thee what they had againſt him. 
Farewel. 

31 Then the ſoldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
to the caſtle: 

33 Who when they came to Ceſarea,

Paul, accuſed by Tertullus, anſwereth for

AND after fr PIER Ananias the 
high prieſt deſcended with the elders, 
and with a certain orator named Ter— 
tullus, who informed the governor a- 
gainſt Paul. 

2 And when he was calle forth, 
Tertullus began to accuſe him, ſaying, 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy great 
quietneſs, and that very worthy deeds 
are done unto this nation by thy provi- 
dence, | 

3 We accept it always, and in all 
places, moſt noble Felix, with all 
thankfulneſs. 

4 Notwithſtanding, that I be not 
turther tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldeſt hear us, of thy cle- 


mency, a few words. 


5 For we have found this man a 
peſtilent fellow, and a mover of ſedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout the 
world, and a ringleader of the ſect of 


the . 


6 Who alſo hath gone about to pro- 
fane the temple: whom we took, and 


would have judged according to our 


law; 

7 But the chief captain, Lyſias, came 
upon us, and with great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 


| 


8 Commanding his accuſers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom thy- 
ſelf mayeſt take knowledge of all theſe 
things whereof we accuſe him. 

9 And the Jews alſo aſſented, ſay- 

ing, That theſe things were ſo. 

10 J Then Paul, after that the go- 
vernor had beckoned unto him to [peak, 
anſwered, Foraſmuch as I know that 


thou haſt been of many years a judge 


unto this nation, I do the more chear- 
fully anſwer for myſelf: 

11 Becauſe that thou mayeſt under- 
ſtand that there are yet but twelve days 
ſince I went up to Jeruſalem for to wor- 
{h1 

2 And they neither found me in 
the temple diſputing with any man, nei- 
ther raiſing up the people, neither in 
the 1 nor in the city. 

3 Neither can they prove the things 
he they now accule me. 

14 But this J confeſs unto thee, that 
after the way which they call hereſy, 
ſo worſhip I the God of my fathers, be- 
lieving all things which are written in 
the law, and in the prophets. 

15 And' have hope towards God, 
which they themſelves allo allow, that 
there ſhall be a reſurrection of the dead, 
both of the juſt and unjuſt. 

16 And 3 do I exerciſe myſelf 
to have always a conſcience void of 
offence toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years I came to 
| bring alms to my nation, and offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Aſia found me purthed in the temple, 
neither with multitude, nor with tu- 


mult; 
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19 Who ought to have been here 
re thee, and object, if they had 
ought againſt me. 

20 Gr elſe let theſe ſame here ſay 
if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while Iſtood before the council, 

21 Except 1t be for this one voice, 
that I cried ſtanding among them, 


Touching the reſurrection of the dead, 


I am called in queſtion by you this 
day. 

22 And when Felix heard theſe 
things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, 
and ſaid, When Lyſias the chief cap- 


tain ſhall come down, I will know the | 


uttermoſt of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have li- 
berty, and that he ſhould forbid none 


of his acquaintance to miniſter, or 


come unto him, 

24 And after certain days, . 
Felix came with his wife Drufilla, 
which was a Jewels, he ſent for Put 
and heard him concerning the faith 
in Chriſt. 

25 And as he reaſoned of righte- 
ouſneſs, temperance, and judgement to 
come, Felix trembled, and anſwered, 
Go thy way for this time ; when I have 


a convenient ſeaſon I will call for 


thee. 
26 He hoped alſo that money 


ſhould have been given him of Paul, 
that he might looſe him : wherefore he 
ſent for him the oftener, and communed | a 
with him. 

27 But after two years, 
Feſtus came into Felix room: 


Portius

he deferred them, | 


Felix, willing to ſhew the Jews a pen” 
ſure, left Paul bound. 


CHAP. XXV. 
The Jerus accuſe Paul before Feſtus, 22 


NOW when Feſtus was come into 
the province, after three days he 


aſcended from Ceſarea to Jeruſalem, 
2 Then the high prieſt and the chief 


of the Jews informed him againit Paul, 


and beſought him, 
3 And deſired favour againſt him, 


* he would ſend for him to Jeruſa- 
lem, laying wait in the way to kill him. 

4 But Feſtus anſwered, that Paul 
ſhould be kept at Celarea, and that he 
nimſelf would depart ſhortly thither. 

5 Let them therefore, ſaid he, which 
among you are able, go down with 
me, and accuſe this man, if there be 
any wickedneſs in him. 


6 And when he had tarried among 


them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Celarea; and the next day, 
fitting in the judgement-ſeat, com- 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from [eruſalem 
ſtood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints againſt Paul, 
{which they could not prove ; 

8 While he anſwered for himlel!, 
Neither againſt the law of the Jews, 
neither againſt the temple, nor yet 


gainſt Ceſar, have I offended any 
thing at all.

9 But Feſtus, willing to do the Jews

me ?

Ceſar ſhalt thou go. 
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there be judged of theſe things before 


10 Then ſaid Paul, I ſtand at Ce- 


ſar's judgement- ſeat, where I ought to 


be Judged : to the Jews have I done no 


wrong, as thou very well knoweſt. 


11 For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuſe not to die; but if there be 
none of theſe things whereof theſe ac- 


cuſe me, no man may deliver me un- 
to them. 


I appeal unto Ceſar. 
12 Then Feſtus, 
the council, anſwered, 
Haſt thou appealed unto Ceſar? unto 


12 And after certain days, king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto. Ce- 
ſarea, to ſalute Feſtus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Feſtus declared Paul's 
cauſe unto the King, ſaying, There is 
a certain man left in bonds by Felix : 

15 About whom, when I was at Je- 
ruſalem, the chief prieſts and the el- 
ders of the Jews informed me, deſir- 
ing to have judgement againſt "OR | 

16 To whom I anſwered, It 1s not 


the manner of the Romans to delrver 


any man to die, before that he which 
is accuſed have the accuſers face to 
face, and have licence to anſwer for 
himſelf concerning the « crime laid a- 


gainſt him. 


17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay, on the mor- 
row I fat on the judgement-ſeat, and 
I commanded the man to be brought 
forts e e let! i | : 


eruſalem, and 


when he had con- g 


18 Againſt whom, when the accuſ- 
ers ſtood up, they brought none accul- 
ation of ſuch things as I ſuppoſed : 

19 But had certain queſtions againſt 
him of their own ſuperſtition, and of 
one Jeſus which was dead, whom Paul 
afirmed to be alive. | 

20 And becaule I doubted of 0 
manner of queſtions, I aſked him whe- 
ther he would go to Jeruſalem, and 
there be judged of theſe matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reſerved unto the hearing of Au- 
uſtus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might ſend him to Ceſar. _ 

22 Then Agrippa ſaid unto Feſtus, 
I would alſo hear the man myſelf. To- 
morrow, ſaid he, thou ſhalt hear him. 

23 And on the morrow, when A- 
grippa was come, and Bernice, with 
great pomp, and was entered into the 
place of hearing, with the chief cap- 
tains and principal men of the city, at 
Feſtus commandment Paul was brought 
forth. 

24 And Feſtus ſaid, King Agrippa 
and all men which are here preſent 
with us, ye ſee this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jeruſalem, and 
alſo here, crying that he ought not to 
live any longer, | 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himſelf had appealed to 
Auguſtus, I have determined to ſend 


| him. 


26 Of 3 J have no certain thing 


to write unfo my lord. Wherefore 1 


have brought him forth before you, 


For if I be an ner, ver. 11.) A man may be ſuch an offender in matters of religion, as well as;civil matters, as to be 


worthy of death. 
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and eſpecially before thee, O king A- 
grippa, that, after examination had, 
1 might have ſomewhat to write. 
27 For it ſeemeth to me unreaſon- 
able to ſend a priſoner, and not withal 
to ſignify the crimes laid againſt him. 


CHAP. XXVI. 
Paul before Agrippa declareth his life, and 


nis converſion, Sc. 


THEN Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to ſpeak for thy- 
ſelf. Then Paul ſtretched forth the 
hand, and anſwered for himſelf; 

2 I think myſelf happy, king A- 
grippa, becauſe I ſhall anſwer for my- 
ſelf this day before thee, touching all 
the things whereof I am accuſed of the 
Jews: 

3 Eſpecially, becauſe I know thee 
to be expert in all cuſtoms and queſ- 
tions which are among the Jews. 
Wherefore I beſeech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the firſt among mine 
own nation at Jeruſalem, know all 
the Jews: 

5 Which knew me from the begin- 
ning, (if they would teſtify) that after 
the moſt ſtraiteſt ſect of our religion I 
hved a Pharifee. 

6 And now I ſtand and am judged 
for the hope of the promiſe made of 
God unto our fathers : 

7 Unto which promiſe our twelve 
tribes inſtantly ſerving God day and 


ſake, king Agrippa, I am accuſed of 
the Jews. | ; 

8 Why ſhould it be thought a thing 
incredible with you that God ſhould 
raiſe the dead? | : 
9 I verily thought with myſelf that I 
ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jeſus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I alſo did in ſe- 
ruſalem; and many of the ſaints did 1 
ſhut up in priſon, having received au- 
thority from the chief prieſts; and, 
when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice againſt them. 

11 And I puniſhed them oft in every 
ſynagogue, and compelled them to 
blaſpheme : and being exceedingly mad 
againſt them, I perſecuted them even 
unto ſtrange cities. | 

12 1 Whereupon as I went to Da- 


maſcus with authority and commiſſion 


from the chief prieſts, 

13 At mid-day, O king, I ſaw in 
the way a light from heaven, above 
the brightneſs of the ſun, ſhining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. K 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth I heard a voice ſpeaking unto 
me, and ſaying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me? 
It is hard for thee to kick againſt the 
pricks. 

19 And ] ſaid, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he ſaid, I am Jeſus whom thou 


perſecuteſt. 


16 But riſe and ſtand upon thy feet: 
for J have appeared unto thee for this 
purpoſe, to make thee a miniſter and a 


night, hope to come. For which hope's 


witneſs both of theſe things which thou 
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haſt ſeen; and of thoſe things in the 
which I will appear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I ſend thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkneſs to light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive forgiveneſs of fins, 
| and inheritance among them which are 
ſanctified, by faith that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I 
was not diſobedient unto the heavenly 
viſion. 

20 But ſhewed firſt unto them of 
Damaſcus, and at Jeruſalem, and 
throughout all the coaſts of Judea, and 
then to the Gentiles, that they ſhould 
repent and turn to God, and do works 
meet for repentance. : 


21 For theſe cauſes the Jews caught 


me in the temple, and went about to 
kill me. . 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witneſſing both to ſmall and great, ſay- 
ing none other things than thoſe which 
the prophets and Moſes did ſay ſhould 
come; 
29 That Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, and 
that he ſhould be the firſt that ſhould 
riſe from the dead, and ſhould ſhew light 
unto the people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 1 And as he thus ſpake for him- 
ſelf, Feſtus ſaid with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beſide thyſelf; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he ſaid, I am not mad moſt 

noble Feſtus ; but ſpeak forth the words 
of truth and ſoberneſs. = 
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26 For the king knoweth of thele 


things, before whom alſo I ſpeak free- 


ly. For I am perſuaded that none of 
theſe things are hidden from him: for 


this thing was not done 1n a corner. 


27 King Agrippa, believeſt thou the 


prophets? I know that thou believeſt. 
28 Then Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, 


Almoſt thou perfuadeſt me to be a 


Chriſtian. 


29 And Paul ſaid, I would to Gd 


that not only thou, but alſo all that 
hear me this day, were both almoſt, 


and altogether ſuch as I am, except 


theſe bonds. 


30 And when he had thus ſpoken, 
the king roſe up, and the governor, 


and Bernice, and they that ſat with 
them : 


31 And when they were gone aſide, 


they talked between themſelves, ſaying, 


This man doeth nothing worthy of 


death, or of bonds. 12 
32 Then ſaid Agrippa unto Feſtus, 


This man might have been ſet at liber 


ty, if he had not appealed unto Ce- 
ſar. | | 


CHAP. XXVII. 


Paul ſhipping toward Rome, foretelleth 
the danger of the voyage, Ec. 


AND when it was determined that 


we ſhould ſail into Italy, they de- 


livered Paul, and certain other priſon- 


ers, unto one named Julius, a centu- 


rion of Auguſtus' band. 
2 And, entering into a ſhip of Adra- 


myttium, we lanched, meaning to 
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ſail by the coaſt of Aſia, one r 
chus, a Macedonian, of Theſſalonica, 
being with us. 

3 And the next day we uchef at 
Sidon. And ]ulius courteouſly entreat- 
ed Paul, and gave him liberty to go 
_ unto his Kiens to refreſh himſelf. 

4 And when we had lanched from 
thence, we ſailed under Cyprus, be- 
cauſe the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had failed over the 
ſea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came 
to Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a 
ſhip of Alexandria failing unto 3 
WY he put us therein. 

7 And when we had failed ſlowly 
FEM days, and ſcarce were come over- 
againſt Cnidus, the wind not ſuffering 
us, we failed Under Crete, over-againſt 
Salmone; 

8 And, hardly paſſing it, came unto 

a place which is called The Fair Ha- 
vens; nigh whereunto was the city of 
Laſea. 

9 Now when much time was ſpent, 
and when failing was now dangerous, 
becauſe the faſt was now already paſt, 
Paul admoniſhed them, 

10 And ſaid unto them, Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be with hurt 
and much damage, not only of the lad- 
ing and ſhip, but alſo of our lives. 

11 Nevertheleſs, the centurion be- 
lieved the maſter and the owner of the 
ſhip more than thoſe things which were 
ſpoken by Paul. 

12 And becauſe the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 


by any means they might a attain to Phe- 
nice, and there to winter; which is an 
en of Crete, and lieth toward the 
ſouth-weſt and north-Weſt. 

13 And when the ſouth wind blew 
ſoftly, ſuppoſing that they had obtained 
their purpoſe, looſing thence, they ſail- 
ed cloſe by Crete. 

14 J But not long after there. aroſe 
againſt it a tempeſtuous wind, called 
Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ſhip was caught, 
and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And running under a certain 
iſland which is called Clauda, we had 
much work to come by the boat ; 

17 Which when they had taken up, 
they uſed helps, undergirding the ſhip ; 
and fearing, leſt they ſhould fall into 
the quickſands, ſtrake ſail, and ſo were 
driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly toſſed 
with a wh nn the next day they light- 


re the ſhip 
9 And = third day we caſt out 


| with; our own hands the tackling of the 


ſhip. 

20 And when neither ſun nor ſtars 
in many days appeared, and no ſmall 
tempeſt lay on us, all hope that we 
ſhould be ſaved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abſtinence, Paul 
ſtood forth in the midſt of them, and 
ſaid, Sirs, ye ſhould have hearkencd 
unto me, and not have looſed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm and 


lols. 
22 And now I exhort you to be of 


part adviſed to depart thence alſo, if 


good cheer; for there ſhall be no los 
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of any man's life among you, but of the 
ſhi 

5 3 For there ſtood by me this night 
he * of God, whole I am, and 
whom I ſerve ; 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou muſt 
be brought before Ceſar: and lo, God 
hath given thee all them that fail with 

thee. 

26 Wherefore, firs, be of good al 
for [ believe God that it ſhall be even 
as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit, we muſt be caſt upon 
a certain iſland. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were driven up and 
| down in Adria, about midnight, the 
| ſhipmen deemed that they drew near 
| to ſome country ; 

28 And ſounded, and found it twen- 

ty fathoms: and when they had gone 
a little farther they ſounded again, and 
uy it fifteen fathoms. 
29 Then tearing, leſt they ſhould 
* fallen upon rocks, they caſt four 
anchors out of the ſtern, and wiſhed for 
the day. 

30 And as the fhipwicn were about 
to flee out of the ſhip, when they had 

let down the boat into the ſea, under 
colour as though they would have caſt 
anchors out of the foreſhip, 

21 Paul ſaid to the centurion and to 
the ſoldiers, Except theſe abide in the 
ſhip, ye cannot be ſaved. 

32 Then the ſoldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while! the day 
on, Paul beſought them all to take 


meat, ſaying, This day is the fourteenth

pole, and commanded that they which 


day that ye have tarried, and continu- 
ed faſting, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
ſome meat ; for this is for your health : 
for there ſhall not an hair fall from the 
head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus ſpoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to God 
in preſence of them all; and when he 
had broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they alſo took ſome meat. 

7 And we were in all, in the ſhipz 


two * threeſcore and ſixteen 


ſouls. 

38 And when they wer eaten enough, 
they lightened the ſhip, and caſt out 
the wheat into the ſea. 

g And when it was day they knew 
not the land; but they diſcovered a 
certain creek with a ſhore, 
which they 
poſſible, to thruſt in the ſhip. 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, 
unto the ſea, and looſed the rudder- 
bands, and hoiſted up the main-ſail to 
the wind, and made toward the ſhore. 

41 1 And falling into a place where 
two ſeas met, they ran the ſhip aground : 
and the fore part {tuck faſt, and re- 
mained unmoveable ; but the hinder 
part was broken with the violence of 
the waves. 

42 And the ſoldiers counſel was to 
kill the priſoners, leſt any of them 


ſhould ſwim. out, and eſcape. ; 
willing to 


43 But the centurion, 
ſave Paul, kept them from their PUT 


| into the 
were minded, if it were 


they committed themſelves . 
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could ſwim ſhould caſt themſelves firſt 
into the ſea, and get to land; 

44 And the reſt, ſome on board, and 
ſome on broken pieces of the ſhip. And 
ſo it came to i that they — all 
ſafe to land. 


C HAP. XXVIII. 
Faul is entertained by tie Barbarians. 


AN D when they were eſcaped, then 
they knew that the iſland was called 
Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people 1 
us no little kindneſs: for they kindled 
a fire, and received us every one becauſe 
of the preſent rain, and becauſe of the 
cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of flicks, and laid them on the 
fire, there came a viper out of the heat, 
and faſtened on his hand. 

4 And when the Barbarians ſaw the 

venomous beaſt hang on his hand, they 
ſaid among themſelves, No doubt, this 
man is a murderer, whom, though he 
hath eſcaped the ſea, yet vengeance ſuf- 
fereth not to live. 


And he ſhook off the beaſt into 


5 An 
the fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit, they looked when he 
ſhould have ſwollen, or fallen down 
dead ſuddenly. But after they had 


looked a great while, and ſaw no harm 
come to him, they changed their minds, 
and ſaid that he was a god. 

7 In the ſame quarters were poſſeſ- 
ſions of the chief man of the iſland, 
whoſe name was Publius; who receiv- 


ed us, and lodged us three days cour. 
teouſly. 

8 4 And it came to paſs, that the 
father of Publius lay ſick of a fever, 
and of a bloody flux: to whom paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, others al. 


came, and were healed: 
10 Who alſo honoured us with ma. 
ny honours: and when we departed,

22 But we deſire to hear of thee what 
thou thinkeſt: for as concerning this 
ſect, we know that every where it is 
ſpoken againſt. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
unto his lodging: to whom he expound- 


perſuading them concerning Jeſus, both 
out of the law of Moſes, and out of the 


come together, he ſaid unto them, | 
Men and brethren, though I have com- 


24 And ſome believed the things 
which were ſpoken, and ſome believed 
not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
— they departed after that 
Paul had ſpoken one word, Well ſpake 
the Holy Ghoſt by Eſaias the prophet 
unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
ſay, Hearing ye ſhall hear, and ſhall 
not underſtand ; and ſeeing ye ſhall ſee, 
and not perceive. 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed grols, and their ears are dull of 
hearing, and their eyes have they cloſed; 
leſt they ſhould ſee with their eyes, and 
hear with their ears, and underſtand 
with their heart, and ſhould be convert- 
ed, and I ſhould heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you 
that the ſalvation of God 1s ſent unto 
the Gentiles, and that they will hear 
It. | | 
29 And when he had ſaid theſe 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reaſoning among themſelves. 

30 1 And Paul dwelt two whole 
years in his own hired houſe, and re- 
ceived all that came in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching thoſe things which con- 
cern the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, with all con-

AUL a ſervant: of Jeſus Chriſt, 
called to be an apoſtle, ſeparated 
unto the Goſpel of God, 

2 (Which he had promiſed afore by 
his prophets in the holy ſcriptures,) 

Concerning his Son Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord, which was made of the ſeed 
of David according to the fleſh, 

4 And declared to be the Son of 
God with power; according to the 
Spirit of holineſs, by the reſurrection 
from the dead: 

By whom we have received grace 
and apoſtleſhip for obedience to the 
faith among all nations for his name: 

6 Among whom are ye alſo called 
of Jeſus Chriſt. 

7 To all that be in Rome beloved 
of God, called to be ſaints: Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jeſus Chriſ}. 

8 Firſt, I thank my God through 
Jeſus Chriſt for you all, that your 
faith is ſpoken of throughout the whole 


world. 
9 For God is my witneſs, whom 1 


poſed to come unto you, 


ſerve with my ſpirit in the Goſpel of 


ther.

his Son that without ceaſing I ike 
mention of you always in my pray- 
ers; 

10 Making requeſt, if by any means 
now at length I might have a proſpe- 
rous journey by the will of God, to 
come unto you. 

11 For I long to ſee you that I may 
impart unto you ſome ſpiritual gift, to 
the end ye may be eſtabliſhed ; 

12 That is, that I may be bomforted 


together with you by the mutual faith 


both of you and me. 


13 Now I would not have you ig- 


norant, brethren, that oftentimes I pur- 
(but was let 
hitherto,) that I might have ſome fruit 
among you alſo, even as among other 
Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor - both to the Greeks 
and to the Barbarians, both to the wiſe 
and to the unwiſe. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the COPE to 4 that 
are at Rome alſo. 

16 For I am not aligned of the 
Goſpel of Chriſt: for it is the power 
of God unto ſalvation to every one 
that believeth, to the Jew firſt, and 
alſo to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteouſnels 
of God revealed from faith to faith: 


Separated unto the Goſpel of God, ver. 1. Deſigned and ſet apart to preach the Goſpel which came originally from the Fa- 
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as it is written, The Jon ſhall live by 
faith. 

18 For the wrath: as God 1s revealed 
from heaven againſt all ungodlineſs 
and unrighteouſneſs of men who hold 
the truth in unrighteouſneſs; 

19 Becauſe that which may be 
known of God is manifeſt in them: 
for God hath ſhewed it unto them. 

20 For the inviſible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly ſeen, being underſtood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; ſo that they are 
without excuſe; 

21 Becauſe that when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful, but bers 
vain in their —— and their 
fooliſh heart was darkened. 

22 Profeſſing themſelves to be wiſe, 
they became fools: 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image made 
like to corruptible man, and to birds, 
and four-footed beaſts, and creeping 
things. 

24 Wherefore God alſo gave them 
up to uncleanneſs through the luſts of 


their own hearts, to diſhonour their 


own bodies between themſelves: | 

25 Who changed the truth of 
God into a lye, and worſhipped 
and ſerved the creature more than 
the Creator, who is bleſſed for ever. 
Amen. 

26 For this cauſe de ve them 
up unto vile affections. For even their 
women did change the natural uſe into 
that which is againſt nature; 

191 


27 And likewiſe alſo the men, leav- 


ing the natural uſe of the woman, burn- 


ed in their luſt one toward another, 
men with men working that which 1s 
unſeemly, and receiving in themſelves 
that recompence of their error which 
was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, to 
do thoſe things which are not conve- 
nient ; 

29 Being filled wich all unrighte- 
ouſneſs, fornication, wickedneſs, covet- 
ouſnells maliciouſneſs ; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity ; 
whiſperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, def. 
piteful, proud boaſters, inventers of 
evil things, diſobedient to parents, 

31 Without underſtanding, cove- 
nant-breakers, without natural affec- 
tion, implacable, unmerciful : | 

32 Who knowing the judgement of 
God, that they which commit ſuch 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the ſame, but have pleaſure in them 
that do them. 


CHAP. K 
Who are juſtified, c. 
THEREFORE thou art inexcuſ- 


able, O man, whoſoever thou art that 
judgeſt: for wherein thou judgeſt ano- 
ther, thou condemneſt thyſelf ; for thou 
that judgeſt doeſt the ſame things. 

2 But we are ſure that the judge- 
ment of God is according to truth a- 


gainſt them which commit ſuch things, 
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3 And thinkeſt thou this, O man, 
that judgeſt them which do ſuch things 
and doſt the ſame, that thou ſhalt 
eſcape the judgement of God ? | 

4 Or deſpiſeſt thou the riches of his 
goodneſs, and forbearance, and long- 
ſuffering, not knowing that the good- 
neſs of God leadeth thee to repentance? 

5 But, after thy hardneſs and impe- 
nitent heart, treaſureſt up unto thy 
ſelf wrath againſt the day of wrath, 
and revelation of the righteous judge- 
ment of God; 

6 Who will render to _ man 
according to his deeds: 

7 To them who, by patient continu- 
ance in well-doing, ſeek for glory, and 
honour, and immortality, eternal life ; 

8 But unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteouſneſs, indignation, and 
_ wrath, 

Tribulation and anguiſh upon e- 
every ſoul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew firſt, and alſo of the Gentile. 

10 But glory, honour, and _ 
to every man that worketh good; 
the Jew firſt, and alſo to the hy 

11 For there is no reſpect of per- 
| ſons with God. £ 

12 For as many as have ſinned with- 
out law ſhall alſo periſh without law : 
and as many as have ſinned in the law 
ſhall be judged by the law ; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are juſt before God, but the doers of 
the law ſhall be juſtified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, theſe 


Who will render to every man, ver.6.) Both good and bad, Jew and Gentile.

having not the law, are a law unto 
themſelves : 

15 Which ſhew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their conſci- 
ence alſo bearing witneſs, and their 
thoughts the mean while accuſing or 
elſe excuſing one another ;) 


16 In the day when God ſhall Judge 


the ſecrets of men by Jeſus Chriſt, ac- 


cording to my goſpel. 


17 Behold, thou art called a Jew 


and reſteſt in the 1. and makeſt thy 
boaſt of God; 


18 And e his wil. and ap- 


proveſt the things that are more ex- 
cellent, being inſtructed out of the law, 
19 And art confident that thou thy- 
ſelf art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them which are in dar elt 
20 An inſtructer of the fooliſh, a 


teacher of babes, which haſt the form of 


knowledge and of the truth in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teacheſt 
another, teacheſt thou not thyſelf ? thou 
that preacheſt a man ſhould not ſteal, 


doſt thou ſteal ? 
22 Thou that ſayeſt a man ſhould 


not commit adultery, doſt thou com- 
? thou that abhorreſt 


mit adultery 
oo doſt thou commit ſacrilege ? 

3 Thou that makeſt thy boaſt of 
"Se 3 through breaking the law 


diſhonoureſt thou God ? 
24 For the name of God is blaſ- 


phemed among the Gentiles through 


you, as it is written. 
25 For circumciſion verily proſiteth 


if thou keep the law, but if thou be a 
breaker of the law, . circumciſion 
is made uncircumciſion? 
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26 Therefore if the uncircumciſion 
keep the righteouſneſs of the law, ſhall 
not his uncircumciſion be counted for 
circumciſion ? 

27 And ſhall not uncircumciſion, 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the law, 
judge thee, who by the letter and cir- 
cumciſion doſt tranſgreſs the law? 

28 For he is not a Jew which is one 
outwardly; neither is that circumciſion 
which is outward in the fleſh: 

29 But he is a Jew which is one in- 
wardly : and circumciſion is that of the 
heart, in the ſpirit, and not in the let- 
ter; whoſe praiſe 1s not of men, but of 
God. | 


CHAP. III. 


* 


The Jews prerogative: none juſtified by 
the law, but all by faith. 


WHAT advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what profit 1s there of circum- 
ciſion? „ 21 
2 Much every way: chiefly, be- 
cauſe that unto them were committed 
the oracles of God. | 

3 For what if ſome did not believe? 
ſhall their unbelief make the faith of 
God without effect ? | 

4 God forbid. Yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar: as it is written, 
That thou mighteſt be juſtified in thy 
ſayings, and mighteſt overcome when 
thou art judged, 

5 But if our unrighteouſneſs com- 
mend the righteouſneſs of God, what 
hall we ſay? Is God unrighteous who 
taketh vengeance? (I ſpeak as a man.) 


God is not to be blamed but themſelves. 


6 God forbid: for then how: i 


God judge the world? 
7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 


glory, why yet am I alſo judged as a 


ſinner? 

8 And not rather, as we be flander- 
ouſly reported, and as ſome affirm that 
we ſay, Let us do evil, that good may 
come? whoſe damnation is juſt. 

9 What then? are we better than 
they? No, in no wiſe; for we have 
before proved both Jews and Gentiles, 
that they are all under fin: 


10 As it is written, There is none 


righteous, no, not one; 

11 There is none that underſtand- 
eth, there is none that ſeeketh after 
God. . 

12 They are all gone out of the way, 
they are together become unprofitable: 


there is none that doeth good, no, not 


one. 

13 Their throat is an open ſepul- 
chre; with their tongues they have 
uſed deceit; the poiſon of aſps 1s un- 
der their lips: 

14 Whoſe mouth is full of curſing 
and bitterneſs. 

15 Their feet are ſwift to ſhed blood. 

16 Deſtruction and miſery are in 
their W Vw 8 2 

17 And the way of peace have they 
not known: „ 

18 There is no fear of God before 
their eyes. | 

19 Now we know that what things 


ſoever the law ſaith, it ſaith to them 


who are under the law: that every 


mouth may be ſtopped, and all the 


For what if ſome did not believe ? ver 3-] And though theſe means are not cffectual to all, to beget Gving faith in them, yet 
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world may become guilty before 
20 J Therefore, by the deeds of the 
law there ſhall no fleſh be juſtified in 
his ſight: for by the law 1s the know- 


ledge of ſin. 
21 But now the righteouſneſs of 


God without the law is manifeſted, be- 


ing witneſſed by the law and the pro- 


phets; 

22 Even the righteouſneſs of God 
which is by faith of Jeſus Chriſt unto 
all, and upon all them that believe: 
for there is no difference. 

22 For all have ſinned, and come 
ſhort of the glory of God; | 

24 Being juſtified freely by his grace, 
through the redemption that is in Chriſt 
Jens: 
25 Whom God hath ſet forth to 
be a propitiation through faith in 
his blood, to declare his righteouſ- 
neſs for the remiſhon of ſins that are 
paſt, through the forbearance of God; 
26 To declare, I ſay, at this time 
his righteouſneſs: that he might be 
juſt, and the juſtifier of him which be- 
lieveth in Jeſus. 

27 Where is boaſting then? It is 
excluded. By what law? of works ? 
Nay ; but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is juſtified by faith, without the 
deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? 
is he not alſo of the Gentiles? Yes, of 
the Gentiles alſo; 

30 Seeing it is one God which ſhall 


juſtify the circumciſion by faith, and 


uncircumciſion through faith. 


31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
eſtabliſh the law. 


CHAP. IV. 


Abraham's faith was imputed to him for 
1:9 hteouſneſs. 


WHAT ſhall we then fay that 
Abraham our father, as pertaining to 
the fleſh, hath found? 

2 For if Abraham were juſtified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory, but 
not before God. 

3 For what ſaith the ſcripture? Abra- 
ham believed God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteouſneſs. 62, 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt. | | | 

5 But to him that worketh not, but 
believeth on him that juſtifieth the un- 
godly, his faith is counted for righte- 
ouſneſs. 

6 Even as David alſo deſcribeth the 
bleſſedneſs of the man unto whom God 
imputeth righteouſneſs without works, 
7 Saying, Bleſſed are they whoſe 
iniquities are forgiven, and whoſe ſins 
are covered. | 

8 Bleſſed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute fin. 

9 Cometh this bleſſedneſs then upon 
the circumciſion only, or upon the un- 
circumciſion alſo? for we ſay that 
faith was reckoned to Abraham for 
righteouſneſs. =” 
10 How was it then reckoned ? when 


he was in circumciſion, or in uncircum- 
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ciſion? Not in circumciſion, but in 


uncircumciſion. 

11 And he received the ſign of cir- 
cumciſion, a ſeal of the righteouſneſs 
of the faith which he had yet being un- 
circumciſed: that he might be the fa- 
ther of all them that believe, though 
they be not circumciſed, that righteouſ- 
neſs might be imputed unto them allo : 

12 And the father of cirèumciſion 
to them who are not of the circumci- 
ſion only, but who alſo walk in the 
ſteps of that faith of our father Abra- 
ham, which he had being yet uncir- 
cumciſed. 

13 For the promiſe that he ſhould 
be the heir of the world was not to 
Abraham, or to his ſeed, through the 
law, but through the righteouſneſs of 
faith. | | 

14 For if they which are of the law 
be heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promiſe made of none effect : 

15 Becauſe the law worketh wrath. 
For where no law is, there is no tranſ- 
greſſion. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that it 
might be by grace; to the end the 
promiſe might be ſure to all the ſeed, 

not to that only which is of the law, 
but to that alſo which is of the faith of 
Abraham, who is the father of us all. 

17 (As it is written, I have made 
thee a father of many nations,) before 
him whom he believed, even God, 
who quickeneth the dead, and calleth 
thoſe things which be not as though 
they were. 

18 Who againſt hope believed in 
hope, that he might become the father 


of many nations; according to that 
which was ſpoken, So ſhall thy ſeed be: 
19 And being not weak in faith, he 


conſidered not his own body now dead, 


when he was about an hundred years 
old; neither yet the deadneſs of Sarah's 
womb : 

20 He ſtaggered not at the promiſe 
of God through unbelief; but was ſtrong 
in faith, giving glory to God. 

21 And being fully perſuaded that 
what he had promiſed, he was able al 
ſo to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteouſneſs. 

23 Now it was not written for his 
ſake alone, that 1t was 1mputed to him; 


24 But for us alſo, to whom it ſhall 


be imputed, if we believe on him that 
raiſed up Jeſus our Lord from the 


dead, | 
25 Who was delivered for our of- 


juſtification. 


CHAP. V. 


Being juſtified by faith, we have peace 
£20 | with God. 


THEREFORE being juſtified by 
faith we have peace with God through 


our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. _ | 
2 By whom alſo we have acceſs, by 


faith, into this grace wherein we ſtand, 
and rejoice in hope of the glory of 


God. 
3 And not only fo, but we glory in 
tribulations alſo; knowing that tribula- 


tion worketh patience ; 


fences, and was raiſed again for our 
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4 And patience experience ; and ex- 
perience hope: 

5 And hope maketh not aſhamed; 
becauſe the love of God is ſhed abroad 
in our hearts by the Holy Ghoſt which 
is given unto us. 
6 For when we were yet without 
ſtrength, in due time Chriſt died for 
the ungodly. 

7 For ſcarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for a 
good man ſome would even dare to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love to- 
ward us; in that while we were yet 
ſinners Chriſt died for us. 

Much more then, being now juſ- 
tified by his blood, we ſhall be ſaved 
from wrath through him. 

10 For if when we were enemies we 
were reconciled to God by the death 
of his Son, much more being recon- 
ciled, we ſhall be ſaved by his life. 

11 And not only ſo, but we alſo joy 
in God through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
by whom we have now received the 
atonement. . 

12 1 Wherefore, as by one man ſin 

entered into the world, and death by 
fin ; and ſo death paſſed upon all men, 
for that all have ſinned. 

13 For until the law fin was in the 
world: but fin is not imputed when 
there is no law. 1 

14 Nevertheleſs, death reigned from 
Adam to Moſes, even over them that 
had not ſinned after the ſimilitude of 
Adam's tranſgreſſion, who is the figure 
of him that was to come. 

15 But not as the offence, ſo alſo is 


ſinned, ſo is the gift. 


the free gift, For if through the offence 


of one many be dead, much more the 
grace of God, and the gift by grace, 
which 1s by one man, Jeſus Chriſt, hath 
abounded unto many. 

16 And not as it was by one that 
For the judge. 
ment was by one to condemnation, 
but the free gift is of many offences un. 
to juſtification. 

17 J For if by one man's offence 
death reigned. by one ; much more they 
which receive abundance of grace and 
of the gift of righteouſneſs ſhall reign 
in life by one, Jeſus Chriſt. | 

18 Therefore as by the offence of 
one, judgement came upon all men to 
condemnation, even ſo by the righte- 
ouſneſs of one, the free gift came upon 
all men unto juſtification of life. 

19 For as by one man's diſobedience 
many were made ſinners, ſo by the obe- 


dience of one ſhall many be made 


righteous. 

20 Moreover, the law .entered that 
the offence might abound. But where 
ſin abounded, grace did much more 
abound. | : 
21 That as fin hath reigned unto 
death, even ſo might grace reign through 
righteouſneſs unto eternal life by Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord. 


CHAP... VE 


We muſt not live in fin, nor let fin reign 
| in us. 


WHAT ſhall we ſay then? ſhall 
we continue in fin that grace may a- 
bound? 


—_— 
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2 God forbid. How ſhall we, that 
are dead to hn, live any longer there- 
in? | 

Know ye not that ſo many of us 
as Were baptized into Jeſus Chriſt were 
baptized into his death? 

Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptiſm into death : that like as 
Chriſt was raiſed up from the dead by 
the glory of the Father, even ſo we 
alſo ſhould walk in Dawid of life. 

5 For if we have been planted toge- 

ther in the likeneſs of his death, we 
ſhall be alſo in the likeneſs of his 
reſurrection. 

6 Knowing this, that our old man 
is crucified with him, that the body of 
ſin might be deſtroyed, that henceforth 
we ſhould not ſerve fin. 

7 For he that is dead is free from 
fin, 

8 Now if we he dead with Chriſt, 
we believe that we ſhall alſo live with 
him: | 

9 Knowing that Chriſt, being raiſed 
from the dead, dieth no more ; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died un- 
to ſin once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. 


11 Likewiſe reckon ye alſo your- 


ſelves to be dead indeed unto fin, but 
alive unto God through Jeſus Chrilt 
our Lord. 
12 J Let not ſin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye ſhould obey 
it in the luſts thereof, 

13 Neither yield ye your members 
as inſtruments of unrighteouſneſs unto 


1 


thoſe that are alive from the dead, and 
your members as inſtruments of righ- 
teouſneſs unto God. 

14 For ſin ſhall not have dominion 

over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace. 

15 What then? ſhall we fin, be- 
cauſe we are not under the law, but 
under grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not that to whom ye 
yield yourſelves ſervants to obey, his 
ſervants ye are to whom ye obey ; whe- 
ther of fin unto death, or of obedience 
unto righteouſneſs? _ 

17 But God be thanked that ye 
were the ſervants of ſin; but ye have 
obeyed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from ſin, 
ye became the ſervants of ren 
neſs. 

19 I ſpeak after the manner of men, 
becauſe of the infirmity of your fleſh. 
For as ye have yielded your members 
ſervants to uncleanneſs and to iniquity, 
unto iniquity ; even ſo now yield your 
members ſervants to righteouſneſs, un- 
to holinels. 

20 For when ye were the ſervants 
of ſin, ye were free from righteouſneſs. 

21 What fruit had ye then in thoſe 
things whereof ye are now aſhamed? 
for the end of thoſe things is death. 

22 But now being made free mn 
ſn, and become ſervants to God, 
have your fruit unto holineſs, nd the 
end everlaſting life. 

23 1 For the wages of fin is death 
but the gift of God is eternal life 


ſin: but yield yourlelves unto God as 


through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, 
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No law hath power over a man longer 


than he lweth, ESc. | 


KNOW ye not brethren, (for 1 
ſpeak to them that know the law,) how 
that the law hath dominion over a man 
as long as he liveth ? 

2 For the woman which hath an 
huſband is bound by the law to her huſ- 
band ſo long as he liveth; but if the 


huſband be dead, ſhe 1s looſed from the | 


law of her huſband. 

3 So then if while her huſband liv- 
eth ſhe be married to another man, 
ſhe ſhall be called an adultereſs : but 
if her huſband be dead, ſhe is free 
from that law ; ſo- that the 15 no adul- 
tereſs, though ſhe be married to ano- 
ther man. | 

4 Wherefore, my brathrin, ye alſo 
are become dead to the law by the 
body of Chriſt : that ye ſhould be mar- 
ned to another, even to him who 1s 
raiſed from the dead; that we ſhould 
bring forth fruit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the fleſh, 
the motions of fins which were by the 
law did work in our members to bring 
forth fruit unto death : 

6 But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein we 


were held; that we ſhould ſerve in| 


newneſs of ſpirit, and not in the old- 
nels of the letter. 

71 What ſhall we ſay then? Is the 
law ſr ? God forbid. Nay, I had 


Mo 


had not known luſt, except the law 
had ſaid, Thou ſhalt not covet. 

8 But fin taking cccalion by the 
commandment wrought in me all man- 
ner of concupiſcence. For without 
the law ſin was dead. | 

9 For I was alive without the law 


once: but when the commandment 


came, fin revived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which 
was ordained to life, I found to be 
unto death. 

11 For fin taking occaſion by the 
commandment deceived me, and by 


it ſlew me. 
12 J Wherefore the law is holy; 


and good. 

13 Was then that which is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But fin, that it might appear fin, work- 
ing death in me by that which is good; 
that fin by the commandment might 
become exceeding ſinful. 

14 For we know that the law is 
ſpiritual : but I am carnal, ſold under 
ſin. 


15 For that which I do, I allow 


| not: for what I would, that do I not; 


but what I hate, that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I would 
not, I conſent unto the law that it is 
good. 

Now then, It is no more I that 
hot it, but fin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that in me, that 1s, 
in my fleſh, dwelleth no good thing: 
for to will is preſent with me ; but how 
to perform that which 1s good, I 0 
not. | 


not known fin but by the law: for 1 


and the commandment _— and juſt 
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19 For the good that I would I do 
not: but the evil which I would not 
that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, 
jt is no more I that do it, but fin that 
dwelleth in me. 

21 I find then a law, that when I 
would do good, evil 1s preſent with| 
me. | 
22 For I delight in the law of God 
after the inward man. 

23 But I ſee another law in my 
members, warring againſt the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into cap- 
tivity to the law of fin, which is in my 
members. 

24 O wretched man that I and! who 

ſhall deliver me from the body of this 
death ? 
25 I thank God through Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord. So then, with the 
mind I myſelf ſerve the law of God, 
but with os fleſh the law of ſin. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Mo are free from condem nation. 


THERE is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them which are in Chriſt 
Jeſus, who walk not after the fleſh 
but after the Spirit. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of life 
in Chriſt Jeſus hath made me free from 
the law of {in and death. 

3 For what the law could not do 
In that it was weak through the fleſh, 
God ſending his own Son, in the 5h 
nels of ſinful flaſh, and hon ſin con- 
demned fin in the fleſh :

4 That the righteouſneſs of the law 


might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 


after the fleſh, but after the Spirit. 

5 © For they that are after the fleſh. 
do mind the things of the fleſh : but 
they that are after the Spirit, the things 
of the Spirit. 

6 1 For to be carnally minded is 
death, but to be ſpiritually minded is life 


and peace; 


7 Becauſe the carnal mind is enmity 


againſt God; for it is not ſubject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the fleſh 
cannot pleaſe. God. 


9 But ye are not in the feh but in 


the Spirit, if ſo be that the Spirit of 
Now if any man 


God dwell in you. 
have not the Spirit of Chriſt, he is none 


of his. c 
10 And if Chriſt be in you, the body 


is dead becauſe of ſin; but the Spirit 


is life becauſe of righteouſneſs. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that raiſ- 
ed up Jeſus from the dead, dwell in 
you, he that raiſed up Chriſt from 
the dead ſhall alſo quicken your mor- 


tal bodies, by his Spirit that dwelleth 7 


in you. 

12 Therefore, boca 
debtors, not to the fleſh, to live after 
the fleſh. 

13 1 For if ye live aſter the fleſh, 
[hall die: but if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify the deeds of the body, 
ve ſhall hve. 

14 For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the ſons of God. 

15 For ye havenot received the Spi- 
rit of bondage again to fear;

but ye

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have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby wecry Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit jitſelf beareth witneſs 
with our ſpirit. that we are the children |t 
of God: 

17 And if children, hiv heirs ; heirs 
of God, and joint-heirs with Chriſt: if 
ſo be that we ſuffer with him, that we 
may be alſo glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the ſufferings of 
this preſent time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which ſhall 
be revealed in us. 

19 For the earneſt expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the manifeſtation 
of the ſons of God. 

20 For the creature was made fi. 
Jett to vanity, not willingly, but by rea- 
ſon of him who hath ſubjected the ſame 
in hope: 

21 Becauſe the creature itſelf alſo 
ſhall be delivered from the bondage of 
corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now : 

23 And not only they, but ourſelves 
alſo which have the firſt- fruits of the 
Spirit, even we ourſelves groan with- 
in ourſelves, waiting for the adoption, 
to wit, the redemption of our body. 

24 For we are ſaved by hope. But 
hope that is ſeen is not hope: for what 
a man ſceth why doth he yet hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we ſee 
not, then do we with patience walt 
for it. 

26 Likewiſe the Spirit alſo helpeth 
our infirmities. For we know not what| 


we ſhould pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itſelf maketh interceſſion for us 
With groanings which cannot be ut— 
tered. 

27 And he that ſearcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spi- 
rit, becauſe he maketh interceſſion for 
the ſaints, according to the will of God. 

28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpoſe. 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he 
alſo did predeſtinate to be conformed 
to the image of his Son, that he might 
be the firſt-born among many brethren, 
30 Moreover, whom he did predeſ. 
tinate, them he alſo called : and whom 
he called, them he alſo juſtified: and 
_ he juſtified, them he alſo glori- 
fie 
31 What ſhall we then ſay to the. 
things? If God be for us, who can be 
againſt us ? 

32 He that ſpared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how 
{hall he not with him alſo freely oe 
us all things? | 

33 Who ſhall lay any thing to the 
charge of God's elect? It is God that 
juſtifieth: 

34 Who is he that condemneth ? It 
is Ghrif that died, yea, rather that 1s 
riſen again, who 1s even at the right 
hand of God, who alſo maketh inter- 
ceſſion for us. 
| 925 Who ſhall ſeparate us from the 
love of Chriſt? Shall tribulation ? or 
diſtreſs? or perſecution? or famine? 


or nakedneſs? or peril ? or ſword ? 


Who ſhall ſeparate us from the love of Chriſt, ver. 35.) What creature, or occaſion, ſhall cauſe us to withdraw our love 


from him, and conſequently cauſc him to turn away his love from us ? 
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36 As it is written, For thy ſake we 
are killed all the day long: we are ac- 
counted as ſheep for the ſlaughter. 
37 Nay, in all theſe things we are 

more than conquerors through him that 
loved us. 

38 For I am perſuaded that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things pre-| 
ſent, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature ſhall be able to ſeparate 
us from the love of God which 1s in 
Chriſt Jeſus our Lord. 


CHAP, IX. 
Paul's forrow for the Jews, &c. 


I SAY the truth in Chriſt, I lie not, 
my conſcience alſo bearing me witneſs 
in the Holy Ghoſt, 

2 That I have great heavineſs and 
continual ſorrow in my heart. 

3 For I could wiſh that myſelf were 
accurſed from Chriſt for my brethren, 
my kinſmen according to the fleſh : 

4 Who are Iſraelites; to whom per- 
taineth the adoption, ad the glory, 
and the covenants, and the giving of 
the law, and the ſervice of God, and 
the promiſes ; ; 

5 Whoſe are the fathers, and of 
whom as concerning the fleſh Chriſt 


came, who is over all, God bleſſed for 7 


ever. Amen. 

6 Not as though the word of God 
hath taken none effect: for they are 
not all Iſrael which are of Iſrael: 


(9m2]. 


7 Neither becauſe they are the ſeed 
of Abraham, are they all children : bat, 
In Iſaac ſhall thy ſeed be called. 

8 That 1s, They which are the chil- 
dren of the fleſh, theſe are not the chil- 
dren of God: but the children of the 
promiſe are counted for the ſeed. 

9 For this is the word of promiſe, At 
this time will I come, and Sarah ſhall 
have a ſon. 

10 And not only this; but when 
Rebecca alſo had conceived by one, 
even by our father Iſaac ; 

11 For the children being not yet 


je neither having done any good or 


evil, that the purpoſe of God accord- 


ing to election might ſtand, not of 


works, but of him that calleth; 

12 It was ſaid unto her, The eldet 
ſhall ſerve the younger. 

13 As 1t 1s written, Jacob have I 
loved, but Eſau have I hated. 

14 What ſhall we ſay then? Is there 
unrighteouineſs with God? God for- 
bid. 

15 For he ſaith to o Moſes, I will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy z 
and I will have compaſſion on whom I 
will have compaſſion. 

16 So then it is not of him that will- 
eth, nor of him that runneth, but of 


God that ſheweth mercy. 


17 For the ſcripture ſaith unto Pha- 


raoh, Even for this ſame purpoſe have 
I raiſed thee up, that I might ſhew my 
ower in thee, and that my name might 
be declared throughout all the earth. 


18 Therefore hath he mercy on | 


whom he will have mercy, and whom 
he will he hardeneth. 
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19 Thou wilt ſay then unto me, 
Why doth he yet find fault; for who 
hath reſiſted his will; 

20 Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that replieſt againſt God? ſhall the 
thing formed ſay to him that formed 
it, Why haſt thou made me thus? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the clay of the ſame lump, to make one 
veſſel unto honour, and another unto 
diſhonour ? | 

22 What if God willing to ſhew 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long ſuf— 
fering the veſſels of wrath fitted to 
deſtruction : | 

23 And that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the veſſels 
of mercy, which he had afore prepar- 
ed unto glory? 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jews only, but alſo of the 
Gentiles. 

25 4 As he ſaith alſo in Oſee, I will 
call them my people which were not 
my people; and her beloved, which 
was not beloved. 

26 And it ſhall come to paſs, that 
in the place where it was ſaid unto 
them, Ye are not my people, there 
ſhall they be called, The children of 
the living God. 

27 Eſaias alſo crieth concerning II- 
rael, Though the number of the chil- 
dren of Iſrael be as the ſand of the 
ſea, a remnant ſhall be ſaved. 

28 For he will finiſh the work, and 
cut it ſhort in righteouſneſs ; becauſe 
a ſhort work will the Lord make upon 

the earth. 


lieveth.

29 And as Eſaias ſaid before, Ex. 
cept the Lord of Sabbaoth had left us 
a ſeed, we had been as Sodoma, and 
been made like unto Gomorrha. 

30 What ſhall we ſay then? That 
the Gentiles, which followed not after 
righteouſneſs, have attained to righte. 
ouſneſs, even the righteouſneſs which 
woof farth + 

31 But Iſrael, which followed after 
the law of righteouſneſs, hath not 
attained to the law of righteouſneſs. 

32 Wherefore? becauſe they ſought 
it not by faith, but as it were by the 
works of the law: for they fumbled 
at that ſtumbling-ſtone ; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay 
in Sion a ſtumbling-ſtone, and rock of 
offence: and whoſoever believeth on 


him ſhall not be aſhamed. 
C Haff. 


The difference of the righteou iſneſs of the 
law, and that of faith, &c. 


BRETHREN, my heart's deſire, 
and prayer to God for Iſrael is, that 
they might be ſaved. 

2 For I bear them record that they 
have a zeal of God, but not according 
to knowledge. 

3 For they being ignorant of God's 
righteouſneſs, and going about to eſ- 
tabliſh their own righteouſneſs, have 
not ſubmitted themſelves unto the righ- 
teouſneſs of God. 

4 For Chriſt is the end of the law 
for righteouſneſs to every one that be- 
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5 For Moſes deſcribeth the righte- 
ouſneſs which is of the law, That the 
man which doeth thoſe things {hall ive 
by them. 

6 But the righteouſneſs which is of 
faith ſpeaketh on this wiſe, Say not in 
thine heart, Who ſhall aſcend into 
heaven? that is, to bring Chriſt down 
from above : 

7 Or, Who ſhall deſcend into the 
deep? hes 5 1s, to bring up Chriſt a__ 
rol the dead. 

8 But what ſaith it? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart: that is, the word of faith 
which we preach; 

9 That if thou ſhalt confeſs with thy 
mouth the Lord Jeſus, and ſhalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raiſ- 
ed him from the dead, thou ſhalt be 
ſaved. 

10 For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteouſneſs, and with the mouth 
confeſhon is made unto ſalvation. 

11 1 For the ſcripture faith, Whoſo- 
ever believeth on him ſhall not be 
aſhamed. 

12 J For there is no difference be- 
tween the Jew and the Greek: for the 
ſame Lord over all is rich unto all that 
call upon him. 

13 For whoſoever ſhall call upon 
the name of the Lord ſhall be ſaved. 

14 How then ſhall they call on him 
in whom they 
how ſhall they believe %in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how ſhall 
they hear without a preacher ? 

135 And how ſhall they preach, ex- 
cept they be ſent? as it is written, How 


thither, 


have not believed ? and 


beautiful are the feet of them that 
preach the goſpel of peace, and bring 
glad tidings of good things! 

16 But "they have not all obeyed the 
goſpel: for Eſaias ſaith, Lord, who 
hath believed our report ? 

17 So then faith cometh by hearing, | 
and hearing by the word of God. 

18 But I ſay, Have they not heard? 
Yes, verily, their ſound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the 
ends of the world. 

19 But I ſay, Did not Iſrael know? 
Firſt, Moſes faith, I will provoke you 
to jealouſy by them that are no peo- 
ple, and by a fooliſh nation J will an- 
ger 

20 But Eſaias is very bold, and faith, 
I was found of them that ſought me 
not; I was made manifeſt unto them 
that aſked not after me. 

21 But to Iſrael he ſaith, All day 
long J have ſtretched forth my hands 
unto a diſobedient and gainſaying * 
ple. 


CHAN 
God hath not caf off all Iſrael: ſome were 
elected, &c. 


I SAY then, Hath God caſt away 
his people ? God forbid. For I alſo am 
an Iſraelite of the ſeed of Abraham, of 
the tribe of Benjamin. 

2 God hath not caſt away his people 
which he foreknew. Wot ye not what 
the ſcripture ſaith of Elias? how he 
maketh interceſſion to God againſt If- 
rael, ſaying, 


Or, Who ſhall deſcend into the deep ? ver, 7.] To learn how we may be redeemed from thence, and may eſcape coming 
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3 Lord, they have killed thy pro- 
phets, and digged down thine altars ; 
gol I am left alone, and they ſeek my 
lite 

4 But what ſaith the ler of God 
unto him? I have reſerved to myſelf 
ſeven thouſand men, who have not 
bowed the knee to the image of Baal. 

5 Even ſo then at this preſent time 
alſo there is a remnant according to the 
election of grace. 

6 And if by grace, then 1s it no 
more of works: otherwiſe grace 1s no 
more grace. But if it be of works, 
then is it no more grace: otherwiſe 
work is no more work. 

7 1 What then? Iſrael hath not 
obtained that which he ſeeketh for ; but 
the election hath obtained it, and the 
reſt were blinded. | 

8 According as it is written, God 
hath given them the ſpirit of ſlumber, 
eyes that they ſhould not ſee, and ears 


that they ſhould not hear, unto this| 
were broken off, that I might be graffed 


9 And David faith, Let their table fi 
be made a ſnare, and a trap, and a 


day. 


ſtumbling- block, and a recompence un- 
to them. 


10 Let their eyes be darkened, that 


they may not ſee, and bow down their 
back alway. 


11 I fay then, Have they ſtumbled, | 


that they ſhould fall? God forbid : 
but rather, through their fall, ſalvation 
is come unto the Gentiles, for to pro- 
voke them to jealouſy. 


12 Now if the fall of them be 


the riches of the world, and the di- 


— — 


Gentiles; how much more their ful. 
neſs? 

13 For I ſpeak to you Gentiles; in 
as much as I am the apoſtle of the Gen- 
tiles, I magnify mine office; 

14 If by any means I may provoke 
to emulation them which are my fleſh, 


[and might ſave ſome of them. 


15 For if the caſting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what 
ſhall the receiving of them be, but life 
from the dead ? | 

16 For if the firſt-fruit be holy, the 
lump is alſo holy: and if the root be 
holy, ſo are the branches. 

17 And if ſome of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive-tree, wert graffed in amongſt them, 
and with them partakeſt of the root and 
fatneſs of the olive-tree; 

18 J Boaſt not againſt the branches. 


But if thou boaſt, thou beareſt not the 


root, but the root thee. 
19 Thou wilt ſay then, The tes | 


in. 
20 Well; becauſe of unbelief they 


were broken off, and thou ſtandeſt by 
faith. Be not high- minded, but fear: 
21 For if God ſpared not the natural 
branches, take heed leſt he alſo ſpare 
not thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodneſs 
and ſeverity of God: on them which 
fell, ſeverity; but toward thee, good- 
neſs; if thou continue in his goodneſs; 
otherwiſe thou alſo ſhalt be cut off. 

23 And they alſo, if they abide not 
ſtill in unbelief, ſhall be graffed in: for 


miniſhing of them the riches of the 


God is able to graft them in again. 
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4 For if thou wert cut out of the 
ein tree which is wild by nature, and 
wert graffed contrary to nature into a 

ood olive-tree; how much more ſhall 
theſe, which be the natural branches, 
be graffed into their own olive-tree ? 


25 For I would not, brethren, that | 


ye ſhould be ignorant of this myſtery, 
leſt ve ſhould be wiſe in your own 
conceits ; That blindneſs in part is hap- 
pened to Iſrael until the fulneſs of the 
Gentiles be come in. 

26 And ſo all Ifrael ſhall be ſaved: 
as it is written, There ſhall come out of 
Sion the Deliverer, and ſhall turn a- 
"y ungodlineſs from Jacob. 

For this is my covenant unto 
he when I ſhall take away their ſins. 

28 As concerning the goſpel, they 
are enemies for your ſakes: but as 
touching the election, they are beloved 
for the fathers ſakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times paſt have not 
believed God, yet have now obtained 
mercy through their unbelief; 

31 Even ſo have theſe alſo now not 
believed, that through your mercy they 
alſo may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath conetudal them 
all in unbelief, that he might have 
mercy upon all. 

33 O the depth of the riches both 
of the wiſdom and knowledge of God! | 
how unſearchable are his judgements, 
and his ways paſt finding out! 

34 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord? or who hath been his 

counſellor? 
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35 Or who hath firſt given to him, 


and it ſhall be recompenſed vnto Him 
again ! ? 

36 For of him, and through' him, 
and to him are all things: to whom be. 


glory for ever. Amen. 
CHAP. XIE ; 
Pride forbidden, Sc. 
I BESEECH you therefore breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, that ye 


oreſent your bodies a living ſacrifice, 
holy acceptable unto God, which is 
your reaſonable ſervice. | 

2 And be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by the 


renewing of your mind, that ye may 


prove what is that good, and accept- 
able and perfect will of God. 


3 1 For I ſay through the grace given 
man that is among 


unto me, to every 
you, not to think of himſelf more high- 
ly than he ought to think; but to 
think ſoberly according as God hath 
dealt to every man the meaſure of 


faith. 


4 For as we have many members in 


one body, and all members have not 


the ſame office. 


5 So we, being many, are one body E 
in Chriſt, and every one members one 


of another. 

6 4 Having then gifts differing ac- 
cording to the grace that is given to 
us, whether prophecy, let us prophe- 
cy according to the proportion of faith; 

7 Or miniſtry. let us wait on our 
miniſtering: or he that teacheth on 


teaching ; 
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8 Or he that exhorteth on exhor- 
tation; he that giveth, let him do it 
with ſimplicity ; he that ruleth, with 


— 


diligence; he that ſheweth mercy, with 


cheerfulneſs. 
9 Let love be without diſſimulation. 


Abhor that which is evil; cleave to 
that which is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to a- 
nother with brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another ; 

11 Not ſlothful in buſineſs ; fervent 
in ſpirit ſerving the Lord ; 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in 
tribulation ; continuing inſtant in pray- 

| 
13 Diſtributing to the neceſſity of 
ſaints; given to hoſpr ality. 

14 Bleſs them which perſecute you: 


7 bleſs, and curſe not. | 
135 Rejoice with them that do re- 


Joice, and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the ſame mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but 
condeſcend to men of low eſtate. Be 
not wiſe in your own conceits. 


17 Recompence to no man evil for| 


evil. Provide things honeſt in the 


ſight of all men. | | 
18 If it be poſſible, as much as 


lieth in you, live peaceably with all 
men. | | 


19 4 Dearly beloved, avenge not 


yourſelves, but rather give place unto 
Wrath: for it is written, Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay, faith the Lord. 

20 Therefore if thine enemy hun- 
ger, feed him; if he thirſt, give him 
drink : for in ſo doing thou ſhalt heap 
coals of fire on his head. 


2» 


21 Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 


CHAP. XIII. 
Of duties to magiſtrates, Ge. 
LET every ſoul be ſubje& unto the 


higher powers. For there is no power 
but of God: the powers that be are 
ordained of God. | 

2 Whoſoever therefore reſiſteth the 
power, reſiſteth the ordinance of God: 
and they that reſiſt ſhall receive to 
themſelves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but' to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power ? do 
that which 1s good, and thou ſhalt have 
praiſe of the ſame : 

4 For he 1s the miniſter of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which 1s evil, be afraid; for he bear- 
eth not the ſword in vain : for he 1s 
the miniſter of God, a revenger to exe- 
cute wrath upon him that doeth evil. 

5 Whexefore ye muſt needs be ſub— 
ject, not only for wrath, but alſo for 
conſcience ſake. 5 

6 For, for this cauſe pay ye tribute 
alſo; for they are God's miniſters, at- 
tending continually upon this very 
thing. | | 
7 Render therefore to all their dues: 
tribute, to whom tribute is due; cul- 


tom to whom cuſtom; fear, to whom 


fear; honour, to whom honour. 
8 1 Owe no man any thing, but to 
love one another; for he that loveth 


another hath fulfilled the law. 
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For this, Thou ſhalt not commit 
adultery, Thou ſhalt not kill, Thou 
ſhalt not ſteal, Thou ſhalt not bear 
falſe witneſs, Thou ſhalt not. covet : 
and if there be any other command- 
ment, it is briefly comprehended in 
this ſaying, namely, Thou ſhalt love 
thy neighbour as th vlelt. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his neigh- 
bour: therefore love is the fulfilling 
of the law. 

11 T And that, knowing the time, 

that now it 1s high time to awake out 

of ſleep for now is our ſalvation 

nearer than when we believed. 

12 The night 1s far ſpent, the day 
is at hand: let us therefore caſt off the 
works of darkneſs, and let us put on 
the armour of light. x 

13 Let us walk honeſtly, as in the 
day; not in rioting and drunkenneſs, 
not in chambering and wantonneſs, not 
in ſtrife and envying. 

14 But put ye on the Lord Jeſus 
Chrift, and make not proviſion for the 
fleſh, to fulfil the luſts thereof. 


CHAP. XIV. 


Men may not contemn or condemn one an- 


other = things ind Herent, Sc. 


H I M that is weak 1 in the faith re: 
ceive ye, but not to doubtful diſputa- 
tions. 

2 For one believeth that he may eat 
all things: another, who is weak, eat- 
eth herbs. 

3 © Let not him that eateth deſpiſe 
him that eateth not; and let not him 


on] 


which eateth not, judge him that eateth: 
for God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgeſt ano 
ther man's ſervant? to his own maſter 
he ſtandeth or falleth. Yea, he ſhall 
be holden up; for God 1s able to make 
him ſtand. 

5 One man eſteemeth one day ne” 
another: another eſteemeth every day 
alike. Let every man be fully per- 
ſuaded in his own mind. 

6 He that regardeth the day, regard- 
eth 1t unto the Lord: and he that re- 
gardeth not the day, to the Lord he 
doth not regard it. He that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth not, to the 
Lord he eateth not, and giveth God 
thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himſelf 
and no man dieth to himſelf. 

8 For whether we live, we hve un- 


to the Lord; and whether we. die, 


we die unto the Lord: whether we 
live therefore, or die, we are the 
Lord's. 

9 For to this end Chriſt both died 
and roſe and revived, that he might be 
Lord both of the dead and living. 

10 But why doſt thou judge thy 
brother? or why doſt thou Jet at 
nought thy brother? for we ſhall all 
ſtand before the Jjudgement-ſeat of 
Chriſt. 
11 For it is written, As TX: live, ſaith 
the Lord, every knee ſhall bow to 
me, -and every aer ſhall n to 
God. 

12 So then every one of us ſhall 
give account of himſelf to God. 


ROMANS. 


23 1 Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more: but judge this ra- 
ther that no man put a ſtumbling-block 
or an occaſion to fall in his brother's 
way. 

14 I know, and am perſuaded by the 
Lord Jeſus, that there is nothing un- 
clean of itſelf: but to him that eſteem- 
eth any thing to be unclean, to him it 
is unclean. f 

15 But if thy brother be grieved 


with thy meat, now walkeſt thou not 


charitably. Deſtroy not him with thy 
meat for whom Chriſt died. | 
16 Let not then your good be evil 


ſpoken of : 
17 For the kingdom of God is not 


meat and drink, but righteouſneſs, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghoſt: 

18 For he that in theſe things ſerv- 
eth Chriſt, is acceptable to God, and 


approved of men. 
19 Let us therefore follow after the 


things which make for peace, and things 
wherewith one may edify another. 
20 For meat deſtroy not the work of 


God. All things indeed are pure ; but|g 


it is evil for that man who eateth with 
offence. 53 | 

21 It1s neither to eat fleſh, nor 
to drink wine, nor any thing whereby 
thy brother ſtumbleth, or is offended, 
or is made weak. 

22 Haſt thou faith? have it to thy- 
ſelf before God. Happy is he th 
condemneth not himſelf in that thing 


which he alloweth. 
23 And he that doubteth is damned 


if he eat, becauſe he eateth not of faith: 
ye Gentiles ; and laud him, all ye people. 


for whatſoever is not of faith, is ſin.

CHAP. XY. 
The ftrong muſt bear with the weak, Gc. 


WE then that are ſtrong ought to 
bear the infirmities of the weak, and 
not to pleaſe ourſelves. 

2 J Let every one of us pleaſe his 
neighbour for his good to edification. 

3 For even Chrilt pleaſed not him- 
ſelf; but, as 1t 1s written, The re- 
proaches of them that reproached thee 
fell on me. 

4 For whatſoever things were writ- 
ten aforetime were written for our learn- 
ing, that we through patience and com- 
tort of the ſcriptures might have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and 
conſolation grant you to be like-mind- 
ed one toward another, according to 
Chriſt Jeſus: £6 

6 That ye may with one mind and 
one mouth glorify God, even the Fa- 
ther of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

7 1 Wherefore receive ye one ano- 
ther, as Chriſt alſo received us to the 
lory of God. | 

8 Now I ſay that Jeſus Chriſt was a 
miniſter of the circumciſion for the 
truth of God, to confirm the promiſes 
made unto the fathers: 

9 And that the Gentiles might glo- 
rify God for his mercy; as it is written, 
For this cauſe I will confeſs to thee a- 
mong the Gentiles, and fing unto thy 
name. 

10 And again he faith, Rejoice, ye 
Gentiles, with his people. be. 
11 And again, Praiſe the Lord, all 


For meat deſtroy not the work of God, ver. 20. For ſuch a ſmall matter as the eating a little meat, or for the uſe of any 


indittc rent thing. 
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12 And again Eſaias ſaith, There 
ſhall be a root of Jeſſe, and he that 
ſhall riſe to reign over the Gentiles; in 
E. ſhall the Gentiles truſt. 

3 Now the God of hope fill you 
with "at; joy and peace in believing, that 
ye may abound in hope through the 
| power of the Holy Ghoſt. 
| 14 And I myſelf alſo am perſuaded 
of you, my brethren, that ye alſo are 
full of goodneſs, filled with all know- 
ledge, able alſo to admoniſh one ano- 
ther. 

15 Nevertheleſs, brethren, I have 
written the more boldly unto you in 
ſome ſort, as putting you in mind, be- 
cauſe of the grace that 1s given to me 
of God, 

16 That I ſhould be the miniſter of 
Jeſus Chriſt to the Gentiles, miniſter- 
ing the Goſpel of God, that the offer- 
ing up of the Gentiles might be ac- 
ceptable, being ſanctified by the Holy 
Ghoſt, 


17 I have therefore whereof I may 


E glory through Jeſus Chriſt in thoſe 


things which pertain to God. 

18 For I will not dare to ſpeak of 
any of thoſe things which Chriſt hath 
not wrought by me, to make the Gen- 
tiles obedient, by word and deed, 

19 Through mighty ſigns and won- 
ders, by the power of the Spirit of 
God; ſo that from Jeruſalem and round 
about unto IIlyricum, I have fully 
preached the Goſpel of Chriſt. 

20 Yea, ſo have {trived to preach 
the Goſpel, not where Chriſt was nam- 
ed, leſt.

22 For which cauſe alſo I have 
been much hindered from e to 
you. 

23 But now having no more place 
in theſe parts, and having a great de- 


fire theſe many years to come unto _ 


you ; 

24 Whenſoever I take my journey 
into Spain, I will come to you: for I 
truſt to ſee you in my journey, and to 
be brought on my way thitherward by 
you, if firſt I be ſomewhat filled with 
your company. 

25 But now I go unto Jeruſalem to 
miniſter unto the ſaints. 

26 For it hath pleaſed them of Ma- 
cedonia and Achaia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor ſaints which 
are at Jeruſalem. 

27 It hath pleaſed them verily : and 
their debtors they are. For if the Gen- 
tiles have been made partakers of their 
ſpiritual things; their duty is alſo to 
miniſter unto them in carnal things. 

28 When therefore I have perform- 
ed this, and have ſealed to them this 
fruit, I will come by you into Spain. 

29 And I am ſure that when I 
come unto you, I ſhall come in the 
fulneſs of the bleſſing of the Goſpel of 
Chriſt. 

30 Now I beſeech you, brethren, for 
the Lord Jeſus Chrift's ſake, and for 
the love of the Spirit, that ye ſtrive to- 
gether with me in your prayers to God 
for me. | 
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31 That I may be delivered from 
them that do not believe in Judea ; and 
that my ſervice which I have for je- 
ruſalem may be accepted of the ſaints: 

32 That I may come unto you with 
joy by the will of God, and may 
with you be refreſhed. 

3 Now the God of peace be with 
vou all. Amen.

18 For they that are ſuch ſerve not 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, but their own bel- 
ly; and by good words and fair ſpeeches 
deceive the hearts of the ſimple. 

19 For your obedience 1s come 2- 
broad unto all men. I am glad there- 
fore on your behalf: but yet I would 
have you wiſe unto that which is good, 
and ſimple concerning evil. 

20 And the God of peace ſhall 
bruiſe Satan under your feet ſhortly. 
The grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt be

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21 1 Timotheus my work-fellow, 
and Lucius,. and Jaſon, and Sofipater, 
my kinſmen, ſalute you. 

22 I Tertius, who wrote this epil- 
| tle, ſalute you in the Lord. 
223 Gaius mine hoſt, and of the 
whole church, ſaluteth you. Eraſtus 
the chamberlain of the city ſaluteth 
you, and Quartus a brother. 

24 The grace of our Lord

CORINTHIANS. 


' CHAP. 1. 


After ſalutation dnl thankſgiving he ex- 
horteth to unity, Oc. 


AU L, called to be an Apoſtle of 
Jeſus Chriſt through the will of 
God, and Soſthenes our brother, 
2 Unto the church of God which is 
at Corinth, to them that are ſanct ified 
in Chriſt Jeſus, called to be ſaints, with 
all that in every place call upon the 
name of Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, both 
their's and our's : 
3 Grace be unto you, and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 


| 


Jeſus Chriſt, 


4 1 thank my God always on your 
behalf for the grace of God which is 
given you by Jeſus Chriſt; 

5 That in every thing ye are enrich- 
ed by him, in all utterance, and-in all 
knowledge ; 


6 Even as the teſtimony of Chriſt 


was confirmed in you. 

7 So that ye come behind in no gift; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord you 
ſus Chriſt. 

8 Who ſhall alſo confirm vil unto 
the end; that ye may be blameleſs in 
the day of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

9 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto the fellowſhip of his Son 
Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 

10 J Now I beſeech you, brethren, 


by the name of our Lord * Chriſt, 


ſervant 
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that ye all ſpeak the ſame thing, and 
that there be no diviſions among you ; 
but that ye be perfectly joined together 
in the ſame mind, and in the ſame 
judgement. 

11 For it hath been declared unto 
me of you, my brethren, by them which 

are of the houſe of Chloe, that there 
are contentions among you. 

12 T Now this I ſay, that every one 
of you faith, I am of Paul; and, I of 
Apollos; and, Jof Cephas; and, I of 
Chriſt. 

13 Is Chriſt divided? was Paul cru- 
cited for you? or were ye baptized 1 in 
the name of Paul? 

14 I thank God that I baptized none 
of you, but Criſpus and Gaius; 

15 Leſt any ſhould ſay, that 1 had 
baptized in mine own name. 

16 And ] baptized alſo the houſhold 
of Stephanas: beſides, I know not whe- 
ther I baptized any other. 


17 For Chriſt ſent me not to bap- 


tize, but to preach the Goſpel: not with 
wiſdom of words, leſt the croſs of 
Chriſt ſhould be made of none et- 
_ oY 
18 4 For the preaching of the croſs 
is to them that periſh, fooliſhneſs; but 
unto us which are ſaved, it is the power 
of God. 
1009 For it is written, I will deſtroy 
the wiſdom of the wiſe, and will bring 
to nothing the underſtanding of the 


prudent. 
20 Where is the wiſe? where is the 


ſcribe? where is the diſputer of this 


world? hath not God made fooliſh the 
wiſdom of this world ? 


But to preach the Goſpel, ver. 17.] To plant churches, to preach the Goſpel to them that had never heard it before, 


— 


21 For after that, in the wiſdom of 
God, the world by wiſdom knew not 
God ; it pleaſed God by the fooliſhneſs 
of preaching to ſave them that be- 
lieve. 

22 For the Jews require a ſign, and 
the Greeks ſeek after wiſdom : 

23 But we preach Chriſt crucified, 
unto the Jews a ſtumbling-block, and 
unto the Greeks fooliſhneſs ; | 

24 But unto them which are call. 
ed, both Jews and Greeks, Chriſt the 
power of God, and the wiſdom of 
God. 

25 Becauſe the fooliſhneſs of God is 
wiſer than men; and the weakneſs of 
God 1s ſtronger than men, 

26 For ye ſee your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wiſe men after the 
fleſh, not many mighty, not many no- 
ble, are called : 

27 But God hath choſen the fooliſh 
things of the world to confound the 
wiſe; and God hath choſen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty. 

28 And baſe things of the world, 


and things which are deſpiſed, hath 


God choſen, yea, and things which 
are not, to bring to nought things — 
are: 

29 That no fleſh ſhould glory i in his 
preſence. 

30 But of him are ye in Chriſt Jeſus, 
who of God is made unto us wiſdom, 
and righteouſneſs, and ſanctification, 
and redemption. 

31 That, according as it is written, 
He that —— let him _ in the 
Lord. 
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CHAP. II. 
Paul declareth that his preaching far ex- 
celleth all human wiſdom. | 


AND I, brethren, when I came to 
you, came not with excellency of 
ſpeech, or of wiſdom, declaring unto 
you the teſtimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know 
any thing among you ſave Jeſus Chriſt, 

and him crucified. 

3 And J was with you in weaknels, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my ſpeech and my preach- 
ing was not with enticing words of 
man's wiſdom, but in demonſtration of 
the Spirit, and of power. 

5 That your faith ſhould not ſtand 
1 43 wiſdom of men, but in the pow- 
er of God. 

6 Howbeit, we ſpeak wiſdom among 
them that are perfect: yet not the 
wiſdom of this world, nor of the 
princes of this world, that come to 
nought: | 

7 But we ſpeak the wiſdom of God 
in a myſtery, even the hidden wiſdom 
which God ordained before the world 
unto our glory : 

8 Which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the Lord 
of glory: 

9 But as it is written, Eye hath not 
ſeen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things which 
115 hath prepared for them that love 

im. 


10 But God hath revealed them un- 
to us by his Spirit: for the Spirit ſearch- 
eth all things, yea, the deep things of 
God. 

11 For what man knoweth the 
things of a man, ſave the ſpirit of a man 
which is in him? even ſo the things of 
God knoweth no man, but the Spirit 
of God. 

12 Now we have received not the 
ſpirit of the world, but the ſpirit which 
is of God; that we might know the 
things that are freely given to us of 
God, 

13 Which things alſo we ſpeak, not 
in the words which man's wiſdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghoſt teach- 
eth; comparing ſpiritual things with 
firitual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth - 
not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are fooliſhneſs unto him; nei- 
ther can he know them, becauſe they 
are ſpiritually diſcerned. . 

15 But he that is ſpiritual, judgeth 
all things, yet he himſelf is judged of 
no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord, that he may inſtruct him? 
but we have the mind of Chriſt. 


CHAP. 
Milk is fit for children, Oc. 


III. 


AND I, brethren, could not ſpeak 
unto you as unto ſpiritual, but as unto 
carnal, even as unto babes in Chriſt. ; 

2 I have fed you with milk, and 
not with meat; for hitherto ye were

not able to bear it, neither yet now 


are ye able. 

3 1 For ye are yet carnal: for 
whereas there is among you envying 
and ſtrife and diviſions, are ye not car- 
nal, and walk as men? 

4 For while one ſaith, I am of Paul, 
and another, I am of Apollos, are ye 
not carnal ? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who is A- 
3 but miniſters by whom ye be- 
Heved, even as the Lord gave to every 
man ? 

6 I have "00 Apollos watered ; 
but God gave the increaſe. 


7 So then, neither is he that plant- 


eth any thing, neither he that watereth ; 
but God that giveth the increaſe. 
8 Now he that planteth and he that 


watereth are one : and every man ſhall | 


receive his own reward, according to 
his own labour. 

9 For we are labourers together 
* 4 God: ye are God's huſbandry, ye 
are God's building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which 1s given unto me, as a wiſe maſ- 
ter builder I have laid the foundation, 
and another buildeth thereon. But 
let every man take heed how he build- 
eth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no man 
lay than that 1s laid, which is Jeſus 
Chriſt, 

12 Now if any man build upon this 
foundation gold, ſilver, precious ſtones, 
e hay, ſtubble; 

3 Every man's work ſhall be made 
* For the day ſhall declare 
it, becauſe it ſhall be revealed by fire; 


* 


* 


— 


and the fire ſhall try every 1 man's work 
of what ſort it is. 

14 If any man's work abide which 
he hath built thereupon, he ſhall re- 
ceive a reward. 

15 If any man's work ſhall be burn- 
ed, he ſhall ſuffer loſs; but he him- 
ſelf ſhall be ſaved ; yet ſo as by fire. 

16 J Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you ? 

17 If any man defile the temple of 
God, him ſhall God deſtroy: for the 
temple of God 1s holy, which temple 
ye are. 

18 4 Let no man deceive himſelf. 
If any man among you ſeemeth to be 


. [wife in this world, let him become a 


fool, that he may be wiſe. 

19 For the wiſdom of this world 1s 
fooliſhneſs with God. For it is writ- 
ten, He taketh the wiſe in their own 
craftineks. 

20 And again, The Lord inoweti 
the thoughts of the wiſe that they are 
vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glory in 
men. For all things are your's; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world, or life, or 
death, or things preſent, or things to 
come; all are your: 

23 And ye are Chriſt's; and Chriſt . 
is God's. 


CHAP. IV. 
How to account of miniſters, Sc. 


LET a man ſo account of us as of 
the miniſters of Chriſt, and Rewards 
of the yen of God. 


_— 
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2 Moreover, it is required in ſtew- 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me 1t is a very ſmall 
* that I ſhould be judged of you, 
or of man's judgement : yea, I Judge 
not mine ownſelt. 

4 For I know-nothing by myſelf; 
yet am I not hereby juſtified: but he 
that judgeth me is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before 
the time, until the Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkneſs, and will make ma- 
nifeſt the counſels of the hearts: and 
then ſhall every man have praiſe of God. 

6 And theſe things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myſelf and 
to Apollos, for your ſakes; that ye 
might learn in us not to think of men 
above that which is written, that no 
one of you be puffed up for one againſt 
another. 

7 J For who maketh thee to differ 
from another? and what hadſt thou that 
thou didſt not receive? now if thou 
didſt receive it, why doſt thou glory as 
if thou hadſt not received it. 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without us: 
and I would to God ye did reign, 
that we alſo might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath ſent forth 

us the apoſtles laſt, as it were appoint- 
ed to death: for we are made a ſpecta- 
cle unto the world, and to angels, and 
to men. 

10 We are fools for Chriſt's ſake, 
but ye are wiſe in Chriſt ; we are weak, 
but ye are ſtrong; ye are honoutalli6 
but we are deſpiſed. 


(9.0 ] 
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11 Even unto this preſent hour we 
both hunger and thirſt, and are naked, 
and are buffeted, and have no certain 
dwelling- place; 

12 And labour, working with our 
own hands: being reviled, we bleſs; 
being perſecuted, we ſuffer it; 

13 Being defamed, we intreat: we are 
made asthe filth of the world, and are the 
oft-ſcouring of all things unto this day. 

14 I write not theſe things to ſhame 
you, but, as my beloved ons, Iwarn you. 

15 1 For though ye have ten thou- 
ſand inſtructors in Chriſt, yet have ye 
not many fathers: for in Chriſt Jeſus I 
have begotten you through the Goſpel, 

16 Wherefore, I beſeech you, be 
ye followers of me. 

17 For this cauſe have I ſent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
ſon, and faithful in the Lord, who ſhall 
bring you into remembrance of my 
ways, which be in Chriſt, as I teach 
every where 1n every church. 

18 Now ſome are puffed up as though 
I would not come to you. | 

19 But I will come to you ſhortly, 


if the Lord will, and will know, not 


the ſpeech of them which are puffed 


up, but the power. 
20 For the kingdoni of God is not 


in word, but in power. 
21 What will ye? ſhall I come un- 


to you with a rod, or in love, and in 
the ſpirit of meekneſs? 
CHAP... 
The inceſtuous perſon, &c: 


IT is reported commonly, that there 
is fornication among you, and ſuch for- 
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nication as is not ſo much as named a- 
mongſt the Gentiles, that one ſhould 
have his father's wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
nb rather mourned, that he that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. 

3 For verily as abſent in body, but 


preſent in ſpirit, have judged already 5 


as though I were preſent, concerning 
him that hath ſo done this deed ; 

4 In the name of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt when ye are gathered together, 
and my ſpirit, with the power of our 


Lord feſus Chriſt, 


To deliver ſuch an one unto Satan 


for the deſtruction of the fleſh, that the 
ſpirit may be ſaved in the day of our 
Lord [eſus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know 

e not that a little leaven leaveneth the 

whole lump? 
7 © Purge out therefore the old lea- 
ven, that ye may be a new lump, as ye 
are unleavened. For even Chriſt, our 
paſſover, is ſacrificed for us. 
8 Therefore let us keep the feaſt, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedneſs, but 
with the unleavened bread of ſincerity 
and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epiſtle, not 
to company with fornicators. 

10 4 Yet not altogether with the 


fornicators of this world, or with the 


covetous, or extortioners, or with 1do- 
laters, for then muſt ye needs go out 


of the world. 
11 But now I have written unto | 


you, not to keep company, if any man 


that is called a brother be a fornicator, 
or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner : with 
{uch an one, no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them alſo that are without? do not ye 
judge them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
Judgeth. Therefore put away from a. 
mong yourſelves that wicked perſon, 


CHAP. V4 


Of going to law with the brethre : 
| bodies are Chr "wo s bers. 


OUT 


DARE any of you, having a matter 
againit another, go to law before the 
unjuſt, and not before the ſaints ? 

2 Do ye not know that the ſaints 
ſhall judge the world? and if the world 


ſhall be judged by you, are ye unwor— 


thy to judge the ſmalleſt matters ? 

3 Know.ye not that we ſhall judge 
angels? how much more things that 
pertain to this life ? 

4 If then ye have judgements of 
things pertaining to this life, ſet them 
to judge who are leaſt eſteemed i in the 
church. 

5 I ſpeak to your e Is it ſo 
that there 1s not a wiſe man among 
you ? no, not one that ſhall be able 
to judge between his brethren. 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the unbelie- 
vers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, becauſe ye go to law 
one with another. Why do ye not 


For the deſtruction of the ficth, ver. 5. 1 That being touched with a ſenſe of his ſin, he may truly repent of it, and it may 


be mortificd in him. 
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rather take wrong? why do ye not ra- 
ther ſuffer yourſelves to be defraud- 
ed? 

8 Nay, you do wrong and defraud, 
and that your brethren. 

g Know ye not that the unrighteous 
ſhall not inherit the kingdom of 
God? Be not deceived : neither forni- 
cators, nor 1dolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abuſers of them- 
ſelves with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, ſhall inherit the kingdom of God. 

11 And ſuch were ſome of you ; but 
ye are waſhed, but ye are ſanctified, 
but ye are juſtified in the name of the 
Lord Jeſus, and by the Spirit of our 
God. 

12 All tags are lawful unto me, 
but all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, but I will not 
be brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the 
belly for meats: but God ſhall deſtroy 
both it and them, Now the body 1s 
not for fornication, but for the Lord; 
and the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raiſed up 
the Lord, and will alſo raiſe up us by 
his own power. 

15 4 Know ye not that your bodies| 
are the members of Chriſt? ſhall 1 
then take the members of Chriſt, and 
make them the members of an harlot ? 
God forbid. | 

16 What, know ye not, that he 
which is joined to an harlot, is one 
_ for two ſaith he ſhall be one 

elh. 
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17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord 1s one ſpirit. 

18 Flee fornication ; every * that 
a man doeth is without the body: but 
he that committeth fornication ſinneth 
againſt his own body. 

19 What, know ye not that your 
body 1s the temple of the Holy Ghoſt 
which 1s in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your ſpirit, which are God's. 


CHAP. VII. 
Of marriage, &c. 


NOW concerning the things where- 
of ye wrote unto me: It is good for a 
man not to touch a woman. 

2 1 Nevertheleſs, to avoid forni- 
cation, let every man have his own 
wife, and let every woman have her 
own huſband. 

3 Let the huſband render unto the 
wife due benevolence; and likewiſe - 
alſo the wife unto the huſband. hs 

4 1 The wife hath not power of 
her own body, but the huſband: and 
likewiſe alſo the huſband hath not 
power of his own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, 
except it be with conſent for a time, 
that ye may give yourſelves to faſting 
and prayer; and come together again, 
that Satan tempt you not for your in- 
continency, 

6 But I ſpeak this by — 
and not of commandment.

7 For! would that all men were 


even as I myſelf: but every man hath 
his proper gift of God, one after this 
manner, and another after that. 

8 I ſay therefore to the unmarried 
and widows, It 1s good for them, if 
they abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let 
them marry : for it is better to marry 
than to burn. 

10 1 And unto the married I com- 
mand, yet not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her huſ- 
band.

12 But to the reſt ſpeak I, not the 
Lord, If any brother hath a wife that

* that believeth not, and if he 
be pleaſed to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him; 

14 For the unbelieving huſband is 

ſanctified by the wife, and the unbeliev- 
ing wife is ſanctiſied by the huſband: 
elſe were your children unclean; but 
now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, 
let him depart. A brother or a ſiſter 
is not under bondage in ſuch caſes: 
but God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knoweſt thou, O wile, 
whether thou ſhalt fave thy huſband ?

Circumcifion is nothing, ver. 19.] Neither hinders nor furthers our ſalvation, and avails nothing in paint of acceptation 


with God now in Goſpel times. 


17 But as God hath diftributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, ſo let him walk. And lo. 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
ciſed ? let him not become uncircum- 
ciſed. Is any called in uncircumci- 
lion? let him not become circumciſed. 

19 Circumciſion is nothing, and un- 
circumciſion is nothing, but the keep. 
ing of the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the ſame 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a ſervant ? 
care not for it: but if thou mayeſt be 
made free, uſe it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a ſervant, is the Lord's free man: 
likewiſe alſo he that 1s called being 
free, is Chriſts ſervant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; be 
not ye the ſervants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man wherein 
he 1s called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord: yet I 
give my judgement as one that hath ob- 
tained mercy of the Lord, to be faith 
ful. 

26 I ſuppoſe tendons ha this 1s 
good for the preſent diltreſsy I ſay, that 
it is good for a man ſo to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? 
ſeek not to be looſed. Art thou looſed 
from a wife? ſeek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou 
haſt not ſinned : and if a virgin marry, 
ſhe hath not ſinned. Nevertheleſs, ſuch 


ſhall have trouble in the fleſh ; but 1 
ſpare you. 
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29 But this J ſay, brethren, the time 
is ſhort: it remaineth, that both they 
that have wives be as though Way had 
none; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not; and they 
that buy, as though they poſſeſſed not; 

31 And they that uſe this world, as 
not abuſing it: for the faſhion of this 
world paſſeth away. 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulneſs. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to the 
Lord, how he may pleaſe the Lord. 

33 But he that is married careth for 


the things that are of the world, how 


he may pleaſe his wite. 
34 There is difference alſo be- 
tween a wife and a virgin. The un- 
married woman careth for the things of 
the Lord, that ſhe may be holy both 
in body and in ſpirit: but ſhe that is 
married careth for the things of the 
world, how ſhe may pleaſe her huſband. 
35 And this I ſpeak for your own 
profit, not that I may caſt a ſnare upon 
you, but for that which is comely, and 
that ye may attend upon the Lord with- 
out diſtraction. 
36 But if any man think that he be- 
haveth himſelf uncomely toward his 
virgin, if ſhe paſs the flower of her age, 
and need ſo require, let him do what 
he will, he ſinneth not: let them marry. 
„ Nevertheleß, he that ſtandeth 
ſtedfaſt in his heart, having no neceſſi- 
ty, but hath power over his own will, 
and hath ſo decreed in his heart that 
he will keep his virgin, doeth well. 


38 So then, he that giveth her in 
marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth her not in marriage doeth bet- 
ter. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her huſband liveth ; but if her 
huſband be dead, ſhe is at liberty to be 
married to whom ſhe will; only in the 
Lord. 

40 But ſhe is happier if ſhe ſo abide, 
after my judgement. And I think alſo 
that I have the Spirit of God. 


HAP. VIII. 


To abſtain from meats offered to idols, &c. 


Now as. touching things offered 


unto idols, we knaw that we all have 


knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, 


but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth no- 
thing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the lame 
is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating 
of thoſe things that are offered in ſacri- 
hce unto idols, we know that an idol 
is nothing in the world, and that there 
1s none other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are call. 
ed gods, whether in heaven or in earth, 
(as there be gods may and lords 
many, ) | 

6 But to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, wy 
we in him; and one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
by whom are all things, and we by 


him. 
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7 Howbeit, there is not in every 
man that knowledge. For ſome with 
conſcience of the idol unto this hour 
eat it as a thing offered unto an idol; 
and their conſcience being weak 1s de- 
filed. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God; for neither, if we eat, are we the 
better; neither, if we eat not, are we 


the worſe. 


9 But take heed, leſt by any means 


this liberty of your's become a ſtum- 
bling- block to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man ſee thee, which 
haſt knowledge, fit at meat in the idol's 
temple, ſhall not the conſcience of him 


Which is weak be emboldened to eat 


thoſe things which are offered to idols? 

11 And through thy knowledge ſhall 
the weak brother periſh, for whom 
Chriſt died. 

12 But when ye ſin ſo againſt the 
brethren, and wound their weak con- 
mr ye fin againſt Chriſt. 

3 Wherefore, if meat make my 
er to offend, I will eat no fleſh 
while the world ſtandeth, left I make 
my brother to offend. 


CHAP. IX.

AM not an apoſtle? am I not 
free? have I not ſeen Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord? are not ye my work in the 
Lord?

7 Who goeth a warfare any time 
at his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock ? 

8 Say I theſe things as a man? or 
ſaith not the law the ſame alſo? r 

9 For it is written in the law of Mo- 
ſes, Thou ſhalt not muzzle the mouth 
of the ox that treadeth out the corn, 
Doth God take care for oxen? 

10 Or ſaith he it altogether for our 
ſakes? for our ſakes, no doubt, this is 
written : that he that plougheth ſhould 
plough in hope; and that he that 
threſheth in hope ſhould be partaker of 
his hope. 

11 If we have ſown unto you ſpiri- 
tual things, is it a great thing if we ſhall 
reap your carnal things ? 

12 If others be partakers of this

7 1 But the manifeſtation of the 
Spirit 1s given to every man to profit 
withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wiſdom; to another, the 
word of knowledge, by the ſame Spirit; 

9 To another faith, by the ſame Spi- 
rit ; to another the gifts of healing, by 
the ſame Spirit ; 

10 To another the working of mi- 
racles; to another prophecy : to ano- 
ther diſcerning of ſpirits; to another 
divers kinds of tongues; to another the 
interpretation of tongues. 

11 But all theſe worketh that one 
and the ſelf- ſame Spirit, dividing to 
every man ſeverally as he will. 

12 1 For as the body is one, and 
hath many members, and all the mem-

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we be

ſpeaketh myſteries. 

3 But he that prophecieth ſpeaketh 
unto men to edification and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 

1 He that ſpeaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himſelf; but he that 
prophecieth edifieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all ſpake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophe- 
cied: for greater is he that prophec1- 
eth than he that ſpeaketh with tongues, 
except he interpret, that the church 
may receive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto 
you ſpeaking with tongues, what ſhall 
I profit you, except I ſhall ſpeak to 
you either by revelation or by know- 
ledge, or by prophecying, or by doc- 
trine? 

7 And even things without life giv- 
ing ſound, whether pipe or harp, ex- 
cept they give a diſtinction in the 
ſounds, how ſhall it be known what 
is piped orharped ?

11 Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I;ſhall be unto 
him that ſpeaketh a barbarian, and he

CHAP. I. 


The apoſtle encourageth them ** 
trouble, Sc. 


AUL, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt by 
the will of God, and Timothy our 
brother, unto the church of God which 
is at Corinth, with all the ſaints which 
are in Achaia: 
2 Grace be to you and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord

| 3 T Blefled be God, even the Father 
Jeſus Chriſt, the Father of 
merc1es, and the God of all comfort 1 

4 Who comforteth us in all our tri- 
bulation, that we may be able to com- 
fort them which are in any trouble, by 
the comfort where with we ourſelves are 
comforted of God. 

5 For as the ſufferings of Chriſt a- 
bound in us, ſo our conſolation alſo 
aboundeth by Chriſt, 

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is 
for your conſolation and ſalvation,

which is effectual in the enduring of the 


Who comforteth us in all our tribulation, ver. 4. Beſtows comfort on us the apoſtles and miniſters of Chriſt, for tho ſake 


of others.

7 And our hope of you is ſtedfaſt, 
knowing that as ye are partakers of the 
ſufferings, ſo ſhall ye be alſo of the

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which came 
to us in Aſia, that we were preſſed out 
of meaſure, above ſtrength, inſomuch 
that we deſpaired even of life: 

9 But we had the ſentence of death 
in ourſelves, that we ſhould not truſt in 
ourſelves, but in God which raiſeth the 
dead: 

10 Who delivered us from ſo great 
a death, and doth deliver: in whom 
we truſt that he will yet deliver us; 

11 You alſo helping together by pray- 
er for us, that for the gift beſtowed upon 
us, by the means of many perſons, thanks 
may be given by many on our behalt. 

12 J For our rejoicing is this, the 
teſtimony of our conſcience, that in 
ſimplicity and godly ſincerity, not with 
fleſhly wiſdom, but by the grace of 

God, we have had our converſation in 
the world, and more abundantly to 
you-ward. 
13 For we write none other things 
unto you than what you read or acknow- 
ledge; and I truſt ye ſhall acknowledge 
even to the end; 

14 As alſo ye have acknowledged us 
In part, that we are your rejoicing, 
even as ye alſo are our's in the day of 
the Lord Jeſus. 

15 1 And in this cone I was 
minded to come unto you before,

that ye might have a ſecond bene- 


fit; 

16 And to paſs by you into Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of Mace- 
donia unto you, and of you to be 
ei on my way toward Judea. 


7 When I therefore was thus mind-

to the fleſh, that with me there ſhould 
be yea, yea, and nay, nay? , 


18 But as God is true, our word to- 


ward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God Jeſus Chriſt, 
who was preached among you by us, 
even by me, and Sylvanus, and Timo- 
theus, was not yea and nay, but in him 
was yea. 


20 For all the promiſes of God in 


him are yea, and in him Amen, unto 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Now he which ſtabliſheth us with 
you in Chriſt, and hath anointed us, is 
God : 

22 Who hath alſo ſealed us, and 
given the earneſt of the Spirit in our 


hearts. 

22 Moreover, I call God for a re- 
cord upon my ſoul, that to fpare you, 
I came not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of your 


joy: for by faith ye ſtand. 
CHAP. II. 


The reaſons of his not coming unto them. 


BUT I determined this with myſelf, 
that I would not come again to you in 
heavinels. 
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2 For if I make you ſorry, who is 
he then that maketh me glad, but the 


ſame which is made ſorry by me ? 

3 And I wrote this ſame unto you, 
leſt when I came I ſhould have ſorrow 
from them of whom I ought to rejoice; 
hav ing confidence in you all, that my 
joy is the joy of you all. 

4 For out of much affliction and 
anguiſh of heart I wrote unto you 
with mapy tears: not that ye ſhould 
be grieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abundant- 
ly unto you. 

5 But if any have cauſed grief, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part that I 
may not overcharge you all. 

6 J Sufficient to ſuch a man is this 
puniſhment which was inflicted of ma- 
ny. 

7 So that 1 ye ought ra- 
ther to forgive him, and comfort him, 
leſt perhaps ſuch a one ſhould be 
{ſwallowed up with overmuch ſorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beſeech you that ye 
would confirm your love towards him. 

9 For to this end alſo did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, 
I forgive alſo: for if I forgave any 
thing to whom I forgave it, for your 
fakes forgave I it in the perſon of 


Chriſt. 
11 Leſt Satan ſhould get an advan- 


tage of us: for we are not ignorant of 


his devices. 
12 Furthermore, when I came to 


Troas to preach Chriſt's Goſpel, and a 


door was opened unto me of the Lord; 


13 had no reſt in my ſpirit, be- 
cauſe I found not Titus my brother: 
but taking my leave of them, I went 
from thence into Macedonia. 

14 4 Now thanks be unto God, 
which always cauſeth us to triumph in 
Chriſt, and maketh manifeſt the ſa— 
vour of his knowledge by us in every 
place, 

15 For we are unto God a ſweet ſa- 
vour of Chriſt in them that are ſaved, 
and in them that periſh: 

16 To the one we are the ſavour of 
death unto death; and to the other the 
ſavour of life unto life. And who is 
ſufficient for theſe things? _ 

17 For we are not as many which 
corrupt the word of God; but as of 
ſincerity, but as of God, in the ſight of 
God ſpeak we in Chriſt, 


CHAP. III. 
A commendation of Paul's miniſtry, Gc. 


DO we begin again to commend 
ourſelves? or need we, as ſome others, 
epiſtles of commendation to you, or 
letters of commendation from you. 

2 Ye are our epiſtle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men: 

3 Foraſmuch as ye are manifeſtly 
declared to be the epiſtle of Chriſt 
miniſtered by us, written not with ink, 
but with the ſpirit of the living God: 
not in tables of ſtone, but in fleſhly 
tables of the heart. 

4 And ſuch truſt have we through 
Chriſt to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are ſufficient of 
ourſelves ; to think any thing as of

6 4 Who alfs hath made us able 
miniſters of the new teſtament, not of 
the letter, but of the ſpirit: for the 
letter killeth, but the ſpirit giveth 
life. 

7 But if the miniſtration of death, 
written and engraven in ſtones, was 
glorious, ſo that the children of 1e 
could not ſtedfaſtly behold the face of 
Moſes, ſor the 5 of his counte- 
nance, which glory was to be done 
away; | 

8 How ſhall not the miniſtration. of 
the ſpirit be rather glorious ? | 

9 For if the miniſtration of con- 
demnation be glory, much more doth 
the miniſtration of righteouſneſs exceed 
in glory. 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this reſpect, 
by reaſon of the glory that excelleth. 

11 For if that which was done a- 
way was glorious, much more that 
which remaineth 1s glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have ſuch 
hope, we uſe great plainneſs of ſpeech. 

13 And not as Moſes, which put a 
vail over his face, that the children of 
Iſrael could not ſtedfaſtly look to the 
end of that which 1s aboliſhed. 

14 But their minds were blinded : 
for unto this day remaineth the ſame 
vail untaken away in the reading of 
the old teſtament ; which vail is done 
away in Chriſt. 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Moles is read the vail is upon their 
heart, 


16 Nevertheleſs, when it ſhall turn 


to the Lord, the vail ſhall be taken 


away. 
17 Now the Lord 1s that Spirit : and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 


is hberty. 


18 But we all with open face be- 


holding as in a glaſs the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the ſame image, 
from glory to glory, even as by the 
Spirit of the Lord. 


CHAP. IV.

THEREFORE ſeeing we have this 
miniſtry, as we have received mercy, 
we faint not; 

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of diſhoneſty, not walking in 

craftineſs, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully, but by manifeſtation 
of the truth commending ourſelves to 
every man's conſcience in the fight of 


God.

of the knowledge of the glory of God, 
in the face of Jeſus Chriſt. 

7 1 But we have this treaſure in 
earthen veſſels, that the excellency of 
the power may be of God, and not of 
us. 

8 We are troubled on every fide, 
yet not diſtreſſed; we are perplexed, 
but not in deſpair; 

Perſecuted, but not forſaken; caſt 
down, but not deſtroyed ; 

10 Always bearing about in the bo- 
dy the dying of the Lord Jeſus, that 
the life alſo of Jeſus might be made 
manifeſt in our body. 

11 For we which live are alway 
delivered unto death for Jeſus' ſake, 
that the life alſo of Jeſus might be 
made manifeſt in our mortal fleſh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, but 
life in you. 

13 We having the ſame ſpirit of 
faith, according as it is written, I be- 
lieved, and therefore have I ſpoken: 
we alſo believe, and therefore ſpeak ; 

14 Knowing that he, which raiſed|u 
up the Lord Jeſus, ſhall raiſe up us 
alſo by Jeſus, and ſhall preſent us with 
vou. 
13 For all things are for your ſakes, 
that the abundant grace might through 
the thankſgiving of many, redound to 
the glory of God. 

16 For which cauſe we faint not, but 
though our outward man periſh, yet

18 While we look not at the things 
which are ſeen, but at the things which 
are not ſeen: for the things which are 
ſeen are temporal; but the things 
which are not ſeen are eternal. 


CHAP. V. 
Labour to keep a good conſcience, Ec. 


FOR we know, that if our earth- 
ly houſe of this tabernacle were dil- 
ſolved, we have a building of God, an 
houſe not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, met 


deſiring to be clothed upon with our 


houſe which 1s from heaven: 
3 If ſo be that being clothed, we 
mall! not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle 
do groan, being burdened: not for that 
we would be unclothed, but clothed 

upon, that mortality might be ſwal- 
lowed up of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us for 
the ſelf- ſame thing, is God, who alſo 
hath given unto us the earneſt of the 
Spirit: 

6 Therefore we are always confi- 
dent, knowing that, whilſt we are at 
home in the body, we are abſent from 
the Lord; 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by ſight;) 


5 We are confident, I fay, and will- 


ing rather to be abſent from the body, 
and to be preſent with the Lord. 
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4 Wherefore we labour, that 
whether preſent or abſent we may be 
accepted of him. 

10 For we muſt all appear before 

the judgement ſeat of Chriſt, that every 
one may receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad. 
11 Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we perſuade men; but we 
are made manifeſt unto God; and I 
truſt alſo are made manifeſt in your 
conſciences. 

12 For we commend not ourſelves 
again unto you, but give you occaſion 
to glory on our behalf, that ye may} 
have ſomewhat to anſwer them which 
glory in appearance, and not in heart. 

For whether we be beſides our-| 
| ſelves, it is to God; or whether we be 

ſober, it is for your cauſe. 
14 For the love of Chriſt conftrain-| 
eth us, becauſe we thus judge, that if 
one died for all, then were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, that 
they which live ſhould not henceforth 
live unto themſelves, but unto him 
which died for them, and roſe again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know we| 
no man after the fleſh: yea, though we 
have known Chriſt after the fleſh, yet 
now henceforth know we him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man be in 
Chriſt, he is a new creature; old things 
are paſſed away ; behold, all things are 
become new. 

18 And aH things are of God, who 
hath reconciled us to himſelf by Jeſus 
Chriſt, and hath given to us the miniſ- 


try of reconciliation ; 


19 To wit, that God was in Chriſt, 


reconciling the world unto himſelf, not. 


imputing their treſpaſſes unto them; 
and hath committed unto us the word 
of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambaſſada for 


Chriſt, as though God did beſeech you 


by us: we pray you in Chriſt's ſtead, 


Be ye reconciled to God. 


21 For he hath made him to be ſin 


for us who knew no ſin, that we might 


be made the righteouſneſs of God in 


him. 


CHAT: 3 


Paul's faithfulneſs in the miniftry : exhor- 


tation to avoid 1dolaters. 


WE then, as workers together with 


him, berth you alſo that ye receive 


not the grace of God in vain. 


2 For he ſaith, I have heard thee in 


a time accepted, and in the day of ſal- 
vation have I ſuccoured thee : behold, 
now 1s the accepted time; behold, now 
is the day of ſalvation. 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, 
that the miniſtry be not blamed. 

4 But in all things approving our- 


ſelves, as the miniſters of God, in much 


patience, in afflictions, in neceſſities, in 
diſtreſſes, 

5 In ſtripes, in impriſonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watchings, in 
faſtings, 

6 By pureneſs, by knowledge, by 
langle by kindneſs, by the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, by love unfeigned, 
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5 7 By the word of truth, by the power 
of God, by the armour of righteouſ- 
neſs on the right hand and on the 


left, 
8 By honour and diſhonour, by ev 


report and good report: as deceivers, 
and yet true; 


9 As unknown, and yet well known; 


as dying, and behold we live; as chaſt- 
ened, and not killed; 

10 As ſorrowful, yet alway rejoicing; 
as poor, yet making many rich; as 
having nothing, and yet poſſeſſing all 
things. 


11 O ye Corinthians, our month 


is open unto you, our heart is en- 


but 


larged. 

12 Ye are not ſtraitened in us, 
ye are ſtraitened in your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompence in the 
ſame, (I ſpeak as unto my children, ) 
be ye alſo enlarged. 

14 1 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what fel- 
lowſhip hath righteouſneſs with unrigh- 
teouſneſs? and what communion hath 
light with darkneſs ? 

15 And what concord hath Chriſt 
with Belial? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel; 

16 And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye are 
the temple of the living God: as God 
hath faid, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their God, 


and they ſhall be my people. 


17 Wherefore come out from among 


them, and be ye ſeparate, faith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing ; 
and I will receive you; 


| 


18 And I will be a Father unto you, 
and ye ſhall be my ſons and daughters, 
laith the Lord Almighty. 


CHAP. VII. 


He exhorteth to purity, and ſheweth what : 


comfort he took in Mickions. 


HAVING therefore theſe promiſes, 


dearly beloved, let us cleanſe ourſelves 
from all fleht of the fleſh and ſpi- 


rit, perfecting holineſs in the fear of 
God. 

2 Receive us: we have wronged no 
man, we have corrupted no man, we 
have defrauded no man. 

3 T I ſpeak not this to condemn 
you; for I have faid before, that ye 
are in our hearts to die and live with 
you, 

4 Great is my boldneſs of ſpeech to- 
ward you, great 1s my glorying of you: 
I am filled with comfort, I am exceed- 
ing joyful in all our tribulation. 

5 For when we were come unto Ma- 
cedonia our fleſh had no reſt, but we 
were troubled on every fide: without 
were fightings, within were fears. 

6 Nevertheleſs, God that comforteth 
thoſe that are caſt down, comforted. us 
by the coming of Titus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the conſolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told us your 
earneſt deſire, your mouming, your 


fervent mind rowent me: ſo that I re- 
joĩced the more. 


8 For though I made you ſorry with 


[a letter, I do not repent, though I did 
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repent: for 1 perceive that the ſanfe 
epiſtle made you ſorry, though it were 
but for a ſeaſon. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made ſorry, but that ye ſorrowed to 
repentance; for ye were made ſorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly ſorrow worketh repen- 
tance to ſalvation, not to be repent- 
ed of, but the ſorrow of the world 
worketh death. 

11 For behold, this ſelf-ſame thing 
that ye ſorrowed after a godly ſort, 
what carefulneſs it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourſelves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement deſire, yea, wid zeal, 
yea, what revenge; in all things ye 
have approved yourſelves to be clear 
in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did it not for his cauſe that had 
done the wrong, nor for his cauſe that 
ſuffered wrong, but that our care for 
you in the ſight of God might appear 
unto you. 

12 Therefore we were comforted 
in your comfort, yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of Ti- 
tus, becauſe his ſpirit was refreſhed 
by you all. 

14 For if I have boaſted any thing 
to him of you, I am not aſhamed: but 
as we ſpake all things to you in truth, 
even ſo our boaſting which I made be- 
"_ Titus is found a truth. 

5 And his inward affection 1s more 
W toward you, whilſt, he re- 
membereth the obedience of vou all 


191) 


how with fear and trembling ye re- 
ceived him. 
16 I rejoice therefore, that I have 


confidence in you in all things. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of liberty to the ſaints, &c. 


MOREOVER, brethren, we do you 
to wit of the grace of God beſtowed 
on the churches of Macedonia; 

2 How that in a great trial of afflic- 
tion, the abundance of their joy, and 
their deep poverty, abounded unto the 
riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, (I bear re- 
cord,) yea, and beyond their power, 
they were willing of themſelves: _ 

4 Praying us with much intreaty, 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon us the fellowſhip of the mi- 
niſtering to the ſaints. 

5 And this they did, not as we hop- 
ed, but firſt gave their ownſelves to 
the Lord, and unto us by the will of 
God. 

6 Inſomuch that we deſired Titus, 
that as he had begun, ſo he would alſo 
finiſh in you the ſame grace alſo. 

7 Therefore as ye abound in every 
thing, in faith, in utterance, and in 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and 
in your love to us; ſee that ye abound 
in this grace alſo. 

8 I ſpeak not by commandment, 


but by occaſion of the forwardneſs of 
others, and to prove the ſincerity of 


your love. 
9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that though he was 
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rich, yet for your ſakes he became 
poor, that ye through his poverty 
might be rich. | 

10 And herein I give my advice: 
for this 1s expedient for you, who 
have begun before, not only to do, but 
alſo to be forwarda year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing 
of it; that as there was a readineſs to 
will, lo there may be a performance alſo 
out of that which ye have. 

12 For if there be firſt a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to that 
a man hath, and not according to that 
he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men 
be eaſed; and you burdened : 
14 But by an equality, that now at 
this time your abundance may be a 
ſupply for their_want, and their abun- 
dance alſo may be a ſupply for your 
want; that there may be equality; 

As it is written, He that had ga- 
thered much had nothing over; and he 
that had gathered little had no lack. 

16 1 But thanks be to God, which 
put the ſame earneſt care into the heart 
of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he ebenen the ex- 
hortation: but being more forward, of 
his own accord he went unto you. 

13 And we have ſent with him the 


brother, whoſe praiſe is in the goſpel ſy 


throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that 'only, but who 
was alſo choſen of the churches to 
travel with us with this grace, which 1s 
adminiſtered by us to the glory of the 
lame Lord, and declaration of your 


ready mind : 


20 Avoiding this that no man ſhould 
blame us in this abundance which is 
adminiſtered by us; 

21 Providing for honeſt things, not 
only in the ſight of the Lord, but alſo 
in the ſight of men, 

22 And we have ſent with them our 

brother whom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but 
now much more diligent, upon the 
great confidence which I have in 
you. „ . 
23 Whether any do enquire of Titus, 
he 1s my partner, and fellow-helper 
concerning you: or our brethren be 
enquired of, they are the meſſengers 
of the churches, and the glory of 
Chriſt. 

24 Wherefore cher ye to them, 
and before the churches, the proof 
of your love, and of our boaſting on 
your behalf. 

CHiAP;: IX 
He fheweth why he ſent Titus, and ſtirr- 
etn them up to be bountiful in alms, &c. 


FOR as touching the miniſtering to 
the faints it is ſuperfluous for me to 
write to you ; 

2 For I know the forwardneſs of 
our mind, for which I boaſt of you 
to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago: and your zeal 
hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have 1 ſent the brethren, leſt 
our boaſting of you ſhould be in vain 
in this behalf; that, as 1 ſaid ye may 
be ready 20 nb

4 R pi 1 thiey: ak Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unprepared, 
we (that we ſay not, you) ſhould be a- 
ſhamed 1n this ſame confident boaſting. 

Therefore I thought it neceſſary 
to exhort the brethren that they would 
go belore unto you, and make up be- 
forchand your bounty, whereof ye had 
notice before, that the ſame might be 
ready, as a matter of bounty, and not 
as of covetouiſnels. 

6 1 But this I ſay, He which ſow- 
eth ſparingly ſhall reap alſo ſparingly : 
and he which ſoweth bountifully ſhall 
reap alſo bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he pur- 
poſeth in his heart, ſo let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of neceſſity ; for 
God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye always 
having all ſufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every g good work: 

9 As it is written, He hath diſperſed 
abroad, he hath given to the poor : his 
righteouſneſs remaineth for ever. 


10 | Now he that miniſtereth ſeed 


to the ſower, both miniſter bread for 
and multiply your ſeed 
ſown, and increaſe the fruits of your 
righteouſneſs. 

11 Being enriched in every thing to 
all bountifulneſs, which cauſeth through 
us thankſgiving to God. 


i2 For the adminiſtration of oi 


ſervice, not only ſupplieth the want of 
the ſaints, but is abundant alſo by many 
thankſgivings unto God. 

13 Whiles by the experiment of this 
miniſtration they glorify God for your 


(9r2] 


profeſſed ſubjection unto the Goſpel of 


Chriſt, and for your liberal diſtribution 
unto them, and unto all men. 
14 And by their prayer for you, 


which long after you, for the exceeding 


grace of God in you. 
15 Thanks be unto God for his un- 


ſpeakable gift. 
CHAN, X 


Paul's ſpiritual might and authority, Ec. 


NOW I Paul myſelf beſeech you 
by the meekneſs and gentleneſs of 
Chriſt, who in preſence am baſe among 
you, but being abſent am bold toward 


YOU. 


2 But I beſeech you that I may not 


be bold when J am preſent with that 
confidence wherewith I think to be 
bold againſt ſome which think of us as 
if we walked according to the fleſh. 

3 For though we walk in the fleſh, 
we do not war after the fleſh : 

4 For the weapons of our wazſang 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of ſtrong 
holds: 

;5 Caſting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itſelf 
againſt the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Chriſt; 

6 And having in a readineſs to re- 
venge all diſobedience, when your 
obediencei is fulfilled. | 


Do ye look on things after the out- 


ward appearance? If any man truſt. 
to himſelf, that he is Chriſt's, let him 
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of himſelf think this again, that, as he 
is Chriſt's, even ſo are we Chriſt's. 

8 For though I ſhould boaſt ſome- 
what more of pur authority, which the 
Lord hath given us for edification and 
not for your deſtruction, I ſhould not be 
aſhamed : 

9 That I may 
would ternfy you by letters. 

10 For his letters {lay they) are 
weighty and powerful, but his bodily 
preſence is weak, and his ſpeech con- 
temptible. 

11 Let ſuch an one think this, that 
ſuch as we are in word by letters, when 
we are abſent, ſuch will we be alſo in 


deed when we are preſent. 
| 12 For we dare not make ourſelves 


— 


of the number, or compare ourſelvesſp 


with ſome that commend themſelves: 
but they, meaſuring themſelves by 
themſelves, and comparing themſelves 
amongſt themſelves, are not wiſe. 

143 But we will not boaſt of things 
without our meaſure, but according 
to the meaſure of the rule which God 
hath diſtributed to us, a meaſure to 
reach even unto you. 

14 For we ſtretch not ourſelves be- 
yond our meaſure, as though we reach- 
ed not unto you; for we are come as 
far as to you allo, in preaching the Gol- 
pel of Chriſt. | 

15 Not boaſting of things without our 
meaſure, that 1s, of other men's labours, 
but having hope, when your faith is 
increaſed, that we ſhall be enlarged by 


you according to our rule abundantly, | y 


156 To preach the Goſpel in the re- 
gions beyond you, and not to boaſt in 


not ſeem as if I 


another man's line, of things made 
ready to our hand. 1 
17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himſelf is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 


CHAP. |: XL 
Paul's godly boaſting, Ec. 


WOULD to God you could bear 
with me a little in my folly: and in- 
deed bear with me. 

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealouſy: for I have eſpouſ- 
ed you to one huſband, that I may 
relent you as a chaſte virgin to 
Chriſt. - 516 | 

3 But J fear leſt by any means, as 
the ſerpent beguiled Eve through his 
ſubtilty, ſo your minds ſhould be cor- 
rupted from the ſimplicity that is in 
Chriſt. | 

4 For if he that cometh preach- 
eth another Jeſus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
ſpirit which ye have not received, 
or another Goſpel, which ye have not 
accepted, ye might well bear with 
him. | 

5 For I ſuppoſe I was not a whit 
behind the very chiefeſt apoſtles. 

6 But though I be rude in ſpeech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we have 
been throughly made manifeſt among 
ou 1n all things. 

7 Have I committed an offence in 


abaſing myſelf, that you might be ex- 
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alted, becauſe J have preache to pou 


the Goſpel of God freely ? 


8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you ſervice. 

9 And when I was preſent with you 
and wanted, I was chargeable to no 


man; for that which was lacking to me 


the brethren which came from Mace- 


donia ſupplied : and in all things I have 


kept myſelf from being burdenſome 
unto you, and ſo will I keep myſelf. 

10 As the truth of Chriſt is in me, 
no man ſhall ſtop me of this boaſting in 
the regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore? becauſe I love you 
not? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 
that I may cut off occaſion from them 
which defire occaſion: that wherein 
they glory they may be found even as 
we. 

13 For ſuch are falſe pal de- 
ceitful workers, transforming themſelves 
into the apoſtles of Chriſt. 

4 And no marvel: for Satan him- 
elk is transformed into an angel of 
light. 

15 Therefore it is no great thing if 
his miniſters alſo be transformed as the 
miniſters of righteouſneſs: whoſe end 


| ſhall be according to their works. 


16 I ſay again, Let no man think 
me a fool: if otherwiſe, yet as a fool 
receive me, that I may boaſt yen a 
little. 

17 That which I ſpeak, I ſpeak it 


not after the Lord, but as it were fool- 


iſhly, in this confidence of boaſting. 
18 Seeing that many glory after the 
fleſh, I will glory alſo. 


19 For ye ſuffer fools gladly, ſceing 
ye yourſelves are wiſe. 

20 For ye ſuffer if a man bring you 
into bondage, if a man devour you, if 
a man take of you, if a man exalt him- 
ſelf, if a man ſmite you on the face. 

21 I ſpeak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak. How- 
beit, whereinſoever any is bold, (I ſpeak 
fooliſhly,) I am bold alſo. 

22 Are they Hebrews? ſo am I. 
Are they Iſraelites? ſoam I. Are they 
the ſeed of Abraham? ſo am J. 

23 Are they miniſters of Chriſt? (I 
ſpeak as a fool,) I am more; in labours 
more abundant, in ſtripes above mea- 
ſure, in priſons more frequent, in deaths 
oft. 

24 Of the Jews hive times received 


I _ ſtripes, ſave one: 
5 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 


1 was I ſtoned, thrice 1 ſuffered 


{hipwreck, a night and a day I have 


been in the deep; 
26 In journeyings often, in perils of 


waters, in perils of robbers, in perils 


by mine own countrymen, in perils by 
the heathen, in perils in the City, in 


perils in the wilderneſs, in perils in the 


ſea, in perils among falſe brethren; 

27 In wearineſs and painfulneſs, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirſt, 
in faſtings alles, in cold and nat 
neſs: 

28 Beſides thoſe things that are with- 
out, that which cometh upon me dai- 
ly, the care of all the churches. 


29 Who is weak, and I am not 
weak? who 1s offended, and I burn 


not? 
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30 If I muſt needs glory, I will glo- 
ry of the things which concern mine 
infirmities. 


31 The God and Father of our Lord 


Tefus Chriſt, which is bleſſed for ever- 
more, knoweth that I lye not. 

32 In Damaſcus the governor under 
Aretas, the king, kept the city of the 
Damaſcenes with a garriſon, deſirous to 
apprehend me : 


33 And through a window in a baſ- | 


ket was I let down by the wall, and 
eſcaped his hands. 


CHAP. XII. 
He commendeth his apoſileſhrp, Ec. 


IT is not exped ient for me, doubt- 
leſs, to glory: I will come to viſions 
and revelations of the Lord. 

2 I knew a man in Chriſt about four- 
teen years ago, (whether in the body, 
cannot tell; 
dy, I cannot tell : God knoweth,) ſuch 
an one caught up to the third heaven. 

3 And I knew ſuch a man, (whether 
in the body, or out of the body, I can- 
not tell : God knoweth:) 

4 How that he was caught up into 
paradiſe, and heard unſpeakable words, 
which is not lawful for a man to ut- 
ter. 

5 Of ſuch an one will I glory: yet 
of myſelf I will not glory, but in mine 
infirmities. 

6 For though I would defire to glo- 
ry, I ſhall not be a fool, for I will ſay 
the truth: but now I forbeat: leſt any 
man ſhould think of me above that 


I ing: ye have compelled me: 
or whether out of the bo- 


which he ſeeth me to be, or that he 
heareth of me. 
7 And left I ſhould be exalted 


above meaſure, through the abundance 


of the revelations, there was given to 
me a thorn in the fleſh, the meſſenger 
of Satan to buffet me, leſt I ſhould be 
exalted above meaſure. 

8 For this thing I beſought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 
9 1 And he ſaid unto me, My grace 


is ſufficient for thee: for my ſtrength is 


made perfect in weakneſs. Moſt glad. 
ly, therefore, will J rather glory in my 
infirmities, that the power of Chriſt may 
reſt upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleaſure in in- 
firmities, in reproaches, in neceſſities, 
in perſecutions, in diſtreſſes for Chriſt's 
ſake: for when I am weak, ren am I 
ſtrong. 

11 1 I am Adee a fool in glory- 
for I 
ought to have been commended of 
you: for in nothing am I behind the 


| very chiefeſt apoſtles, though I be no- 


thing. 


12 Truly the ſigns of an apoſtle were 


wrought among you in all patience, in 


ſigns and wonders, and mighty deeds. 


inferior to other churches, except it be 
| that I myſelf was not burdenſome to 
you : forgive me this wrong. | 

14 Behold, the third time I am rea- 


dy to come to you; and I will not be 


burdenſome to you: for I ſeek not 
your's, but you ; for the children ought 
not to lay up for the parents, but the 


parents for the children: 


13 For what 1s 1t wherein ye were 
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5 And I will very lady ſpend and 
be ſpent for you; though the more a- 
bundantly I love you, the leſs I be 
loved. 

16 But be it ſo, I did not burden 
you: nevertheleſs, being crafty, I caught 
you with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any 

of them whom I ſent unto you? 
18 J deſired Titus, and with him 1 
ſent a brother. Did Titus make a gain 
of you? walked we not in the ſame 
ſpirit? walked we not in the ſame 
ſteps ? 

19 Again, think ye that we excule 
ourſelves unto you? we ſpeak before 
God in Chriſt: but we do all things, 
dearly beloved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear leſt when I come 1 
ſhall not find you ſuch as I would, and 
that I ſhall be found unto you ſuch as 
ye would not: leſt there be debates, 
envyings, wraths, ſtrifes, back-bitings, 
_ whiſperings, ſwellings, t tumults: 

21 And leſt, when I come again, my 
God will humble me among you, and 
that I ſhall bewail many which have 
ſinned already, and have not repented 
of the uncleanneſs, and fornication, and 
laſciviouſneſs, which they have com- 
mitted. 


CHAP. XIII. 
He threatenet), obfrmate fenners, Sc. 


THIS is the third time I am coming 
to you. In the mouth of two or three 
witneſſes ſhall every word be eſta- 


bliſhed. 


2 I told you before, and foretel y you 
as if I were preſent the ſecond time, 
and being abſent now I write to them, 
which heretofore have ſinned, and to 
all other, that if I come again I will 
not ſpare : 

3 Since ye ſeek a proof of Chriſt 
ſpeaking in me, which to you-ward is 
not weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucihed 
through weakneſs, yet he liveth by the 
power of God. For we alſo are weak 
in him, but we ſhall live with him by 
the power of God toward you. 

5 1 Examine yourlelves whether ye 
be in the faith; prove your ownlelves; 
Know ye not your ownlelves, how that 
Jeſus Chriſt is in you. except ve be re- 
probates ? 

6 But I truſt that ye ſhall know that 
we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no 
eels not that we ſhould appear ap- 
proved, but that ye ſhould do that 
which is honeſt, though we be as re- 
probates. 

8 For we can do nothing againſt the 
truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad when we are weak 
and ye are ſtrong; and this alſo we 
wiſh, even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write theſe things be- 
ing abſent, leſt being preſent I ſhould 
uſe ſharpneſs, according to the power 
which the Lord hath given me to edi- 
fication, and not to deſtruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewel. Be per- 
fect, be of good comfort, be of one 
mind live in peace; and the God of 


love nd peace ſhall be with you.

of God and our Father: 

5 To whom be glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

6 I marvel, that ye are ſo fad 
removed from him that called you 
into the grace of Chriſt, unto ano- 
ther Goſpel : 

7 Which is not another; but there 
be ſome that trouble you, and would 
pervert the Goſpel of Chriſt. 


8 But though we, or an angel from 


| heaven, preach any other Goſpel unto 


you, than that which we have preach. 
ed unto you; let him be accurſed. 

9 As we ſaid before, fo ſay I now 
again, If any man preach any other 
Goſpel unto you, than that ye have 
received, let him be accurſed. 

10 For do I now perſuade men, or 
God? or do I ſeek to pleaſe men? for 
if I yet pleaſed men, I ſhould not be 
the ſervant of Chriſt. 

11 But I certify you, 18 That 
the Goſpel which was preached of me 
is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the re- 
velation of Jeſus Chriſt. 

13 For ye have heard of my con- 
verſation in time paſt, in the Jews 
religion, how that beyond meaſure 1 
perſecuted the church of God, and 
waſted it: 

14 And profited in the Jews reli- 
gion, above many my equals in mine 
own nation, being more exceedingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fa- 


thers.

15 Brethren, I ſpeak after the man- 
ner of men; Though it be but a man's 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no 
man diſannulleth, or addeth thereto. 


16 Now to Abraham and his ſeed 


were the promiſes made. He ſaith not, 
And to ſeeds, as of many; but as of 
one, And to thy ſeed, which is Chriſt. 


17 And this I ſay, That the cove- 


nant that was confirmed before of God 
in Chriſt, the law, which was four hun- 
dred and thirty years after, cannot diſ- 


annul, that it ſhould make the promule 
of none effect. 
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18 For if the inheritance be of the 
law, it is no more of promiſe: but God 
gave it to Abraham by promiſe. 

19 Wherefore then ſerveth the law ? 
It was added becauſe of tranſgreſſions, 
till the ſeed ſhould come to whom the 
promiſe was made; and 1t was ordained 


by angels in the hand of a mediator. 


20 Now a mediator is not a media- 
tor of one: but God is one. 4 

21 Is the law then againſt the pro- 
miſes of God? God forbid: for if there 
had been a law given which could have 
given life, verily righteouſneſs ſhould 
have been by the law. 

22 But the ſcripture hath concluded 
all under fin, that the promiſe by faith 
of Jeſus Chriſt might be given to 00M 
that believe.

2 Unto Timothy, my own ſon in the 
faith: grace, mercy, and peace from God 
our Father, and Jeſus Chrift our Lord. 

3 As I befought thee to abide ſtill at 
Epheſus, when 1 went into Macedonia, 
that thou mighteſt charge ſome that 

they teach no other doctrine ; 
4 Neither give heed to fables, and 


[endl genealogies, which miniſter 


12 Now them that are ſuch we com- 
mand and exhort by our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, that with 3 they work,

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queſtions rather than ray 777 
which is in faith; ſo do. 

5 Now the end of the command- 
ment 15 charity, out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conſcience, and of faith 
unfeigned : 

6 From which ſome having ſwerv- 
ed, have turned aſide unto vain Jang- 
ling; 

5 Deſiring to be teachers of the 
law, underſtanding neither what they 
ſay, nor whereof they affirm.

10 For whore-mongers, for them 
that defile themſelves with mankind, 


for men-ſtealers, for liars, for perjured 


perſons, and if there be any other 
thing that is contrary to ſound doc- 


trine, 
11 According to the glorious cofilet 


of the bleſſed God, which was com-| 


mitted to my truſt. 

12 And I thank Chriſt 
Lord who hath enabled me, for that 
he counted me faithful, putting me 
into the miniſtry ; 

13 Who was before a blaſphemer, 
and a perſecutor, and injurious. But 
I obtained mercy, becauſe I did it i. 
* in unbelief: 

4 And the grace of our Lord was 
ig abundant, with faith and 
love which is in Chriſt Jeſus.

15 This is a faithful ſaying, ad 
worthy of all accept ation, that Chriſt 
Jeſus came into the world to ſave ſin- 
ners; of whom I am chief. 

16 Howbelt, for this cauſe I obtain. 
ed mercy, that in me firſt Jeſus Chriſt 
might ſhew forth all long- ſuffering, for 
a pattern to them which ſhould hereaf. 
ter believe on him to life everlaſting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, im- 
mortal, inviſible, the only wiſe God, 
be honour and glory, for ever and ever,

18 This charge I commit unto thee, 


ſon Timothy, according to the pro- 


hecies which went before on thee, 
that thou by them mighteſt war a good

9 Holding faith, and a good con- 
"7:4 which ſome having put a- 
way, concerning faith have made ſhip- 


wreck: 
20 Of whom is Hymeneus and A- 


lexander ; whom I have delivered un- 
to Satan, that they may learn not to 
blaſpheme. 


CHAP. II. 


Prayers to be made for all men and the 
reaſon why. | 


I EXHORT therefore that, firſt of 
all, ſupplications, prayers, interceſ- 
ſions, and giving of thanks be made for 


all men; 
2 For kings, and for all that are in 


authority ; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godlineſs and 


honeſty. 
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For this is good and accepta— 
ble in the ſight of God our Savi- 
our; 

4 Who will have all men to be ſav- 
ed, and to come unto the knowledge 
of the truth. 

5 For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Chriſt Jeſus; 

6 Who gave himſelf a ran for 
all, to be teſtified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a 
preacher and an apoſtle, .(I ſpeak 
the truth in Chriſt, and he not) a 
teacher of the Gentiles in faith and 
verity. 

8 I will, therefore, that men pray 
every where, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner alſo, that women 
adorn themſelves in modeſt apparel, 
with ſhamefacedneſs and ſobriety; not 
with broidered hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or coltly array; 

10 But (which becometh women 


profeſſing godlineſs) with good works. 


11 Let the woman learn in ſilence 


with all ſubjection. 

12 But I ſuffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to uſurp authority over the 
man, but to be in ſilence. | 

13 For Adam was firſt formed, then 
Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, but 
the woman being deceived was 1n the 
tranſgreſſion. 

15 Notwithſtanding, ſhe ſhall be 
ſaved in childbearing, if they continue 
in faith, and charity, and beim with 


ſobriety.

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CHAP. III. 
How biſhops and deacons, and their wives, 


ſhould be qualified, Oc. 


THIS is a true ſaying, If a man de- 
fire the office of a biſhop, he deſireth 
a good work. 

2 A biſhop then muſt be blameleſs, 
the huſband of one wife, vigilant, ſo- 
ber, of good behaviour, given to hoſ- 
pitality, apt to teach; 

3 Not given to wine, no ſtriker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre, but patient, not 
a brawler, not covetous ; 

4 One that ruleth well his own 
houſe, having his children in ſubjection 
with all gravity ; 

5 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own houſe, how ſhall he take 
care of the: church of God?) 

6 Not a novice, leſt being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condemna- 
tion of the devil. 

7 Moreover, he muſt have a good 
report of them which are without, leſt 
he fall into reproach and the ſnare of 


the devil. 


8 Likewiſe mult tha: deacons be 
grave, not double-tongued, not given to 
much wine, not greedy of filthy lucre, 

9 Holding the myſtery of the faith 
in a pure conſcience. 

10 And let theſe alſo firſt be prov- 
ed; then let them uſe the ofhce of a 
deacon, being found blameleſs. 

11 Even ſo mutt their wives be grave, 
not flanderers, ſober, faithful in all 


things. 
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12 Let the deacons be the huſbands 
of one wife, ruling their children and 
their own houſes well. 

13 For they that have uſed the office 
of a deacon well, purchaſe to them- 
ſelves a good degree, and great bold- 
neſs in the faith which is in Chriſt Jeſus. 

14 Theſe things write I unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee ſhortly : 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayeſt know how thou oughteſt to be- 
have thyſelf in the houſe of God, which 

is the church of the living God, the 
pillar and ground of the truth. 

16 And without controverſy great 1s 
the myſtery of godlineſs; God was ma- 
nifeſt in the fleſh, juſtified in the Spi- 
rit, ſeen of angels: preached unto the 


Gentiles, believed on in the world, re- 


ceived up into glory. 


CHAP. IV. | 
He foretelleth that in the latter times there 
ſhall be a departure from the faith. 


NOW the Spint ſpeaketh expreſly 
that in the latter times ſome ſhall de- 
part from the faith, giving heed to ſe- 
ducing ſpirits, and doctrines of devils, 

2 Speaking lies in hypocriſy, having 
their conſcience ſeared with a hot iron; 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abſtain from meats which 
God hath created to be received with 
thankſgiving of them which believe and 
know the truth. 
4 For every creature of God is good. 

and nothing to be refuſed, if it be re- 
_ ceived with thankſgiving : 


5 For it is ſanctified by the word of of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of theſe things, thou ſhalt 
be a good miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt, nou- 
riſhed up in the words of faith, and of 
good dottrine, whereunto thou haſt at- 
tained. 

7 But refuſe profane and old wives 
fables, and exerciſe thyſelf rather unto 
godlineſs. 

8 For bodily exerciſe profiteth little: 

but godlineſs is profitable unto all 
things, having promiſe of the life that 
now is, and of that which is to 
come. 

9 This is a faithful ſaying, and Wor- 
thy of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour and 
ſuffer reproach, becauſe we truſt in the 
living God, who is the Saviour of all 
men, ſpecially of thoſe that believe. 

11 Theſe things command and teach. 

12 Let no man deſpiſe thy youth, 
but be thou an example of the believ- 
ers, in word, in converſation, in cha- 
rity, in ſpirit, 1n faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that is in thee, 
which was given thee by prophecy, 
with the laying on of the hands of the 
arg 

5 Meditate upon theſe things, give 
thyſelf wholly io them; that thy pro- 
fiting may appear to all. 

16 Take heed unto thyſelf, and 
unto thy doctrine ; continue in them: 
for in doing this thou ſhalt both ſave 
thyſelf and them that hear thee, 


For bodily exerciſe, &c. ver. 8. All that men do outwardly in religion, though commanded by God, if ſeparated from the 


devotion of the heart, cannot procure acceptation. 
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CHAP. V. 
Rules to be obſerved in reproving, Sc. 


REBUKE not an elder, but intreat 
him as a father; and the younger men 
as brethren. FY. | 

2 The elder women as mothers ; the 
younger as ſiſters, with all purity. 

3 Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any widow have children 
or. nephews, let them learn firſt to ſhew 
piety at home, and to requite their pa- 
rents; for that is good and acceptable 
beg 

5 Now ſhe that is a widow indeed, 
and deſolate, truſteth in God, and con- 
tinueth in ſupplications and prayers 
night and day. I 

6 But ſhe that liveth in pleaſure 1s 
dead while ſhe liveth. 

7 And theſe things give in charge, 
that they may be blameleſs. 

8 But if any provide not for his own, 
and ſpecially for thoſe of his own houſe, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worſe 
than an infidel. 

9 Let not a widow be taken into the 
number under threeſcore years old, 
having been the wife of one man, 

10 Wellreported of for good works; 
if ſhe have brought up children, if ſhe 
have lodged ſtrangers, if ſhe have waſh- 
ed the ſaints” feet, if ſhe have relieved 
the afflicted, if ſhe have diligently fol- 
| lowed every good work. 

11 But the younger widows refule ; 


wanton againſt Chriſt, they will mar- 
3 12 Having damnation, becauſe they 
have caſt off their firſt faith. a 

13 And withal they learn to be idle, 
wandering about from houſe to houſe; 
and not only idle, but tattlers alſo, and 
buſy-bodies, ſpeaking things which they 
ought not. | 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide the 
houſe, give none occaſion to the adver- 
ſary to ſpeak reproachfully. | 

15 For ſome are already turned aſide 
after Satan. 

16 If any man or woman that be- 
lieveth have widows, let them relieve 
them, and let not the church be charg- 
ed; that 1t may relieve them that are 
widows indeed, 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, 
eſpecially they who labour in the word 
and doctrine. 

18 For the ſcripture ſaith, Thou 
ſhalt not muzzle the ox that treadeth 
out the corn: and, The labourer 1s 
worthy of his reward. 42 

19 Againſt an elder receive not an ac- 
cuſation but before two orthree witneſſes. 

20 Them that fin rebuke before all, 
that others alſo may fear. | 

21 I charge thee before God, an 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the elect an- 
gels, that thou obſerve theſe things, 
without preferring one before another, 
doing nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands ſuddenly on no man, 
neither be partaker of other men's fins : 


for when they have begun to wax |

keep thyſelf pure. 
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3 Drink no longer water, but uſe 
a little wine for thy ſtomach's ſake, and 
thy often infirmities. 

24 Some men's fins are open before- 
hand, going before to judgement ; and 
ſome men they follow after. 

25 Likewiſe alſo the good works of 
ſome are manifeſt before-hand ; and 
they that are otherwiſe cannot be 
hid. 


CHAP. VI. 


Servants duties, to avoid new-fangled 
teachers, Gc. 


LET as many ſervants as are under 
the yoke count their own maſters wor- 
thy of all honour, that the name of 
God and his doctrine be not blaſ- 
phemed. 


2 And they that TRIM believing mal. 


ters, let them not deſpiſe them, becauſe 
they are brethren ; but rather do them 
fervice, becauſe they are faithful, and 
beloved partakers of the benefit. Theſe 
things teach and exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwiſe, and 
conſent not to wholeſome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and 
to the doctrine which is according to 
godlineſs ; ; 

4 He is proud, knowing nothing, 
but doting about queſtions, and ſtrifes 


of words, whereof cometh envy, ſtrife, | 


ratlings, evil ſurmiſings, 
5 Perverſe diſꝑutings of men of cor- 
rupt minds, and deſtitute of the truth, 


ſuppoſing that gain is godlineſs. 
ſuch withdraw thyſelf.

6 But godlineſs with contentment is 
great gain. 

7 For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it 1s certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And having food and raiment, let 
us be therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall in- 
to temptation and a ſnare, and into 
many fooliſh and hurtful luſts, which 
drown men in deſtruction and perdi- 


tion. 


18 For the love of money is the root 
of all evil; which while ſome coveted 
after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themſelves through with 
many ſorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee 
theſe things; and follow after righte- 
ouſneſs, godlineſs, faith, love, Patience, 
meekneſs. 

12 Fight the good fight of faith, lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art alſo called, and haſt profeſſed a 
good profeſſion before many wit- 
neſſes. 

' 13 I give thee charge in the ſight 
of God who quickeneth all things, 
and before Chriſt Jeſus, who before 
Pontius Pilate witneſſed a good con- 
feſſion; 

14 That thou keep this command- 
ment without ſpot, unrebukable, until 
the appearing of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt: 
15 Which in his times he ſhall 
ſhew, who 1s the bleſſed and only Po- 
tentate, the King of kings, and Lord of 


lords; 


16 Who only hath immortality, 
Gedling! in the light which no man 
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can approach unto; whom no man 
hath ſeen; nor can ſee, to whom be 
honour and power everlaſting. Amen, 

17 Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they be not high-mind- 
ed, nor truſt in uncertain riches, but 
in the living God, who giveth us rich- 
ly all things to enjoy; 

18 That they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to diſtribute, 
willing to communicate; 

19 Layingup in ſtore for themſelves a 


that they may lay 1 hold on eternal 
life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy truſt, avoiding pro- 
tane and vain babblings, and oppoſi- 
tions of ſcience falſly ſo called: 

21 Which ſome profeſſing have er- 
red concerning the faith. Grace be 
with thee. Amen.

5 When I call to remembrance the 
5 faith that is in thee, which 
dwelt firſt in thy grandmother Lois, 
and thy mother Eunice; and J am per- 
ſuaded that in thee alſo. | 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem- 
brance, that thou ſtir up the gift of 
God, which 1s in thee, by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the 
ſpirit of fear; but of power, and of love, 


that without cealin I have remem-

and of a and mind, 
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8 Be not thou therefore aſhamed of 
the teſtimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his priſoner: but be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the Goſpel, according 
to the power of God; 
9 Who hath ſaved us, and called 
us with an holy calling, not accord- 
ing to our works, but according to his 
own purpoſe and grace, which was 
given us in Chriſt Jeſus, before the 
world began. 

10 But is now made manifeſt by the 
appearing of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 


who hath aboliſhed death, and hath | 


brought life and immortality to light, 
through the Goſpel; 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a 
preacher and an apoſtle, and a teacher 
of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which cauſe I alfo ſuf- 
fer theſe things: nevertheleſs, I am not 
aſhamed; for I know whom I have 
believed, and I am perſuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have commit- 
ted unto him againſt that day. 

13 Hold faſt the form of ſound 


words, which thou haſt heard of me 


in faith and love which is in Chriſt 
Jeſus. 

14 That good thing which was com- 
mitted unto thee, keep by the H 
mm which dwelleth in us. 

5 This thou knoweſt that all they 
kick are in Aſia be turned away from 
me; of whom are Phygellus and Her- 

enes. 
16 The Lord give mercy unto the 
houſe of Oneſiphorus; for he oft re- 
freſhed me; and was not aſhamed of 


17 But when he was in Rome, he 
ſought me out very diligently, and 
found me. 

18 The Lord grant unto. him that 
he may find mercy of the Lord in that 
day: and in how many things he mi- 
niſtered unto me at Epheſus, thou 
knoweſt very well. 


CHAP. JE 


Timothy exhorted to conſtancy and ber- 
ſeverance, Sc. 


THOU therefore, my ſon, be ſtrong 
in the grace that is in Chriſt Jeſus, 

2 And the things that thou haſt 
heard of me among many witneſſes, the 
ſame commit thou to faithful men, 
who ſhall be able to teach others 
alſo. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardneſs, 
as a good ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth 
himſelf with the affairs of this life; 
that he may pleaſe him who hath cho- 
ſen him to be a ſoldier. 

5 And if a man alſo ſtrive for maſ- 
teries, yet is he not crowned except he 
ſtrive lawfully. 


6 The e that laboureth 


muſt be firſt partaker of the fruits. 


7 Conſider what I ſay; and the 
Lord give thee underſtanding in all 
things. 

8 Remember that Jeſus Chriſt of the 
ſeed of David was raiſed from the dead 
according to my Goſpel : 

9 Wherein I falle er trouble as an 
evil-doer, even unto bonds; but the 


word of God i is Bot bound, 


my chain. 
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10 Therefore I endure all things for 
the elect's ſakes, that they may alſo ob- 
tain the ſalvation which is in Chriſt Je- 
ſus, with eternal glory. 

11 It is a faithful ſaying; for if we 
be dead with him, we ſhall alſo live 
with him. 

12 If we ſuffer we ſhall alſo reign 
with him: if we deny him, he alſo 
will deny us : 

13 If we believe not, yet he abid- 
eth faithful: he cannot ceny him- 
ſelf. 

14 Of theſe things put them in re- 
membrance, charging them before the 
Lord that they ſtrive not about words 
to no profit, but to the ſubverting of 
the hearers. 

15 Study to ſhew thyſelf approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be aſhamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth. 

16 But ſhun profane and vain bab- 
blings: for they will increaſe unto 
more ungodlineſs. 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker: of whom 1s + ITY and 
Philetus ; 

18 Who concerning the truth have 
erred, ſaying, That the reſurrection is 
paſt already ; ; and overthrow the faith 
of ſome. 

19 Nevertheleſs the found of 
God ſtandeth ſure, having this ſeal, 
The Lord knoweth them that are his: 
and, Let every one that nameth the 
name of Chriſt, depart from iniquity. 

20 But in a great houſe there are 
not only veſſels of gold and of ſil- 
ver, but alſo of wood, and of earth; 


and ſome to honour, and ſome to diſ- 
honour. 

21 If a man therefore purge him- 
ſelf from theſe, he ſhall be a veſſel unto 
honour, ſanctified and meet for the 
maſter's uſe, and prepared unto every 
good work: 

22 Flee alſo youthful luſts : but fol- 
low righteouſneſs, faith, charity, peace 
with them that call on the Lord out of 
a pure heart. 

29 But fooliſh and unlearned queſ- 
tions avoid, knowing that they do gen- 
der ſtrifes. | 

24 And the ſervant of the Lord 


muſt not ſtrive; but be gentle unto 


all men, apt to teach, patient, 

25 In meekneſs inſtructing thoſe 
that oppoſe themſelves ; if God perad- 
venture will give them repentance to 
the acknowledging of the truth ; 

26 And that they may recover them- 
ſelves out of the ſnare of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at his 
will. 


CHAP. III. 
He advertiſeth him of the times to come, 
deſcribeth the enemies of the truth, &c. 


THIS know alſo, that in the laſt 
days, perilous times ſhall come. 

2 For men ſhall be lovers of their 
ownſelves, covetous, boaſters, proud, 
blaſphemers, diſobedient to parents, un- 
thankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, falſe accuſers, incontinent, 


fierce, deſpiſers of thoſe that are good. 
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4 Traitors, heady, high-minded, lo- 


vers of pleaſures more than lovers of 


God; 

5 Having a form of godlineſs but 
denying the power thereof. From 
ſuch turn away. 

6 For of this ſort are they which 
creep into houſes, and lead captive 
_ hilly women, laden with ſins, led away 
with divers luſts, 

7 Ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now as Jannes and Jambres with- 
ſtood Moſes, ſo do theſe alſo reſiſt the 
truth; men of corrupt -minds, repro- 
bate concerning the faith. 

9 But they ſhall proceed no further: 
for their folly ſhall be manifeſt unto 
all men, as their' alſo was. 

10 But thou haſt fully known my 
doctrine, manner of life, purpoſe, faith, 
long-ſuffering, charity, patience, 

11 Perſecutions, afflictions, which 
came unto me at Antioch, at Iconium, 
at Lyſtra; what perſecutions I endur- 
ed; but out of them all the Lord deli- 
vered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will live godly 
in Chriſt Jeſus ſhall ſuffer perſecution. 

13 But evil men and ſeducers ſhall 
wax worle and worſe, deceiving and 
—__ deceived. 

4 But continue thou in the things 
which thou haſt learned and haſt been 
aſſured of, knowing of whom thou haſt 
learned them. 

15 And that from a child thou haſt 
known the holy ſcriptures, which are 
able to make thee wiſe unto ſalvation, 
through faith which is in Chriſt Jeſus. 


16 All — is given by infpira 
tion of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for in- 
ion in righteouſneſs: 

17 That the man of God may be 
perfect, throughly furniſhed unt o all 
good works. 

C HAP. IV. 
Paul exhorteth Timothy, he willeth him 
to come to hum, Gc. 


I CHARGE thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who 
ſhall judge the quick and the dead at 
his appearing and his kingdom; 

2 Preach the word; be inſtant in 

ſeaſon, out of ſeaſon ; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all long-ſuffering and doc- 
trine.

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Lad the righteous Judge ſhall give 


me at that day: and not to me only, 
but unto all them alſo that love his ap- 


earing.

g Do thy diligence to come ſhortly 


unto me: 

10 For Demas hath ford me, 
having loved this preſent world, and is 
departed unto Theſſalonica; Creſcens 
to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 


11 Only Luke is with me. Take 


Mark, and bring him with thee, for he 


is profitable to me for the miniſtry. 

12 And Tychicus have I ſent to E- 
pheſus. 

13 The cloke that I left at Troas 
with Carpus, when thou comeſt, bring 
with thee, and the books, but eſpecially 
the parchments. 

14 Alexander the copperſmith did 
me much evil: the Lord reward him 
according to his works. 

15 Of whom be thou ware alſo; for

17 Notwithſtanding, the Lord ſtood 
with me, and ſtrengthened me ; that by 


me the preaching might be fully known,

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9 Thou ou haſt loved Hotiebofneſs and 
hated iniquity ; therefore God, even 
thy God, hath anointed thee with the 
oil of gladneſs above thy fellows. 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in the begin- 
ning, haſt laid the foundation of the 
earth: and the heavens are the works 
of thine hands: 

11 They ſhall periſh; but thou re- 
maineſt: and they all ſhall wax old, as 
doth a garment : 

12 And as a veſture ſhalt thou fold 
them up, and they ſhall be changed: 
but thou art the ſame, and =o years 


ſhall not fail. 
13 But to which of the angels ſaid 


he, at any time, Sit on my right hand 


until 1 make thine enemies thy foot- 


ſtool ? 
14 Are they not all miniſtering ſpi- 


Tits, ſent forth to miniſter for them who 


ſhall be heirs of ſalvation ? 


CHAP. 11. 


We ought to be obedient unto Chriſt Jeſus. 


- THEREFORE we ought to give 
the more earneſt heed to the things 
which we have heard, leſt at any time 
we ſhould let them ſlip. 

2 For if the word ſpoken by UT 
was ſtedfaſt, and every tranſgreſſion and 
diſobedience received a juſt recom- 
pence of reward; | 

How ſhall we eſcape, if we neglect 
ſo great ſalvation, which at the firſt be- 
gan to be ſpoken by the Lord, and was 
confirmed unto us by them that heard 


him ; 


4 God alfo bearing. them witneſ⸗ 
both with ſigns and wonders, and with 
divers miracles, and gifts of the Hol 
Ghoſt, according to his on will ? 

5 For unto the angels hath he not 
put in ſubjection the world to come, 
whereof we ſpeak? 

6 But one in a certain place teſtifi- 
ed, ſaying, What is man, that thou art 
mindful of him? or the ſon of man, 
that thou viſiteſt him? 

7 Thou madeſt him a. little lower | 
than the angels; thou crownedſt him 
with glory and honour, and didſt ſet 
him over the w orks of thy hands : 

8 Thou haſt put all things in ſubjec- 
tion under his feet: for in that he put 
all in ſubjection under him, heleft 
not hing that is not put under him. 
But now we ſee not yet all things put 
under him. 

9 But we ſee Jeſus, who was male 


1a little lower than the angels, for the 
| ſuffering of death, crowned with glory 


and honour: that he by the grace of 

God ſhould taſte death for every 
man. 

10 For it 6 teteme him for whom are 
all things, and by whom are all things, 
in bringing many ſons unto glory, to 
make the Captain of their ſalvation per- 
fect through ſufferings. 

11 For both he that ſanctifieth, and 
they who are ſanctified, are all of one: 
for which cauſe he is not aſhamed to 
call them brethren; 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name 
unto my brethren, in the midſt of 
the church will I ſing praiſe unto 
thee. 5 
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13 And again, I vill put my truft 
in him. And again, Behold I, and 
the children which God hath given 
me. | 
14 Foraſmuch then as the children 
are partakers of fleſh and blood, he 
alſo himſelf likewiſe took part of the 
ſame ; that through death he might de- 
ſtroy him that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil, 

15 And deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their life-time 
ſubject to bondage. 

16 For verily he took not on him 
the nature of angels; but he took on 
him the ſeed of Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it behov- 
ed him to be made like unto his breth- 
ren; that he might be a merciful and 
faithful high prieſt in things pertain- 
ing to God, to make reconciliation for 
the ſins of the people. 

18 For in that he himſelf hath ſuf⸗ 
fered being tempted, he is able to ſuc- 
cour them that are tempted. 


CHAP. III. 


Chriſt is more worthy than Moſes. 


WHEREFORE, holy brethren, par- 
takers of the heavenly calling, conſider 
the Apoſtle and high prieſt of our 

_ profeſſion, Chriſt us; 

2 Who was faithful to him that ap- 
pointed him, as alſo Moſes was faithful 
in all his houſe. 

3 For this man was counted wor- 


thy of more glory than Moſes, inaſ- 


much as he who hath builded 


the 


hath more honour than the 


houſe 
houſe. 

4 For every 505 is builded by 
ſome man; but he that built all things 
is God. 

5 And Moſes verily was faithful in 
all” his houſe as a ſervant, for a teſtimo- 
ny of thoſe things which were to be ſpo- 
ken after; 

6 But Chriſt, as a Son over his own 
houſe ; whole hu are we, if we hold 
faſt the confidence and the rejoicing 
of the hope firm unto the end. 

7 Wherefore as the Holy Ghoſt ſaith, 
To-day if ye will hear his voice, 

8 Harden not your hearts, as in 
the provocation, in the day of c_ 
tion in the wilderneſs : 

9 When your fathers tempted me, 
proved me, and ſaw my works for- 
ty years. 

10 Wherefore I was grieved with 
that generation, and ſaid, They do al- 
way err in their heart; and they have 
not known my ways. 

11 So I ſware in my wrath, They 


| ſhould not enter into my reſt. 


12 Take heed, brethren, leſt there 
be in any of you an evil heart of un- 
belief, 1n departing. from the living 
God. 


13 But exhort one another daily 
while it is called To-day ; leſt any of 


you be hardened through the deceitful-. 


nels of ſin, 

14 For we are made partakers | 
of Chriſt, if we hold the beginning 
the 


of our o ſtedfaſt unto 
end. 


I will put my truſt in him, ver. 13.] To be ſupported and carried through all my ſufferings and undertakings, 
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15 While it is ſaid, To-day if ye 
will hear his voice harden not your 
hearts, as in the provocation. | 

16 For ſome, when they had heard, 

did provoke ;. howbeit, not all that 
came out of Egypt by Moſes. 
17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was it not with them that 
had ſinned ; whoſe carcaſes fell in the 
wilderneſs ? 

18 And to whom ſware he, That 
they ſhould not enter into his reſt, but 
to them that believe not ? 

19 So we ſee that they 
enter in becauſe of unbelief. 
is CHAP. IV. 


The reſt of Chriſtians is attained by faith : 
The power of God's word, Gc. 


LET us therefore fear, leſt a pro- 


miſe being left us of entering into his 
reſt, any of you ſhould ſeem to come 
ſhort of it. 

2 For unto us was the Goſpel preach- 
ed, as well as unto them: but the 
word preached did not profit them, 
not being mixed with faith in them 
that heard it. | 

3 For we which have believed do 
enter into reſt, as he ſaid, As I have 
ſworn in my wrath, If they ſhall enter 
into my reſt: although the works were 
finiſhed from the foundation of the 
world. | 

4 For he ſpake in a certain place of 
the ſeventh day on this wiſe, And God 
did reſt the ſeventh day from all his 


works. 


could not 


5 And in this place again, If they 
ſhall enter into my reſt. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that 
ſome muſt enter therein, and they to 
whom it was firſt preached entered not 
in becauſe of unbelief; 

7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
laying, in David, To-day, after ſo 
long a time, as it is ſaid, To-day if ye 
will hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts. | 

8 For if Jeſus had given them reſt, 
then would he not afterward have ſpo- 
ken of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a reſt 
to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his 
reſt, he alſo hath ceaſed from his own 
works, as God did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that reſt, leſt any man fall after the 
ſame example of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God 1s quick, 
and powerful, and ſharper than any 
two-edged ſword, piercing even to the 
dividing aſunder of ſoul and ſpirit, and 
of the joints and marrow; and is a diſ- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart. 

13 Neither is there any creature that 
is not manifeſt in his ſight; but all 
things are naked and open unto the 
eyes of him with whom we have to 
do. | 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high prieſt, that 1s paſſed into the hea- 
vens, jeſus the Son of God, let us 
hold faſt our profeſſion. 

15 For we have not an high prieſt 
which cannot be touched with the feel- 
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ing of our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet with- 


out fin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to help 


in time of need, 


GHAP.: V. 
Of our Saviour prieſthood, Sc. 
FOR every high prieſt taken from 


among men, is ordained for men in 

things pertaining to God, that he 

may offer both gifts and ſacrifices for 
ſins. 

2 Who can have compaſſion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out of 
the way; for that he himſelf alſo is 
compaſſed with infirmity. 

3 And by reaſon hereof he ought, 
as for the people, ſo alſo for himſelf to 
offer for ſins. 

4 And no man taketh this honour 
unto himſelf, but he that is called of 
| God, as was Aaron: 

5 So alſo Chriſt glorified not him- 
ſelf, to be made an high prieſt; but he 
that faid unto him, Thou art my Son, 
to-day have I begotten thee. 

6 As he ſaith alſo in another place, 
Thou art a prieſt for ever after the order 
of Melchiſedec. » 


Who in the days of his fleſh, when 


he had offered up prayers and ſuppli- 
cations, with ſtrong crying and tears, 
unto him that was able to ſave him 
from death, and Was heard in that he 
teared; 


L 10a ] 


8 Though he were a Son, yet learn- 
ed he obedience by the things which 
he ſuffered ; 

9 And being made perfect he be- 
came the author of eternal ſalvation 
unto all them that obey him. 

10 Called of God an high prieſt 
after the order of Melchiſedec. 

11 Of whom we have many things 
to ſay, and hard to be uttered, ſeeing 
ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again -which be the firſt 
principles of the oracles of God; and 
are become ſuch as have need of milk, 
and not of ſtrong meat. 

13 For every one that uſeth milk is 
unſkilful in the word of righteouſneſs; 
for he is a babe. 

14 But ſtrong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even thoſe 
who by reaſon of uſe have their ſenſes 
exerciſed to diſcern both good and 


evil. 


CHAP. VI. 


He | cahonieth not to fall back from ts | 
faith, Ec. 


THEREFORE leaving the princi- 
ples of the doctrine of Chriſt, let us go 
on unto perfection; not laying again 
the foundation of repentance from dead 
works, and of faith toward God. 

2 Of the doctrine of baptiſms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of reſurrec- 
tion of the dead, and of eternal judge- 


ment.

3 And this will we do, if God per- 
mit. 

4 For it is impoſſible for thoſe who 
were once enlightened, and have taſted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghoſt, 

5 And have taſted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world 
to come, 

6 If they ſhall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; ſeeing 
they crucify to themſelves the Son of 


God afreſh, and put him to an open| 


ſhame. 
7 For the earth which drinketh in 


the rain that cometh oft upon it, and 

bringeth forth herbs meet for them by 

whom it is dreſſed, receiveth bleſſing 

from God ; z 

8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers is rejected, and is nigh unto 

curſing; whoſe end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are perſuaded 
better things of you, and things that 
accompany ſalvation, though we thus 
ſpeak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous, to 
forget your work and labour of love 
which ye have ſhewed toward his 
name, in that ye have miniſtered to 
the ſaints, and do miniſter. 

11 And we deſire that every one of 
you do ſhew the ſame diligence to the 
full aſſurance of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not flothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promiſes, | 


13 For when God made promiſe to|p 


Abraham, becauſe he could ſwear by 


14 Saying, Surely bleſſing I will 
bleſs thee, and multiplying I will mul- 
tiply thee. 1 

15 And ſo after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promiſe. 

16 For men verily ſwear by the 
greater: and an oath for confirmation 
is to them an end of all ſtrife. 

17 Wherein God willing more a- 
bundantly to ſhew unto the heirs of 
promiſe the immutability of his counſel, 
confirmed it by an oath : 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which it was impoſſible for God to 
lie, we might have a ſtrong conſola- 
tion, who have fled for refuge to lay 
hold upon the hope ſet before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an an- 
chor of the ſoul, both ſure and ſtedfaſt, 
and which entereth into that within 
the vail, = | 

20 Whither the forerunner 1s for 
us entered, even Jeſus, made an high 
prieſt for ever, after the order of Mel- 


chiſedec. hit 
CHAP; Ms. 


Chriſt Jeſus is a prieft after the order of 
Melchiſedec, &c. 


FOR this Melchiſedec, king of Sa- 
lem, prieft of the moſt high God, who 
met Abraham returning from the ſlaugh- 
ter of the kings, and bleſſed him: 

2 To whom alſo Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; firſt being by inter- 
retation King of righteouſneſs, and at- 
ter that alſo, king of Salem, which 1s, 


no greater, he ſware by himſelf, 


King of peace. 
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3 Without father, without las 
without deſcent, having neither be⸗ 
ginning of days, nor end of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God, abideth 
a prieſt continually. 

4 Now conſider how great this man 
unto whom even the patri- 
arch Abraham gave the tenth of the 
ſpoils. 

5 And verily, they that are of the 
ſons of Levi, who receive the office of 


"ths prieſthood, have a commandment 


to take tithes of the people according 
to the law, that is, of their brethren, 
though they come out of the loins of 
Abraham: 

6 But he whoſe deſcent is not count- 
ed from them, received tithes of Abra- 
ham, and bleſſed him that had the pro- 
miles. 

7 And without all contradiction, the 
leſs 1s bleſſed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive 


tithes; but there he receiveth them of 


whom it is witneſſed that he liveth. 
9 And, as I may ſo ſay, Levi alſo, 


who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 


Abraham. 
10 For he was yet in the loins of 
his father when Melchiſedec met him. 


11 If, therefore, perfection were by |p 
the Levitical prieſthood, (for under it 


the people received the law,) what fur- 
ther need was there that another prieſt 
ſhould riſe after the order of Melchiſe- 
dec, and not be called after the order 
of Aaron! ? 

12 For the prieſthood being chang- 
ed, there is made of neceſlity a change 
alſo of the law. | 


 [aoaa}] 


13 For he of whom theſe things are 
ſpoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at the 
altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
ſprang out of Juda ; of which tribe 
Moſes ſpake nothing concerning prieſt- 
moo 

5 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the ſimilitude of Melchi- 
ſedec there ariſeth another prieſt, 

16 Who is made, not after the law 


of a carnal commandment, but after the 


power of an endleſs life. 

17 For he teſtifieth, Thou art a priaſt 
for ever after the order of Melchiſedec. 

18 For there is, verily, a diſannul- 
ling of the commandment going before 
for the weakneſs and unprofitableneſs 
thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better hope 
did; by the which we draw nigh unto 
God. 

20 And in as much as not without an 
oath he was made prieſt. _ 

21 For thoſe prieſts were made with- 
out an oath ; but this with an oath, by 
him that ſaid unto him, The Lord 
ſware, and will not repent, Thou art a 
rieſt for ever after the order of Mel- 
chiſedec : 

22 By ſo much was Jeſus made a 
ſurety of a better teſtament. | 


23 And they truly were many prieſts, 
becauſe they were not ſuffered to con- 


tinue, by reaſon of death : | 

24 But this man, becauſe he conti- 
nueth ever, hath an unchangeable prieſt- 
hood. 
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25 Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave 
them to the uttermoſt that come unto 
God by him, ſeeing he ever liveth to 
make jncercaiGon for them. 

26 For ſuch an high prieſt became 
us, who is holy, harmleſs, undefiled, 


ſeparate from ſinners, and made higher 


than the heavens ; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as thoſe 
high prieſts, to offer up ſacrifice, firſt 
for his own fins, and then for the peo- 
_ ple's: for this he did once, when he of- 

fered up himſelf. 

28 For the. law maketh men WY 2 
prieſts which have infirmity ; but the 
word of the oath, which was ſince the 
law, maketh the Son, who is conſecrat- 
ed for evermore.

By Chriſt's eternal prieſthood the Levitical 
prieſthood is aal iſhed, Ec. 


NOW of the things which we have 
ſpoken this is the ſum: We have ſuch 
an high prieſt, who is ſet on the right 
hand of the throne of the Majeſty in 
the heavens; 

2 A miniſter of the ſanctuary, and of 
the true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high prieſt 1s dein d 
to offer gifts and ſacrifices: wherefore 
it is of neceſſity that this man have 
ſome what alſo to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he ſhould 
not be a prieſt, ſeeing that there are 
prieſts that offer gifts _— to the 


law : 


human nature, by repreſenting the merit of his ſacrifice. 


—— — 


5 Who ſerve unto the exainiple and 
ſhadow of heavenly things, as Moſes 
was admoniſhed of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle. For, 
See, ſaith he, that thou make all things 
according to the pattern ſhewed to thee 
in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent miniſtry, by how much alſo 
he is the mediator of a better covenant, 


which was eſtabliſhed upon better pro- 


miſes. 


7 For if that firſt covenant had been 
faultleſs, then ſhould no place have 
been ſought for the ſecond. 

8 For, finding fault with them, 
he ſaith, Behold, theUavs come, 
ſaith the Lord, A I will ate 
int with the houſe of 


a new _Ccove 
racl, and with the houſe of Ju- 
dah : | | 


9 Not according to the covenant 


that I made with their fathers in the 


day when I took them by the hand to 
lead them out of the land of Egypt; 
becauſe they continued not in my co- 
venant, and I regarded them not, ſaith 
che Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that J 
will make with the houſe of Iſrael after 
thoſe days, faith the Lord: I will put 


my laws into their mind, and write 


them in their hearts; and I will be to 
them a God, and they ſhall be to me 


a people: 

11 And they ſhall not/teach every 
man his neighbour, and very man his 
brother, ſaying, K- the Lord; for 
all ſhall know me, from the leaſt to the 


| greateſt. 


A miniſter, &c. ver. 2.} Who, being one into heaven, docs now miniſter or execute the remainder of his office there, in 
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12 For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteouſneſs, and their ſins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

13 In that he ſaith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the firſt old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old 1s rea- 
dy to vaniſh away. |

HAP. IX. 


A deſcription of the rites of the law. 


THEN, verily, the firſt covenant 
had alſo ordinances of divine ſervice, 
and a worldly ſanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; 
the firſt, wherein was the candleſtick, 
and the table, and the ſhew-bread ; 
which 1s called the ſanctuary. 

3 And after the ſecond vail, the ta- 
bernacle which is called the Holieſt of 
all; | | 

4 Which had the golden cenſer, and 
the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein was the gol- 
den pot that had manna, and Aaron's 
rod that budded, and the tables of the 
covenant ; 

5 And over it the Cherubims of glo- 
ry ſhadowing the mercy-ſeat ; of which 
we cannot now ſpeak particularly. 

6 Now when theſe things were thus 
ordained, the prieſts went always into 
the firſt tabernacle, accompliſhing the 
ſervice of God: 1 

7 But into the ſecond went the 
high prieſt alone, once every year, 
not without blood, which he offered 
for himſelf and for the errors of the 
people. | 9 4 


8 The Holy 
that the way into the holieſt of all was 
not yet made manifeſt, while the firſt 
tabernacle was yet ſtanding : 

o Which was a figure for the time 
then preſent, in which were offered 
both gifts and ſacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the ſervice 
perfect, as pertaining to the conſci- 
ence ; a6 
10 Which ſtood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers waſhings, and carnal 
ordinances, impoſed on them until the 
time of reformation. 

11 But Chriſt, being come an high 
prieſt of good things to come, by a 
greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not made with hands, that is to ſay, 
not of this building; | 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 

and calves, but by his own blood, he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption for 
us. 
13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the aſhes of an heifer ſprink- 
ling the unclean, ſanctifieth to the pu- 
rifying of the fleſh, 

14 How much more ſhall the blood 
of Chriſt, who, through the eternal 


Spirit, offered himſelf without ſpot to 


God, purge your conſcience from dead 
works to ſerve the living God ? __ 
15 And for this cauſe he is the Me- 
diator of the new teſtament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption of 


the tranſgreſſions that were under the 


firſt teſtament, they which are called 
might receive the promiſe of eternal 


inheritance. 


Ghoſt this ſignifying, 
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16 For where a teſtament 1s, there 
mult alſo of neceſſity be the death of 
the teſtator. 

17 For a teſtament 1s of force after 
men are dead: otherwiſe it is of no 
ſtrength at all whilſt the teſtator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the firſt teſ- 
tament was dedicated without blood; 

19 For when Moſes had ſpoken eve- 
ry precept to all the people according 
to the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water and ſcarlet 


wool and hyſſop, and ſprinkled both 


the book and all the people, 

20 Saying, This 1s the blood of the 
teſtament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he ſprinkled likewiſe 
with blood both the tabernacle and all 
the veſſels of the miniſtry 

22 And almoſt all this are by the 


law purged with blood; and without | 


ſhedding of blood is no remiſſion. 

23 It was therefore neceſſary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens ſhould 
be purified with theſe ; but the heaven- 
ly things themſelves with better ſacri- 
fices than theſe. | 

24 For Chriſt is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which 
are the figures of the true; but into 
heaven itſelf, now to appear in the 
preſence of God for us: 

23 Nor yet that he ſhould offer him- 
ſelf 2 as the high prieſt entereth in- 
to the holy place every year with blood 


of others: 
26 For then muſt he often have ſuf- 


fered ſince the foundation of the world: 


but now once in the end of the world 


bath he appeared to put away ſin by | 


the ſacrifice of himſelf. 

27 And as 1t 1s appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judge- 
ment: 

28 So Chriſt was once offered to 
bear the ſins of many; and unto them 
that look for him ſhall he appear the 
ſecond time without fin unto ſalva— 
tion. 


CHAP: 


The weakneſs of the law ſacrifices, Ec. 


FOR the law having a ſhadow of 
good things to come, and not the very 
image of the things, can never with 
thoſe ſacrifices which they offered year 
by year continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect. 

2 For then, would they not have 
ceaſed to be offered; becauſe that the 
worſhippers, once purged, ſhould have 
had no more conſcience of fins. 

3 But in thoſe ſacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made of fins every 


year. 
4 For it is not poſſible that the blood 


of bulls and of goats ſhould take avid 


fins. 
Wherefore, . he cometh into 


the world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and offer- 


ing thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt 


thou prepared me: 
6 In burnt-offerings and ſacrifices 
for fin thou haſt had no pleaſure. 


7 Then ſaid I, Lo, I come (in the 


volume of the book it is written of me,) 


to do thy will, O God. 
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8 Above, when he ſaid, Sacrifice 
and offering, and burnt-offerings, and 
offering for ſin, thou wouldeſt not, nei- 
ther hadſt pleaſure therein (which are 
offered by the law ;) 

9 Then ſaid he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh away the 
firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. 

10 By the which will we are ſancti- 
fied, through the offering of the body 
of Jeſus Chriſt once for all. 

11 And every prieſt ſtandeth daily 
- miniſtering, and offering oftentimes the

MY brethren, be not many maſters,

bridle the whole body. 

3 Behold, we put bits in the horſes 
mouths, that they may: obey us; and 
we turn about their whole body.

15 For fo is the will of God, that 
with well doing ye may put to ſilence 
the 1gnorance of fooliſh men: 

16 As free, and not uſing your li- 
berty for a cloak of maliciouſneſs, but 
as the ſervants of God.

Honour all men: love the bro- 
therhood : fear God: honour the king. 

18 1 Servants, be ſubject to your 
maſters with all fear; not only to the 
good and gentle, but alſo to the fro- 
ward. :

21 For even hereunto were ye call- 
ed, becauſe Chriſt alſo ſuffered for us, 
leaving us an example, that ye ſhould 
follow his ſteps : :

Zelots, Sicarii---or Murderers, who, under pretence of the 
law, thought themſelves authorized to commit any outrage. 

Phariſees---Separatiſts, who, upon the opinion of their own 
godlineſs, deſpiſed all others. 

Sadducees---who denied the reſurrection of the dead, angels, 
and ſpirits.
